Few regiments have evinced greater zeal than the 104th, com- 
manded by Lieutenant-General Hunter, under whose auspices it was 
Faised this war, Ib was no sooner eomplete to its establishment of 
1000 men than it unanimously volunteered for general serviee. Being 
ordered to Canada, this regiment actually marched on suow shoes from 
‘New Brunswick to Quebee, a distance of about. 260 miles, when the 
thermometer was twenty degrees helow the eypher, a circumstance 
whieh astonished even the Canadians. Seareely’had the men recovered 
from heing frost-bitten (which most of them were), than the reginient 
was ordered to the frontiers of Upper Canada, being 450 miles. The 
fatigue and dificulty of such @ mareh at the most inclement season of 
the year cannot be well imagined. Iwas performed with the greatest 
cheerfulness and the regiment had the good fortune to reach Upper 
Canada in time to take a distinguished share in the recent operations 
in that quarter, On the whole the eonduet of thie regiment does 
credit to the province it was raised in and shows that the spirit of the

Extract of a letter from an officer of high rank in the army to a 
friend in this eity, duted Queenston, Decamber 19th, 1813:— 

T have the happiness to acquaint you that Fort Niagara was taken 
by assault an hour before daylight this morning, Colonel Murray 
‘commanded the storming party, which consisted of the 100th Regiment, 
(the Prinee Kegent’s Own Irish heroes) the grenadiers of the Ist 
Royals and flank companies 41st, Our loss has been but. trifling 
Lieut. Nowlan of 100th Grenadiers, killed; Colonel Murray wounded 
through the wrist, and pethaps haif dozen other casualties, The 
quantity of ordnance stores, provisions, &e,, found in the place is very 
reat; 5000 stand of arms, £500,000 worth of clothing, are among. the 
Articles, The remainder of the troops, with the whole of the Western 
Indians, who had been passed over to support the attack, immediate 
‘after ascertaining the success of Colonel Murray's column, moved 
towards Lewiston to attack the heights, on which the enemy had 
planted some heavy guns, avowedly for the purpose of laying Queenston 
in ashes, Both the heights and Lewiston were, however, precipitately 
abandoned on the advance of General Riall’s eolumn, A whoop froin 
500 of the most savage Indians (which they gave just at daylight, on 


hearing of the suceoss of the attack on Fort Niagats,) made the enemy 
take to their heels und our troops are in pursuit, We shall not. stop 
until we have cleared the whole frontier. ‘The Indians are retaliating 
the conflagration of Newark.

Deposition of Robert Lee. 


Robert Lee, late of Lewiston, in the eounty of Niagara and State 
of New York, gentleman, of the age of forty-two years, being sworn 
on the Holy Evangelists, deposeth and saith, that some seven weeks 
immediately preceding the 19th of December last, he, this deponent 
resided in Fort Niagara, for the purpose of attending to private 
business, that about four o'clock in the morning of the 19th the said 
fort was attacked or entered hy the British, ‘The garrison was not 
alarmed when the enemy entered the gates of the fort, Some firing. 
took place after they entered the works, particularly between the 
zuard at the south-east blockkhouse, and the sick in the hospital at the 
red barrack on the part of the Americans with the enemy 
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leponeot is positive that there were about four Iundred men of all 
dlseriptions in the fort immediately. before ie was taken, and that 
three hundred and fifty of that number were alle and willing to bear 
arms in that, way, vit, fring on the enemy from the. blockhouses, & 
‘The principal resistance the enemy mot with was from the sick in the 
fed larracks and the guard at the sonth-east bloekhouse before men- 
tioned. ‘The siek in the red barracks, as this deponent. is informed 
dnd from what he saw, he believes were nearly all slaughtered. ‘The 
British foree that took possession of the fort were in number about 
four hundred, commanded by Colovel Murray, who was wounded in 
the arm in entering the gateand was succeeded in command by Colonel 
Hanilton, From the British order of congratulation that sued on 
the sate morning, it appeared that the Americans had lost. sixty-five 
billed and fifteen wounded, which wounds were principally by the 
tayonet as expressed in the order, bat the above ondur was ined very 
soonaitor they took possession of the fort nd didnot. inclade. & 
Dumber that were afterwars found bayoneted in the eallars of the 
Houses. This deponent thinks that oor loss in killed in. the whole 
amounted to atleast eighty, Iwas matter of frequent conversation 
and. exaltation among. the British non-commissioned officers and 
Soldiors, while this deponent was ander goard, that. they bayoneted 
ihe “Americans notwithstanding. their erging ont for quarter. A 
Subaltern officer and about twenty privates tande their eseape from 
the fort, by sealing the pickets’ Captain Leonard, the Atmerican 
Commander: was, atthe time the fort was taken, at his farm, about 
two niles sitack, made toward the fort, and 
A no great distance fron it was mavle privoner by the enemy and was 
icept it close confinement for two days and a half and how. much 
longer this deponcht, does not know. The American soldiers were 
Kcept two days in close and miserable confinement, without the uae of 
provisions, aud with a very seanty supply of wood and water at the 
Expiration of which the eitizena and soldier’ were ervssed over the 
river and lodged in apart of what had been the British magazine at 
Fort George, the residue ‘in open plank and hoard hate; in, both 
situations t yas impossible to lay dawn. The magazine was so Sluhy 
that inany of the prisoners beeatne infested with "vermin nnd in that 
Situation remained seven days. The citizens wete then removed 10 a 
brick building, up near Queenston, where they wore so ch crowded 
that no kind of comfort was to be taken either by day oF night. ‘The 
supply of provisions was not ouly seanty, but of the very worst kind 
beef of ‘the most inferior and repulsive character, nd bread, the 
pally of whieh cana te describe. The water hat they we both 
there and at the magazine, they had to purchase ‘This deponest 
boloves that, through the influeiee of an individual in Upper Canada, 
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himself, together with ten other American eitizens, were permitted on 
the 13th instant to eross to the United States. ‘The residue of the 
tizens, to the amount of about seventy, were marched, on the 12th, 
tunder a strong guard, to Burlington Heights, and this ‘deponent was 
informed that from thenee they would be sent to Kingston. The 
wouen and children taken at and near Lewiston were stripped of their

THE CAPTURE OF FORT NIAGARA. 


By one Who Served in 1814, (Lieut. Driscoll, 10th Regt.) 


This post was very strong, for a fort in that part of the country, 
for its Bnoeinte, besides being of regular construction and mounting 
many guns, ineluded three stone towers atthe west, south-west and 
outh angles of the fort, in addition to a long and strong barracks on 
the north face, the whole having flat roofs mounted with cannon, Tt 
‘was accordingly, in December, 1813, determined to attempt its eapture, 
fand the attempt was made on the night of the 19th December. 

he foree destined for the purpose was composed of the 100th 
Regiment, the grenadiers of the Ist, the flank companies of the 41st 
and some artillerymen, the whole under the command of Colonel 
Murray, of the 100¢h, a better man than whom eould not have been 
chosen, p 

Batteaux having been secretly conveyed overland from Burlington 
toa point about four miles up the British side of the river, the troops 
silently left their cantonments about, 10 o'clock at night, concealing 
their inarch under eover of the adjacent wood, embarked without 
noise and landed undiscovered on the opposite side, whence they 
‘deseended eautionsly towards the fort. 

There lay between them and their destination a small hamlet, 
called Youngstown, about two miles, or somewhat less, from the fort, 
to which it served as an ontpost, where it was known lay a detach- 
ment from the garrison. 

Tt was necessary to surprise it without alarming the fort 

A.chosen body’ was therefore sent in advange, while the main 
borly followed at « convenient distance 
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When arrived neat it, some of the former crept stealthily up to 
window and peeped in They sew a party of officers at cards, 
‘What are trumps!” asked one of them. “Ba 
answered one of the peepers, breaking in the window and entering 
‘with his companions, while the remainder of the detachment rapidly 
Surrounded the house, rushed into it and bayonetted the whole of its 
inmates, that none might eseape to alarm the fort, Not a shot was 
fired on either side, the American sentries having retired from their 
posts into a building to shelter themselves from the cold, there was no 
time for resistance 

‘The assailants performed their work of human destruetion in 
grim silence—a lamentable but necessary act. 

Resuming their mareh, they drew near the fort—not a word is 
spoken—the muskets are earried squarely, that the bayonets may not 
clash—the iee erackles audibly under their tread, but the sound is 
Lorne to their rear on the continuous gusts of a north-east wind— 
when lo! the charger of Colonel Hamilton (who, having lost a leg in 
Holland, could not mareh, and would not stay behind,) neighs loudly, 
and is answered by a horse in a stable not far from the fort. What a 
moment! The foree instantly halts, expesting to hear the alarm 
suddenly given, the sound of drums and bugles and of the garrison

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‘The sergeant returns and calls in a subdued tone to the forlorn 
hope, which swiftly enters. followed by the column, The Hight company 
of the 100th makes a rapid cireuit and esealudes the wall; the attacking 
foree has entered, 

Had the assailants been diserectly silent, they might have effected 
the eapture without loss to themselves or the enemy, but, their blood 
being up, they uttered a terrific yell, which roused. the sleeping 
garrison and occasioned some resistance. 

‘A cannon, turned inwards, was fired from the roof of the south- 
western tower, followed by a slight pattering of musketry. 

‘To prevent repetition of the former, Lieutenant Nolan of the 
100th, a man of great personal strength and ardent courage, rushed 
into the lower part of the tower, regardless of what foes he might 
find there, and by what friends iv might be followed, Next morning 
his body was found, the breast piereed hy a deep bayonet wound, ao 
the bottom of which were a musket ball and three hackshot, 

But he had not died unavenged. One American lay at his feet, 
whom he had killed by a pistol shot, while the cloven skulls uf two 
others attested his tremendous strength of arm and desperate valour. 

Some of his men, however, who had seen him plunge into the 
darkness, followed him, and though too late to save him, had taken 
the tower, slaying thedefenders toa man, This resistance exasperated 
‘our men, who rushed wildly about into every building, bayonetting 
every American they met. "The carnage, indeed, would have amounted 
to extermination if the British officers had not zealously exerted 
themselves in the enuse of mer 

Lieut, Murray of the 100th particularly distinguished himself by 
his humane endeavours, for, finding the tide of fugitives set towards 
the southern angle, where a sally-port had been burst in, he made 
them lie down, proteeted them, and thus saved many. In half an 
hour the fort was fully eaptured and was quiet, and the panting victors 
sought to drown their exeitement in sleep. 

t. Dawson was promoted to a company, while Spearman 

sd a sergeant and never, as far as known, received any’ reward. 
for his gallantry but the esteem of his offiers and comrades. If he 
be still alive he lives in Riebmond, U.C.,(near St Thomas) where the

‘The enemy retired on the approach of our troops and per 
mitted thereby two guns, a twelve and a six pounder to fall into our 
hands, 

From Major-General Rialls report of the good conduct of the

Went and took 
an inventory'of Asa Baker's eattle, who fled to the enemy’; from that 
returned to-Queenston, where they were preparing to eross the river, 
Te were diinppointed in getting troops, and, much against. Col 
Mueeay's wish had to be fiven wp. Heard that Reven pieces of 
cannon had been found. buried near Fort George, and some evr 
prisoners were taken on Stnday morning at Niagara and Fort Evie. 

‘Welnestiay, 15th.--Rode to Balls Mills to send. down flour from 
there, where [staid all night 

iNtureday. 10th. -Went up to 20 Mile Creek, Passed a number 
of sleighs to take flour and some whiskey. down from Ball’ Mills to 
St'Davide ove down to Queenston om Saturday, the 18th. Aboot 
10 oclock at night our troops began to eros the river from near 
Count De Payeay’s to the Five Mile Meadow. ‘Phe 100th crossed 
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first, then part of the 41st Regt, after which the Royals and the 
remainder ‘of the 41st and last the Indians and militia, Some few 
tnilitia went over in the frst boats, among whom was Capt. Kerby 
‘who was the first person who landed on the other side. The grena- 
diers of the 100th Regt. pushed on toward Fort Niagara, surprised 
te enemy's pieket at Youngstown, where they killed several mer 

Capt, Faweett advanced with the gronadiers to the gate of the fort 
and fortunately got there just while the guard were relieving the 
Sentinels, by which they got in at the wicket, as they had got the 
countersign from two sentinels whom they had taken. Mr. Dawson 
of the 100th Regt. led the forlorn hope, but Capt. Kerby of the 
incorporated wilitia was in the fort before any other officer, While 
the grenadiers got in in front the light company of the 100th, ander 
Capt, Martin, sealed the works in the rear aud yot in nearly’ at the 
she time as the others, Capt, Elliott, Qr. Mz. General, was with 
Cape. Martin, Fortunately most of the garrison were sleeping and 
‘were so completely surprised that we lost but six men in taking it 
among whom was Mr, Nowlin of the 100th Regt. ‘The enemy made 
fas good a defence as eould be expected considering the situation they 
were caught in, and lost sixty-tive men, most of whom were bayoneted, 
Col. Murray, who commanded the storming pat ‘unfortunate 

wounded. Capt. Leonard, the commanding offieer of the fort, was 
[visiting] with his family. He eame very early to the garrison in 
the morning, but was much surprised to be challenged by a British 
sentinel, who made prisoner of him, Upward of three hundred men 
were male prisoners, a number of whom were of the 24th Regt 
Just as the first boat load of Indians had reached the other shore, the 
news of the fort being taken reached them. They immediately 
pushed off for Lewiston, and General Riall with the Royals and 41st 
Inarched to the same place, ‘There were but about sixty artillery at 
that place, who took to their heels as soon as they heanl the yells 
of the Indians. About 12 or 13 of the enemy were killed at Lewiston, 
several of them inhabitants of the place, Unfortunately there was 
Tiquor in most of the houses, and, notwithstanding the exertions of 
the olficers of the Indian Department, the Indians soon got intoxieat 

and were outrageous, Several men of the regular troops got drunk a 

‘The Indians plundered the houses, then set fire to them. ‘The poor 
inhabitants, men, women and children we were obliged to keep a strong 
guard over to provent them being killed by the Indians, one of whom 
Killed a young boy. Indeed, the Indians got so drunk that they did 
not know what they were about: two of their own Indians were killed 
by them and one of the 4ist Regt, Me! Caldwell was shot through 
the thigh by one of them and young MeDougall had his arm broke 
by another, who struck him with a tomahawk. Indians, regulars, 





militia were plundering everything they could get hold of, Tmnmense 
{quantities of things were bronght over from that place to Queenston, 
At Youngstown there were one or two stores from which everything 
was taken hy the plunderors. Ihave nover witnessed such a scone 
before and hope I'shall not ayain,

Extract of letter from Erie to the editor of the Pittsburg 
sett, dated, 
Ente, December 21, 1813. 


‘The United States brig Caledonia arrived here yesterday morn: 
ing from Buffalo, whieh she left about 8 o'clock the evening’ before 
The officers that arrived in her informed that shortly after the evacua 
tion of Fort George by our troops the enemy marched their whole 
force from Burlington Heights and took possession of the strait 
from Lake Ontario to Lake Erie. ‘They collected in the militia on 
their route and their number in regulars, militia, and Indians 
amounted to 3000 men. On the morning the Caledonia sailed (Sun 
day, the 19th,) the enemy crossed the Niagara river at Lewiston with 
2,600 men, which place they burned and matehed up to Schlosser 
above the falls, burning and destroying every house on their route 
The inbabitants of Bulfalo had all cleared out with their property” 
expecting certainly the destruction of that place also, as there could 
not be collected more than 300 or 400 men to oppose the enemy 
‘There was no intelligence whether any part of the enemy's force hid 
been turned towards Fort Niagara, but I think it is certain that 
place will be reduced, as there are not more than 300 men to defend it. 

This all avises from the wanton and abominable act of General 
MeClure in burning Newark after he and his militia abandoned Fort 
Gorge, and indeed. it will give anew aspeet to the war, which will 
xno donbt be earried on ufter this more to satiate the revengeful feel- 
ings of commanders and individuals than to obtain any great. national 
tenet from it. °

‘Sm,—I regret to be under the necessity of announeing to you 
the mortifying intelligence of the loss of Fort Niagara.” On ‘the 
morning of the 19th inst, about four o'clock, the enemy erossed the 
river at the Five Mile Meadows in great foreo, consisting of regulars 


and Indians, who made their way undiscovered to the garrison, which, 
from the most correct- information I ean eollect, was completely 
surprised, Our men were nearly all asleep in their tents: the enemy. 
rushed in and commenced a most horrid slaughter. Such as escaped 
the fury of the first eontest retired to the old ‘mess-house where they 
kept up a destructive fire on the enemy until a want of ammunition 
compelled them to surrender, Although our foree was very inferior 
and comparatively small indeed, I am indueed to think’ that the 
disaster is not attributable to any’ want of troops bat to gross nogleet 
in the commanding officer, Captain Leonard, in not preparing, being. 
ready und looking out for the expected attack 

Thave not been able to aseertain correctly the number of killed 
and wounded. About 20 reyulars have eseaped out of the fort, some 
badly wounded. Lieutenant Beek, 24th Regiment, is killed, and it is 
said three others 

On the same morning a detachment of militia, under Major 
Benntt, stationed at Lewiston Heights, was attacked by « party of 
savages, but the Major and his little eorps by making a desperate 
charge effected their retreat, after being surrounded by several 
hundreds, with the loss of six or eight, who doubtless were killed, 
among whom were two sons of Captain Jones, Indian interpreter 
The villages of Youngstown, Lewiston, Manchester and the Indian 
Tuscorora Village were reduce to ashes, and the inoffensive inhabi- 
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tants who could not escape were, without regard to age and sex, 
inhumanly butehered by savages headed by British olficers painted 
A British offieer who is taken prisoner avows that many small 
children were murdered by their Indians. 

Major Mallory, who Was stationed at Seblosser with about, 40 
Canadian volunteers, advanced to Lewiston Heights and eompelled 
the advanced guand of the enemy to fall buck to the foot of the 
Inoustain. The Major is a meritorious officer; he fought the enemy 
two days and eontestted every inch of ground to the Tonewanda 

ck. In these actions Livatenant Lowe, 23d Regiment of the

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Should any farther supplies be required they shall be forwarded 
immediataly.. ‘The articles in the State arsenals at Canandaigua and 
Batavia ure already subject to the orders of the militia, generals. T 
understand Major General Hall has gone out, He will, of eourse, have 
the command and I have therefore addressed a communieation to hitn 
‘eontaining authority to call for additional numbers of men and to 
ropel the invasion promptly and effectually.

Out aguinet the enemy’ at the Cross Roads and Four Mile Creek, that 
his army with my inilitia were sufficient to take or destroy all the 
British Torees in the neighborhood, which would leave nothing more 
for the militia to do than to protect and keep in order the inhabitan 
Af shat part of the Province, as otherwise our frontier would be liable 
ta be invaded, This proposition, however, was not agreed to, as the 
General's instructions were of « different nature 

“The General left with me Colonel Seott and 800 regulars, who 
were to remain until I considered iny foree sufficient to hold the fort 
without them, when they were to mareh for Sackett’s Harbor 
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About the 12th of October the British army commenced theit 
retreat towards the head of the lake, I issued orders for my militia 
to pursue, which was promptly obeyed, We allvanced as far as the 
Twelve Mile Creek and within n short distanes of the enemy's rear 
guard, when Col. Scott sent an express requesting me to return and 
Said he would abandon the fort next day and mnareh swith his troops 
for Suckett’s Harbor, and at the same time detained my provisions 
and ammunition waxgons, which eompelled mo to abandon the farther 
pursuit of the enemy and induced them to make a stand on the 
Heights of Burlington.

Extract from a Letter to the Ealtor of the Albany Argus. 


Burrao, Dee, 26, 1818, 

On Sunday morning last the, British troops erossed the river 
about four miles above Fort Niagara. Two companies of regulars 
proceeiled and took possession of the fort by surprise or treachery 
Without opposition. ‘The Indians then began thei hellish work by 
tiutning the buildings and plundering, killing and sealping the inbabis 


tanta. "On the river and ftom six to eight niles on the ridge road 
they have not left a house from the fort to Schlosser exeept one 
owited ly Mr Fairbanks, a Federalist of the Boston stamp, On 
Friday I proceeded with thirty mounted volunteers to Lewiston. ‘The 
sight we. here witnessed was shocking beyond description. Our 
neighbors were seen lying dead in the fields and roads, some horribly 
feat and mangled with tomuhawks, others eaten by the hogs, whieh 
were probubly left for that purpose, as they were almost the only. 
animal found alive, It is not yet ascertained how many were killed, 
1s most of the bodies were thrown into the burning houses and con: 
sumed, We found the bodies of Wru, Gardner, Deputy Sheriff, John 
M. Low and Ezra St, Fohn, (whose family eannot be found,) Attorneys, 
Dr, Alvord and six others whose names T have forgotten. 

We have now about 3000 militia with some Indians, and in 
three days we shall be 000 strong, all determined to eros

T have the honor to report to you that, agreeably to your 
instructions contained in your letter of the 29uh ulto,, and your 
General Osler of that day, to pas the river Niagara for the purpose 
of attacking the enemy's Foree col i Black Rock and Buffalo 
fand carrying into execution the other objects therein mentioned, T 
ferossed the river on the following night with four companies of the 
King’s Regiment and the light company of the 89th under Lieut 
Colonel Ogilvie, 250 men of the 41st Regiment and the grenadiers of 
the 100th nnder Major Frend, together with about 50 militia volun~ 
teers and a body of Todian warriors ‘The troops completed theit 
landing about 12 o'clock, nearly two miles below ‘Black Rock. ‘The 
light infantry of the 89th, being in advanee, surprised and eaptured 
the greater part of a piequet of the enemy and secured the bridge 
over Congnichity Creek the boards of which had been Toosened and 
‘were ready to be carried off, had there been time given for it.

position beyond the bridge for the purpose of perfectly securing its 
passage. ‘The enemy made some attompts during the night upon this

At daybreak I moved forward, the King’s Regiment and light 
company of the 89th leading, the ‘Ist and grenadiers of the 100th 
being in reserve. ‘The enemy had by this time opened a very heavy 
fire of cannon and musketry pon the Royal Seots under Lieut 
Colonel Gordon, who were destined to land above Black Rock for the 
purpose of turning his position while he should be attacked in front 
by the troops who landed below. Several of the boats having 
grounded, Tam sorry to say this rogiment suffered some loss and was 
fot able to effeet the landing in sulficient time to fully accomplish 
the object intended, tho’ covered by the whole of our field guns ander 
Captain Bridge, which were placed on the opposite side of the river 
‘The King’s and 89th having In the meantime gained the town, com: 
rneneed a very spirited attack upon the enemy, who were in great 
forco and very strongly posted. The reserve having arrived, on the 
ground, the whole were shortly engaged, ‘The enemy maintained 
fiis position with very considerable obstinaey for some time, but such 
was the spirited and determined advanee of our troops that he was 
at length compelled to give way, was driven through his batteries, in 
‘which were a 24-ponnder, three 12s and one 9 pounder, and pursued 
to the town of Buffalo about two miles distant, He here shewed a 
large body of infantry and cavalry and attempted to oppose our 
advance by the fire of a field piece posted on a height which er 
tmanded the road, but finding this ineffectual he fled in all din 
fund betaking himself to the woods further pursuit was useless He 
left behind him one 6-pounder brass field pisee, one iron 18 and one 
iron G-pounder, which fell into our hands. 























I then proceeded to exceute the ulterior objects of the expedition, 
detached Captain Robinson of the King’s with two companies to 
Gestroy the two schooners and sloop, (a part of the Lake Erie squad- 
rom.) that were on shore a little below the town, with the stores the 
hhud on board, which he effectually completed. ' The town itself, (the 
inhabitants having previously left it,) and_ the whole of the publie 
stores, containing considerable quantities of elothing, spirits and flour, 
which Thad not the means of conveying away, were set on fire and 
totally consumed, as was also the villige of Black Rock on the evening 
it was evacuated.

Having pushed forward the troops as nearly opposite the head 
of Grand Island as T could without discovering them to the enemy 
[moved my headquarters to Chippawa on the 28th, and on the 
following day to within two miles of Fort Erie, when, having recon: 
hoitred the enemy's position at Black Rock, I determined to attack 
him that night. The boats were uccordingly moved up, from 
Chippawa Creek on the evening of the 29th, and Major General 
Riall'proveeded to execute the instructions with whieh I bad pre 
viously furnished him and of which a copy is enclosed. AS soon as 
the troops destined under the direction of Major General Riall to 
‘advance upon Black Rock from below had passed across the river 
tthe bonis were tracked up a8 high as the foot of the rapids immedi- 
ately below Fort Brie. In doing this, which eost much time and 
Tubor, it was necessary to observe considerable caution and the greatest 
silence, as the river there narrows very much and the position in 
particular to which the boats were brought: and from whence the 
Froops were to embark was immediately under the point blank fire 
of the enemy's beaviest batteries.

General Hall's headquarters 
are at Batavia, but we have troops at 11 Mile Creek, Our volunteers 
fied soon after the attack, and are all coming home in droves. 1 
have just learned that. Mr has written that on the Ridge 
Road they had advanced 17 wiles this side of Niagara. ‘There is no 
regular force and the militia are dispirited. Few arms, little amma- 
nition, no confidence, general complaints, no one at the head of affairs 
Dut Hall, who, however, has behaved very well and seems to be merit 
ing the publie confidence 

‘This will be a very distressed country before spring. We shall 
certainly have continual alarms and shall know experimentally the 
‘success of burning and plundering.

BATTLE AT BLACK ROCK. BUFFALO DESTROYED. 

‘The following information is obtained from Major H. Norton, an 
‘aide to General Hall, who was in the battle 

On Wednesday’ night last, about 11 o'clock, our patrol guard 
‘was fired upon by @ sinall party’ of the enemy about a mile below 
Conjockety Creek. This was the frst notiee of the enemy approach 
ing our shore. The alarm was immediately communicated to Major 
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Gonoral Hall, who was at Buifalo with 1200 men, the residue of our 
force, 200, boing at Blake Rov, ad all were soon under arms, 

‘Colonel Chapin with 400 men marched against the enemy, who 
swore supposed to be landing between Grand and: Squaw Islands, and 
Inet. their advance at Conjockety Creek and in possession of the 
Seilore Battery. ‘Thay hd reprised our troops Black Rock after 
changing a sgle shut; which so alarmed the militia under Colonel 
Ghapin that all save 30 fed, and he in ain attempted to rally them 
to fae the foe, Colonel Blakeslee Regiment of Ontario volunteers, 
with Captain R. MeKay’s company from Caledonia, marched. to 
Filiove Colonel Chapin and his brave fow, but before they reached 
Ue spot they received orders to repair to lack Rock, to whieh point 
a division ofthe enemy's boats were ow discovertd to be. steering 
‘Hho onder was promply obeyed, and as the boxts made the. shore 
they rooeived nimost destructive ie.

‘This distressing occurrence, which has been anticipated ever 
singe Niagara was taken by the enemy, took place last ‘Thursday 
forenoon, We have seen no official account of this affair bat have 
conversed with the express, Mr, Landon, who passed through this 
village on Saturday morning last, and since with several gentlemen 
who have left, Williamsville singe that time, from whom’ we have 
obtained the following particulars: 

‘On Tharsday morning about one o'clock it was discovered that 
‘a detachment of the enomy had Ianded just telow the Navy Yard 
about a mile from Black Rock, A skirmish immediately commenced 
with our Indians and a body of militia who wore stationed there as a 
corps of observation, which lasted several hours, Towards daylight 
‘8 body of regulars, from eight hundred to one thousand, with eannon, 
tte, landed at the month of Buffalo Creek, direetly above the village, 
‘when by a signal made the party below commenced a violent attack 
on the advanee, Our men, finding themselves attacked on both 
flanks, immediately retreated, or rather fled through the woods on to 
the road near Major Millers," Here General Hall rallied them and 
conducted them towards Buffalo, where they met the enemy and 
considerable hard fighting took place, But what availed eourage or 
numbers. Our troops were not organized—had no cannon. ‘Their 
muskets could not be depended cn and few had but four rounds of 
amrounition when they took the field. "They were soon putto fight. 
Tis suid that General Hall continued upon tho field until he was 
‘almost entirely deserted, when he was obliged to retire, ‘The village 
was then burnt, with the exeeption of a few houses whieh are pro- 
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ably destroyed before this time, The village of Black Rock is also 
Jestroyed. ‘The enemy are said to be in the vicinity of Black Rock 
‘The inhabitants are scattered in every direction, Must of them have 
come off to Williamsville, eleyen miles this side of Buffalo, where our 
force is assembled. No particulars of our loss in this affair have 
teen received, but it is believed to be considerable. Amongst the 
slain is Colonel Boughton of the Ontario Dragoons. 

‘A gentleman in high standing in the quartermaster's department 
informs that the loss the United States must have sustained in the 
capture of Niagara caumot be less than two million five hundred 
thousand dollars. ‘There were in the fort when taken ten thousand 
stand of arms and two hundred and seventy tierces of clothing.

‘To the want of discipline, of subordination and proper concert is 
to be attributed the fate of Buffalo and Black Rock. Our forees 
swere not only sufiient to have repelled but to have captured the 
Invaders, Our frontier from Buffalo to.

‘The buildings that now remain in Buffalo 
fre the jel, (built of stove,)and small wooden dwelling belonging 
to the wriow St, Jobn, who bad the address to appease the ferocity

‘Since ue last publication the enemy have evacuated: Black 
Rock, “Their last detachment crossed. the river on Tuesday, sinee 
srhich time tho alarm so generally spread through this section has in 
w great measure abated, anv n degree of calmness succeeded that of 
inctle and confusion.

‘The enemy roerossed the Niagara River Saturday and Sunday 
exeept about sixty men, who were sent to burn all before them 
between Black Rock and Lewiston, Dr. Brown, who went with 
flag to dress our wounded, was informed that the force which erossed 
the river consisted of six hundred regulars and 50 Tndians 

‘There are about 200 men at 11 Mile Creek and about the same 
number at Batavia, Colonels Davis and Brooks are good citizens 
bat fooble men. Major Mallory, (I think his name is,) of the Canada 
Voluateers, being more efficient, has in effect the command of our 
frontier. In faet the consternation of the militia is so great that 
they eannot be reduced to tolerable (order) for some time, A hundred 
rogulars and fifty Indians would now march to Batavia without 
serious opposition. ‘The frontier is now dependent for its safety on 
the clemeney of the English, Butler's Rangers and the Indians, 

General Hall is detaching and organizing fifteen hundred 
wilitia. "You will be decsived “it you expect any effective. service 
from them. General MeClure (wha is @ mere eoxeomb) by his bad 
management and the disaster at Buffalo, has sproad fright and -eon- 
sternation among all ranks, broken down the ardor and spivit of the 
militia, and it will require gome time for it to recover. The frontier 
will remain defenceless until a regiment of regulars is sent on, 
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T have just returned much fatigued and write this sketch in 
haste, Tdeemed it essential yon should be apprized of the real sit 
ation of the frontier, this is my apology for addressing (you.) T beg.

‘The fall of Niagara has been owing to the most criminal negli- 
iyence, "The force in it was fully competent to its defence. The 
commanding officer, Captain Leonand, itis said, was at his on 
three miles from the Fort, and all the offiers seem to have es 
fas much security as though no enemy was near them. Captain 
Rodjers and Captain Hampton, both of the 24th, hud companies in 
the fort, Both of them were absent from it, ‘Their conduct ought, 
to be strictly investigated. Iam also told that Major Wallace of 
the Sth was in the fort. He escaped and is now at Ere. 

‘The eireamstances attending the destraction of Buffalo you will 
have learned before this reaches you, But the force of the enemy 
hhas been greatly magnified. From the most, careful examination T 
fam satisfied that not more than six hundred and_ fifty men of 
rexulars, militia, and Indians landed at Black Rock. ‘To oppose these 
wwe had from two thousand five hundved fo three thousand militia, 
All except very few of thera behaved in the most cowardly manner. 
‘They fled without discharging a masket.. ‘The enemy continued on 
this side of the river until Saturday. All their movements betrayed 
ynptoms of apprehension. vast quantity of property was Jot in 
town uninjured, and the Aviel, whieh lies four miles above upon the 
beach, is safe, They continue in psssexsion of Niagara and will 
probably retain it until a foree eompotent to its reduction arrives. in 
its vieinity.

Bight pieces of ordaanee and one hundred and thirty prisoners 
have fallen into our possession, and the towns of Black Rock and 
Buffalo have been totally destroyed, the inhabitants having previously.

"Four of the enemy's armed sloops and schooners have also been 
burnt. 

T beg Your Lordship’s indulgence in submitting to the grasious

‘The complete success which hus attended His Majesty's arms on 
the Niagara Frontier having placed in our possession the whole 
the enemy's posts on that line, it beeaine a matter of imperious. duty 
to retaliate on America the miseries whieh the unfortunate inhabi- 
tants of Newark had been made to suffer on the evacuation of Fort « 
George 

‘Tho villages of Lewiston, Black Rock and Baflalo have accord: 
ingly been burned. 

‘At the same time that His Excelleney the Commander of the 
Forces sincerely deprocates this mode of warfare, he trusts it will be 
snficient to call the attention of every candid and impartial person, 
both amongst ourselves and the enemy, to the circumstances from 
which it has arisen to satisfy them that this departure from the 
established usages of war has originated with America herself, and 
that to her alone aro justly chargeable all the awfal and unhappy 
consequences which have hitherto flowed and are likely to result 
from tt 
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It ig not necessary to advert to the conduct of the troops 
employed on the American coast im conjunction with His. Majesty 
Squadron under Admiral Sir John B. Warren: sine they were nite 
within the command nor subject to the control of His Excalloney thei 
acts cannot be asribable to him, even if thoy. wanted. that jutiin

It will be muficict for the present purpose, and to mark. the 
character ofthe war as euried on upon tho. frontiers of these.

shadow of a pretext, foreed 400 helpless women and children to quit 
their dwellings and to be wournfal speetators of the conflagration and 
total destruction of all that belonged to them, 

Yot such was the fato of Nowark on the 10th of December, a 
day which the inhabitants of Upper Canada can never forget, and 
the recollection af whieh eanuot but nerve theit arma when again 
opposed to their vindietive foo. On the night of that day the Ameri 
‘ean troops under Brigadier General McClure, being about to evacuate 
Fort George, which they could no longer retain, by an act of inhuman: 
ity, disgraceful to themselves and to the nation to which they. belong 
set fire to upwards of 150 houses, eounposing the bewutiful village of 
Newark, and burned them to the ground, Ieaving without, covering 
fr shelter those “innocent, unfortunate and distreseed inhabitants” 
whom that officer by his proclamation had previously engaged to 
protect, 

His Bxeslleney would have ill considered the honor of his 
country and the justice due to His Majesty's injured and insulted 
subjects, hud he Fermitted an act of auch needless cruelty to pass 
unpunished, or had he failed to visit, whenever the opportunity 
arrived, upon the inbabitants of the neighboring American fronticr 
the calamities thus inflieted upon those of our ovrn, 

The opportunity has oceurred, and a full measure of retaliation 
thas taken place, such as, it i hoped, will teach the enemy to respect 
in future the laws of war, and recall him toa sense of what is due 
to himself as well as to us 

In the further prosceution of the contest, to whieh such an 
extraordinary character has been given, His Exeelleney must_be 
guided by the course of eonduet which the enemy shall hereafter 
pursue. Lamenting, as His Excellency does, the necessity imposed 
‘upon him of retaliating upon the subjects of Ameriea the miseries 
inflicted upon the inhabitants of Newark, itis not his intention to 
pursue further a system of warfare so revolting to his own feelings

‘note of the 10th came to hand yesterday, enclosing a letter 
addressed to Messrs, Gerrard, Youmans & Co, which, with great 
pleasure, I shall put in the way of being forwarded by the first 
Express.” Tinost cordially congratulate with you on the fortunate 
result of our operations on the Niagara frontisr, and I trust that not 
nly for the general quiet, but more particularly for that of the 
inhabitants of the Niagara District, who have already experienced 
their share of distress and tribslation the enemy will not find it 
either practicable of convenient to bring another army on that 
frontier. In the navy department here the greatest oxertion is 
making, and little doubt ean be entertained of the superiority whieh, 
that exertion tnust ensure on the lake next summer. I have heard 
Captain O'Conor, the Commissioner, say that both the vessels will be 
ready for launching before the ice will be out of the harbor. One of 
them will be much larger than any frigate in the British navy. It 
will be found necessary to earry sixty heavy guns, and the other will 
carry forty-four. I have been over at the yard yesterday myself to 
see them, and the progress made in last. week js truly astonishing. T 
cannot but think that they will be nearly finished in the course of 
the ensuing month. ‘There are no lest than fifteen hundred men 
employed in the yard, five hundred of whom are carpenters and 
fartifeers, "At Sackett's Harbor it is said two 36's are on the stocks

From the Diary of Thomas McCrae. 


Ratesan, Saturday, 12th February, 1814, 
Norton and Westbrook came here on their way down about 
noon, ‘They had been up the river a-spying. In the afternoon five 
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of the British Kent Volunteers passed in pursuit of them but did not 
overtake thet, 
Monday, 14th Febraary, 1814. 
‘The men sy McGregor's company were all ordered down to 
‘Teudelle’s, a report having been circulated the Americans were 
moving up, 
‘Tuesday, 15th February, 1814 
A party of Ameticans under Lieut. Ruland eame from the Round 
© with 40 or 45 head of cattle as far as Hitcheoek’s, and was there 
informed that the British was on the river; they then took the alarm, 
Tefe the exttle and erossed over towards Baldoon. ‘The British is 
gone from the mouth of the river in pursuit, also another by the 
oad from opposite the fork at Chatham.

having received information that the property belonging to British 
merchants, eaptured by the enemy neat Cornwall in October last, and 
which had been stipulated to be returned by a capitulation entered 
into on the 10th of Noveruber following, by Judge Ogden and Mr. 
Richards on the part of the United States, and Lieut. Colonel Mort 
son and Captain Sfuleaster on the part of the British Goverament, 
had not omy been withheld contrary to the faith of that treaty but 
had been removed to Madrid on the Grass River and was. publioly 
advertised for sale for the benefit of the American Goveroment. 
Lieut. Colonel Morrison availed himself of a plan submitted by 
Captain Sherwood of the Quartermaster Generals Department, for 
the recovery of this British plundered property, and placed for that 
‘purpose unvier his eommand ts a detachment a subaltern officer, two 
Rergeants and twenty tank and fle of the Royal Marines, together 
with ten soldiers of the Ineorporatod Militia at Preseott under Captain 
Kerr. Captain Sherwood reports that he crossed his small party to 
the enemy's shore on the night of the Gth, marched through the 
village of Hamilton after midnight, and having taken necessary pre: 
eantions proceeded fourteen miles to the interior on the (irass river 
‘where the plunder was deposited, and having on his route impressed

Colonel Morrison to adhere to. the apist of 
forbearance presribed by Tis Excellency in his proclamation of the 
18th January, that, not being provided with suffient cans toremove 
te whole of the’ property Captain Sherwood left about, twenty 
tlaigh loads of articles of minor value and would not sufer the build 
{ng which coatained them tobe sot on fre last any, private property 
should in consequence ty destroyed 

"The party tetarned at two Olock in the afternoon, where their 
boats awaited thom ander the orders of Lieat, Shaver of the Dandas 
muita "'A fow of the anoms’s militia bogan to collect inthe vicinity, 
tab wero 800n dispersed by the detachment of Royal Marines and did 
not again make their appearance. ‘The whote ofthe party and stores 
crossal over to Cornwall without having experienced any tose and 
casualty.

have boon about three days at this place. ‘The troops of the 
detachment hve notly arrived a ther plage of destination, Those 
Getached "from Generals Burnett’, Wadsworth and. MChive's 
brigades arg a 11 Mile Creek, Those from General Tillotson, late 
Himrod's, (Sences Connty,) and Rens brigades are at Hardserabble, 
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six miles enst of Lewiston. Colonels Colt’s and Davis's regiments 
From the brigade commanded by General Burnett, Lieut. Colonels 
ind Churchill, have arrived at the places above mentioned. 

Everything remains perfectly quiet here and on the ridge. T 
was yesterday at the Rock and down as far as Conjockities Creek 
tnd took a view of the gronnd whore the action was. I find that 
the greatest part of our men were Killed on the retreat. The trees 
fare auch marked on the Miller road and a little north of it. Many 
‘of otir dead were fonnd in that direetion, 

‘We keep guards and patrols at and below the Rock and at and 
up the lake from Buffalo, ‘There are but few troops seen on the 
‘opposite shore, 

‘The weather has been extreme cold for two days and the lake is 
frozen across, tho’ not sufficient to eross over on ; if it was we should 
not try it, nor doT think the enemy will. There being no object to 
nduee them to venture on this side short of this place and this is too 
far from the river, Tt is expeeted by some that they will attempt to 
go to Presjw’ Isle, (Erie,) but 1 have no idea that Uey will risk so 
fiuch. [think their next push will be Detroit or Sackett’s Harbor 
tither of which will be an object of the first importance to them if 
carried into effect, 


T have heard nothing from Colonel Gardner 
lately, but I understand generally thal oar wounded remain at what 


is called the blue house, opposite Grand Island. The prisoners not 
wounded have marched to Kingston and probably to Montreal, tho’ [ 
fam inclined to believe they will be paroled at Kingston or Prescott.

Fought on three fronts of our square. 

Tan much indebted to all my regular officers and T trast their 
names will be mentioned to the army and to the War Department.

Yous, March 11th, 1814, 

Thave the honor to transmit to Your Excelleney the copy of a 
lettor from Capt, Stewart of the Royal Seots Regiment to Ma). Gen! 
Riall, covering one from Col, Elliott, of the Indian Department, where 
by Your Excelleney will peresive that the enemy retreated from their 
position with much preeipitaney towards the mouth of the Thames 
fafter the affair of the 4th instant, 

My desire to furnish such of the Indians as remained to. the 
westward with powder and shot, has boon frustrated by the refusal 
Of their brethren with us to proceed with the supplies without the 
‘advance of our troops at the same time, and through apprehension 
for the safety of their friends and families, should a knowledge of the 
cireumstances reach the Amerieans at Detroit 

Tt is a matter of much gratifieation to me to learn that Your 
Exeelleney has been pleased to order the 108d Regiment to this 
Provinee, but as I have already mentioned to Your Excellency that I 
propose stationing a strong foree near Turkey Point for the defence 
Of the approaches from the westward and the shore of Lake Erie, 1 
consider it my duty to state that from every rational supposition of 
the direction of the efforts of the enemy in the ensuing campaign, I 
tam apprehensive Tshall not have a sufficient disposable foree to pre- 
serve the western part of the provinee from insult unless Your 
Excelleney be pleased to reinforce me with another regiment in addi 
tion to the 103rd already ordered here, for Your Exeelleney must be 
Fally aware that it would be highly imprudent to reduce either of 
the garrisons of Kingston or York by a single man after the Glen- 
garry Light Infantry shall have left the former for the frontier on 
the opening of navigation, and it would be equally inconsiderate to 
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permit the post and depot at Burlington to remain without the pro- 
Hetign and oppor of & comple battalion, 

"That the Bight Division be supplied as observed upon in Your 
Excolleney’s letter of the 28th ultimo, from magazines to be estab 
lished previous to the opening of the ensuing campaign, I must beg 
to assure Your Exeelleney is totally and absolutely impossible. ‘The 
country is not furnished with the requisite resources. Even already 
has the seanty supply of salt pork on hand been obliged to be broke 
in upon, and T most again asture Your Excelleney that 1 concei 
that it will be totally impossible for the Right Division to hold its 
ground on the Niagara Frontier without a very ample supply of 
provisions from the Lower Provinee

Teg leave to report that Lieut, Jackson of my company, the 
bearer of the flag of truce to Detroit, roturned last night with a letter 
addressed for you, whieh is herewith enclosed. I also forward a 
report from Lieut. Jackson to me detailing euch circumstances as 
feaine within his notice while detained at Detroit. Tt appears that 
there are none of the enemy on this side Sandwich. I believe their 
force in the action of the 4th inst, was not nearly so great as stated 
in Ensign Mills’ report, ‘They came up the lake shore, joined the 
mounted riflemen at Crawford's at Point anx Pins and were to have 
nioved on to Port Talbot from thenee on the new road, which joins 
the principal one at MeMillan's, so aa to gain the rear of cur division 
at Delaware. This plan was abandoned in consequence of the bad 
State of the roads, T omitted to state in my letter of yesterday's 
date that the place my letter of the 4th was dated from is fourteen 
miles in advance of Delavware. 

T beg leave to state that the faily of Capt, Springer, who was 
eattied off by the Americans from Delaware, are reduced to the 
greatest necessity for want of provisions and elothing, and no means 
of procuring any, ‘Therefore 1 beg to recommend them as objects 
deserving the support of the Government.

Ta the course of my eonversation with Col. Batler he frequently 
mentioned the excellence of the spies employed by_ him abd other 
Dffears of the United States army. and. by way. of sllustration said 
firwas informed of conversation whieh happened at- night in York 
some tine ago between, Lieut Geol, Drummond and other military 
thon rospeeting the expedition to the westward, m communication 
thi enable hin to propare for the dence of Detroit and he mad 
ven by. parton who sat in the next. oom, who, from ihe door 
ug open, fas afforded an opportunity of hearing all that had been 
sail Aetincige, He mentioned his spies being frequently a Burling 
ton, and everything was known at Sackett Harbor a8 soon as 
Feoolved on at Kingston 

“A party of Indians had arrived from Michilimaskinas a fow 
days bofore ny arrival at Detwoit, Col. Butler sad they were within 
two hours of taking Mr. Diekson, the Indian Chief, thai, however, he 
tras wall asjuainted with Me. Dickson's mission, that he though the 
Fort at that place had beon destroyed andthe troops retired, Find- 
ing it otherwiee, he spoke as if something would be attempted against 
iat place. From everything Tcovld learn Lacen, Allen, Norton, 
Hichabdson and son, all lately rosiding on the ‘Thames, are the. most 
{hsfal and daring spies emplayed hy the Americana in this direction, 
‘The troops at Detroit are. about 400 regulars and 150 militia; at 
Spring Wells, (where Gen. Brock. eromed,) 150 militia; at Malden 
280 regulars, and Sandwich 160 regalars 
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‘This is the strength of the enemy's foree as near a8 I could learn, 
Of the militiamen at Detroit 90 are mounted aad use the long country 
rifle, ‘The Detroit fort has got an abattis on tho land side of the 
north and west faces, whieh were the only faces T eould see, Guns 
mounted in all the embrusures, and on the parapets two travelling 
BA-pounders. ‘The redoubt at Sandavich is sanall, containing a small 
Dartacks and defended hy an 8 or 10 inch picketing, in the tops of

Sin — 

T take the enrliest opportanity, being a little reeavered, to inform 
you of the circumstances which took place on the 4th inst. for the 
‘arly information of Major General Com'g the Right Division of the 

"Hiaving on tho evening of the Sid reesived your orders to march 
the next morning, T paraded in consequence and roesived further 
Aireetions, viz., to move forward, support Capt, Caldwell’s detach 
tment and push on as far as Ward's with the whole. I moved on 
found Capt. Caldwell with the whole of his party at the 14 Mile 
Creck. He had seon the enemy that morning in numbers, supposed 
150 or 200, drawn up in an irregular column about 5 or 6 miles from 
his present position, (the 14 Mile Creek.) There refreshed the men 
and waited a very long time in expectation of some Indians, (eon: 
ceiving that a party was following me;) 5 only arrived and it was 
growing late in the day. I proooeded, leaving Mr. Fraser of the 
Tadian Dept. with orders to hurry on such Tndians as might come up. 
On approaching the place where the enemy had heen before seen, tt 
was observed that by the smoke and some noise that they we 
ceeupying the same ground. I therefore made my dispositions for 
tan immediate attack, it growing late, they were posted on the opposite 
side of a ravine on’ a high bank close to the road, and I thought I 
colud perceive a slight brushwood fenee thrown up, as T presumed to 
obstruct the road. The Kent Volunteers with the Rangers I dirocted 
to file through the woods to my left, and by making an extensive 
cirele they were’ to post themselves in rear of the enemy, get as near 
fas possible, not to lire a shot but to sound a bugle whenever the 

osition was properly secured and they were prepared to advanee. 
ir, Fraser nov arrived with about 23 Indians, ‘These I stationed to 
flank my right and advance with the main body. At the sound of 
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the bugle the flank comp(anies) moved on in an open column of 
sections, (the 89th. It, eomp. being weak in sub-divisions) led by the 
Royals with an advaneo from them. ‘The enemy commenced their 
fire immediately on our appearanee, and when the head of the column 
hhad proceeded a short distanee down the hill the firing frou them 
(the enemy) was 60 severe as to occasion a check ver 
Instantly cheered and rashed on, making for the road on the opposite 
side with the intention of carrying this fence. - However, this was 
found impossible, the ascent being’ so step and slippery. I now 
desired the men to follow me and T' moved in the ravine to the right 
for some distance under an uncommon fire. On ascending and gain 
ing the top of the bank I was very much surprised to observe another 
face of the work. T placed the mon in extended order under eover 
of the trees, and the action was kept up with great vigor till dusk, 
when that of the enemy became very feeble,” T now determined to 
send to the point on the top of the hill, (from whence the action com. 
menced,) for more men to strengthen the party I then had with me, 
ind on their arrival to storm the enemy's position agreeably to my 
first intention, 























AL the instant I received a severe wound in my thigh and was 
under the necessity of going to the tar, Before Thad proceeded far 
the enemy's fire had ceased. At this period only I received your 
orders to retire, which order I forwarded to the officer com's on the 
field.

Headquarters, ALnaxy, Mareh 13th, 1814 

‘The period of service of the militia on the Niagara Frontier will 
shortly expire, In providing for the future security of the western 
portion of the Stato various considerations induce the Commander in 
Chief, instead of making a further draft on the Seventh Division, 
which, on account of uufortunate occurrences, has heretofore been 
greatly harassed, to appeal directly to the eitizens of the State at 
lange, and more’ especially to the acknowledged patriotism of the 
citizens of the Western District to furnish a select and efficient corps 
of volunteers, 

‘The organization of the force to be raised by virtue of this order 
will be as follows: Two regiments of infantry with a colonel, liens 
tenant colonel, two majors for feld officers with the usual regimental 
staff of militia 

‘The regiments will consist of ten companies each, and the 
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respective companies to be eomposed of one captain, two Hieutenants, 
two ensigns, six sergeants, five eorporals, two musicians and ninety 
privates” One separate battalion comprising four companies, with 
the like number of officers, non-commissioned officers, musicians and 
pricaten anal wil kee, e, ogunand | Ove copany ‘of the 
Pattalion to be riflemen, two to be light infantry, and the fourth to 
consist of mounted riflemen, ‘The field officers may be selected by 
the eaptaing and subalterns, and the latter by the volunteers of the 
respective companies, ‘The Commander in. Chief earnestly recom: 
ends such selection to be made without reference to present rank 
or any other consideration thaa those of merit, talents and patriotism, 
‘The deld and company officers who may be selected, if they should 
not already hold coummissions of the same grade in the militia or in 
corps of exempts, will be brevetted and cominissioned by the Com- 
Gander in Chief. ‘The regimental staff will be assigned by the Com- 
Thandant of the regiment and an adjutant for the separate battalion 
il be appointed by the Commandant thereof. 

General Peter B, Porter will command the whole corps. ‘The 
volunteers will be provided with the same camp equipage, rations, 
pay and means of transportation as are allowed to the txoops of the 
[hug of the United States, and the Commander in Chief entertains 
Confident expectation that an additional monthly allowance on 
Secount of elathing will be appropriated by the Legislature of the 
State. ‘The terms of service of the volunteers will be six months if 
required, but there is every reason to believe their services may be 
dispensed with in a shorter time, 

Having given the detail of the intonded organization and objects 
of the eorps the Commander in Chief eounts with confidence on the 
Mmmediate completion of the contemplated foree. ‘The prompt and 
patriot spirit evinced by his fellow eitizens on every occasion whieh 
Fits called for their serviees, will not permit him to doubt the issue 
‘of this appeal. The late ravages and barburities of the enemy on the 
Niagara’ Frontier must revive painful recollections and excite the 
keener sensibilities of all, and will, he hopes, produce a universal zeal 
to promote the success of the effort to give permanent tranquility and 
security to the inhabitants of the Western District

‘The tribes of Indians upon this frontier and east of the Missis 
sippi with whou the United States have heen connected by treaty 
fare the Wyandots, Delawares, Shawanese, Miamies, Pottawatomies, 
Ottawas, Chippewas, Piankishaws, Kaskaskias and Saes. All but the 
last two were in the confederacy which carried on the former Indian 
war against the United States that was terminated by the, troaty of 
Greenville, The Kaskaskias were parties to the treaty, but they had 
not been in the war, ‘The Wyandots are admitted by’ the others to 
be the leading tribe, ‘They hold the grand calumet which unites 
them and kindles the council. fire, ‘This tribe is nearly equally 
divided between the Crane at Sandusky, who is rand sachem of the 
nation and Walk-in-the-water at Brownstown near Detroit. ‘They 
Claim the lands bounded by the settlements of this State south 

wardly and eastwardly, and by Lake Erie, the Miami river and the 
elaim of the Shawanese upon the Au Glaize, a branch of the latter 
‘They also claim the lands they live on at Detroit, but T am ignorant 
to what extent, 

‘The Wyandots of Sandusky have adhered to us through the 
war, Their chief, the Crane, is & venerable, intelligent and upright 
man, Within the tract of land claimed by the Wyandots » number 
‘Of Seneeas are settled, They broke off from their own tribe six or 
tight years ago, but receive a part of the annuity granted that tribe 
by the United States by sending a deputation for it to Buffalo. ‘The 
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claim of the Wyandots to the lands they occupy is not disputed that 
{iknow of by any other tribe. Their residence on it, however, is not 
Of long standing, and the country was eettainly once’ the property of 
the Miamies. 

Passing westwardly from the Wyandots, we meet, with. the 
Shawanese settlement at Stoney Creek, a branch of the Big. Miami 
Bnd’ at Wapeekannata on the Au Glaize, ‘These settlements were 
aude immediately after the treaty of Greenville and with the oo 
saat of the Miamses, whom I consider the real owners of those lands. 

‘The chiefs of this band of Shawanese, Blackhoof, Wolf and Lewis, 
‘are attached tous from principle as well as interest—they ave all 
honest men: 

‘The Miamies have their prineipal settlements at the forks of the 
Wabash, thirty miles from Fort Wayne, and at Mississinneway, thirty 
niles lower down, A band of them under the name of Weas have 
Miakded on the Wabash, sixty miles above Vincennes, and another, 
ier the ‘Turtle, on Eel River; these three bands were passed on 
General Wayne as distinct tribes and an annuity was granted to each 
‘The Eel Rivers and) Weas, however, to this day call_ themselves 
Miamies and re recognized as such by the Mississinneway band. 
‘The Miauies, Manmees or Tewiektowies are the undoubted proprietors 
Ball that beautiful country which is watered by the Wabash and its 
Branches and there is little doubt that their claim extended at least 
te far east as the Seioto. ‘They have no tradition of removing from 
any other quarter of the country, whereas all the neighboring tribes, 
the Piankihaws excepted, whore a branch of the Minmies, are 
UMher intruders upon then or have been permitted to settle in their 
Country. ‘The Wyandots emigrated first from Lake Ontario, and 
Subsequently from Lake Huron; the Delawares from Pennsylvania 
snd Maryland; the Shawanese from Georgia; the Kiekapoos, and 
Poltawatanies from the country between Lake Michigan and the 
Miccisippi; and the Ottawas snd Chippewas from the peninsula 
Formed by the Lakes Michigan, Huron and St. Clair,and the streight 
Commecting the latter with Erie, ‘The elaims of the Miamies were 
funded oa the north and west by those of the Illinois confederacy, 
Consisting originally of five tribes called the Kaskaskias, Cahokias, 
Poorias, Michiganians and Linois speaking the Miami language, and 
ro dont branches of that nation 

‘When T was first appointed governor of Indian Territory these 
once powerful tribus were reduced to about, thirty warriors, of whom 
fwenly-five were Kaskaskians, four Peorians and a single Michi- 
gunian, ‘There was an individual lately alive at St. Louis who saw 
Fir cwameration made of them by the Jesuits in 1745, making the 
umber of their warriors four thousand. A furious war between 


























them and the Sace and Kickapoos reduced them to that miserable 
Feinant, which had taken refuge among the white people of the 
towns of Kaskaskia and St Genevieve. The Kiekapoos had fixed 
their prinepal village at Peoria upon the south branch ofthe Tinos 
river, while the Sacs retained masters ofthe country to the north, 

During the war of our ruvolution the Mfinmies’ had invited the 
Kckeapoos nto their country to assist thom against the whites, and & 
considerable. village seas formed hy that ibe on tho Vermillion 
River near its junetion with the Wabash. After the treaty of Groen: 
ville the Delasfares, with the approbation of the Ainmie, removed 
from the mouth of the Aw Glaize to the. headwaters of the White 
River, a large branch of the Wabash, and the Pottawatomios, without 
their consent, had formed two villages upon tho lator river, one at 
‘Tippeeanoe and the other at Chippay, twenty-fivo miles below 

The Piankishavea lived in the nighborhood of Vincennes, which 
vas their ancient village, and claimed the lands to the mouth of the 
Wabash and to the north and west ns far asthe Kaskaskians claimed 
Such was the situation of the tribes when T received the instructions 
of President Jefferson, shortly after his first. election, to anake efforts 
for extinguishing the Indian clains upon the Ohio below the mouth 
af the Kentacky River, and to such other tracts as were necessary t0 
connect and consolidate our settlements. It was at once determined 
that the community of interests in the lands amongst, the Indian 
tribes which seomed to be recognizil by the treaty of Greenville 
should be objected to, and that each individual tribe should. be pro- 
{celed in every elaim that should appear to be founded in reason and 
justice, "Buti was also detormined that as a measure of policy and 
Tiberality such tribes av lived upon any tract of land. whieh it would 
‘be desirable to purchase shoald recive « portion of the compensation, 
although the tlle might be exclasively- in another tribe. Upon this 
Principle the Delawares, Shawanese, Pottawatomies and Kickupoos 
‘rere admitted as parties to soveral of the trnties, Care was taken, 
however, to place’ the ttle to such tracts ae it might be daseable to 
Parelise hereafter on such a footing that” would facilitate the pro 
turing of them by getting the tribes who hd n0 elaine themselves, 
find who might ‘probably interfere, to recognize the tiles of those 
‘who wero ascertalned to possess thin 

‘This was particularly the ease with the lands waterod by the 
Wabash, whieh were dcelared to be the property of the Mines with 
the exception of the trat occupied hy the Delawareson White River, 
which was to be considered the joint property. of them, and. the 
Miamjes“Thioareangement. was very moth disliked by ‘Tecumseh 
fand the bandittt he had assembled at Tippecanoe. He complained 
Joualy'as well of the sales that had been mado ae of the prineiple of 
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considering particular tribe as the exclusive owners of any part of 
fhe country, which he said the Great Spirit had given to all his red 
Uhe\iron, “Besides the disaffected among the neighboring tribes he 
{RY brought together a considerable number of, Winnebagoes and 
Falles Aveines from the neighborhood of Green Bay, Sacs from the 
Mississippi and some Oltaywas and Chippewas from Arbre Croche on 
Take Michigan.

place in the naval ration, eonformably to the General Onder of the 
2oth January Task. 

‘The frst intimation that the Commodore stated that. he had of 
this appearance of dissatisfaction, he reesived on the moraing of the 
27th ultimo, when a depatation eomposed of a considerable. number 
of the petty oficers waited on him for the purpose of respectfully 
preferring-n complaint that tho «quantity of provisions thal had for 
ome time been issued to them wens not, the same they had always 
‘een in the habit of receiving, that neither their allowance of bread 
(11h) was equal to the same weight of biseuit, nor the proportion of 
pork substituted in lieu of beef was by any means equivalent to the 
latter species of ment. 

Sir James endeavoured without effect to convince them that 
their ealeulation was an erroneous one, aa the same quantity of bread 

ni to the seamen that the soldiers of the army received, and 
that it waa an invariable custom by the naval regulations to substi- 
tte a smaller portion of pork for a greater one of beef. On the day 
hh reported the transaction to me he reeeived private information 
that the sailors were canvassing the subject. in a more unreserved 
manner, and that they had even gone such lengths as to talk of the

Tt is suporfiuous for me to observe to Your Excelleney how 
sreatly T was distressed on being made aequainted with this intelli 
ence, 40 dangerous in its consequences, at a time when the greatest 
nanitaity and most strenuous exertions of our lost on Lake Ontario 
wore so essential for the. preservation of the colony.

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‘uequaint you for their Lordships’ information that the squadron, by 
the unremitting exertions of the officers and men ander my eommand, 
were ready on the 3rd inst, when it was determined by Lieutenant- 
General Drummond and myself that an immediate attaek should be 
mnaule on the fort and town of Oswego, which in. point of position is 
the most formidable T have seen in’ Upper Canada, and where the 
enemy bad by river navigation collected from the interior several 
heavy guns and naval stores for the ships and large depots of provi- 
sions for their army, 

At noon on the Sth we got off the port and were on the point of 
landing, when a heavy gale from the Ns West obliged me to jain an 
offing. “On the morning of the 6th, everything being. ready, one hu 
red and fifty troops, two hundred’seamen armed with piles, under 
Captain Muleaster, and four hundved marines, were putinto the bonts 
‘The Montreal and Niagara took their stations abreast, and within a 
quarter of a mile of the fort, the Magnet opposite the town, and the 
Star und Charwell to cover the Inning, which was effected ander a 
heavy fire of round, grape and musketry, kept up with great spirit, 
Our men, having to ascend a very steep. and long hill, were conse 
quently exposed to a destructive fire, Their gallantry overcoming 
every difficulty, they soon gained the summit of the hill, and, throw 
ing themselves into the fosse, mounted the ramparts, vieing with euch 
‘other who should be foremost. Lieut. Lautie, my secretary, was the 
first who gained the ramparts, and Lieat, Hewett of the same corps 
climbed the flagstaff under a heavy fire, and in the most gallant style 
struck the Ameriean colors, whieh were nailed to the mast, 

My gallaut and much esteemed friend, Captain Muleaster, led the 
seamen to the assault with his accustomed bravery, but I lament to 
say that he received a dangerous wound in the aet of entering the 
fott, which, I apprehend, will, for a considerable time, deprive me of 
his serviees (the benetit of whieh Ihave many years experiene 
and the country of a brave and experienced offiger, Mr. Scott, my 
first lieutenant, who was next in command, nobly led them on, and 
soon gained the ramparts, 

Captain O'Conor, of the Prince Regent, to whom I entrusted the 
landing of the troope, displayed great ability and cool judgment, the 
oats being under a heavy fire from all points 

Captain Popham, in the Montreal, anchored his ship in a most 
gallant style, sustaining the whole Bre until we gained the shore 
She was Set on fire three times by red hot shot, and much eut up in 
her hull, masts and rigging. Captain Popham reevived a severe 
wound in his right hand, and speaks in high terms of Mr. Richard 
son, the master, who, from a severe wound in the leftarm, was obliged 
to undergo amputation at the shoulder, 
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Captain Spilsbury of the Niagara, Captain Dobbs of the Char- 
‘well, Captain Anthony of the Star, and Captain Collier of the Magnet

‘They sent in a flag to demand surrender 
of all public stores, which was refused, ‘The flag returned and then 
they sent some gunboats, between which and our men some shote 
were exchanged. Another flag was afterwards sent renewing. the 
demand with some threats, ‘They also sent to General Porter a paper 
Parporting to be the terms on which the people at Oswego gave up 
the public property at that place and offered the same terms to the 
people at the river, viz, not to molest private property. 

On Saturday, (May 14,) the enemy appeared off the village of 
Paltneyville and sent a barge ashore, whieh took off as_ prisoners a

Biographical Note, 


Colonel John Hewett entered the Royal Navy in 1803 as rated 
tnidshipman of H. M.S, Windsor Castle, 98 guns, and besides serving 
in several minor aetions took part in the general engagement fought 
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‘on 22nd July, 1805, between the British flee, (15 ships of the Tine 
thd frigates) andthe combined French and. Spanish fleets, (20 
ilps of He ling 7 frigates and 2 brige) and subsequently sav active 
sect W, Indies af Cadiz and. Coranna, (under Sir John Moore.) 
Ted the Balle, Spain and. Portugal, on the. staff and attached to 
Un gbea tog under Sie Arthar Wollesley, in the United States and 
in'Ganaua, at the storming of Hampton, Ocracoke, taking. of Kent 
Tnand und Queenstown and eaptore of Oswep 

‘Ou one ooeasion the Windsor Castle being in immediate danger 
from » white squall the topmnen hesitated to x aloft ill Midshipman 
Hlowett sprang? forward and showed them an example, which, was 
Fnmllatly followed.

advantage 

‘Licut. Hewett on promotion reecived a brevet, majority for 
services. He was officially thanked * for the example he had always 
chown as an officer at hendquarters for always vollinteering for ser 
veo, and for the honor he had done to his corps while on service, 
He received by coumand of William IV, throngh Sir Herbert Taylor, 
His Majesty’s approbation of his merit and gallant serviees.

hope that, in conformity with the practice of their white brethren, 
the Western Indians will take a pride in shewing their clemeney and 
forbearance. Indeed, Lath comuanded by the Lieutenant-General, 
that it is only upon’ their giving their and assurance of 
observing his wishes on this head that he can consent to employ them 
on the service above alluded to.

Sr. Davin’s, December 17th, 1813, 


Sim,—It appearing to Lientenant-General Drummond that the 
present moment is highly favorable for an attack on Fort. Niagara, I 
am directed to acquaint you that the Lieutenant-General has selected 
you to command the force to be employed on this service, and to add 
that it is his wish that the attack should be made this night if 
possible. ‘i 

‘The 100th Regiment, the Grenadiers of the Royals, the flank 
companies 41st Regiment and a party of Royal Artillery are the 
troops placed at your disposal, and you will be pleased to make such 
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a disposal of them for the attack as you may think proper. ‘The 
yemainder of the regular troops, with the whole body of the Indians, 
will be passed over to support you. 

It s hoped that, with the batteaux just arrived from the head of 
the lake, you may be able to pass over the whole of the attacking 
troops in two embarkations, and by this means effect a surprise, It 
is further hoped that a sufficient number of militiamen will come 
forward as volunteers, not only to man the batteaux for the purpose 
of bringing them back to this shore, (as soon as the first embarkation 
shall have been effected,) but also to aid in the attack of the place by 
cutting down the pickets, for which purpose it should be recommended 
that every militia volunteer should come provided with a sharp axe 

‘he troops should carry scaling ladders (at least 18 or 20) and 
should be divided into at Teast two attacks, one to be made on the 
Jake face and the other on the river. ‘The troops must preserve the 
profoundest silenee and the strictest discipline. ‘They must on no 
vreount be suffered to load without the orders of their officers. It 
should be impressed on the mind of every man that the bayonet is 
the weapon on which the success of the attack must depend.

U.S. Sam Gevnrat Pre, 
Sackett’s Harbor, 17th Dee., 1813. 

Sin,—I ws last evening honored with your letter of the Ist 
instant, with the enclosures therein referred to. 

T trust that in a day or two after the date of your letter you 
was relieved from your anxiety for the safety of the fleet by ‘the 
receipt of my letters from this place. 

Tihave had the honor in former communications of stating to you 
that the enemy had two vessels in a considerable state of forwardness, 
and that the keel of a third was laid, and recent advices state that 
materials are preparing for a fourth. Of this, however, there may be 
come doubts, but none whatever that he is building three vessels and 
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that the length of keels as stated is pretty nearly correct; but of the 
breadth of beam, or the number of guns that they are to mount, I ean 
obtain no information that can be relied on. I have, however, 
employed a man who has promised to obtain that information for me 
from a friend in Kingston. The enemy has received, between the 
+t of October and the last of November, a reinforeement of about, 
five hundred seamen, with a proportionable number of officers. This 
additional force, I presume, is intended for the vessels building, but 
by the last accounts no stores, nor men to arm or equip these 
new vessels, had arrived at Kingston, but from the situation of our 
army no obstruction ean be offered to the enemy's sending from 
Quebec or Montreal any quantity that he may require, and no doubt 
Dut that he will profit by the opportunity. 

‘The enemy’s physical force at this time is cbrtainly equal, if not 
superior, to ours. Add to that force the three vessels which he is 
building, it will make him vastly superior. Therefore, to place 
ourselves upon an equality with him, we necessarily must build three 
vessels of a foree corresponding with his. But I should recommend 
to add a fourth vessel, of the size of the Sylph, in lieu of all the heavy 
sailing schooners, for really they are of no manner of service except 
to carry troops or use as gunboats. 

Tf it is determined to proseente the war offensively and secure 
our conquests in Upper Canada, Kingston ought unquestionably to be 
the first object of attack, and that so early in the spring as to prevent 
the enemy Trom using the whole of the naval force that: he is preparing. 

With this view of the subject we should require to be built this 
winter two vessels that would insure our ascendeney, even if the enemy 
should have ready at the breaking up of the ice in the spring the 
two vessels that are the most forward. 

But, on the other hand, if it should be determined to act on the 
defensive until our troops are collected and disciplined, the additional 
naval force required upon this lake may be better built in the spring 
than now, and, I presume, 20 per cent. cheaper. Moreover, the 
transportation of stores from New York at this season of the year 
would not only be attended with difficulty, but a vast expense. 

‘The enemy is collecting a considerable force at Kingston, and no 
doubt will push forward a part of it to the neighborhood of Fort 
George, and when an opportunity offers he will attempt and probably 
succeed in recovering that fortress, in which case he will re-oceupy 
Fort Erie and the whole of the north side of the Niagara frontier, 
which will expose the four vessels that are on shore at Buffalo to be 
burnt by him, unless a small force should be stationed there. Ihave, 
however, directed Captain Elliott that in case he could’not get the 
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vessels off, to dismantle them and deposit the stores.a few miles from 
Buffalo. 

Whether the enemy will extend himself as far as Malden will, I 
presume, depend much upon the disposition of the Indians to second 
his views by reuniting their force with his. If he should re-oceupy 
Malden, the two prize ships at Put-in-Bay I consider in a dangerous 
situation, and the force left with them quite inadequate to their 
defense. ' If the enemy should be in sufficient force to defend these 
ships, it would be his policy not to destroy but preserve them, and by 
building attempt to regain his ascendency on the lake. Ihave directed 
Captain Elliott to apply to the commanding officer at Detroit for an 
additional guard for those vessels, Would it not be advisable to order 
them destroyed in preference to their falling into the enemy's hands? 

Captain Perry has never made a return to me of the prisoners 
taken upon Lake Erie, or said one word to me on thesnbject; and I 
am still ignorant of the number or grade or in what manner they 
were disposed of, and Iam almost as ignorant of the prizes, as no 
particular return of them has ever reached me. 

T shall lose no time in having the prizes valued, agreeably to your 
instructions, and transmit the valuation to the Department. 

Idirected Captain Perry, in October last, to transmnit to me correct 
muster lists of the officers and men upon Lake Erie. These lists I 
received a few days siace from Captain Elliott, which I will transmit 
to the Department as soon as copied, together with muster rolls of the 
officers and men on this station. 

T shall continue to make all the necessary preparations here for 
building, and collect all the timber that will be first required, but shall 
recommend to Dr. Bullus to detain the ship carpenters in New York 
until he receives further instructions from you upon the subject. I 
adopt this course lest we might incur expense that by a little delay 
might be avoided. 


Lieut.-General Drummond to Sir George Prevost. 


Sr, Davin's, December 18th, 1813. 

S1,—I have the honour to report to Your Excellency my arrival 
here on the 16th, and to acknowledge the receipt, this day, of Your 
Excellency’s letter of the 10th instant. 

Tam concerned to say that my opinion relative to the exagyer- 
ated accounts of the disasters which were reported to have befallen 
Commodore Chauncey’s squadron has proved but too just, the Madison 
only having sustained some damage by being ashore for 48 hours. 
But she is now, as well as the other vessels of the enemy’s fleet, in 
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safety at Sackett’s Harbour. I have directed Major-General Vincent 
to proceed to Kingston without delay, he having been this day relieved 
of the command of the Right Division by Major-General Riall. But 
‘as the Major-General is extremely anxious to avail himself of Your 
Excellency’s indulgence already granted, I have, in consequence, to 
request Your Excellency will permit Major-General Stovin to leave 
Montreal as soon as convenient. 

T propose that Major-General Procter should remain in command 
at York (it being a post of little importance at present) until Your 
Excellency’s pleasure is known. 

On the arrival of the marines at Prescott, may not the entire 
battalion be drawn from thence to Kingston and their place supplied 
by the men of the Glengarry Regiment, in consideration of their great 
ability in controlling the conduct of the seamen, and as it will in some 
degree meet Your Eixcellency’s wishes relative to the Glengarry Corps 
moving toward the Lower Provinee ? 

Thave forwarded Your Excellency’s letter to Capt. Norton. 

‘The evacuation of this frontier will now afford ample means to 
the Commissariat Dept. in the supply of provisions and forage to the 
iroops of this division, 

Conceiving the present a favorable opportunity for making an 
attack on the enemy’s Fort Niagara, I have placed a foree under the 
‘command of Colonel Murray, Inspecting Field Officer, for that purpose. 
Thad intended that the troops should have erossed the river last night, 
but the batteaux which were ordered from Burlington to the Four 
Mile Creek having been, in the first instance, considerably impeded in 
their progress by a gale of wind upon the lake, and afterwards, 
notwithstanding ‘the unremitting exertions of Capt. Eliot, Assistant 
Deputy Quartermaster General, in landing them by a very heavy 
surf, and thence by a tedious land conveyance on slays to the place 
selected for the embarkation of the troops at. Two Mile Run, it 
became too late to carry the design into execution at that time. This 
night, however, I propose they should be crossed over and the fort 
attempted by assault. Major-General Riall will follow immediately 
with the reserves and the Indians, (under Col. Elliott,) to act in support 
of Colonel Murray as circumstances may demand, independent of which 
I propose that an attack shall be made upon Lewiston for the purpose 
of destroying some works which the enemy have been throwing up at 
that place with the avowed intention of destroying from thence the 
town of Queenston, In both these attempts I have sanguine hopes of 
success 

Thave seen a Mr, Muirhead, who this day arrived from Buffalo. 
He had, with the principal part of the respectable inhabitants of this 
part of the country, been earried off, though not in arms, by the enemy 
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some time since. He reports that the enemy is in great apprehension 
of an attack and they are in consequence sending to the interior all 
their effects and endeavoring to collect the militia and Indians from 
all directions. ‘The Caledonia is lying in the river opposite to the 
stores ut, Black Rock, said to have but one gun on board and in other- 
wise an indifferent state of equipment, Four or five other vessels are 
said to be ashore between Buffalo and Presqu ‘Isle. General McClure 
was at Buffalo, Colonel Wileox had gone to Washington, 

T have directed a letter to be written to General McClure, calling 
upon him to state, unequivocally, whether the atrocious act of the 
burning of the town of Fort Ceorge had been authorized by his 
Government, or whether it was the unauthorized aet of an individual. 

Captain Barclay, Royal Navy, is at Queenston and, I am happy 
to say, his wound is mending daily,

General McClure’s Address to the Inhabitants of Niagara, Genesee and 
Chautauqua. 


The present crisis is alarming. The enemy are preparing to 
invade your frontier and let their savages loose upon your families 
and property. It is now in your power to avoid that evil by repairing 
to Lewiston, Schlosser and Buffalo. Every man who is able to bear 
arms is not only invited, but required, to repair to the above rallying 
points for a few days or until a detachment of militia arrives. ‘The 
enemy are now laying waste their own country. Every man who 
does not take up arms, or who are disposed to remain neutral, are 
inhumanly butchered, their property plundered and their buildings 
destroyed. 

Information has just been received that. six or eight of their most 
respectable inhabitants, between Queenston and Fort George, have 
fallen victims to their barbarity. Every man in the province is 
required to take up arms and he that refuses is inhumanly butebered, 
What then, fellow-citizens, have you to expect from such an enemy, 
should they invade your frontier? Think of the consequences; be 
not lulled into a belief that because you live a few miles from the 
river that you are secure; no, fellow-citizens, the place to meet them 
ison the beach; there you will have it in your power to chastise 
them; but should they’ be suffered to penetrate into the interior with 
their ‘savages, the scene will be horrid. If, then, you love your 
country and are determined to defend its rights; if you love your 
families and are determined to protect them; if you value your 
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property and are determined to preserve it, you will fly to arnis and 
hasten to meet the enemy should they dare to set foot on_our shores. 
Since the above was prepared, have received intelligence from 
a credible inhabitant of Canada, (who has just escaped from thence), 
that the enemy are concentrating all their forces and boats at Fort 
George and have fixed upon to-morrow night for attacking Fort 
Niagara—and should they succeed they will lay waste our whole 
frontier. In that case our supply of arms, which are deposited at 
Niagara, will be cut off. Therefore, all who have arms and accoutre- 
nents will do well to bring them ; and all who have horses will come 
mounted.

From the Buffalo Gazette 21st Dec., 1813. 
To the Editor of the Buffalo Gazette : 


Sin,—Having heard from several sources illiberal and erroneous 
statements of the force at Fort George when that post was abandoned, 


and that great quantities of arme and ammunition were destroyed, we 
consider it a duty we owe to the commandant, General McClure, to 
undeceive the people and convinee them of the poliey of the measures 
that were pursued, The period for which the militia had been drafted 
having expired, the General held ont every inducement in his power 
for them to remain but for a short time. He offered a bounty, but 
neither the love of country nor the shame of abandoning him when 
the enemy were advaneing, could prevail on them to remain, in conse- 
quence of which he was leit with about sixty effective men to maintain 
Fort George. ‘The British, knowing the period when the militia term 
of service would expire, availed themselves of that moment to endeavor 
to retake the frontier and advance from Burlington Heights. The 
General called a council of the remainder of his oificers, when it was 
unanimously agreed that the fort was not tenable with the small 
remaining foree. All the public property of every description that 
was of any value, except three twelve-pounders, which he had not 
sufficient physical force to carry away (and these were spiked, their 
carriages burnt and buried in the ruins of the fort,) was taken across 
the river to Fort Niagara—nor was there a musket left or a cartridge 
of powder more than was necessary to blow up the works. A consid- 
erable quantity of property belonging to individuals friendly to us 
was also taken across and so near was the enemy that eight or ten 
prisoners were taken in assisting them to get their property away. 
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As relates to the burning of the village of Newark, however 
disagreeable to the General, the act was not unauthorized, but at the 
same time he conceived it necessary for the protection of our frontier, 
that the enemy might not have it in their power to quarter with their 
Indian allies in the village and maraud and murder our citizens. 

Twelve hours’ notice was given to the few inhabitants that 
remained to secure their household property and every measure that 
could be taken to alleviate their situation was done; three or four 
houses were left for those that chose to remain; others who might 
wish to go across the river the General ordered rations and quarters to 
be provided for. For their own immediate protection the General has 
ordered out en masse the militia of Niagara county.

Few regiments have evinced greater zeal than the 104th, com- 
manded by Lieatenant-General Hunter, under whose auspices it was 
raised this war. It was no sooner complete to its establishment of 
1000 men than it unanimously volunteered for general ser Being 
ordered to Canada, this regiment actually marched on snow shoes from 
New Brunswick to Quebec, a distance of about 260 miles, when the 
thermometer was twenty degrees below the eypher, a circumstance 
which astonished even the Canadians, Scarcely had the men recovered 
from being frost-bitten (which most of them were), than the regiment 
was ordered to the frontiers of Upper Canada, being 450 miles. The 
fatigue and difficulty of such a march at the most inclement season of 
the year cannot be well imagined. It was performed with the greatest 
cheerfulness and the regiment had the good fortune to reach Upper 
Cauada in time to take a distinguished share in the recent operations 
in that quarter. On the whole the conduet of this regiment does 
credit to the province it was raised in and shows that the spirit of the 
old American Loyalists still exists in their sons—Quebee Mereury.

Lieut.-General Drummond to Sir George Provost. 


Fort Niagara, 19th December, 1813. 
Half past 5 o'clock a.m. 


Dear Sir,—I have the satisfaction to inform you that the Fort 
of Niagara fell into our hands at 5 o'clock this ‘morning. It was 
carried in a most gallant manner by assault at the point of the bayonet 
Grenadier Co'y Royal Scots Regt, DY the troops, as per margin, I had selected 
Finnie Connanies dst and placed under the command ‘of Colonel 
oval Attitery Murray. ‘The enemy have suffered some loss 
in killed; that on our part is comparatively small, ‘There have been 
taken about 150 prisoners, amongst whom is Capt. Leonard, the 
commandant, and several officers. I regret to say that Lt. Nowlan of 
the 100th Regt. has been killed and that Colonel Murray has been 
wounded severely in the wrist. 

‘There are several pieces of ordnance mounted in the fort and 
about 3,000 stand of arms, a large quantity of clothing, salt and other 
stores. 

Tt is satisfactory to remark that the eapture of this place has been 
the means of relieving from confinement 5 or 6 respectable inhabitants 
of the Niagara District, who had been shamefully dragged from their 
families, and a few Indians 

T have not time to enter further into detail, as I_am_ proceeding 
towards Lewiston, to which place Major-General Riall, with the 
remainder of the troops and the whole of the Western Indians, is 
advancing. 

I will transmit to Your Excellency an official account of this affair 
as soon as I receive Colonel Murray's report.

Colonel John Murray to Lieut.-General Drummond. 


Fort Nracara, 19th December, 1813. 


‘Siz,—In obedienee to Your Honor’s commands directing me to 
attack Fort Niagara with the advance of the army of the Right, [ 
resolved upon attempting a surprise. The embarkation commenced 
on the 18th, at night, and the whole of the troops were landed three 
miles from the fort early on the following morning in the following 
order of attack :—Advance guard, one subaltern and twenty rank and 
file, Grenadiers, 100th Regiment, Royal Artillery with grenades, five 
companies 100th Regiment under Lieut.-Colonel Hamilton, to assault 
the main gate and escalade the works adjacent, ‘Three ‘companies 
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100th Regiment, under Captain Martin, to storm the eastern demi- 
bastion. Captain Bailey, with the Grenadiers Royal Scots, was 
directed to attack the salient angle of the fortification, and the flank 
companies of the 41st Regiment were ordered to support the prineipal 
attack. Each party was provided with scaling ladders and axes. I 
have great satisfaction in acquainting Your Honor that the fortress 
was carried by assault in the most resolute and gallant manner, after 
a short but spirited resistance. 

The highly gratifying but difficult duty remains of endeavoring 
to do justice to the bravery, intrepidity and devotion of the 100th 
Regiment to the service of their country, under that gallant officer, 
Lieut.-Colonel Hamilton, to whom I feel highly indebted for his 
cordial assistance. Captain Martin, 100th Regiment, who executed 
the task allotted to him in the most intrepid manner, merits the great- 
est praise. I have to express my admiration of the valor of the Royals 
Grenadiers, under Captain Bailey, whose zeal and gallantry were very 
conspicuous. ‘The just tribute of my applause is equally due to the 
flank companies 41st Regiment, under Lieut. Bullock, who advanced 
to the attack with great spirit. The Royal Artillery. under Lieut. 
Charleton, deserve my particular notice, ‘To Captain Eliot, Deputy 
Assistant Quartermaster General, who conducted one of the columns 
of attack and superintended the embarkation, I feel highly obliged. 
T cannot pass over the brilliant services of Lieut, Dawson and Captain 
Fawcett, 100th, in command of the advance and grenadiers, who 
gallantly executed the orders entrusted to them by entirely cutting 
off two of the enemy’s piequets and surprising the sentries on the 
glacis and at the gate, by which means the watchword was obtained 
and the entrance to the fort greatly facilitated, to which may be 
attributed, in a great degree, our trifling loss. I beg leave to recom- 
mend these meritorious officers to Your Honor's protection. The 
scientific knowledge of Lieut. Gaugreben, Royal Engincers, in 
suggesting arrangements previous to the attack and securing the fort, 
afterwards, I cannot too highly appreciate. The unwearied exertions 
of Quartermaster Pilkington, 100th Regiment, for bringing forward 
materials requisite for the attack, demand my acknowledgements, 
Captain Kerby, Lieuts. Ball, Servos and Hamilton of the different 
provineial corps deserve my thanks. My staffadjutant, Mr. Brampton, 
Fill have the honor of presenting this diepatch and standard of the 
‘American garrison ; tohis intelligence, valor and friendly assistance, 
not only in this trying occasion, but on many others, I feel most 
grateful. 

Our foree consisted of about five hundred rank and file, Annexed 
is a return of our casualties and the enemy's loss in killed, wounded 
and prisoners. The ordnance and commissariat stores are so immense 
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that it is totally out of my power to forward you a correct statement 
for some days, but twenty-seven pieces of cannon of different calibres 
are on the works and upwards of three thousand stand of arms and 
many rifles in the arsenal. The storehouses are full of clothing and 
camp equipage of every deseription.

Sin,—Aceording to your instructions I crossed the river this 
morning, immediately after the advance under Colonel Murray had 
passed over, with the Royal Scots and 41st Regiments, accompanied 
by a large body of Indians, and marched upon Lewiston, which the 
enemy had, however, abandoned upon our approach, leaving behind 
them’a 12 and 6-pounder with travelling carriages and everything 
complete. I found in this place a considerable number of small arms, 
ammunition, 9 barrels of powder and also a quantity of flour amounting, 
I believe, to 200 barrels. I regret the troops had not the opportunity 
of coming in contact with the enemy, as I am convineed they would 
have acquired your fullest approbation.

General Order, 
Heanquanrers, Upper Canada, Dee. 19, 1813. 

Lieutenant-General Drummond congratulates the troops under 

his command upon the brilliant success which has crowned the attack 
made this morning on Fort Niagara, It was assaulted an hour before 
daylight and after a short but severe conflict it was carried with a very 
slight loss on our part; that of the enemy was 65 killed and 15 
wounded, all by the bayonet. The remainder of the garrison, to the 
number of about 350 regular troops and artillery, were made prisoners. 
27 pieces of ordnance were found in the fort. Our loss does not 
exceed 5 killed and 3 wounded. Lieutenant Nowlan of the 100th 
Regiment, a very promising young officer, was the only officer killed. 
‘The Lieutenant-General has to regret that a severe wound which 
Colonel Murray has received is likely to deprive the army of the 
service of that gallant officer for some time, The troops employed on 
this oceasion were the 100th Regiment, the grenadier company of the 
Royals and the flank companies of the 41st Regiment. ‘Their instrue- 
ins were not to fire, but to carry the place at the point of the bayonet. 
‘These orders were punctually obeyed, a circumstance that not only 
proves their intrepidity, but reflects yreat credit on their discipline. 
Colonel Murray expresses his admiration of the valor and yood conduet, 
of the whole of the troops, particularly of the 100th Regiment, which 
led the attack. He also bestows his particular thanks on Lieutenant- 
Colonel Hamilton and Captain Martin of the 100th Regiment, Captain 
Bailey of the Royals, Lieutenant Bullock of the 41st Regiment and 
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Lieutenant Charleton of the Royal Artillery, Captain Eliot, deputy 
assistant quartermaster general, and to Captain Kerby and Lieutenants 
Ball, Servos and Hamilton of the militia, of the brilliant service of 
Lieutenant Dawson of the 100th, who led the forlorn hope, and Captain 
Faweett of the 100th Grenadiers, in entirely cutting off two of the 
enemy’s picquets and surprising the sentries on the glacis and at the 

ate, by which means the watchword was obtained and the entrance 
fnto the fort greatly facilitated, the Colonel speaks in terms of the 
highest and most deserved praise. 

Licutenant-General Drummond will perform a most grateful duty 
in bringing under the notice of His Royal Highness the Prince Regent, 
through His Excellency the Commander of the Forces, the admirable 
execution of this brilliant achievement on the part of every individual 
concerned. The useful services of the militia volunteers in launching 
the boats and rowing the troops across the river were not unnoticed 
by the Lieutenant-General. 


‘The Lieutenant-General has received from Major-General Riall 
a very favorable report of the zeal and alacrity of the detachment of 
the Royal Scots, under Lieut.-Col. Gordon, and the 41st battalion 
companies, under Major Frend, who advanced under the Major-General’s 
command to dislodge the enemy from the heights of Lewiston. Their 


steadinéss and regularity under circumstances of great temptation 
were highly creditable tothem. Nothing could more strongly indicate 
their anxious wish to meet the enemy, and the Lieutenant-General has 
only to regret that his rapid retreat from Lewiston Heights did not 
afford to Major-General Riall an opportunity of leading them to 
victory. 

Lieutenant-General Drummond begs that Major-Generals Riall 
and Vincent will accept. his acknowledgements for the assistance he 
has obtained froin them in making arrangements for the lateoperations. 


Lieut-Col. Hamilton, 100th Regiment, is appointed to command 
Fort Niagara and the Lieutenant-General will recommend that the 
same command money be annexed to it as was granted at Fort 
George. 

A board of survey, composed of Lieut.-Col. Hamilton, commandant, 
president, Major Holeroft, commanding the Royal Artillery, and a 
captain of the 100th Regiment, members, will assemble as soon as 
possible in Fort Niagara for the purpose of taking an exact account 
and inventory of ordnance, stores, arms, provisions, clothing, &c., 
captured in that place.

Extract of a letter from an officer of high rank in the army to a 
friend in this eity, dated Queenston, December 19th, 181 

T have the happiness to acquaint you that Fort Niagara was taken 
by assault an hour before daylight this morning. Colonel Murray 
commanded the storming party, which consisted of the 100th Regiment 
(the Prince Kegent’s. Own Irish heroes,) the grenadiers of the Ist 
Royals and flank companies 41st, Our loss has been but trifling 
Lieut. Nowlan of 100th Grenadiers, killed; Colonel Murray wounded 
through the wrist, and perhaps half a dozen other cxsualties. ‘The 
quantity of ordnance stores, provisions, &e., found in the place is very 
great ; 3,000 stand of arms, £500,000 worth of clothing, are among the 
articles. ‘The remainder of the troops, with the whole of the Western 
Indians, who had been passed over to support the attack, immediately 
after ascertaining the success of Colonel Murray's column, moved 
towards Lewiston to attack the heights, on which the enemy had 
planted some heavy guns, avowedly for the purposeof laying Queenston 
inashes. Both the heights and Lewiston were, however, precipitately 
abandoned on the advanee of General Riall’s column, A whoop from 
500 of the most savage Indians (which they gave just at daylight, on 


hearing of the success of the attack on Fort Niagara,) made the enemy 
take to their heels and our troops are in pursuit. We shall not. stop 
until we have cleared the whole frontier. ‘The Indians are retaliating 
the conflagration of Newark, Not a house within my sight but is in 
flames. This is a melancholy but just retaliation.

Deposition of Robert Lee. 


Robert Lee, late of Lewiston, in the county of Niagara and State 
of New York, gentleman, of the age of forty-two years, being sworn 
on the Holy Evangelists, deposeth and saith, that some seven weeks 
ediately preceding the 19th of December last, he, this deponent, 
ided in Fort Niagara for the purpose of attending to private 
business, that about four o'clock in the morning of the 19th the said 
fort was attacked or entered by the British. “The garrison was not 
alarmed when the enemy entered the gates of the fort. Some firing 
took place after they entered the works, partienlarly between the 
guard at the south-east blockhouse, and the sick in the hospital at the 
red barrack on the part of the Americans with the enemy. This 
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deponent is positive that there were about four hundred men of all 
descriptions in the fort immediately before it was taken, and that 
three hundred and fifty of that number were able and willing to bear 
arms in that way, viz, firing on the enemy from the blockhouses, &e. 
‘The principal resistance the enemy met with was from the sick in the 
red barracks and the guard at the south-east blockhouse before men- 
tioned. The sick in the red barracks, as this deponent is informed 
and from what he saw, he believes were nearly all slaughtered. ‘The 
British foree that took possession of the fort were in number about 
four hundred, commanded by Colonel Murray, who was wounded in 
the arm in entering the gate and was sueceeded in command by Colonel 
Hamilton, From the British order of congratulation that issued on 
the same morning, it appeared that the Americans had lost. sixty 
killed and fifteen wounded, which wounds were principally by the 
bayonet as expressed in the order, but the above order was issued ver 
soon'after they took possession of the fort and did not include a 
number that were afterwards found bayoneted in the cellars of the 
houses. ‘This deponent thinks that our loss in killed in the whole 
amounted to at least eighty. It was a matter of frequent conversation 
and exultation among the British non-commissioned officers and 
soldiers, while this deponent was under guard, that they bayoneted 
the Americans notwithstanding their crying out for quarter. A 
subaltern officer and about twenty privates made their eseape from 
the fort by sealing the pickets. Captain Leonard, the American 
commander, was, at the time the fort was taken, at his farm, about 
two miles distant, and, hearing the attack, made towards the fort, and 
at no great distance from it was made prisoner by the enemy and was 
kept in close confinement for two days and a half and how much 
longer this deponeht. does not know. The American soldiers were 
kept two days in close and miserable confinement, without the use of 
provisions, and with a very scanty supply of wood and water; at the 
expiration of which the citizens and soldiers’ were crossed over the 
ver and lodged in a part of what had been the British magazine at 
Fort George, the residue in open plank and board huts; in both 
situations it was impossible to lay down. ‘The magazine was so filthy 
that many of the prisoners became infested with vermin and in that 
situation remained seven days, The citizens were then removed to a 
brick building, up near Queenston, where they were so much crowded 
that no kind of comfort was to be taken either by day or night. The 
supply of provisions was not only seanty, but of the very worst kind ; 
beef of the most inferior and repulsive character, and bread, the 
quality of which eannot be described. ‘The water that they used, both 
there and at the magazine, they had to purchase, This deponesit, 
believes that, through the influenee of an individual in Upper Canada, 
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himself, together with ten other American citizens, were permitted on 
the 13th instant to cross to the United States. The residue of the 
citizens, to the amount of about seventy, were marched, on the 12th, 
under a strong guard, to Burlington Heights, and this deponent was 
informed that from thence they would be sent to Kingston. The 
women and children taken at and near Lewiston were stripped of their 
clothing and taken across the river. And further this deponent saith 
not.

THE CAPTURE OF FORT NIAGARA. 
By one Who Served in 1814, (Lieut, Driscoll, 100th Regt.) 


This post was very strong, for a fort in that part of the country, 
for its Enceinte, besides being of regular construction and mounting 
many guns, included three stone towers at the west, south-west and 
south angles of the fort, in addition to a long and strong barracks on 
the north face, the whole having flat roofs mounted with cannon. It 
was accordingly, in December, 1813, determined to attempt its eapture, 
and the attempt was made on the night of the 19th December. 

‘The foree destined for the purpose was composed of the 100th 
Regiment, the grenadiers of the ist, the flank companies of the 41st, 
and some artillerymen, the whole under the comtmand of Colonel 
Murray, of the 100th, a'better man than whom could not have been 
chosen, * 

Batteaux having been secretly conveyed overland from Burlington 
to a point about four miles up the British side of the river, the troops 
silently left their cantonments about, 10 o'clock at night, concealing 
their march under cover of the adjacent wood, embarked without 
noise and landed undiscovered on the opposite side, whence they 
descended cautionsly towards the fort. 

‘There lay between them and their destination a small hamlet, 
called Youngstown, about two miles, or somewhat less, from the fort, 
to which it served as an outpost, where it was known lay a detach- 
ment from the garrison. 

Tt was necessary to surprise it without alarming the fort. 

A chosen body’ was therefore sent in advance, while the main 
body followed at a convenient distance. 
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When arrived near it, some of the former erept stealthily up to 
awindow and peeped in, They saw a party of officers at car’ 
“What are trumps ?” asked one ‘of them. “Bayonets are trumps ! 
answered one of the peepers, breaking in the window and entering 
with his companions, while the remainder of the detachment rapidly 
surrounded the house, rushed into it and bayonetted the whole of its 
inmates, that none might escape to alarm the fort. Not a shot was 
fired on either side, the American sentries having retired from their 
posts into a building to shelter themselves from the cold, there was no 
time for resistance. 

The assailants performed their work of human destruction in 
grim silence—a lamentable but necessary act. 

Resuming their march, they drew near the fort—not a word is 
spoken—the muskets are carried squarely, that the bayonets may not: 
clash—the ice erackles audibly under their tread, but the sound is 
Vorne to their rear on the continuous gnsts of a north-east wind— 
when lo! the charger of Colonel Hamilton (who, having lost a leg in 
Holland, could not mareh, and would not stay behind,) neighs loudly, 
and is answered by a horse in a stable not far from the fort. What a 
moment! The force instantly halts, expecting to hear the alarm 
suddenly given, the sound of drums and bugles and of the garrison 
rushing to their posts, But all remains quiet, the sentries, crouching 
in their boxes, take the neigh of the charger for that of some horse 
strayed from a farm-house or the neighboring hamlet. They feel no 
inclination for leaving their shelters to explore, shiveringly, the thick 
darkness of a moonless winter night 

It can be nothing. The approaching force, drawing freer breath, 
puts itself in motion, shufiles hastily and silently forward, and the 
the crisis is near, 

‘The forlorn hope is commanded by Lieut. Dawson and led by 
Sergeant Andrew Spearman, 

He halts at the distance of about 25 yards from the gate, towards 
which the sergeant (a tall, stalwart. man) strides, and, strange to say, 
finds the wicket open, 

The sentry, hearing some one approach, issues from his box, 
protrudes the upper part of his body through the doorway, and asks, 
“Who come there ¢” 

Spearman, imitating the nasal twang of the Ameriean, answers, 
T guess, Mister, I come from Youngstown,” quietly introducing at the’ 
same time his left shoulder through the half open wicket. 

The sentry stares at him, perceives by his accoutrements and his 
actions that he is an enemy, turns round and runs inward exclaiming 
‘The Brit . . . !” He says no more, Spearman's bayonet is in 
his side, 
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The sergeant returns and calls in a subdued tone to the forlorn 
hope, which swiftly enters, followed by the column. The light company 
of the 100th makes a rapid cireuit and esealades the wall; the attacking 
force has entered. 

Had the assailants been discreetly silent, they might have effected 
the capture without loss to themselves or the enemy, but, their blood 
being up, they uttered a terrific yell, which roused the sleeping 
garrison and occasioned some resistance. 

A cannon, turned inwards, was fired from the roof of the soutl 
western tower, followed by a slight pattering of musketry. 

To prevent repetition of the former, Lieutenant Nolan of the 
100th, a man of great personal strength and ardent courage, rushed 
into the lower part of the tower, regardless of what foes he might 
find there, and by what friends he might be followed. Next morning 
his body was found, the breast pierced by a deep bayonet wound, at 
the bottom of which were a musket ball and three buckshot. 

But he had not died unavenged. One American lay at his feet, 
whom he had killed by a pistol shot, while the-cloven skulls of two 
others attested his tremendous strength of arm and desperate valour, 

Some of his men, however, who had seen him plunge into the 
darkness, followed him, and though too late to save him, had taken 
the tower, slaying the defenders toa man. This resistance exasperated 
our men, who rushed wildly about. into every building, bayonetting 
every American they met. " The carnage, indeed, would have amounted 
to extermination if the British officers had not zealously exerted 
themselves in the cause of merey. 

Lieut. Murray of the 100th particularly distinguished himself by 
his humane endeavours, for, finding the tide of fugitives set towards 
the southern angle, where a sally-port had been burst in, he made 
them lie down, protected them, ‘and thus saved many. In half an 
hour the fort was fully captured and was quiet, and the panting vietors 
sought to drown their excitement in sleep. ‘ i 

ieut. Dawson was promoted to a company, while Spearman 
remained a sergeant and never, as far as known, received any reward 
for his gallantry but the esteem of his officers ‘and comrades. If he 
be still alive he lives in Richmond, U. C.,(near St. Thomas, where the 
100th after its disbandment received lands and settled

Wednesday, 22nd Dee., 1813. 
‘The Am. burnt a great many rails, altho’ we hauled wood for 
them,

‘Most of of the inhabitants above this have been down to take the 
oath, Barret, Dorsey, Willett and some others are all starting for the 


States, being afraid of another British party coming to take them off. 


Lieut.-General Drummond to Sir George Prevost. 


Forr Nracara, 20th Dee,, 1813. 
Sim,—Coneeiving the possession of Fort Niagara to be of the 
highest importance, in every point of view, to the tranquillity and 
serenity of this frontier, immediately on my arrival at St, David's, I 
determined upon its reduetion, if possible without too great a sacrifice 
‘There being, however, but two batteaux on this side the water, I did 
not think proper to make the attempt until a sufficient number should 
be brought from Burlington, at this season of the year a most difficult 
undertaking. But, by the indefatigable exertions’ of Captain Eliot, 
Deputy Assistant Quartermaster General, every difficulty, particularly 
in the carriage of the batteanx by land for severat miles, notwith- 
standing the inclemency of the weather (the ground being covered 
with snow, and the frost severe,) was overcome ; they were again 
launched, and the troops, consisting of a small detachment of the Royal 
Artillery, the grenadier company of the Royal Scots, the flank 
cotapanies of the 41st and the 100th Regiment, amounting in the whole 
to about 550, which I had placed under the immediate orders of Colonel 
Murray, Inspecting Field Officer, were embarked, The enclosed report 
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of that most zealous and judicious officer will point ont to you the 
detail of their further proceedings. 

At6 o'clock am. the fort was attacked by assault, at the point of 
the bayonet, two piequets, posted at the distance of a mile and of a 
mile and a half from the works, having previously been destroyed 
toa man bg the same weapon, and in half an hour afterwards this 
important place was completely in our possession. 

By this gallant achievement 27 pieces of ordnance (mounted on the 
several defences.) 3,000 stands of arms,a number of ‘rifles, a quantity 
of ammunition, ‘blankets, clothing, several thousand pairs of shoe 
&e,, have fallen into our hands, besides 14 officers, and 330 other 
prisoners, and 8 respectable inhabitants of this part of the country, - 
who had been dragged from the peaceful enjoyment of their property 
to a most unwarrantable confinement, were released, together with 
some Indian warriors of the Cocknawaga and Six Nation tribes. The 
enemy's loss amounted to 65 in killed and to but 12 in wounded, 
whieh clearly proves how irresistible a weapon the bayonet is in the 
hands of British soldier 

Our loss was only 5 killed and 3 wounded. I have to regret the 
death of a very promising officer, Lieutenant Nolan, of the 100th 
Regt. 

Teg leave to bear the highest testimony of the active and 
meritorious exertions of Col. Murray, who, I regret to say, received a 
severe though not dangerous wound in the wrist (which I hope will 
not, at this eritieal period, deprive me for any length of time of 
valuable services,) and to Lieut,-Colonel Hamilton, of the 100th Regt. 
and the officers, non-commissioned officers and soldiers who so gallantly 
achieved this most daring and brilliant enterprise 

The militia came forward with alacrity and assisted much in 
launching and transporting the batteaux across the river, in a very 
rapid current, for which serviee they are deserving of the highest 
praise, 

Captain Norton, the Indian chief, volunteered his services and 
accompanied the troops. 

‘And I beg to recommend in the strongest terms to the favor and 
protection of His Royal Highness the Prince Regent, Captain Eliot, 
of the 103rd Regt., Deputy Assistant Quartermaster General, whose 
conduct on this, as on every other occasion, has been so distinguished, 
as also Lieut. Dawson of the 00th Regt., who commanded the forlorn 
hope, Captain Fawcett, of the same regiment, who immediately sup- 
ported him with the Grenadiers, and Captain Martin who with three 
companies gallantly stormed the eastern demi-bastion. 

My best acknowledgements are due to Major-Generals Rial and 
Vincent for the cordial and zealous assistance I received from them 
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in making the arrangements, to Lieut-Colonel Harvey and to the 
officers of ny personal staff

colors taken on this occasion by Captain Foster, my aid-de-camp, 
who, being in ny fullest confidenee, will give Your Bxcelleney such 
further information as you may require,

$1n,—The enemy having established a foree and erected some 
batteries at Lewiston, with the avowed intention of destroying the 
town uf Queenston opposite, I determined to dislodge him thenee and 
with that view the 1st Battalion of the Royal Seots and the 41st 
Regiment with the whole body of the Western Indians were erossed 
to the American frontier under the command of Major-General Rial 
jn batteaux itmmediately after the landing of the force under Colonel 
Murray. ‘The enemy retired on the approach of our troops and per- 
mitted thereby two guns, a twelve and a six pounder to fall into our 
hands. 

From Major-General Riall’s report of the good conduct of the 
troops employed on this service I an convineed that if an opportunity 
had offered they would have equally distinguished themselves with 
those at Niagara. 

Tam, however, extremely concerned to state that notwithstand- 
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ing my most positive orders and their own assurances made to me 
throngh Lieutenant-Colonel Elliott in a council of their chiefs that 
they would refrain from outrage, several acts of violence were com- 
mitted by the Indians,

Brigadier-General Timothy Hopkins to Governor Tompkins. 


S1r,—I would respectfully represent to Your Excellency that on 
the morning of yesterday the enemy crossed over a little below Lew- 
iston, They have burned Lewiston and every house from that place 
to within two and a half miles of Schlosser, and the Tuscarora village 
is also burnt. 

‘The last express stated the enemy were fortifying on the mouh- 
tain below Schlosser. ‘The force of the enemy is differently repre- 
sented. It is stated to be from four to eight hundred regulars and 
six hundred Indians. It is further stated that the enemy are still 
crossing. The force the enemy can bring is not precisely known, It 
is probably from 1,500 to 3,000, including regulars, militia and In- 
dians, Our force is about 200 regulars at Fort Niagara and about 
150 near this place. I have ordered out my brigade to repel the in- 
vasion. Iam in hopes of success, with the assistance of the mili 
of Genesee. But I have to represent that the men of my brigade are 
unwilling to come under the command of General McClure, who is 
near Buffalo and assumes the command. His conduct since he has 
been out on the lines has disgusted the greater part of the men under 
his command and they have no confidence in him. 

On his arrival at Buffalo, after evacuating Fort George and 
burning Newark, he requested me to invite volunteers for the defence 
of this frontier, and this too under the impression that the enemy 
contemplated an immediate attack on Buffalo and other parts of the 
frontier. I have met with no success. The militia of this county 
have stood so many drafts and have been so much absent. from their 
homes and business that it will be very difficult to keep them ont any 
length of time after the enemy are Touted, and unless a sufficient 
regular foree is iiarehed to this frontier or the militia ordered out by 
the Commander-in-Chief the whole frontier will be a ruin, We an- 
ticipate great danger at this place, especially so soon as the ice affords 
abridge for the army to cross Lake Erie. I am not disposed to 
censure the conduet of men placed in command, but we have reason 
to fear that the destruction of Newark and the retreat of General 
McClure from Canada have ineensed the people of Canada and in- 
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spired them with courage to such a degree that nothing will save any 
part of this frontier but a respectable force : 
Tfeel it a duty which I owe my country and this frontier to 
make the foregoing statement and earnestly solicit Your Excelleney’s 
interposition for our safety.

Heap Quarrers, Bureato, New Yor, 
20th December, 1813, 

Dear Siz.—I am sorry to inform you that the enemy have in- 
vaded our country in great foree on the night of the 18th inst. at 
Lewiston. I had a small detachment stationed there, consisting of 
about sixty men of Colonel Grieves’ regiment and about forty In- 
dians, The enemy’s allies appeared in great numbers and surrounded 
our people. Some fought their way through and those who have not 
come in I presume are eut to pieces. The enemy is said to be 3,000 
strong, Major Mallory being stationed at Schlosser with Colonel 
Wilcox’s corps of Canadian Volunteers advanced to Lewiston. He 
attacked their advance guards and drove them in, I have not heard 
from him to-day and have my fears of their being cut off. I have 
used every exertion in my power to eall forth the militia of the 
neighboring counties en masse. About 400 militia have arrived, but 
they are more engaged in taking care of their families and property 
by earrying them into the interior than helping us to fight. T leave 
General Hopkins to command at Buffalo while I go with 100 regu- 
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lars and some Indians to eut our way if possible into Niagara. 
post is in imminent danger, There’ is not 200 men in that fort and 
all our arms, ammunition and public stores of every deseription are 
deposited there. When shall I expect relief? Will not. the Govern 
ment roused to a sense of their duty and send an overwhelming foree 
at once and drive the rascals round the lake? ‘The last eampaign 
has been condueted in such a manner that I shall beg leave to retire 
as son as I ean be relieved,as nothing but disgrace can await a com- 
mander let his exertions be what they may. My whole foree is not a 
major’s command. The Secretary at War is now sensible that the 
information in relation to the enemy’s force at Burlington was 
correct 

Permit me, sir, to urge the necessity of sending on a sufficient 
force of some description and exterminate the enemy or at least drive 
them from our soil

From a Diary in Handwriting of Charles Askin. 


Monday, Dee. 7, 1813—Rode to 's in Glandford and 
returned again that night to Hamel’s, Some rain fell and the roads 
very bad. 

‘Tuesday, Sth.—Joined the commissariat, left Mr. Hamel’s and 
rode to Stoney Creek, where I staid all night. 

Wednesday, 9th-—Went to the 40 Mile Creek, whereto our army 
had advanced. Snowed and was very stormy. 

‘Thursday, 10.—Part of the forees under Col. Murray moved 
down to Ball’s Mills. 'The sleighing began to be tolerable good. Capt. 
Hamilton Merritt with some dragoons was down this night and 
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brought off some flour from there, Went in the evening up to John 
Pettit’s. 

Friday, 11th.—Rode down in company with Mr. Coffin and A. 
Hamilton to Runchy’s, where the 100th Regt. and some Indians 
under Col. Elliott had advanced. Sleighing good. Met sleigh taking 
flags to the party at Allan's. Went in evening to the 15 Mile Creek 
Staid over night at Mr. Clark's. 

Saturday, 12th.—Rode up to Lyon’s Mills in Mr..Clark’s sleigh. 
Passed a number of teams to take flour from Ball's to the Forty. 
Engaged some hay and oats, also cattle for Gov't. Returned to Mr 
Clark’s and from that to Ball’s Mills, where I learned the troops had 
moved toward Fort George. I mounted and followed them to 
Bassy's (Besséy’s ?) Ten Mile Creek, where I staid till daybreak 
Was told by several people that a great light was seen lastnight 
and was supposed to be town of Niagara on fire, and that it was 
consumed and the enemy had left Fort George. 

Sunday, 12th—Left Bassy’s before day. Staid at Reed’s a short 
time, then rode to Queenston, where I found Col. Elliott, who had 
come up from Fort George, which the enemy had evacuated. Col. 
Murray, with the 100th Regt, some militia, Indians and dragoons, 
marched in at midnight last night. Breakfasted at Mr. Diekson’s, 
where I saw poor Commodore Berkly [Barclay] of the Royal Navy. 
After breakfast went to Fort George, which has undergone such an 
alteration hardly knew any part. It's now very strong but there 
are no barracks in it. A large quantity of shot was left in it 
Dined at Mr. Dickson's in company with Col, Murray and Commo- 
dore Berkley. Rode up to Eumett’s after dinner. 

Monday, 13th—Went to 12 Mile Creek for a flag to hoist in 
Fort George, then to Beaver Dams, where I did not get until night, 
as stopped at a number of places to buy cattle and forage. 

‘Tuesday, 14th—Staid last night ab Mr. Hill's Went and took 
an inventory of Asa Baker's eattle, who fled to the enemy ; from that 
returned to’ Queenston, where they were preparing to cross the river, 
but were disappointed in getting troops, and, much against Col. 
Murray's wish, had to be given up. Heard that seven pieces of 
cannon had been found buried near Fort George, and some few 
prisoners were taken on Sunday morning at Niagara and Fort Erie. 

‘Wednesday, 15th.—Rode to Ball's Mills to send down flour from 
there, where I staid all night 

‘Thursday, 16th.—Went up to 20 Mile Creek, Passed a number 
of sleighs to take flour and some whiskey down from Ball’s Mills to 
St. Davids. Rosle down to Queenston on Saturday, the 18tb, About 
10 o'elock at night our troops began to cross the river from near 
Count De Puysay’s to the Five Mile Meadow. ‘The 100th crossed 
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first, then part of the 41st Regt., after which the Royals and the 
remainder of the 41st and last the Indians and militia, Some few 
militia went over in the first boats, among whom was 

who was the first person who landed on the other side, ‘The grena- 
diers of the 100th Regt. pushed on toward Fort Niagara, surprised 
the enemy’s picket at Youngstown, where they killed several men. 
Capt. Faweett advanced with the grenadiers to the gate of the fort 
and fortunately got there just while the guard were relieving the 
sentinels, by which they got in at the wicket, as they had got the 
countersign from two sentinels whom they had taken. Mr. Dawson 
of the 100th Regt. led the forlorn hope, but Capt. Kerby of the 
incorporated militia was in the fort before any other officer. While 
the grenadiers got in in front the light company of the 100th, under 
Capt. Martin, sealed the works in the rear and got in nearly at the 
satue time as the others, Capt, Elliott, Qr. Mr. General, was with 
Capt. Martin, Fortunately most of the garrison were sleeping and 
were so completely surprised that we lost but six men in taking it, 
among whom was Mr, Nowlan of the 100th Regt. ‘The enemy made 
as good a defence as could be expected considering the situation they 
were caught in, and lost sixty-five men, most of whom were bayoneted, 
Col. Murray, who commanded the storming party, was unfortunately 
wounded. Capt. Leonard, the commanding officer of the fort, was 
[visiting] with his family. He came very early to the garrison in 
the morning, but was much surprised to be challenged by a British 
sentinel, who made prisoner of him. Upward of three hundred men 
were made prisoners, a number of whom were of the 24th Regt. 
Just as the first boat load of Indians had reached the other shore, the 
news of the fort being taken reached them. ‘They immediately 
pushed off for Lewiston, and General Riall with the Royals and 4st 
marched to the same place. ‘There were but about sixty artillery at 
that place, who took to their heels as soon as they heard the 

of the Indians. About 12 or 13 of the enemy were killed at Lewiston, 
several of them inhabitants of the place. Unfortunately there was 
liquor in most of the houses, and, notwithstanding the exertions of 
the officers of the Indian Department, the Indians soon got intoxicated 
and were outrageous. Several men of the regular troops got drunk also, 
‘The Indians plundered the houses, then set fire to them. ‘The poor 
inhabitants, men, women and children we were obliged to keep a strong 
guard over to prevent them being killed by the Indians, one of whom 
killed a young boy. Indeed, the Indians got so drunk that they did 
not know what they were about; two of their own Indians were killed 
by them and one of the 41st Regt. Mr’ Caldwell was shot through 
the thigh by one of them and young McDougall had his arm broke 
by another, who struck him with a tomahawk. Indians, regular 
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militia were plundering everything they could get hold of. Immense 
quantities of things were brought over from that place to Queenston 
‘At Youngstown there were one or two stores from which everything 
s taken by the plunderers, Ihave never witnessed such a scene 
before and hope I shall not again.

‘Sin—You are aware that after the enemy’s sudden flight to the 

‘almon River they were inelosed with ice, but a partial thaw gave us 
an opportunity of trying to burn them. The American flotilia, six 
miles up a narrow river, or rather ereek, were protected by three en- 
campments of 1,500 men back within half musket shot of the boats, 
and a blockhouse directly over them with about 50 pieces of cannon 
around it. It was impossible for the gunboats to proceed up the 
river and I therefore determined to have their destruction attempted 
by means of eareasses conveyed ina canoe. Mr. John Harvey (mid- 
shipman), immediately volunteered his services with George Barnet 
(seaman), proceeded up the river, passed the several posts and havi 
placed a eareass in one of the gunboats was on the point of firing it 
when the ice breaking about the boat unfortunately discovered them 
to the sentinel, and the alarm being given they were compelled to 
relinquish the attempt. 

A few days after several deserters came over and from. their in- 
formation I was induced to believe the enemy's magazine, situated in 
the middle of their encampment, might be blown up. Messrs. Harvey 
and Hawkesworth (midshipmen) and George Barnet (seaman) di- 
rectly offered to proced on this desperate service, were supplied with 
combustible matter and landed on the American shore. After re- 
maining for several days watching an opportunity (in the woods) to 
effect their purpose they found the magazine more strongly guarded 
than had been supposed, but Mr. Harvey, unwilling to relinquish the 
enterprise, went into the American camp in disguise, where he re- 
mained two days undiscovered, obtained correct information and 
would infallibly have succeeded had not his conductor betrayed 
him to General Brown, who would certainly have executed him but 
for the adroit manner in which he effected his escape, which can only 
be equalled by his previous determined resolution. 
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On the whole Mr. Harvey’s conduet justly claims my warmest 
praise and I beg leave to recommend him to your notice and protee- 
tion.

From a Memorial by Mrs. Dawson. 


Mrs. Dawson begs leave to state for the information of Lord 
Bathurst that her son, Captain Irwin Dawson, of the 3d Garrison 
Battalion, late of the 100th (now the 99th Regiment) led the forlorn 
hope at the storming of Fort Niagara on the 19th December, 1813 
One hour before daylight, in the advanee, two pickets were surprised 
and cut off before they could give any alarm; the sentries on the 
glacis at the gate were killed or taken. From one of them the coun- 
tersign was obtained. Before the enemy were apprised of the situa- 
tion the gates were foreed and the fort immediately carried, the 
Upper Province was saved, the Right Division relieved from the 
privations they had sustained and upwards of a million sterling, eon- 
isting of munitions of war, provisions, &e., &¢., &e., were secured for 
the Government in consequence of the brilliant service and success of 
this young officer. 
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He also attacked with one company of the 100th Regiment [in] 
three gunboats, the Zagle and Growler, sloops of war mounting 
twenty-six guns, which he carried in less than three hours without 
the loss of a'man, reference to the London Gazette, letter from Sir 
Tames Yeo, dated 3rd June, 1813.

Extract of a letter from Erie to the editor of the Pittsburg 
Gazette, dated, 
Enre, December 21, 1813. 


‘The United States brig Caledonia arrived here yesterday morn- 
ing from Buffalo, whieh she left about 8 o'clock the evening before. 
The officers that arrived in her informed that shortly after the evacua- 
tion of Fort George by our troops the enemy marched their whole 
force from Burlington Heights and took possession of the strait 
from Lake Ontario to Lake Erie. They collected in the militia on 
their route and their number in regulars, militia, and Indians 
amounted to 3,000 men, On the morning the Caledonia sailed (Sun- 
day, the 19th,) the enemy crossed the Niagara river at Lewiston with 
2,000 men, which place they burned and marched up to Schlosser 
above the falls, burning and destroying every house on their route 
‘The inhabitants of Buffalo had all cleared out with their property, 
expecting certainly the destruction of that place also, as there could 
not be collected more than 300 or 400 men to oppose the enemy. 
‘There was no intelligence whether any part of the enemy’s force had 
been turned towards Fort Niagara, but I think it is certain that 
place will be reduced, as there are not more than 300 men to defend it, 

This all arises from the wanton and abominable act of General 
McClure in burning Newark after he and his militia abandoned Fort 
George, and indeed it will give a new aspect to the war, which will 
no doubt be carried on after this more to satiate the revengeful feel- 
ings of commanders and individuals than to obtain any great national 
benefit from it,

His Excelleney the Governor-in-Chief and Commander of the 
Forces has received a despatch from Major-General De Rottenburg 
transmitting a letter from Major-General Vincent, containing an 
official report from Colonel Murray of his having taken possession of 
Fort George, Niagara, on the 12th instant without opposition. The 
Colonel ‘states that having received intelligence of its being the 
enemy's intention to plunder the adjacent country and to carry off 
the loyal inhabitants of that district, he immediately made a forced 
march with a small detachment of the advanced corps under bis 
command, consisting of a party of Royal Artillery with two field- 
pieces, about forty light cavalry and 340 of the 100th Regiment 
hinder Lieut.-Colonel Hamilton, the whole amounting to 379 rank and 
file, together with about 20 volunteers and 70 western Indians under 
Colonel Elliott, and notwithstanding the inclemeney of the weather 
sueceeded in arriving in time to frustrate the enemy's predatory 
design, who abandoned the fortress with such precipitation on the 
approach of the detachment that his tents were left standing, nor had 
he time to injure the works of the place, which have been restored to 
a respectable state of defence by the enemy and would have required 
a regular siege to reduce. 

"The enemy succeeded: in crossing over his ordnanee and stores 
previous to his flight, which has been marked by eternal infamy and 
Gisgrace in the wanton conflagration of the town, which, in defiance

Regiment and a small party of Indians for the purpose of dispersing 
this force and of destroying or bringing off the stores, &c. 

‘The enemy retreated on the approach of the troops, having first 
fired upon Major-General Riall’s advance guard and afforded it an 
opportunity of making an officer and eleven men prisoners. One of 
their officers was also killed. He is said to have been a lieutenant on 
his parole, ‘Th y being deserted and no means of removing 
the stores within Major-General Riall’s reach, the mills, rope-walk, 
with its machinery and stores, containing a considerable quantity of 
flour, grain, hay, iron, cordage, &e., were destroyed. A barrack at 
Slosser’s was also destroyed, together with some seows and batteaux, 
which were frozen in and could not be launched 

Tam happy to report to Your Excelleney that the quantity of 
stores of every kind captured in Fort Niagara is far greater than I 
had at first any conception of. ‘The enclosed memorandum will eon- 
vey some idea of their value and description.

To the Chiefs and Warriors of the Siz Nations of Indians who are 
Friendly to the United States : 


BrorHers,—I am about to take leave of you for a short time. 
T cannot depart without expressing my satisfaction for the faithful 
services rendered your Great Father the President, for your faithful 
observance of orders and willing obedience to my commands. 

BRorHeRs,—Many of your white brothers deserted me in the 
hour of difficulty, which you ‘know, and which is the eause of our 
disaster, You have been faithful in the hour of danger, when your 
white brothers were in a state of rebellion against me. You spurned 
indignantly at their mutinous conduct; love of country was your 
chief object and willing obedience your greatest pride. 

Broruens—I have represented to your Great Father your good 
conduet ; he will reward you, Your agent, Colonel Granger, tells me 
he finds no difficulty in getting you to obey my commands. He has 
done his duty to you and to your Great Father. Continue to obey 
him. [have fulfilled his promises to you and will continue to do so. 

BRorHeRs,—Major Frazer, whom you all know, and by whom 
your Great Father sent you money, wants to fight with you, He is 
very fond of his Red Brothers. “I have sent him and he 
you and Colonel Granger, too. 

Brorers,—Your Red Brothers and the British, who live on the 
other side of the Niagara River, have invaded your country; they 
have massacred in cold blood unoffending women and children; they 
have murdered or taken prisoners the two sons of your friend and 
interpreter Capt. (Horatio) Jones; they have laid waste the village 
of your Red Brothers the Tuscaroras, and carried off all their property. 
T Kave restrained you from this kind of warfare; I will no longer 
restrain you. Avenge yourselves on the authors of such barbarities, 
and all whom you find in arms against you, but show mercy to 
unoffending women and children, ‘The enemy pay no attention to 
private property. You are at liberty to follow their example. Invite 
Your Red Brethren every where to join you and drive them from our 
soil.

BRorHERs—When I join you again I will bring regulars and 
militia who will never desert ‘you or myself.

troops were in point of warm clothing, &c., to meet its rigors—all of 
them without fur eaps and mitts and some of them actually without 
great coats—however willing and anxious they are to be led against 
the enemy, humanity will scarce suffer me to yield to their wishes 
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Fortunately during the operations against Fort Niagara the weather 
was comparatively mild 

Thave directed Lieutenant Gangreben of the Engineers to use 
every exertion in putting Fort Niagara in the best state of defence 
that circumstances and our means will permit. He is also ordered to 
complete a new frame barrack which we found nearly finished, and 
put the rest of the buildings into a state of repair for the reception 
of troops. Nothing ean be ina more wretehed state both as to the 
defences and the cover than Fort Niagara at the time of its eapture, 
Even if it is put into complete repair it will require a garrison of at 
least 500 effective infantry, exclusive of a strong company of artillery. 
‘The present. garrison consists only of the 100th Regiment. I have 
appointed Lieutenant-Colonel Hamilton to the command and have 
directed that the same command money shall be attached to it as 
formerly to Fort George, viz: 7/ per diem, which I hope will meet 
Your Exeellency’s approbation. A Fort Major being also necessary, I 
beg to recommend Lieutenant MeCarthy, of the 10th R (oyal) Veteran 
Battalion, for that situation. ‘The Assistant Commissary General ha 
been ordered to lay in a supply of provisions and fuel equal to two 
months’ consumption for 1,000 men. As the enemy will make an 
effort in the spring (if not sooner) for the recovery of this important 
fortress, as there are at present no heavier guns than 18-pounders 
mounted on the fort, and conceiving 24-pounders to be indispensably 
necessary to oppose the heavy guns which will no doubt be brought 
against it, as well by the lake as by land, I have to request that at 
least six long guns of that calibre may be sent up as soon as possible, 
one of which must be placed on the heights of Queenston, 

With regard to Fort George I conceive it advisable that it should 
be put into a respectable state of defence, which, as the works are not 
materially inpaired, ean be done in the spring without much labor or 
expense. In the meantime some cover must be erected for a small 
garrison of (say) 150 men and the batteries aimed towards the oppo- 
site bank, as they completely command the approach to Fort Niagara. 

It will be necessary to erect a good-sized blockhouse at Chip- 
pawa where, moreover, as the proper right of the whole position, a 
considerable detachment of troops must always be kept. A martello 
tower at Fort Erie with a couple of heavy guns will be sufficient, and 
perhaps an intermediate blockhouse would be desirable to keep up 
the communication. 

Thave desired Colonel Elliott to send off an express to Michili- 
mackinae to announce our success in this quarter and at the 
same time to assure the Indians that we shall shortly revisit them 
IN POWER. 

Recent information from Detroit represents the enemy's force in 
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that country as not exeeeding 500 militia, ‘The Indians there remain 
true to our interests, They are in want of powder, which I have 
invited them to come to us for. Iam convinced that Detroit and 
the whole of the western country might be re-occupied by us at any 
moment without difficulty, provided we had it in our power to 
detach a foree for that purpose. By this movement Mackinac would 
be preserved to us. The present is the season most favorable for 
such an enterprise, as it affords the greatest facilities for transport. 
It must be remembered, however, that troops alone (even if T had 
them) are not sufficient for the purpose. ‘The corps, however small, 
should be completely equipped with field-train, engineers and arti. 

ers, commissariat, barrack and every other departinent. ‘This 
measure appears to me the only means of getting rid of the Western 
Indians, who, when their presence here ceases to be useful, will be an 
intolerable burthen, 

Before I close this subject I beg to suggest that the corps to be 
sent on such a service should be one which is completely effective and 
well appointed, and whieh has not. been harassed and disorganized as, 
Tam sorry to remark, is very much the ense with all those at present 
on this frontier, Such a oie, for instance, as the 13th Regiment, 
which, if it could be spared, it has occurred to me, might, in the event 
of my reeeiving such aecounts from Sackett’s Harbour of the enemy’s 
foree at that place as to hold out a rational hope of the success of an 
attempt mpon that important depot, be employed on that serviee (in 
conjunction with other troops) on its way upwards, It is unneces- 

'y for me to eall Your Excellency’s attention to an object to which 
it has doubtless been unremittingly directed, and which, should it be 
attained, would in all probability go far towards putting an end to 
the war as far as it relates to this Provinee, by depriving the enemy 
of the means of continuing it 

While Tam upon the general subject of the means of defence of 
the Provinee, I beg to recommend that the whole of the batteaux 
should be placed'in the charge of the Civil Commissioner of the 
dockyard, who alone has the means of keeping them in repair. I 
should also recommend that at all other stations except Kingston the 
batteanx should be in charge of the officers of the Quartermaster 
General's Department instead of the Commissariat. Moreover, it 
appears to me that the construction of the batteaux, partienlarly such 
as are to be used on the lake, might be very much improved with 
respect to size, lightness, safety, facility of rowing and managing, 
ete, I shall desire the Commissioner to construct one on the prin: 
ciples he recommends and send it down for Your Excelleney's 
inspection 

Feeling it of intinite importance to bring forward as many troops 
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as possible to this frontier, and fearing it may not be in Your Excel- 
leney’s power to spare me any addition to the regular regiments, I 
propose relieving the 89th at Prescott by the five companies of the 
Glengarry Light Infantry and bring up the former corps to this point 
without delay. Ishall also be glad, as soon as circumstances will 
permit, to be enabled to bring the 2d Battalion of Marines up to 
Kingston. 

P. S.—I reported to Your Excellency that the Indians who 
advaneed with Major-General Riall’s foree on the morning of the 19th 
had committed great excesses in consequence of intoxication, and had 
burnt the greatest part of the houses at or near Lewiston. I have 
now the honour to state that on withdrawing the troops from Lewis- 
ton yesterday I thought it advisable, the inhabitants having in 
general quitted their houses, to direct the remainder of them to be set 
on fire in order to deprive the enemy of cover for troops that might 
be sent for the purpose of destroying the opposite town of Queenston. 

‘From every information I have been able to collect the destruc- 
tion, not only of the town but of the houses along the whole of the 
(British) frontier of Niagara was a measure resolved on and its 
execution ordered by the American Government, and that nothing 
but the rapid advanee of the troops prevented this atrocious purpose. 
Indeed the inhabitants themselves (of the American frontier) univer: 
sally admitted the justice of the retaliation upon Lewiston and 
exeerated their own Government as the sole cause of their sufferings

Brigadier-General TicClure to the Secretary of War. 


Heapquarters, Bu: LO, Dee. 22, 1813. 
Sm,—I regret to be under the necessity of announcing to you 
the mortifying intelligence of the loss of Fort Niagara. On ‘the 
morning of the 19th inst., about four o'clock, the enemy crossed the 
river at the Five Mile Meadows in great force, consisting of regulars 


and Indians, who made their way undiscovered to the garrison, which, 
from the most correct information I can collect, was completely 
surprised. Our men were ni sleep in their tents; the enemy 
rushed in and commenced a id slaughter. Such as escaped 
the fury of the first contest retired to the old mess-house where th 
kept up a destructive fire on the enemy until a want of ammunition 
compelled them to surrender. Although our force was very inferior 
and comparatively small indeed, I am induced to think’ that the 
disaster is not attributable to any want of troops but to gross neglect 
in the commanding officer, Captain Leonard, in not preparing, being 
ready and looking out for the expected attack 

Lhave not been able to ascertain correctly the number of killed 
and wounded. About 20 regulars have eseaped out of the fort, some 
badly wounded. Lieutenant Beck, 24th Regiment, is killed, and it is 
said ‘three others, 

On the same morning a detachment of militia, under Major 
Bennett, stationed at Lewiston Heights, was attacked by a party of 
savages, but the Major and his little corps by making’ a desperate 
charge effected their retreat, after being surrounded by several 
hundreds, with the loss of six or eight, who doubtless were killed, 
among whom were two sons of Captain Jones, Indian interpreter, 
The villages of Youngstown, Lewiston, Manchester and the Indian 
Tuscorora Village were reduced to ashes, and the inoffensive inhabi- 
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tants who could not eseape were, without regard to age and sex, 
inhumanly butchered by savages headed by British officers painted 
‘A British officer who is taken prisoner avows that many small 
children were murdered by their Indians. 

Major Mallory, who was stationed at Schlosser with about 40 
Canadian volunteers, advanced to Lewiston Heights and compelled 
the advanced guard of the enemy to fall back to the foot of the 
mountain. ‘The Major is a meritorious officer; he fought the enemy 
two days and contested every inch of ground to the Tonewanda 
Greek.” In these actions Lieutenant Lowe, 23d Regiment of the 
United States army, and eight of the Canadian Voluntees were 
Killed, I bad myself, three days previous to the attack on the 
Ningara, left it with a view of providing for the defence of this place, 
Black Rock and other villages on this frontier. 

Teame here with the troops and have called out the Militia of 
Genesee, Niagara and Chautauqua counties en masse. 

‘This place was then thought to be in imminent Hanger as well 
as the shipping, but Ihave no doubt is now perfectly secure. Volun. 
teers are coming in in great numbers; they are, however, a species of 
troops that cannot be expected to continue in serviee for a long time.

Lhave the honor to transmit to Your Lordship Colonel Murray's 
report to Major-General Vineent of his having taken possession of 
Fort George at Niagara on the 12th instant without opposition, 

In consequence of my having directed a forward movement to be 
made by the advanee of the Right Division of the army serving in 
the Canadas for the purpose of checking a system’ of plunder 
organized by the enemy against the loyal inhabitants of the Niagara 
Distriet, Colonel Murray was directed to mareh with two 6 pounders, 
1 sinall detachment of light dragoons and 350 rank and file of the 
100th Regiment,commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Hamilton, together 
with 70 of the Western warriors under Lieutenant-Colonel Elliott of 
the Indian Department, and, notwithstanding the inclemeney of the 
weather, this foreo arrived in the neighborhood of Fort George in 
time to frustrate the enemy's predatory designs and to compel him 
to effeet a precipitate retreat across the Niagara river, having pre- 
viously sent his ordnance and stores to his own side and stained the 
character of the American nation by the wanton conflagration of the 
town of Newark, reduced at the most inclement season to a heap of 
ashes in direct violation of the reiterated protestations of the Ameri- 
can commanding general to respect and protect private property. 

T have much satisfaction in adding to my report that the 
promptitude with which Colonel Murray executed this serviee has 
been the means of rescuing a fertile and extensive district from pre- 
meditated plunder and its loyal inhabitants from further outrage and 
captivity,

their escape, that Fort Niagara had been taken by the British. ‘The 
garrison was surprised.

In consequence of this information Major-General Hall has been 
ordered to repair to that frontier with as many of his division as may 
be necessary to expel or destroy the invaders.

Governor Tompkins to Brigadier-General McClure. 


Axpany, Dee. 24, 1813. 

Sir—I have this moment arrived from New York and have 
received your communication detailing the disastrous state of things 
on the Niagara frontier. With my letter of the 26th November last 
you were furnished with an order on Major-General Hall to detach 
from his division such numbers as you should judge sufficient to 
garrison Forts George and Niagara and to protect ‘the inhabitants of 
the Niagara Frontier. Upon my arrival here I learn for the first 
time that the former has been destroyed, the village of Newark burnt 
and Fort Niagara made the depot of all’ the cannon, military stores 
and equipments on that frontier, with but a handful of men to garri- 
son it. I was not apprized of the intention to evacuate Fort George 
or to destroy Newark, or otherwise I should most assuredly have 
given direction to have that frontier supplied with a considerable 
Tore to guard against the consequences of the irritation and disposi- 
tion to retaliate which the burning of Newark would naturally 
excite on the west side of the Niagara river. 

Major Bomford has forwarded the following articles 

350,000 musket cartridges. 

14,000 flints. 

500 muskets and a quantity of ammunition for field pieces. 
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Should any further supplies be required they shall be forwarded 
immediately. ‘The articles in the State arsenals at Canandaigua and 
Batavia are already subject to the orders of the militia generals. I 
understand Major General Hall has gone out. He will, of course, have 
the command and I have therefore addressed a communication to him 
containing authority to call for additional numbers of men and to 
repel the invasion promptly and effectually. Thave also waitten to 
the Secretary of War and will communicate the answer and instrue- 
tions of the President so soon as they may be received.

Sin,—I beg leave to acquaint you that a party under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Medcalf of the militia, who were detached from 
this post some time since towards the River Thames for the purpose 
of collecting cattle, surprised a party of the enemy on the morning of 
the 15th instant, and have taken the whole of them pri 
sisting of 3 officers and 35 non-commissioned officers and 
belonging to the 26th Regiment of the line, Great praise is due 
Lieutenant Medealf and his small party, consisting of not more than 
25 men, for the gallant manner in which this service was performed. 
After a fatiguing march of twenty miles they gained the enemy's 
position at daybreak, immediately attacked it ‘and in a few minutes 
compelled them to surrender. 
Lam happy to add that this service was performed without the 

Joss of a man on our part, ‘The enemy had four men wounded, three 
of them severely. ‘The party have not been able to cdllect any of the 
cattle. They deemed it proper to retire, as the enemy had sent for 
reinforcements. ‘They will arrive here to-morrow with the prisoners.

Sin,—Agreeably to orders received from Lient.-Colonel Stewart 
on the 8th inst,, I proceéded with a party consisting of twelve volun- 
teers from this place and a sergeant and 6 men of Capt. Coleman's 
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Provineial Dragoons to the westward, for the purpose of securing 
some cattle which were reported to be at the Rondeau, On my 
arrival at Port Talbot I was joined by Lieut. Riee and Ensign Wilson 
and seven of the Middlesex Militia, who had volunteered their services 
With this party I immediately proceeded to the Rondeau. Not find- 
‘ng, when I arrived there, that the report as to the cattle was correct, 
and understanding that party of the enemy had posted themselves 
for the purpose of collecting the resources of that part of the country 
and compelling the inhabitants to take an oath of neutrality, I deter- 
inined instantly on crossing the country and endeavour to surpris 
them, This, have the greatest satisfaction in informing you, was 
completely effected without any loss on our part. ‘The enemy was 
posted at Mr, MeCrae’s, about 15 miles from the mouth of the ‘Thames, 
Consisting of three officers and thirty-six men of the U. S. Infantry. 
‘Mter ascertaining the position and being joined on the river by 
Lieut. McGregor and seven men, we advanced in the night with all 
possible expedition and arrived at the house about an hour before 
fay. ‘The house was instantly surrounded and a discharge of mus- 
quetry from us into the house was the first intelligence they had of 
Gur approach. ‘They made but a feeble resistance and surrendered 
tive of them being wounded. 

When I consider the great distance through the wilderness, the 
badness of the weather and the difficulty of securing substance, I am 
really astounded at the perseverance of the gallant band I had with 
ine, and cannot sufficiently praise them for their uniform good con- 
Quet, their patience under almost indeseribable fatigue, and their 
gallantry and bravery in assaulting the house which contained of the 
enemy several more than our party consisted of. To give you an idea 
of the fatigue they underwent I will only inform you that the day 
and night previous to the surprise we marched more than sixty miles, 
the greater part thro’ the wilderness. Some of the men before they 
renehed thehhouse were so completely exhausted that they actually 
fell down useless while marching. After we had secured the prison- 
ers,ete, I left the place without any delay, understanding that a 
reinforcement of the enemy was expected up the river that morning, 
and have arrived with the prisoners with the exeeption of two men 
who eseaped from us on the way. ‘The five wounded men were left 
and parcled, and the arms I distributed among the militia of that 
place. The ammunition was very much damaged 

‘To Lieut. MeGregor I am under particular obligations for his 

al and assistance; his local knowledge of the country greatly 
facilitated the execution of the enterprise; also to Lieut. ‘Rice and 
Ensign Wilson, Sergeant Douglas of the dragoons and Roderick 
Drake for the assistance I received from them. Indeed T cannot

sufficiently thank every individual of the party, and I trust their 
truly meritorious eondtiet will be duly appreciated. You will per- 
ceive that the whole party that assaulted the house consisted of but 
thirty-three including myself, and that amongst that number there 
wore but seven bayonets: The enemy were well armed. 

‘The conserjnences of this expedition will, I trust, prove beneficial 
to the loyal inhabitants on the River Thames, as it will, I presume, 
check any further advanee of the enemy into the country ani relieve 
the people from being obliged either to abandon their houses or 
subscribe an oath whieh they detest.

It is @ notorious fact that on the night on which Fort Niagara 
was captured Captain Leonard was much intoxicated and lefrthe 
fort about 11 p.m, Iam assured that he has since given himself 
up; that he and his family are ‘now on the Canadian side of the 
strait. It was not without some reluetance that I left him in imme. 
diate command of the fort, but there was no alternative as he ont. 
ranked every other officer. His uniform attachment to British men 
and measures, added to the circumstances of his not effecting his 
eseape when in his power, strengthened me in a suspicion there was 
a secret understanding with regard to this disgraceful transaction. 

Permit me to suggest to you, Sir, that unless regular troops are 
sent to this frontier immediately the enemy will penetrate into the 
interior of the country and lay waste all before them. The militia 
will do to act with regulars but not without them. In spite of all 
tny exertions to ensure subordination my late detachment. ultimately 
proved to be very little better than an infuriated mob. It wasnot, 
however, the fatilt of the privates but of sueh officers as wore seeking 
Popularity, and who on that account were afraid of enforcing sub: 
ordination and introducing strict discipline 

I have collected from the different. reeruiting rendezvous about 
one hundred and twenty soldiers and put them under the command 
of Lieutenant Riddle of the 15th United States Infantry, an excel- 
lent and deserving officer. 

Teannot conclude this communication without reporting the 
conduet of Doctor Cyrenius Chapin, (late Lieutenant-Colorel of 
volunteers.) To him in a great measure ought all our disasters to be 
imputed. His publications in the Buffalo Gazette that the enemy 
had abandoned Burlington I fear had the desired effect, I have 
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found him an unprincipled disorganizer. Since dismissing him and 

his marauding corps he has been guilty of the most, outrageous acts 

cof mutiny if not of treason, When I eame to Buffalo, accompanied 

only by iny stite, he headed a mob for the purpose of doing violence 

to my feelings and person, and when marching to the Rock at the 

time of an alarm, five or six guns were discharged at me by his men.

Drak Str—I have received a letter from Major Mallory in whi 
he states Buffalo to be still in danger. Ishould say there was 
Teast 1200 men now at that place. I believe that the reason the 
enemy is concentrating their forees at Fort Erie is that they are 
apprehensive of your attacking them, or why come up to pass over 
‘then they have the convenience of the river below ? I have requested 
Major-General Hall to take command of the volunteers and other 
troops at Buffalo a few days until I ean organize a detachment of 
militia. I will send all the troops as fast as they arrive. ‘The officers 
commanding the regulars will not return to Buffalo unless compelled 
by a positive order. I should not urge them unless the place is in 
positive danger. I could not prevail on them to stay at 11 mile creek 
por was it safe for me or any that accompanied me to stay there or 
travel on the road, The numerous mob we met cried out: “Shoot 
him down, shoot him.” This mob is countenanced by many of the 
inhabitants of Buffalo, and I must be well convinced that they will 
treat me in a different way before I can agree to make that my 
headquarters. Iam under many obligations to you, Colonel, for 
your stable friendship to me. Iam publishing a hand bill whieh T 
Will send you and will be pleased to distribute it. It is a narrative 
OF facts which will justify me in the eyes of every impartial man. 
‘Phe detachment of militia will be in Buffalo in a few days, after 
which T presume the volunteers will return home. I have wrote the 
Governor that a detachment of 1000 men more would actually be 
necessary this winter, or regular soldiers. Tam obliged to stop short 5

Aupany, Dec, 25th, 1813. 

Sm,—On the 26th November last an order was issued for a 
sufficient detachment from your division to secure the inhabitants of 
the Niagara Frontier during the winter. ‘The number was left blank 
with directions for General MeClure to fill it and deliver the order to 
you. Tt was presumed that as he had commanded on the frontier 
during the fall he was the best judge of the quantum of force 

equisite for the above purpose. I was therefore much surprised on 
my return from New York this day to learn the weak and disastrous 
state of that frontier. The express informs me that you had pro- 
eveded or would proceed to the lines in consequence of ‘that informa- 
tion. ‘The whole of your division is placed at your disposal for the 
wurpose of repelling the invasion and driving the enemy from our 
State. You are charged with the command of that frontier for that, 
purpose and will exert yourself to the utmost to put a prompt and 
effectual stop to the incursions and depredations of the enemy by 
expelling and, if possible, destroying them. 

350,000 musket cartridges, 14,000 flints, 500 muskets and ammu- 
nition for field pieces have been forwarded by Major Bomford to 
Canandaigua where they will be subject to your order. The nature 
of the service to be performed on this oceasion cannot give rise to 
any questions about the liability of militia to perform it, as the 
resistance of invasion is the only object, You will consider yourself 
vested with liberal pover and authority to effeet that object, and you 
will doubtless be zealous to accomplish it.

General McClure to the Public. 


‘The late descent of the enemy on our frontier, and the horrid 
outrages committed on our defenceless inhabitants by the British 
allies being laid to my misfortune as commanding officer of the 
‘American forces on the frontier, and although my conduct, has been 
approved by the Secretary of War, the Commander-in-chief of this 
State, and by General Harrison before his departure, still T deem it a 
duty which I owe to my own reputation, in order to put a stop, to 
the evil reports which are propagated against me without knowing 
ny orders or the means which I'had in my power to exeeute them, 
to give a brief statement of my most prominent acts since I had the 
honor of so important a command. On my arrival at Fort George 
and previous to the departure of General Wilkinson with his army 
from that post, I suggested to the General the necessity of marching 
out against the enemy at the Cross Roads and Four Mile Creek, that 
his army with my militia were sufficient to take or destroy all the 
British forees in the neighborhood, which would leave nothing more 
for the militia to do than to protect and keep in order the inhabitants 
of that part of the Province, as otherwise our frontier would be liable 
to be invaded, ‘This proposition, however, was not agreed to, as the 
General's instructions were of a different nature. 

‘The General left with me Colonel Scott and 800 regulars, who 
were to remain until I considered my force sufficient to hold the fort 
without them, when they were to march for Sackett’s Harbor. 
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About the 12th of October the British army commenced their 
retreat towards the head of the lake. I issued orders for my militin 
to pursue, which was promptly obeyed. We advanced as far as the 
‘Twelve Mile Creek and within a short distanee of the enemy's rear 
guard, when Col. Scott sent an express requesting me to return and 
said he would abandon the fort next day and mareh with his troops 
for Sackett’s Harbor, and at the same time detained my provisions 
and ammunition waggons, which compelled me.to abandon the further 
pursuit of the enemy and induced them to make a stand on the 

eights of Burlington, I was then left with about one thousand 
* effective militia in Fort George and two hundred and fifty Indians, a 
force not more than sufficient to garrison the post. On the arrival 
of General Harrison's army I was elated with the prospect of uniting 
our forces, of driving the enemy from Burlington, taking possession 
of that post and giving peace to the upper provinee and our frontier 

We were prepared to march in twenty-four hours when the 
arrival of Commodore Chauneey, with orders for that excellent officer, 
Gen, Harrison, to repair immediately with his army to Sackett’s 
Harbor, frustrated it. I remonstrated against his going off, As will 
be seen in a correspondence between the General and’ myself, but 
in vain. 

By this movement all my expectations were blasted, and I fore- 
saw the consequences unless a reinforcement was immediately sent 
on to supply the place of the drafted militia, whose term of service 
would shortly expire. T considered my foree, which had then become 
ungovernable, as insufficient to go against the enemy. The object of 
the last expedition to Twenty Mile Creck is fully explained in a 

| order whieh T issued on my return 

ks before the militia were discharged I wrote, and 
continued writing to the Secretary at War, of the necessity of sending 
on a detachment of militia and regular troops, that I found it impos: 
sible to retain the militia in service one day beyond their time: 
also stated from the best information the enemy's forces. I offered a 
bounty of two dollars a month for one or two months, but without 
effect. Some few of Col. Bloom's regiment took the bounty and 
immediately disappeared, and I was compelled to grant a discharge 
to the militia and volunteers, which left me about. sixty effective 
Tegulars of the Twenty-fourth United States Infantry under Capt. 
Rodgers to garrison Fort George. I summoned a couneil of the 
officers and put the question: “Is the fort tenable with the present 
Rumber of men?” They unanimously gave it as their opinion that 
it would be madness in the extreme to attempt to hold it, and recom- 
mended its evacuation immediately, as the enemy's advance was then 
Within eight miles. T accordingly gave orders for all the arms, 
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ammunition and publie stores of every description to be sent, across 
aeaeiver, which was principally effected, (though the enemy advanced 
xo vapidly that ten of my men were nade prisoners.) and ordered the 
soraeSE Newark to be burnt. This act, however distressing to the 
ip thitants and my feelings, was by order of the Secretary at War, 
nT T believe at the same time proper. ‘The inhabitants had twelve 
hours’ notice to remove their effects, and such as chose to come across 
the river were provided with all the necessaries of life. | I left Capt

2 ehation to the orders of superiors are justifiable then possibly 1 
may have Jailed in my defence. If to have suppressed, the risings of 
tnutiny is reprehensible, then also I am not justified. If to have 
bnforced the disciplinary laws of camp is a proceeding unwarranted, 
then have I been‘in error. But, fellow citizens, I do not think so 
ieanly of you as to credit the monstrous supposition that you 
Teliberately- advoeate such a strange hypothesis. Your prejudices 
fuygainet me have been the result of Feeling, misled by the aets of » 
aauinies, and not the result, of your own sober judgment operating 
tapon facts and principles. Those facts are now before you. By them 
judge me in eandor and I will abide the decision.

Lam exceedingly glad to find that you propose sending a rein- 
forvement to Mackinae and request. to be informed what proportion 
of provisions will be required from York, that I may take steps to 
have it forwarded by Yonge Street to Lake Simeoe, to be in readiness 
to proceed on the first moment of the opening of the navigation, 

I have found it indispensably necessary to order up half the 
company of marine artillery from Prescott until yon ean send me the 
requisite number of Royal ‘Artillery to place Fort Niagara in a state 
of security, I have also ordered the remainder of the King's Regt. 
from York 

The troops at present oceupy Chippawa and in advance of it, and 
to-morrow I move my quarters there. With the greatest difficulty I 
have been able to collect ten boats and a seow, with which I hope to 
cross over the troops to-morrow or the following day and effect the 
destruction of the enemy's vessels, public buildings, stores, ete 

Tmmediately after the movement on Lewiston the Indian 
warriors retired on Burlington and are eollecting but slowly towards 
Chippawa, but by to-morrow or the following day Tam in hope a 
considerable number will join us. 

At Blick Rock I am informed there are 300 men, and at Buffalo 
4 large force of militia under command of Brigadier-Cleneral Hopkins. 
This foree is stated to be very badly armed. Brigadier-General 
McClure wiith about 200 regulars and some Indians is said to be at 
the 11 Mle Creek, to which a great part of the public stores have 
been conveyed, and, indeed, I understand that all the inhabitanta have 
moved from Buffalo with their property.

He was soon put into confineme 
mutiny and treason, but was released by foree by the Buffalo torie 
General McClure then removed the regulars and Indians to 11 Mile 
Creek, eleven miles from Buffalo. At Lewiston Colonel Grieves’ 
regiment was stationed. ‘They fled on the approach of the enemy 
and are now scattered through the country in every direction, Such 
aré the details. ‘The general aspect of ‘affairs here is much worse. 
Thave heretofore expressed to you my opinion of General McClure. 
I still think him in many respects a good officer. Buta more intimate 
acquaintance with him has convineed me that he is wholly incom- 
petent to the command of this frontier during such times as the 
present, At all events, you may rest_ assured that he is universally 
dletested by the inhabitants; that his soldiers have no confidence in 
him, and that his officers unanimously concur in the opinion of his 
unfitness to command. ‘These facts I state upon my own. personal 
knowledge. Under these cireumstances it will not be difficult for 
you to judge of the efficieney of any force under his command. Our 
frontier is dreadfully exposed ; the enemy is full of indignation; our 
brethren are flying in every direction, and, to complete the picture, 
the militia will not serve under General MeClure, or if they do it will 
be with the utmost reluctance. In this situation I eannot be silent, 
and truths, however unpleasant, must be told. ‘There are but two 
ways of saving the frontier from destruction. ‘The one is for yourself 
personally to come out with all the foree you ean collect, drive the 
enemy to Canada, pursue them as far as they can go and cut thein to 
pieces, Governor Shelby’s example is before you ; the crisis is greater 
than that which called him out 

If this cannot be done there is still another course: let a man fit 
for the station and with popular talents be appointed to the command 
of this station. Peter B. Porter is the man and the only one, If he * 
can be appointed a Major-General, MeClure’s feelings would be saved 
and the service benefited beyond measure. Should that be done, by 
all means let him have powers to receive ten thousand volunteers 
under State authority and push instantly for Burlington, York and 
Kingston, and, my head for it, these places will fall in two months, 
‘The State of Kentucky raised a large militia foree without waiting 
‘or our general government. Let us do the same and drive the war 
from our border forever. g 

My feelings and our exposed situation must be my only apologies 
for the freedom of this letter. 

P. S—There are neither arms nor ammunition here, ‘The mail 
has not arrived, but accounts received since I wrote the above go to 
confirm the general opinion that the fort is taken. At all events 
something must bedoue immediately. ‘The militia called out have 
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returned home because the enemy were not at Genesee River. ‘The 
draft of 1000 men goes on very slowly ; 600 men will not be mustered. 
So we go.

The Secretary of War to Governor Tompkins. 


Dear Sir, 

T have just received your letter enclosing those of Hopkins and 
McClure. ‘The abandonwient of Fort George and burning of Niagara 
and Lewiston were bad enough, but what shall we say of the surprise 
of Fort Niagara, The very worst possible sentence must be passed 
upon it and its commander, McClure had not, (as you seem to sup- 
pose,) authority for doing anything he did. If he could not hold 
Fort George destroy it, but'then let him take care of his principal 
fortress. ‘This was very peculiarly his business. But away he runs 
to Buffalo and then finds the enemy at Lewiston, and Fort Niagara in 
danger. He hints that Newark was burnt by my orders, This is a 
great error. My orders were to burn it if necessary to the defence 
of Fort George, not otherwise. But he does not defend Fort George, 
then burns Newark. My order was given on the report of the 
General, that the attack of Fort Geonze might be eovered by Newark. 
Relieve this man. But what is Hall? Of him the report was for- 
merly not good. No movement below can be made which will have 
the effect you suggest. Our force at Sackett’s Harbor and Freneh 
Mills and’ Plattsburg is at neither place more than what is wanted 
and cannot move now. ‘The invaders must be expelled by the militia 
of the west, and if it be not done shame light upon them! Why 
should Virginia, Georgia, Tennessee and Kentucky men so far out- 
act and outshine us.

Our loss in the capture of Niagara has been immense. What 
number of brave men have been sacrificed we have not yet been able 
to learn, It must have been great. 

Several inhabitants have been killed at Lewiston, ete, among 
whom it is not ascertained there are any women and children.

Burrato, Dee. 26, 1813, 
On Sunday morning last the British troops crossed the river 
about four milés above Fort Niagara. Two companies of regulars 
proceeded and took possession of the fort by surprise or treachery 
without opposition, ‘The Indians then began their hellish work by 
burning the buildings and plundering, killing and scalping the inhabix 
tants. On the river and from six to eight miles on the ridge road 
ey have not left a house from the fort to Schlosser except one 
owned ly Mr Fairbanks, a Federalist of the Boston stamp. On 
‘viday [proceeded with thirty mounted volunteers to Lewiston. The 
iglit we here witnessed was shocking beyond description. Our 
neighbors were seen lying dead in the fields and roads, some horribly 
cut and mangled with tomahawks, others eaten by the hogs, which 
were probably left for that purpose, as they were almost the only 
animal found alive, It is not y rtained how many were killed, 
as most of the bodies were thrown into the burning houses and con- 
sumed. We found the bodies of Wm, Gardner, Deputy Sheriff, John 
M. Low and Ezra St. John, (whose family eannot be found,) Attorne 
Dr. Alvord and six others whose names I have forgotten. 
We have now about 3000 militia with some Indians, and in 
three days we shall be 5000 strong, all determined to ero

New York, December 31, 1813. 
The Briti-h and Indians had been seen in force at Fort George 
for several days, and the inhabitants on our side, apprehending an 
attack, had generally prepared for flight. 
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Onur informant was in the fort on Saturday night, and on Sun- 
day morning a little before daylight it was taken by surprise, as he 
‘was told by persons who escaped from it after it was entered and in 
full possession by the British. About four cannon only were fired 
and 2 roar of firearms sueceeded, when, after an interval of ten or 
twenty minutes, a royal salute of 22 guns was heard. ‘The British 
crossed in boats they had brought from Burlington Bay. 

“The inhabitants evacuated the country for a distance of 14 miles 
from the river with such of their effects a8 they could bring off, and 
their houses were burnt by the enemy to the extent of seven miles 
back from the river, without that general abuse of the inhabitants 
which was at first reported. 

We are particularly bappy to learn by our informant, who is a 
gentleman of intelligenco and had been an officer, in the, detached 
eilitia, that no indiscriminate massacre of the inhabitants had taken 
place, to his knowledge, Mr, Mullinenx, one of the persons said to 
Be killed, was in his sleigh, and he saw Mr. Barton and the son of his 
who was reported to be killed. ‘The other son was in the fort 

Great dumbers of citizens were met on the road to Buffalo, for 
the defence of that place. The Tuscarora Indians bravely repulsed a 
party of the enemy. ‘The number of buildings burnt may possibly 
amount to 100.

Letter dated Jannary 20th, 1814, signed “An Officer in the Army 

When the enemy, stationed at Burlington Heights, were informed 
that the militia under the command of General McClure had returned 
to their respective homes and that no force remained at Fort George 
except Captain Willeoeks's corps of Upper Canada Volunteers and 
About 70 of General Harrison's regular troops, he immediately com- 
menced a line of march upon the road leading from Burlington to 
Fort George. ‘This movement. of the enemy was communicated to 
General MeClure in a very short time after it commenced, and upon 
receiving it he sent a confidential person from Newark to reeonnoitre 
the motions of the enemy and to find out if possible the real object 
of his movement. ‘This person had not proceeded more than 12 miles 
Shen he discovered that the vanguard of the enemy had advaneed 
ib the 12 Mile Creek, and that’ his object was not only to recover 
Fort George but to cross the river and possess himself of Fort 
Niagara. ‘The nioment General MeClure reeeived this news he called 
a ecancil of war of all the officers then under his command, at which 
council it-was unanimously resolved that it was utterly impossible 
to maintain Fort George against such superior numbers as were then 
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approaching, and that it ought to be immediately abandoned and 
destroyed. General McClure then related to the council that he had 
directions from the Seeretary of War purporting “that in case Fort 
George should at any time be attacked by the enemy, to burn Newark, 
provided that by so doing he would be enabled to hold the fort. 
But it seemed to be the decided opinion of the couneil that the 
burning of the town cuuld not tend in the remotest degree to preserve 
Fort George, as there were not a sufficient number of men to hold it 
under the existing circumstances, It was, however, suggested by 
one of the members of the council that as the enemy was approaching 
with all his foree, and also bringing on a number of boats from 
Burlington, the probability was that the great object was to cross the 
river and take possession of Fort Niagara as had been stated, in 
which case the destruction of Newark became a matter of the first 
necessity, inasmuch as the enemy would have no shelter in that 
quarter to prepare himself for an attack on Fort Niagara and that 
he would be compelled by his complete and unavoidable exposure to 
severity of the weather, (at that time severe frost and snow.) to 
return to his encampment at Burlington withont being able to accom- 
plish his object. This suggestion met the general coneurrence of the 
council, and it was then unanimously agreed that the General ought 
to destroy the town the moment he found the enemy approaching it, 
which he accordingly did.

The 
result has been such as the uniform good conduet of the troops under 
your command would have led me to anticipate, and the enemy have 
Again experienced that superiority of numbers is not alone sulficient 
to ensure the success of their operations. 

Tt will, however, be very prejudicial to the success of your futu 
operations if Genl. Wilkinson has been allowed to establish himself 
in Cornwall. 

‘You have long looked for an opportunity of meeting the enemy, 
and the advantage gained over Genls. Hampton and Wilkinson must 
have so clearly evinced the commanding superiority of the British 
troops that I trust you have not delayed collecting your troops before 
the enemy could have had time to entrench themselves or to open a 
communication with General Hampton.

Six—Since I had the honour of addressing yon, on the 5th inst., 
Thave received your further despatches to No. 106 inelusive, with 
the exception only of No. 95, and I have submitted the most material 
of them to the consideration of the Prince Regent. 

His Royal Highness has observed with the greatest satisfaction 
the skill and gallantry so conspicuously displayed by the officers and 
men who composed the detachment of troops opposed to Genl, Hamp- 
ton’s army. By the resistance which they successfully made to the 
enemy, so vastly disproportionate, the confidence of the enemy has 
been lowered, their plans disconcerted and the safety of that part of 
the Canadian frontier ensured. It yives his Royal Highness peculiar 
pleasure to find that His Majesty's Canadian subjects have had the 
opportunity, (which His Royal Highness has long been desirous should 
be afforded them) of disproving by their own brilliant exertions in 
defence of their country that ealumnious charge of disaffection and 
disloyalty with which the enemy prefaced his first invasion of the 

rovince. 

PrviTo Colonel Salaberry in particular, and to all the officers under 
his command in general, you will not fail to express His Royal High- 
ness’ most gracious approbation of their meritorious and most dis- 
tinguished services. 

His Royal Highness has commanded me to forward to you by 
the first safe opportunity the colours which you have solicited for 
the Embodied Battalions of the Militia, feeling that they have evinced 
an ability and disposition to secure them from insult, which gives 
them the best title to this mark of distinetion 

On the subject of the disaster which appears to have befallen 
the foree under the command of General Procter, I am precluded by 
the absence of details from expressing any opinion. But whatever 
may have been the eauses which led to it, it is, at least. satisfactory 
to observe that it has not influenced the conduet of our Indian allies, 
nor given to the enemy any advantage beyond that of which they 
were already in possession. 

‘The safe arrival of the Marine Battalions, the seamen, the 70th 
Regt. and detachments which accompanied it, will have placed at 
your disposal, most opportunely, a considerable force to be applied to 
that part of the frontier which you may deem most liable to attack. 
In addition to this reinforcement you will receive in the spring a 
further supply of seamen and other regiments specified in my des- 
pateh, No. 41, of the 13th of August.

‘The embarkation will 
take place to-morrow night under such arrangements as will be made 
by Major-General Biall, who will command the whole of the troops 
about to pass to the enemy’s shore. 

Licukenant-General Drummond has great satisfaction in refleet- 
ing that the troops to be employed on this oceasion are corps which 
hee always been distinguished by their discipline and gallantry 
‘The Lientonant General, having personally ‘served in each of ‘them, 
may be allowed to feel a more than common degree of interest in 
thee suceess, The service they are going upon is an arduous one 
for, tho’ the enemy they will have to encounter be undisciplined and 
consisting almost wholly of militia, yet he is numerous and highly 
cernied.. ‘The troops must therefore wholly depend, not only for 
success bubeven for their safety, on their bravery and diseiplin 
{relaxation in the latter may be as fatal as even w deficiency in the 




























former quality. 

The Lieutenant-General most strongly enjoins the troops never 
to throw away their fire. When they do give it let it be with regu- 
larity and consequently with effect, but the bayonet is the weapon 
nos? formidable in the hands of a British soldier, and he earnestly 
hopes that on it they will place their principal dependence on 
present occasion. 

By the successful accomplishment of the present service the 
enemy will be deprived of all means of offering any further annoy- 
fncesand the troops will be suffered to enjoy a well earned repose 


during the remainder of the winter. 
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Army horses taken from the enemy are immediately to be given 
up to the artillery officer for the service of the guns, to be transferred 
by him to the Commissariat Department’ for the benefit of the 
captors

Heanquarrers, Criprawa, 29th Dec, 1813. 
Sin,—Finding that the enemy is asse:nbling a large force on the 
opposite frontier, the object of which can only be to attempt the 
recovery of the fort of Niagara, or the prosecution of his atrocious 
system (began at Fort George) of laying waste our peaceful frontier, 
Lieutenant General Drummond has considered it his duty to pass 
over to the opposite shore the disposable troops for the purpose of 
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dispersing this foree and destroying the villages of Buffalo and Black 
Rock in order to deprive the enemy of the cover which these places 
afford 

‘The Lieutenant General desires that you will accordingly take 
under your coumand the troops now assémbled on this line, and in 
conjunetion with the whole body of the Indians proceed to execute 
the service above mentioned by crossing the river in the course of 
this night, so as to be ready to commence the attack on Black Rock 

vlight to-morrow morning. You will make such arrangements 

+ erossing and such distribution of the troops as may appear to you 
most advisable for the successful performance of the service. The 
Lieutenant General recommends that at least two-thirds of the whole 
force should he landed, (ander your personal direction,) below Squaw 
Island, the remaining third to cross either directly on to Black Rock 
on a concerted signal, or a little above it, so as to turn that position 
whilst attacked in front by the troops from below. ‘The first troops 
which cross should have directions to secure the bridge on Con: 
junckaty Creek, to prevent the enemy from destroying it, and if 
possible to capture the picquet stationed there. In moving upon 
Buffalo the centre road should be avoided, while the prineipal part of 
the troops gain the road leading to the Eleven Mile Creek, and the 
Right Column moves by the beach so as to reach Buffalo as nearly 
as possible at the same moment. If you find that the enemy has a 
force in your rear at the Eleven Mile Creek nota moment should be 
Jost in moving in that direction to attack him as soon as his troops 
at Buffalo and Black Rock have been defeated, taken or dispersed 

‘The destruction of these places should be deferred to the last 
moment in order that the troops may avail themselves of their shelter 
as long as it may be necessary to keep them on the other side. You 
will be particularly careful to secure all provisions and flour, and if 
possible to have them removed to this side. Such other stores as 
cannot be moved must be destroyed 

Finally, I am instructed to repeat the Lieutenant General’s 
earnest request that you will use your best exertions and require all 
under your command to do the same in restraining the savage pro- 
pensities of the Indian warriors and to give protection to the persons 
and property of such of the inhabitants as may remain in their 
houses. All liquor should be destroyed to prevent it falling into the 
hands of the Indians or troops. 

Thave omitted to the last calling your attention to an object of 
primary importance, and which not a moment must be lost in 
endeavoring to effeet, viz: ‘The destruction of three of the enemy’s 
armed schooners on shore high and dry on the beach—two below the 
Buffalo Creck and one above it. It would be advisable to appoint 
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an intelligent and experienced officer with a party of select militia 
pressly for the performance of this important service. 

‘The passage of the troops across the river and the operations 
against Black Rock will be covered as far as possible by the fire of 
the field guns, and it is also proposed to send a light piece or two 
across if found practicable,

: Enclosed is a letter received yesterday by flag. Not know- 
ing but there might have been something that’ would have been 
important to be immediately known to the commanding officer, I 
took the liberty to open it and found it contained an answer to your 
letter to Gen, Vincent, and a printed General Order of the Commander 
in Chief of the Canadas, 
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We have now on the frontier, including Lewiston, &., about 
2000 volunteers, I had an inspection and review yesterday at 
Buffalo. The troops appeared extremely well and all equipped. We 
have been able to bring a little order out of confusion, which, to be 
sure, was very great when we arrived. I this day review the troops 
at the Rock, 

T have ascertained that no women or female children have been 
butchered in the lute affair at N(iagara) and Lewiston, 

‘The detachment you will please to order on as expeditiously as 
possible, for it will he absolutely necessary to keep at least 2,000 men 
on the frontier, The enemy make considerable movements on the 
opposite shore and (we) keep strict watch by night by sentinels and 
patrols, I, however, do not believe they will attempt to cross unless 
they find our foree is wasting, which will of course be the case in a 
few days unless the detachment should supply their places.

Under these 
circumstances, with only 1,500 troops at this station and these poorly 
supplied with ammunition, the Major-General feels contident that no 
time will be lost by Your Excellency in forwarding suceors of every 
description. ‘The troops, however, I believe, will meet the enemy with 
spirit should they invade our territory.

The Major-General returns his thanks to the corps of amilitia 
under his command on the Niagara frontier, as well for their civil 
deportment and soldier-like conduet since arriving on the frontier as 
for their patriotism in leaving their homes at this inclement season 
to meet an invading enemy and repel a violence (that) threatened 
the lives, property and safety of their fellow citizens. Their alacrity 
in flying to arms at the first alarm of danger merits and will no doubt 
reeeive the thanks of their country. At least they will have the 
consolation of reflecting that they have done their duty, although 
others may have forgotien theirs, 

‘The Major General cannot too much applaud the martial appear- 
ance and good conduct of the troops in Buffalo during the review of 
yesterday, and flatters himself with the conviction that should 
opportunity present they will prove that their bravery is not exceeded 
by their patriotism. 

‘The General is aware that the troops now on this frontier, having 
left their homes on a moment's eall, are not prepared to remain any. 
considerable length of time. It cannot reasonably be expected of 
them, It is hoped that the necessity for their absence from their 
homes and families will be short. "A few days will determine it. 
Detachments are making and marehing to the frontier, Notice has 
been given to the Governor of our situation, and it is confidently 
expected that adequate provision will in afew days be made to guard 
our frontier, when the patriotie citizens now in service can return to 
their families and repose themselves in the confidence of safety. 

‘The General will not delay for a moment to make known to his 
fellow soldiers the period when they may return to their homes in 
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safety, until which time he entreats their patient enduranee of those 
privations incident to their situation.

Buruineron HetGuts, 30th December, 1813. 
Dear Cotonet, 

During the last two days I have been so much indisposed as to 
be incapable of doing anything. ‘The application of a blister to my 
chest has relieved me a good deal and will, I hope, equal Dr. Kerr's 
expectations, but my arm is of little use to me. I did hope it would 
have been in my power to send you an acceptable bulletin by Lieut. 
Medealf, as Lieut-Colonel Harvey wrote me on the 27th that the 
army were to cross the river that night for the purpose of advancing 
against General McClure, who, it was expected, had taken up a posi- 
tion at the Eleven Mile Creek beyond Buffalo, On the landing 
Buffalo and Black Rock were to be reduced to ashes. I hope in God 
their hearts did not fail them, for such an expedition, consisting of 
one thousand regulars and eight hundred Indians, could not fail 
meeting with success. I hope you and others received the letters I 
sent on a few days ago, that to Lient.-Colonel Stewart containing 
bills for paying the militia. 

Issent them in the first instance after you to S. Hatt’s, but you 
were gone. Do let me have the earliest intelligence if there is any 
truth in a report of an enemy being on the Thames. 

‘You may rely on hearing punetually from me when there is any 
good news to relate and my health enables me to write. I can 
seareely now hold my pen. I have written in very strong terms to 
Lieut.

Dear Sin,— 

I have the satisfaction of acquainting Your Excellency that the 
attack which was made at daylight this morning on the enemy's 
troops at Black Rock has been completely successful, Major General 
Riall having in the most gallant style defeated, after a short but severe 
contest, a body of upwards of 2,000 men advantageously posted. 
‘The corps employed on this service were detachments of the Royals, 
King’s and 41st Regiments with the flank companies of the 89th and 
100th. After having driven the enemy from Black Rock Major 
General Riall immediately pursued them towards Buffalo, from 
whenee after a few rounds from his field guns he again rapidly fled 
towards the Eleven Mile Creck. The number of the enemy killed 
and wounded was very great. Our loss has been severe. Not having 
as yet received any official report I ean only say generally that the 
conduct of the troops, not only in the field but in their patient suffer- 
ing of great privation, &.,, was above all praise—that the ci 
stances of carrying on military operations in such a climate is s 

ent proof of the zeal of the troops. 

Tenclose a copy of my instructions to Major General Riall. It 
will be my endeavor in transmitting the Major General's despatch to 
point out to Your Excellency the great merit of the Major General, 
the oflicers and the troops, in the execution of this arduous servi 

Very few prisoners were made except such as were wounded, a 
circumstance which marks very clearly the rapidity of the enemy's 
flight. About seventy prisoners are in our hands, amongst whom is 
the famous Dr. or Colonel Chapin, whom, in consequence of his 
former escape, I have sent off towards Quebec by an officer and two 
dragoons. 

We have taken seven pieces of ordnance of different ealibres and 
destroyed four of the enemy's armed schooners and sloops. ‘The 
town of Buffalo has been burnt, as well as that of Black Rock pre- 
vious to its evacuation by the troops, Many valuable stores have 
been taken. 

(Marginal note)—Lientenant-Colonel Ogilvie and Captain Fi 
cett are the only officers wounded, with about 50 or 60 men, and 
perhaps half that number killed.

They were met by 
the militia under my command with spirit, but overpowered by the 
numbers and discipline of the enemy the militia gave way and fled 
on every side ; every attempt to rally them was ineffectual. 

‘The enemy’s purpose was obtained and the flourishing village of 
Buffalo is laid in ruins. The Niagara frontier now lies open and 
naked to our enemies. Your judgment will direct you what is most 
proper in this emergeney. T am exhausted and mast defer partieu- 
jars till to-morrow. Many valuable lives are lost

I left Fort George on the 13th of October last by order of Major 
General Wilkinson with the whole of the regular troops of that 
garrison, and was relieved by Brigadier General McClure with a 
body of the New York Militia, Fort George, as a field work, might 
be considered as complete at that period. It was garnished with ten 
pieces of artillery, (which might easily have been increased from the 
spare ordnance at the opposite fort,) with an ample supply of tixed 
ammunition, &e,, as the enclosed receipt for those articles will exhibit. 

Fort Niagara on the 14th October was under the immediate 
command of Captain Leonard, Ist Artillery, who, besides his own 
company, had Captain Read’s of the same regiment, together with 
such of General McClure’s brigade as had refused to cross the river. 
Lieutenant-Colonels Fleming, Bloom and Dobbins of the militia had 
successively been in command of this fort by order of the Brigadier 
General, but I think neither of them was present at the above period. 
Major General Wilkinson, in his order to me for the removal of, the 
regular troops on that frontier, excepted the two companies of the 
Ist Artillery then at Fort Niagara, and under the supposition that T 
should meet water transport for my detachment at the mouth of the 
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Genesee river, I had his orders to take with the whole of the con- 
valescents left in the different hospitals by the regiments which had 
accompanied him. This order I complied with.

Niacara Froytier, Near Fort ERE, 
January Ist, 1814 
sm— 

1 have the honor to report to you that, agreeably to your 
instructions contained in your letter of the 29th ulto., and your 
Jeneral Order of that day, to pass the river Niagara for the purpose 
of attacking the enemy’s force collected at Black Rock and Buffalo 
and carrying into execution the other objects therein mentioned, I 
crossed the river on the following night with four companies of the 
King's Regiment and the light company of the 89th under Lieut.- 
Colonel Ogilvie, 250 men of the 41st Regiment and the grenadiers of 
the 100th under Major Frend, together with about 50 militia volun- 
teers and a body of Indian warriors The troops completed their 
landing about 12 o'clock, nearly two miles below “Black Rock. The 
light infantry of the 89th, being in advance, surprised and captured 
the greater part of a piequet of the enemy and secured the bridge 
over Conguichity Creek, the boards of which had been loosened and 
were ready to be carried off, had there been time given for it. 

Limmediately established the 41st and 100th Grenadiers in a 
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position beyond the bridge for the purpose of perfectly securing its 
passage, ‘The enemy made some attempis during the night upon this 
advanced position, but were repulsed with loss 

At daybreak I moved forward, the King’s Regiment. and light 
company of the 89th leading, the 41st and grenadiers of the 100th 
being in reserve. The enemy had by this time opened a very heavy 
fire of cannon and musketry upon the Royal Scots under Lieut 
Colonel Gordon, who were destined to land above Black Rock for the 
purpose of turning his position while he should be attacked in front 
by the troops who landed below. Several of the boats having 
grounded, Iam sorry to say this regiment suffered some loss and was 
not able to effect the landing in sufficient time to fully accomplish 
the object intended, tho’ covered by the whole of our field guns under 
Captain Bridge, which were placed on the opposite side of the river 
‘The King’s and 89th having in the meantime gained the town, com- 
menced a very spirited attack upon the enemy, who were in great 
foree and very strongly posted. ‘The reserve having arrived. on the 
ground, the whole were shortly engaged. The enemy maintained 
his position with very considerable obstinacy for some time, but such 
was the spirited and determined advance of our troops that he was 
at length compelled to give way, was driven through his batteries, in 
which were a 24-pounder, three 12s and one 9 pounder, and pursued 
to the town of Buffalo about two miles distant. He here shewed a 
large body of infantry and cavalry and attempted to oppose our 
advance by the fire of a field piece posted on a height which com- 
mianded the road, but finding this ineffectual he fled in all directions, 
and betaking himself to the woods further pursuit was useless. He 
left behind him one 6-pounder brass field piece, one iron 18 and one 
iron 6-pounder, which fell into our hands, 

I then proceeded to execute the ulterior objects of the expedition. 
Idetached Captain Robinson of the King’s with two companies to 
destroy the two schooners and sloop, (a part of the Lake Erie squad- 
ron,) that were on shore a little below the town, with the stores they 
had on board, which he effectually completed. The town itself, (the 
inhabitants having previously left it,) and the whole of the public 
stores, containing considerable quantities of clothing, spirits and flour, 
which I had not the means of conveying away, were set on fire and 
totally consumed, as was also the villige of Black Rock on the evening 
it was evacuated. 


In obedience to your further instructions I then directed Lieut.- 
Colonel Gordon to move down the river to Fort Niagara with a party 
of the 19th Light Dragoons under Major Lisle, a detachment of the 
Royal Scots and the 89th light company and destroy the remaining 
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cover of the enemy upon his frontier, which he has reported to me 
has been effectually done. 

From every account I have been able to collect the enemy’s foree 
opposed to us was not less than from 2,000 to 2.500 men. ‘heir Joss 
$PReTled and wounded I should imagine from 3 to 400, but from the 
Mature of the ground, being mostly covered with wood, it is difficult

Thave great satisfaction in stating to you the good conduet of 
the whole of the regular troops and volunteer militia, but I must 

‘ticularly mention the steadiness and bravery of the King's and 
Eoin light infantry, They were most gallantly led to the attack by: 
Lieut. Colonel Ogilvie of the King’s, who, Tam sorry to say, received 
j sovore wound, which will for atime deprive the service of a very 
trve and intelligent officer, After Lieut.-Colonel Ogilvie was 
vrryaded the command devolved on Captain Robinson, who, by a 
Very judicious movement to his right with the three battalion com 
panes, made a considerable impression on the left of the enemy's 
position. 

Poste have every reason to be satisfied with Lieut-Colonel Gordon 
in command of the Royal Scots, and have much to regret that the 
mmcidental grounding of the boats prevented me from having the full 
teedRL of his servieos, and I have also to mention my approbation of 
procenduct of Major Frend, commanding the 4ist. as well as that of 
Captain Faweett of the 100th Grenadiers, who was unfortunately 
epaded. Captain Basden of the 89th and Captain Brewster of the 
King's light infantry conducted themselves in the most exemplary 
Inuker, Lieut.-Colonel Elliott, on this as well as all other oceasions, 
intitled to my highest commendation for his zeal and activity as 
superintendent of the Indian Department, and I am bappy ta state 
tat thro’ his exertions and those of his officers no act of eruelty, ag

Peannot close this report without mentioning in terms of the 
warmest praise the good conduct of my aide-de-camp, Captain 
Tialland, from whom I have received the most able assistance through- 
wut the whole of these operations.

Having pushed forward the troops as nearly opposite the head 
of Grand Island as I could without discovering them to the enemy, 
Tmoved my headquarters to Chippawa on the 28th, and on the 
following day to within two miles of Fort Erie, when, having recon- 
noitred the enemy's position at Black Rock, I determined to attack 
him that night. ‘The boats were accordingly moved up, from 
Chippawa Creek on the evening of the 29th, and Major General 
Riall proceeded to execute the instruetions with which Thad pre- 
viously furnished him and of which a copy is enclosed. As soon as 
the troops destined under the direction of Major General Riall to 
advance upon Black Rock from below had passed across the river 
the boats were tracked up as high as the foot of the rapids immedi 
ately below Fort Erie. In doing this, which cost much time and 
labor, it was necessary to observe considerable caution and the greatest 
silenee, as the river there narrows very much and the position in 
particular to which the boats were brought and from whence the 
troops were to embark was immediately under the point blank fire 
of the enemy’s heaviest. batteries. Owing, I am sorry to say, to the 
backwardness of some of the militia who were to row and steer the 
boats, and their having been brought in the dark to a part of the 
beach which was shoal and full of rocks, and on which they had 
grounded before anything was ready for pushing off, the day appeared 
Gnd at the same moment the attack on the enemy’s outposts com- 
menced by the troops under Major General Riall. 

By the uncommon exertions of all the boats were got off and the 
Royals, after being exposed to a galling fire of musketry on their 
passage across, (notwithstanding the well directed fire of five field 
Pieces with which I had directed the old batteries to be occupied,) 
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reached the opposite shore in time to co-operate with the troops 
under Major General Riall in the defeat of the enemy. I beg to 
refer Your Excellency to the Major General’s report for a detailed 
account of the operations of the troops, of whose gallantry and exer- 
tions he speaks in terms of the highest praise. 

‘To the Major General himself I feel greatly indebted for the 
very gallant and able manner in which he has exeented the service 
with which I have entrusted him. Of the conduet of the officers and 
and troops too much eannot be said ; the patience and fortitude with 
which they have borne the privation of almost every comfort, and 











the severity of a most rigorous climate at this advanced season of 
re 





the year, reflects the highest credit on all. Nothing in faet ean 
strongly evince their anxious desire to meet the enemy. Their co: 
duct when he was met, the result of the action, as well as the report 
of the gallant officer by whom they were led, sufficiently prove 

The conduct of Captain Robinson, King’s Regiment, and_of 
Captain Holland, aide-de-eamp to Major General Riall, were partieu- 
larly conspicuous, and I beg leave to recommend those officers to the 
favorable notice of His Royal Highness the Prince Regent 

All the objects proposed in my letter of the 27th ultimo., and in 
fact all that are at this moment attainable, having thus been com- 
pletely accomplished by the destruction of the whole of the cover on 
the opposite frontier, and by the infliction of a severe retaliation for 
the burning of the town of Niagara, the justice of which the enemy 
himself most fully admits, the troops have been placed in canton- 
ments along the frontier in the manner which appears to me best 
calculated to secure its security and their comfort and repose. 

‘To Lieutenant Colonel Harvey, Deputy Adjutant General, I am 
much indebted for the able assistance he /has afforded me through 
this arduous service. The exertions of Captain Eliot, Deputy Assist~ 
ant Quartermaster General, in directing the preparation of the boats 
and in assisting at the embarkation of the troops were unremitted. 

To Captain Bridge, Lieutenants Armstrong and Charlton of the 
Royal Artillery, and Captain Cameron of the Militia Artillery, whose 
zeal and exertions in transporting the heavy ordnanee were con- 
spicuous, great praise is due 

Lieutenant Colonel Baby; Assistant Quartermaster General of 
Militia, and Major Simons of the Incorporated Militia, were useful 
and indefatigable in embarking the troops. Lieutenants Putman, 
Davis and Anderson and several other officers of the militia very 
handsomely volunteered in piloting the boats across the river, 
serviee of considerable difficulty and importance, owing to the great 
rapidity of the current, 
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T beg leave also to mention the great assistance I received from 
the officers of my personal staff. 

"This despatch will be delivered to you by Captain Jervois, my 
aide de eamp, who was in the action and particularly distinguished 
Himeelf, I beg to recommend him to the favorable notice of His 
Royal Highness the Prince Regent. Ho is perfectly qualified to give 
Your Excellency any further information you may require.

We regret, says the Cincinnati Gazette, to inform our readers of 
the loss of the Chippeway, her crew and baggage, in a gale on Lake 
Erie, ‘The Chippeway was a schooner carrying two guns and taken 
by the gallant Perry from the British. She was sailing from Put-in- 
Bay to Detroit, having on board 60 souls, among them three lieuten- 
ants, the baggage of two regiments and a large sum of money for the 
24th United States Regiment, all drowned and lost by the staving of 
the vessel.

Extract of a letter from Canandaigua, Sunday evening, January 
2nd, 1814: 

Amidst the general confusion, such facts as I can collect are as 
follows : 

‘The British are in possession of Buffalo, which isnot hurt. They 
have not advanced further on thatroad, General Hall’s headquarters 
are at Batavia, but we have troopsat 11 Mile Creek. Our volunteers 
fled soon after the attack, and are all coming home in droves. I 
have just learned that Mr. as written that on the Ridge 
Road they had advanced 17 miles this side of Niagara. ‘There is no 
regular force and the militia are dispirited. Few arms, little ammu- 
nition, no confidence, general complaints, no one at the head of affairs 
but Hall, who, however, has behaved very well and seems to be mer 
ing the public confidenc 

‘This will be a very distressed country before spring. We shall 
certainly have continual alarms and shall know experimentally the 
success of burning and plunder’ 
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From the New York Evening Post, January 12th, 1814. 
(From the Geneva Gazette of January 5th.) 

‘The following statement is derived in part from a person who 
was detained in the fort as a prisoner three days after its eapture 
and then released, and other sources. 

Tt seems that General Drummond, with between 1000 and 1100 
regulars, 200 militia and about 300 Indians, landed soon after mid- 
night at the Meadows, After landing preparations were made for 
attacking the fort at dawn of day, and Colonel Murray was sent 
towards the fort to reconnoitre with 5 or 600 regulars. Instead of 
returning with intelligence by daylight in the morning, as was 
expected, Colonel Murray sent word to General Drum he 





md the 
had taken the fort. It appears that a British officer advanced 
towards the centinel at the outmost gate and when challenged for 
the countersign, under pretence of giving it, seized his bayonet and 
before he could give the alarm threw him down and by threats com- 
pelled the centinel to communieate the countersign to him, by which 
means the enemy immediately entered the fort, meeting with little 
opposition, it being a complete surprise. ‘The British state the num- 
ber killed on our part to be about 60, and their own loss at 6 or 7. 
No Indians were at the taking of the fort, they having gone up to 
Lewiston after landing, ‘The reports that the garrison and invalids 
at Youngstown were massaered were entirely without foundation. 
Our informant states that the prisoners in the fort were well treated 
after the surrender, 

Not ahouse is left standing at Lewiston. Among those killed 
by the savages at that place the following persons are named: Dr. 
Joseph Alvord, Mr. Win, Gardner, Deputy Sheriff, Mr. Gillett and 
the family of Mr, Pitcher. Mr. Collins, stated last week to have been 
killed, was only wounded. The enemy advanced on the lake to 18 
Mile Creek and burnt the mills at that place and all buildings 
between that and the fort.

BATTLE AT BLACK ROCK. BUFFALO DESTROYED. 


‘The following information is obtained from Major H. Norton, an 
aide to General Hall, who was in the battle : 

On Wednesday’ night last, about 11 o'clock, our patrol guard 
was fired upon by a small party of the enemy about a mile below 
Conjockety Creek. This was the first notice of the enemy approach- 
ing our shore. ‘The alarm was immediately communicated to Major 
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General Hall, who was at Buffalo with 1200 men, the residue of our 
force, 200, being at Black Rock, and all were soon under arms. 

Colonel Chapin with 400 men marched against the enemy, who 
were supposed to be landing between Grand and Squaw Islands, and 
met their advance at Conjockety Creek and in possession of the 
Sailors’ Battery. ‘They had repulsed our troops at Black Rock after 
exchanging a single shot, which so alarmed the militia under Colonel 
Chapin that all save 30 fled, and he in vain attempted to rally them 
to face the foe, Colonel Blakeslee’s Regiment of Ontario volunteers, 
with Captain R. McKay’s company from Caledonia, marehed to 
relieve Colonel Chapin and his brave few, but before they reached 
the spot they received orders to repair to Black Rock, to which point 
a division of the enemy’s boats were now discoveréd to be steering. 
‘The order was promptly obeyed, and as the boats made the shore 
they received a most destructive fire. In one of the boats every man 
save one was killed or wounded, and this one taken prisoner. The 
enemy now commenced throwing shells and hot shot from the oppo- 
site shore to annoy a reinforeement going down to the Rock, while 
at the same time their regulars attacked from below and their Indians 
commenced a cross fire from the adjacent. field and woods. In this 
situation our troops sustained the action in a most gallant manner 
for 20 or 30 minutes, when they were compelled to retreat, which 
was made in great disorder and exposed to the fire from pursuing 
Indians. 

Our loss is not known but is believed not to exceed 30. The 
names of the officers who are missing, as far as we can learn, are 
Colonel P. Gardner of West Bloomfield, Colonel Boughton of Avon, 
Captain Rowley and Lieut. Lusk of Victor, Captain Tyler of Honeoye, 
Lieut. Harris of East Bloomfield, and Captain W. Hull of Buffalo. 
Some, it is ascertained, were killed. Colonel Chapin of Buffalo was 
taken prisoner, The activity and bravery of the Major General and 
of most of his officers was conspicuous throughout the affair, and had 
the whole of the militia been firm the issue of the battle would have 
been very doubtful and perhaps very different. 

‘The’ loss of the enemy, as near as can be ascertained, is at 
east twice as great as ours. We took 5 prisoners. ‘Their force 
on the day before was estimated at 1500 regulars, 500 militia and 800 
or 1000 Indians, under command of Major General Riall. Major 
General Hall had been but three days in Buffalo previous to the 
action, His foree was 1500, of which about 300 men on guard and 
patrol duty and engaged in’ making cartridges. In the engagement 
the average number of cartridges was only about 12 per man. Each 
British soldier had 60. 

‘The enemy followed up their suecess and soon after entered the 
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village of Buffalo, Here all was confusion, alarm, distress—the 
Inhabitants who remained in the village were got off as well as pos- 
sible, and we have heard of but one outrage on the defenders. | Mrs 
Lovejoy, wife of Mr. Joshua Lovejoy, was killed in her house by an 
Tndian. | ‘The reader must picture to himself, for language cannot 
describe the horror which prevailed. ‘The fate of the place was 
Known to be fixed. Buffalo was to be sacrificed to the vengeance of 
the foe, and the whole of this pleasant flourishing village has been 
laid in ashes. 

Such is the horrid character which this war has assumed—a war 
of plunder and of burning. 

We lost the following pieces of cannon: One 32-pounder, four 
9-pounders, one 6-pounder, also 1,500 barrels of flour with some 
pork, é&e. 

‘No vessels lay at Black Rock at the time. Private losses in 
property are numerous and heavy, Many enterprising men are 
ruined. 

Our foree is now at 11 Mile Creck, i.¢, 11 miles this side of 
Buffalo. Detached militia and volunteers are joining them. Colonel 
Caleb Hopkins's Regiment in the northwestern part of this county 
is assembling on the Ridge Road 

Every house from Buffalo to this side of Batavia is evacuated. 

‘A meeting was held in this town last evening and a committee 
appointed to do such things as the present alarming situation of the 
country requires for the general safety.

‘To the Commandant at Erie or to whom it may concern 

‘The British this morning landed about 3000 regulars, militia and 
Indians at Black Rock, and after a severe engagement with the 
militia under the command of General Hall, forced them to retreat 
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to the village of Buffalo, and about sunrise to surrender themselves 
prisoners of war. The houses in the villages were immediately com- 
mitted to the flames, and about three o'clock this afternoon ‘almost 
entirely consumed. At the same time two large vessels lying above 
Black Rock were set on fire and consumed, It is the avowed object 
of the British, as received by good authority, to proceed in a short 
time to Erie for the purpose of burning the vessels in that port, and, 
as an inducement to the Indians to aid and assist them in this 
nefarious plan, full liberty is given them to plunder for their own 
benefit wherever they go. As the communication from this pluee to 
the eastward is entirely interrupted by the said Indians, and as it is 
important for you to have the earliest information of the above, we 
recommend to you every exertion to be in readiness in case of an 
attempt to burn as aforesaid, and request of you some assistance in 
men, arms and ammunition, as we have but few arms and no ammu- 
nition. “The time is alarming; destruetion is the order of the day.

Dear Sir.— 

Last Thursday morning the British made an attack at Black 
Rock. Their plan of operation was so well concerted that they eould 
not fail of succeeding. From the best information I eould get it 
would seem that our officers were apprised of the design and in con- 
sequence took measures to repel the attack. 

The enemy first landed a detachment below the navy yard, which 
caused an alarm and drew the attention of our whole foree to that 
quarter, at which time their main force was discovered to be approach- 
ing our shore near the warehouse. Our whole force was then ordered 
to oppose this landing. Tt is said they fought well, but by the time 
they found themselves well engaged the detachment of the enemy 
which first landed, fell upon our rear with such impetuosity as br: 
the line, threw the whole force, (about five hundred,) into confusio 
and those who escaped, escaped by flight. 

The enemy then marehed to Buffalo, a detachment taking the 
road to Granger's Mills, Chapin with a few volunteers fought with 
a field piece till his men mostly deserted their post, when he surren. 
dered. Our army retreated to Eleven Mile Creek and left the enemy 
im possession of ‘the whole country beyond that. We have as yet 
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been able to obtain buta very imperfect account of the affair. We 
suppose our loss must have been severe. What the fate of the 
women and children must have been who remained at Buffalo is not 
yet known, We must have lost all our goods. ‘They were deposited 
at Mr. Atkins’s, Joseph (Sill) was with them. Ihave this morning 
heard from him that he was trying to save such articles as he could, 
but I think he could save but few. The inhabitants were flying from 
Batavia, We know that the whole country as far as this place is in 
imminent danger. It is full of men who would defend it but they 
are destitute of arms and ammunition, One thousand horsemen 
would burn Canandaigua and return with little loss, The event 
rests only in the counsels of the all-wise Governor of Worlds.

BUFFALO BURNED. 





This distressing occurrence, which has been anticipated ever 
since Niagara was taken by the enemy, took place last ‘Thursday 
forenoon. We have seen no official account of this affair but have 
conversed with the express, Mr. Landon, who passed through this 
illage on Saturday morning last, and sinee with several gentlemen 
who have left Williamsville since that time, from whom we have 
obtained the following particular 

On Thursday morning about one o'cloek it was discovered that 
a detachment of the enemy had landed just below the Navy Yard, 
about a mile from Black Rock. A skirmish immediately commenced 
with our Indians and a body of militia who were stationed there as a 
corps of observation, which lasted several hours, Towards daylight 
a body of regulars, from eight hundred to one thousand, with cannon, 
ete, landed at the mouth of Buffalo Creek, direetly above the village, 
when by a signal made the party below commenced a violent attack 
on the advance, Our men, finding themselves attacked on both 
flanks, immediately retreated, or rather fled through the woods on to 
the road near Major Miller's, Here General Hall rallied them and 
conducted them towards Buffalo, where they met the enemy and 
considerable hard fighting took’place. But what availed courage or 
numbers, Our troops were not organized—had no cannon. ‘Their 
muskets could not be depended cn and few had but four rounds of 
ammunition when they took the field. ‘They were soon put to flight. 
It is said that General Hall continued upon the field until he was 
almost entirely deserted, when ho was obliged to retive, "The village 
was then burat, with the exception of a few houses which are pro- 
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bably destroyed before this time. ‘The village of Black Roek is also 
destroyed. ‘The enemy are said to be in the vicinity of Black Rock. 
‘The inhabitants are scattered in every direction. Must of them have 
come off to Williamsville, eleven miles this side of Buffalo, where our 
foree is assembled. No particulars of our loss in this affair have 
been received, but it is believed to be considerable. Amongst the 
slain is Colonel Boughton of the Ontario Dragoons. 

‘A gentleman in high standing in the quartermaster’s department 
informs that the loss the United States must have sustained in the 
capture of Niagara cannot be’ less than two million five hundred 
thousand dollars. There were in the fort when taken ten thousand 
stand of arms and two hundred and seventy tierces of clothing,

‘To the want of discipline, of subordination and proper concert is 
to be attributed the fate of Buffalo and Black Rock. Our forees 
were not only sufficient to have repelled but to have captured the 
invaders, Our frontier from Buffalo to Niagara now presents one 
continued seene of ruin, The buildings that now remain in Buffalo 
are the jail, (built of stone,) and a small wooden dwelling belonging 
to the widow St. John, who had the address to appease the ferocity 
of the enemy so far as to remain in her house uninjured. 

Since our last publication the enemy have evacuated Black 
Rock. Their last detachment crossed the river on Tuesday, since 
which time the alarm so generally spread through this section has in 
fa great measure abated, and a degree of calmness succeeded that of 
bustle and confusion. Previous to evacuating Black Rock the British 
fired every building in that place but three. ‘Two of these, a stone 
dwelling house belonging to Peter B. Porter, and a storehouse on the 
bank of the river, were blown up by a quantity of powder placed in 
them for that purpose. A log house, in which some women and 
children had taken refuge, was suffered to remain, This is an act of 
humanity in the enemy not to be expected after the barbarous 
assassination of about twenty of our wounded, who had been earried 
into a barn near that place. We have not been able to procure a list 
of the names of our men who have been made prisoners. Of the 
killed thirty-three have been found, but being stripped of their cloth- 
ing few of them have been recognized. This number, together with 
the wounded said to be inhumanly butchered at the Rock, swells the 
list of killed to upwards of fifty.

Extract of a letter from an American officer in the Northern 
army to his friend in the city, dated at Canandaigua, January 7th, 
1814 

I was slightly wounded in the battle of Buffalo in endeavoring 
to rally the militia. Our loss is about 40 killed, 60 or 70 wounded 
and 100 prisoners. ‘The loss of the British was 60 killed, upwards of 
100 wounded, and 8 or 10 prisoners. Their force consisted of the 
Royal Scots Regiment, (which suffered most,) 89th, 100th, the remains 
of the 41st and one company of the 8th or King’s Regiment. The 
number of their Indians I do not know. Our force was about 2,200 
including militia, and 70 Indians.

AFFAIRS ON THE NIAGARA. 


The enemy recrossed into Canada on Saturday, the Ist inst., 
having completed the work of destruction in a way rather more 
satisfactory to themselves than to us. They left no buildings stand- 
ing at Black Rock and Buffalo except they are a blacksmith’s shop, 
used as an armory, and a small house of a Mrs. St.John. ‘They came 
out of Buffalo about two miles and burnt all as far as the brick: house 
of Mr, W. Hodge inclusive, in which were 6 or 8,000 dollars worth of 
goods that were also lost. 

Of the Americans killed at Black Rock the bodies of 35 have 
been found. The enemy have also in their possession 69 prisoners. 
A list of their names we have not room to publish in this paper. It

Memorial of Colonel Titus Geer Simons. 





‘To His Excelleney Sir Peregrine Maitland, K. C. B, Lieutenant 
Governor of the Province of Upper Canada, and Major General com- 
manding His Majesty's forces therein 

The Memorial of Colonel Titus Geer Simons, now commanding 
the Seeond Regiment of Gore Militia, 

Most respectfully sheweth :— 

That Your Excellency’s Memorialist, during the campaign of 
1812, (the commencement of the late war with the United States of 
America,) served as major and commanded the flank companies and 
the Second Regiment of York Militia on the Niagara frontier, as 
Your Excellency will perceive by the Adjutant General's certificate, 
marked No. 1. 

‘That in March, 1813, he received orders to recruit for a majority 
in the Incorporated Militia, and completed his quota of men forthwith, 
as the document marked 2 will shew to Your Excellency, and he 
served with that battalion until June, 1814, when he rejoined his 
former regiment, the 2nd York Militia, 

‘To the notes and General Orders from the Major General com- 
manding, from Lieut-Colonel Harvey, Deputy Adjutant General of 
the forces, and from other officers, marked 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7, your 
Memorialist respectfully begs leave to refer Your Excellency for 
some account of his services in the year 1813, and to which he begs 
leave to add that he aided in the capture of the American Fort 
Niagara and was consulted relative thereto before the division under 
the command of Licut,-Colonel Murray left Burlington on that expe- 
dition, as Your Excellency will perecive by referring to the document 
marked 8, 

Your Memorialist commanded all the volunteer armed militia in 
the successful attack on Black Rock and Buffalo in December under 
Lieutenant General Drummond and Major-General Riall. He adds 
































District Orders Nos. 9 and 10 to shew it, and on the Ist January, 
1814, he left Black Rock with 279 prisoners for York, as Your Exeel- 
leney. will pereeive by Colonel Harvey's letter, marked 11. 

‘That he unceasingly experienced the favorable and valuable 
attention of Lieut.-Colonel Harvey, now Sir John Harvey, the Deputy 
‘Adjutant General in Upper Canada, and respectfully begs leave to 
refer Your Excellency to document No. 13. 

Your Exeellency’s Memorialist annexes also an extract of the 
District General Order marked 12, issued by Sir George Prevost and 
Lieutenant General Drummond on oceasion of the victory at Lundy's 
Lane on the 25th July, 1814, by which it will be partly seen how 
the regiment under his command suffered in that action, and in which 
he received a severe wound from a grape shot passing thro’ his right 
arm near the shoulder, which has deprived him of the use of it, and 
for which he has sinee received a pension of two hundred pounds per 
annum. 

But Your Excellency’s Memorialist. being now informed that 
under these circumstances he is by His Royal Highness the Prince 
Regent's orders entitled to the pension of @ major. commanding, he 
therefore humbly prays that Your Excellency will be pleased to 
recommend him’ to the favorable consideration of His Majesty's 
Government for the pension of a major commanding, and Your 
Excelleney’s Memorialist, as in duty bound, will ever pray.

19th December, 1813, Assault and Capture of Fort Niagara, 
State of New York.” The assaulting force was 580 men; the Ameri- 
can garrison 420; 65 of the enemy killed ; 14 officers, 12 sergeants 
ond $18 rank and file taken prisoners, including wounded. About 
20 made their escape over the walls of the fort. We captured 27 
pieces of ordnance and 3,000 stand of arms. On 25th December, 
1813, I was sent with two guns to destroy two of the enemy’s vessels 
under Black Rock, and forced them to ran ashore. On 27th Decem- 
ber Licut, Gen, Drummond moved up to the ferry opposite Black 
Roek with a force of 1,300 men under Major General Riall. On the 
night of the 30th the troops crossed the Niagara River under cover 
of the fire of the artillery under Captain Bridge, and as soon as their 
Tanding was effected we likewise crossed. ‘The enemy's foree was 
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from 2,000 to 2,500 men. They fled from Black Rock to the town 
of Buffalo, about 24 miles distant. We followed in close pursuit. 
‘The enemy again fled, followed by all the inhabitants of Buffalo. I 
received orders from General Riall to burn the town of Buffalo in 
retaliation for the burning of Newark, which, with one gun 
Aetachment, I did, with the exception of one detached house which 
we left standing because there was a female in it badly -wounded, 
Who must have perished if she had been removed out into the snow, 
and who I afterwards had the satisfaction of hearing had recovered, 
although she had been shot through the body and tomahawked in 
the head by an Indian. ‘The United States ships of war “Chippewa,” 
“Little Belt” and “Trippe” were burned by the infantry. On our 
return to Black Rock I was ordered to burn it, which was done. 
We took 130 prisoners and six guns. Our killed, wounded and 
missing, 113.

T au: under the necessity of asking your assistance in men and 
ammunition ; if it is possible to furnish us with 3000 cartridges or 
sowder and lead we ean make them. I need not give youa detail of 
What has taken place, as you must have been informed of it before 
this. Iam rallying that part of my regiment that retreated this 
course at this place and will collect the remainder as soon as possible. 
‘At 8 o'clock yesterday I left the beach 12 miles this side of Buffalo. 

‘The fire around where Buffalo stood was kindled afresh. Yester- 
day 100 Indian warriors tendered their services. ‘They are in want 
ofammunition. The families are all moving off below Cattaraugus, 
{have seen a number of women and children running away half 
naked. 

Teannot give you a correct account of the number of the enemy, 
but I believe they do not exceed 1,100 or 1,200. Our force at Buffalo 

evions to the attack consisted of about 2,000. I think not more 
than 400 were in the action. 

‘Phe day previous to the attack an American prisoner made his 
escape and informed us that Black Rock would certainly be attacked 
that night, and that he knew and had heard of » plan to visit Presqu’ 
Isle in the following manner 

‘Whenever the ice would admit 100 sleighs, each carrying 6 men, 
tostart and reach that place in one night, burn the vessels and town, 
if they should sacrifice their whole foree. ‘The first part of this in- 
formation has come to pass.

PROCLAMATION. 


By His Exeelleney Sir George Prevost, Governor General and 
Commander-in-Chief over His Majesty's North American Provinces. 





A PROCLAMATION 


It having been represented to His Excelleney the Commander 
of the Forees that in consequence of the adoption by the Govern- 
ment of the United States of the novel and unjustifiable principle of 
making prisoners of war and paroling the unarmed and peace- 
able citizens of this Province, several subjects of His Ma- 
jesty have under such circumstances been deterred from accepting 
‘employment in their different callings as mechanics or otherwise, or 
from aiding in any other manner the public service, under an app 
hension of exposing themselves to the resentment of the enemy for 
having violated their parole, His Excelleney takes this public oppor- 
tunity of declaring that such a principle is nob sanctioned by the 
usages of war amongst civilized nations and that no parole thus ex- 
torted from peaceable citizens not taken in arms can be considered as 
binding upon them or as exempting them from military or other duties 
which they may be called upon to perform. 

‘The only legitimate objects of capture on land during war as 
recognized by the laws of nations are those who are actually engaged 
in military service or who are found with arms in their hands. Be- 
yond these two deseriptions of persons it has never been the practice 
of modern nations of Europe to consider any other as liable to be 
carried away as prisoners of war or subject to be paroled. 

Tt was reserved for America, who has last assumed a rank among 
the nations and for those acting under its authority, unnecessarily to 
increase the calamities of war by making peaceable and unoffending 
citizens subject to its rigors and by exacting from them engagements, 
the nature of which is to preclude them from gaining their subsist 
ance by their honest and ordinary callings if exercised in support 
of the government which protects them, In order to remove from 
the mindsof such persons who, having fallen into the power of the 
enemy, have been obliged to enter into engagements of this nature 
all apprehension with regard to the consequences of violating them 
His Excelleney deems it necessary thus publicly to declare that a 
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parole, even lawfally taken, ean only extend to the military service in 
veins, either in the garrison or in the field, of the persons giving it, and 
cannot preclude them from performing their ordinary duties as_sub- 
jects or from the exercise of their usual civil occupations, And His 
Fexcellency here further declares that should the enemy still persist 
to act upon the unjust principle before mentioned and should any 
persons (who have been paroled as aforesaid and shall again fall into 
The hands of the enemy) be treated with severity in consequence of 
of their having been employed in the public service in any oth 
manner hewill not fail immediately to avail himself of the means 
within his power of removing from the American frontier such of 
their citizens as shall be within his reach and of retaliating upon 
them all the severity and rigor which shall have been practiced 
towards any of His Majesty's subjects under the foregoing cir- 
cumstances. 

‘His Excellency at the same time fecls it incumbent to declare 
that as he has strong reasons to believe that in several instances the 
paroles thus taken have been sought for by the persons as giving 
Them the means of evading their militia and other duties and as 
others, notwithstanding the present declaration, may from similar or 
Srorse motives be induced to withhold their aid in carrying on public 
Works, His Excellency will feel himself compelled forthwith to send 
Milsuch useless and disaffected characters out of the country to the 
gnemy, to whom they consider themselves as belonging as ‘prisoners 
of war, there to remain as such until regularly exchanged.

Heanquarrers, NiaGara Frontier, Jan. 6th, 1814. 
Dear Sim:— 

"The confusion into which everything was thrown by the events 
of the 80th December and the imperious necessity of taking preeau- 
tionary measures against the advance of the enemy, put it out of my 
power to furnish at an earlier period a detailed account of the oper~ 
ations on this frontier during my hitherto unfortunate and embar- 
rassing command, Add to this the extreme difficulty of collecting 
facts relative to our loss, since the forces under my command were 
of that multiform description which they necessarily were, being 
‘composed almost wholly of volunteer militia and exempts hastily 
and confusedly assembled in the moment of alarm and dissipated by 
the events of the battle. 

‘The storming of Fort Niagara and the burning of Lewiston 
presaging further devastation, threw the whole country into the 
Frost violent agitation. On the moment and without any previous 
preparation I hastened to Batavia with a view to take such measures 
as might be within my power to repel the enemy and protect the 
frontier. I hastily collected from the militia and volunteers of Gen- 
esee County and the brigade of General Wadsworth in Ontario, a 
considerable foree, but generally deficient in arms and ammunition, 
and the necessary conveniences of a camp. 

In the evening of the 22nd December General McClure with 
the regulars under command of Major Riddle arrived in Batavia and 
on the morning of the 23rd signified by letter his desire that I would 
take the command during the moment of general alarm. I accord- 
ingly proceeded to organize in the best manner in my power the 
forces then at Batavia, and with the arms and ammunition collected 
from different sections of the country and what little could be pro- 
cured from the arsenals at Canandaigua and Batavia, 1 was enabled 
to get under march on the 25th, for Lewiston, a body of infantry 
about 150 strong, under Lieutenant-Colonel Lawrence, supported by 
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one company of cavalry under command of Captain Marvin, with 
orders to proceed to join a corps of militia, said to be 200 men under 
command of Lieut,-Colonel Achinson, which was stationed at For- 
syth’s, on the Ridge Road, 15 miles east of Lewiston, to collect and 
save all the amuunition in his power, which had been moved from 
the arsenal at Lewiston and was then dispersed on the road and in 
different parts of the country, and with instructions to act as cir- 
cumstances and the nature of his foree would permit against the 

y, and, if practicable, to effect. a junction with the main force at 
Batlilo, by the way of Manchester, Sahloseer, and thenes up the tiv- 
er to Black Rock, leaving as a reserve the corps under Colonel Ach- 
ingon at the station near Lewiston. I then ordered the remainder 
of the troops to Bufialo, with the exception of the regular forees, over 
whom I assumed no command. On the morning of the 26th I’ pro- 
ceeded to Buffalo, leaving General MeClure at Batavia with instrue- 
tio ns to organize such detachments of volunteers as might arrive, and 
direct their march for Buffalo. I arrived in Buffalo on the morn- 
ing of the 26th and there found a considerable body of irregular 
troops of various descriptions, disorganized and confused. Every- 
thing wore the appearance of consternation and dismay. On the 
same day I issued an order to the several commandants for a return 
of the number of effective men under their command and an order to 
Captain Camp, Assistant Deputy Quartermaster General, for a 
return of the ordnance and ordnance stores in the quartermaster's 
department, a copy of which return I have heretofore had the honor 
to forward Your Excellency and which sufficiently exhibits the des- 
titute condition of that department. On the 27th I ordered a review 
of all troops under my command at Buffalo and Black Rock, when I 
found my foree to be as follows :— 

‘At Buffalo, Lieut.-Colonel Boughton, of the cavalry and mounted 
volunteers, 129; Lieut.-Colonel Blakesley, of the Ontario exempts 
and volunteers, 433; Lieut.-Colonel Chapin, of the Buffalo militia, 
136; Lieut.-Colonel Mallory, of the Canadian volunteers, 97; Major 
Adams, of the Genesee militia, 882. At the Rock were stationed, 
under the command of Brigadier General Hopkins, 382 effective men, 
composed of the corps commanded by Lieut.-Colonel Warren and 
Lieut.-Colonel Churchill, exclusive of a body of 37 mounted infantry, 
under command of Captain Ransom, 83 Indians, under command of 
Lieut.-Colonel Granger, and one piece of field artillery, a six pounder, 
and 25 men commanded by Lieut. Seeley, making my aggregate force 
on the 27th to be 1,711 men, Add to this a regiment of Chautauqua 
militia, under the command of Lieut.-Colonel McMahon, which 
arrived at Buffalo on the 29th, about 300, swells my foree to 2,011, 
which was reduced on the morning of the alarm to less than 1,200, 
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and so deficient were my supplies of ammunition that a greater part 
of the cartridges of Lieut-Colonel MeMahon’s regiment were made 
and distributed after they were paraded on the morning of the 
battle. 

‘The movements of the enemy already indicated their intention 
of attacking the village of Buffalo or Black Rock, which left me not 
‘a moment from the arduous duty of preparing the most effective means 
in my power of meeting the enemy with the crude foree under my 
command. On the 28th I was so fortunate as to procure inform 
tion as to the enemy's movements, from a citizen who made his 
eseape from Canada, as to leave me no doubt as to his intentions. 

Tn the evening of the 20th, at about 12 o'clock, I received 
information that our horse patrol had been fired ona short distance 
‘below Conjockatie’s Creek, and one mile below Black Rock. Lieut. 
Boughton, an enterprising and brave officer, had his horse shot under 
him. Théenemy advanced and took possession of the Sailors’ Bat- 
tery, near Conjockatie’s Creek. The troops were immediately par- 
aded and stood by their arms. I was yet uncertain as to what point 
the enemy would attack me, the darkness of the night was not 
favorable for making observations. I was apprehensive the enemy 
designed to make a feigned attack below Black Rocke, for the purpose 
of drawing off my foree from the village of Buffalo, preparatory to 
landing above the village, intending thereby totake it by surprise. 
‘At the same time being anxious to anticipate the enemy's land- 
ing and meet them at the water's edge, I gave orders that the troops 
at the Rock, commanded by Colonels Warren and Churchill, (Gen- 
eral Hopkins being at that time absent from camp,) attack the 
enemy and endeavor to dislodge them from the battery and drive 
them to their boats. ‘The attempt failed through the confusion the 

a were thrown into at the first fire of the enemy and the dark- 
ness of the night. They were dispersed and not again embodied 
under their proper officers through the day. I then ordered the 
corps under Major Adams and the corps under Colonel Chapin, to 
make the attack. ‘This was attended with no better effect. The 
men were thrown into confusion by the enemy's fire and after 
skirmishing a short time, fled and were not again embodied during 
the day. I then ordered the corps under command of Colonel 
Blakeslee to advanee to the attack, and at the same time I put the 
remainder of my troops in motion for the same point and proceeded 
by the hill road to Black Rock. On approaching the village of 
Black Rock, I discovered a detachment of the enemy's boats eross- 
ing to our shore and bending their course to the rear of General 
Porter's house. ‘The day was now beginning to dawn. I immedi- 
ately countermanded the order given to Colonel Blakeslee to attack 
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the enemy's left and directed him to form and attack the enemy's 
centre at the water's edge. 

I now became satistied as to the disposition of the enemy and 
their object, which I ascertained to be as follows 

‘Their left wing, composed of about 800 regular troops and the 
Incorporated Militia and 150 or 200 Indians, were disposed below 
Conjockatie's Creek and had been landed under cover of the night. 
With this foree the enemy designed to cover their left, outflank 
our right, and cut off our retreat by the woods, With their centre, 
consisting of about 400 Royal Seots, commanded by Colonel Gordon, 
the battle was commenced. ‘Their right, which was purposely weak, 
was landed near our main battery under cover of a high bank and 
Yas merely intended to divert our foree from the principal. attack 
‘The whole, under the command of Lieut.-General Drummond, con- 
ducted to the attack hy Major General Riall. I. therefore ordered 
the enemy's left wing, which was discovered to be wheeling upon 
our right, to be attacked by the Indians, under command of Lieut.- 
Colonel Granger, and the Canadian Volunteers, under command of 
Col. Mallory, at the same time I posted the regiment under command 
of Col. MeMahon, at the battery, as a reserve, to act as emergencies 
should require. ‘The attack was commenced by a fire from our six- 
pounder under Lieut. Seeley, below General Porter's house, and one 
24 and two 12-pounders at the battery, under command of Lieut. 
Farnum of the 21st United States Infantry, acting as a volunteer. 
At the same time the enemy opened a heavy fire from the batteries 
on the other side of the river, of shells, spherical shot, and ball. The 
regiment under command of Colonel Blakeslee, about 400 strong, 
were regularly in the line, together with detached bodies from other 
corps, amounting, according to the best estimate I can make, in all 
about 600 men. ‘These few but brave men commenced the attack 
with musketry upon the enemy in their boats and poured upon them 
a most destructive Every inch of, ground was disputed with 
the steady coolness of veterans and at the expense of many valuable 
lives. Their bravery at the same time it casts a lustre over their 
names reflects equal disgrace on those who fled at the first appear- 
ance of danger, and who neither entreaties nor threats could turn back 
to the support of their commanders. Perceiving that the Indians, on 
whom I had relied for attacking the enemy's flank, were offering no 
assistance, and that our right was endangered by the enemy’s left, I 
gave directions for the reserve under Colonel McMahon to attack 
the enemy in flank, but terror had dissipated this corps and but few 
of them could be rallied by their officers and brought to the attack. 
Of this corps there are some who merit well of their country, but 
more who covered themselves with disgrace. ‘The defection of the 
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Indians and of my reserve, and the loss of the services of the 
cavalry and mounted men, by reason of the nature of the ground 
on which they must act, left the forces engaged exposed to vet- 
eran and highly disciplined troops, overwhelmed by numbers and 
nearly surrounded, a retreat became necessary to their safety, which 
was accordingly made. I then made every effort to rally the troops, 
with a view to renew the attack on the enemy’s columns on their 
approach to the village of Buffalo, But every effort proved ineffect- 
ual and experience proves that with militia retreat becomes a flight, 
and, a battle once ended, the army is dissipated. Deserted by my 
principal force, I fell back that night to 11 Mile Creek and was 
forced to leave the flourishing villages of Black Rock and Buffalo a 
prey to the enemy, which they have pillaged and laid in ashes. 
‘At the 11 Mile Creek I collected between 200 and 300 who 
remained faithful to their country; with those I preserved the 
best show of defence in my power, to cover the flying inhabitants and 
check the advance of the enemy. The enemy have gained but little 
plunder from the public stores. ‘The chief loss has fallen upon indi- 
vidual sufferers. nt pieces of artillery fell into the hands of the 
enemy, of which but one was mounted on a travelling carringe. 
What little remained of the public stores capable of being removed 
is preserved through the exertions of Captain Camp of the quarter- 
master’s department, whose bravery is only equalled by his zeal for 
the public service, It is not in my power to give a particular account 
of our loss in killed and wounded, as the wounded were generally got 
off by their friends and taken to their houses, and our dead mostly 
buried by the enemy. But from the best information I can collect, 
our loss is about 30 killed and perhaps 40 wounded. In prisoners 
our loss is ascertained to be 69, twelve of whom are wounded. | The 
enemy's loss must be much greater, as many were killed in their boats 
before landing. ‘Their loss may reasonably be presumed in killed and 
wounded at not less than 200, Lieut.-Colonel Boughton of the light 
dragoons is among the slain, He was a good officer and a valuable 
citizen. I regret that it is not in my power to do justice to all who 
were engaged on this day. ‘The veteran Blakeslee and his corps were 
pre-eminently distinguished. There were of the broken remains of 
other corps many officers and soldiers whose bravery and conduct 
merits my warmest praise, but having fought irregularly and in 
detachments I cannot designate them to do them that justice they 
deserve, ‘The good conduet of Lieut. Seeley and Lieut. Farnum, who 
had charge of the artillery, was particularly noticed. ‘The cavalry 
under Colonel Boughton, and mounted volunteers under Major 
Warren receive my thanks for their prompt obedience of orders and 
the valuable services rendered in the fatiguing duties of patroling, 
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and it is a matter of regret that the nature of the ground on which 
we contended deprived ime of that support which I might confidently 
expect of their bravery. To Licut. Frazer of the United States 
Infantry I tender my thanks for the valuable serviees he rendered 

as one of my staif. To my two aides de camp, Majors Hosmer 
and Norton, I eannot withhold my warmest thanks for their cool 
deliberate bravery and alacrity with whieh th nated my orders 
from the first movements of the troops in the morning to the close of 
the day.

‘NESEO, January 6, 1814. 
Sm— 

When I heard that General Hall had removed his headquarters 
to Batavia and that 11 Mile Creek was abandoned, I thought it high 
time to rally. Tsent out circulars to put in motion a thousand me 
started myself, met General Hall returning to Bloomfield. He 
thought the frontiers were safe and disapproved of volunteers going 
on irregularly. The convietions of my mind were very different, but 
Tinstantly acquiesced and sent expresses to stop the volunteers. I 
continued on myself. 

‘The enemy reerossed the Niagara River Saturday and Sunday 
except about sixty men, who were sent to burn all before them 
between Black Rock and Lewiston, Dr. Brown, who went with a 
flag to dress our wounded, was informed that the force which crossed 
the river consisted of six hundred regulars and 50 Indians 

‘There are about 200 men at 11 Mile Creck and about the same 
number at Batavia, Colonels Davis and Brooks are good citizens 
but feeble men. Major Mallory, (I think his name is,) of the Canada 
Volunteers, being more efficient, has in effect the command of our 
frontier. In fact the consternation of the militia is so great that 
they eannot be reduced to tolerable (order) forsome time. A hundred 
regulars and fifty Indians would now march to Batavia without 
serious opposition. ‘The frontier is now dependent for its safety on 
the clemency of the English, Butler’s Rangers and the Indians. 

General Hall is detaching and organizing fifteen hundred 
militia. You will be deceived if you expect any effective service 
from them. General MeClure (who is a mere coxcomb) by his bad 
management and the disaster at Buffalo, has spread fright and -con- 
sternation among all ranks, broken down the ardor and spirit of the 
militia, and it will require some time for it to recover. ‘The frontier 
will remain defeneeless until a regiment of regulars is sent on. 
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I have just returned much fatigued and write this sketch in 
haste, Tdeemed it essential you should be apprized of the real sit- 
uation of the frontier, this is my apology for addressing (you.) I beg 
you to consider this letter as confidential and not to, be communi 
Med to any person. Most of the inhabitants have left Batavia 
‘The population west of Batavia are flying in all diveetions in great 


distress.

My Lorp.— 

Having ascertained the enemy's force at Forts George and 
Niagara ani on that frontier tohave been considerably reduced for 
the purpose of strengthening the division of the American army 
tndor Major-General’ Wilkinson, now acting against Lower Canada, 
T directed Lieut-General Drummond, on the 3rd of last, month, to 
hold the right division of the army in the Canadas, placed under the 
mediate command of Major-General Riall, in so perfect a state of pre- 
paration, as to be enabled to aet with promptitude when required to 
Fike advantage of the weakness or negligence of the enemy,and I feel 
a high satisfaction in having the honor of transmitting to Your Lord= 
ship the Liout.-Cleneral’s letters, containing the reports of the cap: 
ture of Fort Ningara on the morning of the 19th of December, and 
Of the flight of the enemy's foree from Lewiston on the approach of 
the corps commanded by Major-General Riall. 

The arrangements of Lieut-General Drummond and the bril- 
liant manner in which they were executed, have excited my warmest 
applause and afford me intinite satisfaction in the communication 
Tnow make to Your Lordshi 

T requost to call the gracious consideration of His Royal High- 
ness the. Prinee Regent to the various officers who have distin- 
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guished themselves on the occasion, more especially to Colonel Murray, 
who has availed himself of this favorable opportunity to confirm my 
opinion of his zeal, intelligence and military talents, 

‘After the dispersion of the enemy's force at Lewiston and the 
destruction of that village, Major-General Riall’s brigade proceeded 
forward towards Black Rock and Buffalo, and on its march obtained 
possession, after a feeble resistance, of the mills and ropewalk of 
General Porter, one of the principal contractors for the supply of 
the American army, which were destroyed 

On this oceasion an American officer and a few privates were 
killed, and one officer and eleven privates taken prisoners, but not a 
British soldier suffered. 

The bridge over the Tonawanda Creak having been destroyed 
by the enemy, the progress of Major-General Riall’s brigade has been 

peded until the arrival of a sufficient number of boats at Chip- 
a, to enable the troops intended to co-operate with it in the des- 
truction of the vessels and stores at Buffalo toeross the river. When 
the lust accounts left Fort George, the weather had not then become 
too severe to render the movement impracticable. I therefore hope 
to be able to report its success to Your Lordship by the next oppor- 
tunity, as the enemy appears in great consternation, and without 
plan or organization for defence. 
Having been under the nec 


























ity of employing the Western 
Indians, who had retreated with General Procter from Amherstburg, 
as well ag those inhabiting near the Niagara Frontier, in conjunction 
with the force acting under Major-General Riall, I have not failed 
strongly to enjoin upon Lieutenant-General Drummond to restrain 
by every means in his power any excesses or cruelties on their part 
which might give just cause of complaint to the American Govern- 
ment or attach disgrace to His Majesty's arms, 

The enemy set an example in his retreat. from Fort George, by 
firing the town of Newark, that has produced calamitous eonse- 
quences to himself since the theatre of war has been transferred to 
his own territory. 

Painful is such retribution, to those who execute it, I have 
felt the authority most repugnant, and I sincerely hope it may not 
again be excited. 

Thave sent my aide de camp, Captain Cochrane, overland to 
Halifax as the bearer of my despatehes to Your Lordship. He car- 
ries with him a stand of colors taken in the fort of Niagara, tobe 
laid at the feet of His Royal Highness the Prince Regent, and I beg 
leave to refer Your Lordship to him for such information as you may 
require respecting this command

Sir — 

Enclosed is a report of the action at Black Rock, fought on the 
B0th December, ulto. Viewing the singular and extraordinary  situ- 
ition in which I was placed, I could not, in justice, to myself and my 


volunteers, refrain from giving a detailed account of our situation 
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previous to the engagement. We were in want of everything, and I 
was but three days in Buffalo before the action, a time too short to 
make much preparation. therefore took the liberty to make the 
report more lengthy than I would have done under other circumstance: 

T have ordered out 1,700 infantry since receiving Your Excel 
leney’s letter of the 23rd ulto. They will march to 11 Mile Cree 
and towards Lewiston as soon as possible. ‘The arms, &e., you. men- 
tioned in your letter, haye not yet arrived at Canandaigua, and unless 
an additional supply arrives we shall not be able toarm the detach- 
ment. 

‘The enemy have recrossed the river, but the inhabitants west of 
Batavia are still alarmed, It will be impossible for me to guard and 
protect our western frontier, so various will be the duties to be pe 
formed, without public funds, and at present I have none at com- 
wand. ' Your Excelleney will sce the propriety of making some 
arangement in that respect.

‘The mail route by Burlington has beeome dilatory and uncer- 
tain, I therefore send this to Utiea by express to advise you that 
we are still safe from the enemy, and I understand snug from the 
weather, but our troops die at the French Mills owing, as all ranks 
ayow, to the bad quality of the flour, medicines and hospital stores. 

‘This circumstance and the precarious dependence to be placed in 
the contractor, apparently from his own letter recently received, 
although it manifests a very commendable zeal and much anxiety 
for the interests of the service, and the silence of his agent, Mr 
Thorne, who left this place the 21st ultimo for the country about 
Utica expressly to provide a prompt supply of flour, have compelled 
me, most reluctantly indeed, to order the deputy quartermaster, Major 
Brown, his principal being absent, to remedy the defect with all pos- 
sible expedition ; the troops at the French Mills being reduced to 
about seven days rations and those at Chateauguay to less than 
three, the restraints and precautions imposed on this purchase will 
prevent any interference with the measures of the contractors, and 
the flour which may be purchased will be delivered to them for 
issue, 

My personal feelings, which have not been at ease under the 
obloquy I have suffered from the mal-conduet of others, are silenced 
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by the unlooked for results of Major-General Harrison's eampaign 
aya the catastrophe at Niagara; to counteract as far as I can the 
affects of our disappointments and misfortunes, I contemplate to give 
the enemy near me a “contre coup” which shall reach to the bone, 
but the accomplishment of my views will depend on the following 
contingencies -—

T think the provisions depending on myself and those I com-

ent are entirely favorable, we must rest on Providence. 

‘And now permit me briefly to submit my project to you for 
your eonsideration and opinion, which I beg to receive with as little 
Melay se possible. I propose to march on the 3d or Ath of next 
soya bolumn of two thousand men from Chateauguay and the 
vane from Plattsburg, with the appropriate attirail and the neces: 
guy sleighs for transport; the Brst to move by the route of General 
Hampton to sweep the enemy to the St. Lawrence, then to turn te 
the right and march for St. Pierre, while the second will mareh by the 
ieeteof Hemmingford and La Tortue to form a junction at St. 
Pierre, from which point the united corps will proceed against the 
posts of St. Philip, L’Acadie and St. John, and; having beaten, routed, 
Prreaptured the detachments at these defenceless cantonments, shalt 
te gaverned by cireamstances whether to occupy their quarters and 
bold the country and reduce the Isle aux Noix or return to our can- 
tonments, 

‘Simultaneous with these movements four thousand men, from 
the French Mills will eross the St, Lawrence, attack Cornwall, eap- 
ture or rout the corps of the enemy's regular troups in that vicinity, 
disperse the militia, fortify and hold possession of the village, and 
then effectually cut off the intereourse between the two provinces 
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To secure a favorable issue to these enterprises without much 
Joss of blood, the demonstrations heretofore made of fear and alarm 
on our part will be continued by more than ordinary means of mili 
tary deception, in which you may be able to assist me powerfully 
through the medium of the prints known to be friendly to the war 
the recent alarm at Plattsburg, of which I have made much, 
enabled me to bring on the cavalry and other troops from Burli 
ton capable of hardy serviee without exciting the smallest sus 
cion on the part of the enemy, and the defences projected and put up 
at our three posts the caution, vigilance, and extensive excursions 
of our outlaying patrols and scouts, and the deception of his spies 
and impositions of my own, it is believed, may continue the enemy 
in the security they appear to indulge; in fine, we shall march in 
force to justify the most favorable expectations, and in ease of di 
appointinent shall have ‘ound to retire upon over which 
we had advanced from our fortified cantonments, where we shall 
have guards and where in any extremity we shall be able to defend 
ourselves against any foree the enemy can at present command. 

Should the double operations proposed be deemed too hazard- 
ous, then will you be pleased to point out that which may be prefer- 
red, either to take possession at Cornwall or to break up the posts 
or cantonments in our front; we are certainly competent to either, 
and I am desirous the troops under my command should not eat the 
bread of idleness,

Adjutant General’s Office, Headquarters, QUEBEC, 
8th January, 1814. 

His Excelleney the Commander of the Forces has the satisfac- 
tion of announcing to the troops that he has received a despatch from 
Lieutenant General Drummond reporting the complete success of an 
attack that had been made at daybreak on the 30th of December on 
the enemy’s position at Black Rock, where he was advantageously 
posted with upwards of 2,000 men, and after a short but severe con- 
test the enemy was repulsed in the most gallant manner and pursued 
to Buffalo, where he attempted to make a stand but on receiving a 
few rounds from the British fieldpieces he abandoned that post. also 
and fled with precipitation to the 11 Mile Creek on Lake Erie, leav- 
ing seven fieldpieces and four schooners and sloops, with a consid 
able quantity of ordnance and other stores, which have fallen into our 
hands. The enemy suffered severely but from the rapidity of his 
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flight 70 prisoners only are taken, among whom is Dr. or Lieut, Col- 
onel Chapin. 

The porps under Major General Riall consisted of detachments 
of the Royal Scots, 8th (or King’s), 4lst,and the flank companies of 
the 89th and 100th Regiments, the whole not exceeding 1,000 men. 

‘The Licutenant General bestows the utmost praise upon the 
‘undaunted courage and patient submission of the troops, in contempt 
UF the inelemeney of the weather and the hardships to which they 
were exposed. 

‘No'British officer has fallen on this occasion. Lieut, Colonel 
Ogilvie, Sth (or Kings), and Captain Faweett, 100th Grenadiers, were 
\ounded and it is supposed our loss does not exceed 25 killed and 50 














wounded, 
"Black Rock and Buffalo were burnt previous to their evacuation, 


together with all the publie buildings and the four vessels, a eonsid~ 
erable quantity of stores having been sent away before the conflag- 
ration.

York, 9th January, 1814. 
Dear Sip.— 

‘Your Excellency’s letter of the 27th December met me on the 
route to this place yesterday evening, and I take the opportunity of 
replying to it by Lieut. Colonel Harvey, who leaves this immediately 
for Kingston, with my permission to proceed from thenee to Quebec. 
I shall pay every attention to the points touched on by Your xcel- 
leney respecting the strengthening and retaining possession of Fort 
Niagara, which will ke without doubt. an object of the highest import 
anes in the proseeution of the war with the United States, With 
this view Llentenant Gaugreben has been constantly employed since 
the capture of the place in repairing and adding to such parts of 
the defences as appear most immediately to require it.

Light Infantry, stating the complete success of an expedition com- 
mitted to the charge of that officer against the enemy’s post at Derby, 
in the State of Vermont, which was taken possession of at daybreak 
on the 17th of December. An extensive barracks for 1,200 men, 
lately erected, were destroyed, together with the stables and store- 
houses, and a considerable quantity of valuable military stores has 
been brought away. 

Captain Barker mentions Captain Curtis and Taplin, Lieuts, Messa 
and Bodwell and Ensign Boynton of the the Township Battalions of 
Militia, as having been most active in the execution of this judicious 
and spirited enterprise.

vinee, to prohibit the exportation of grain and other provisions, and 
so to restrain the distillation of spirituous liquors from grain, it wa 
among other things enacted that from and after the passing of the 
said act it should be lawful for the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, 
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or person administering the government by and with the advice of 
Hig Majesty's Executive Couneil of this province, from time to time, 
and when andso often as should be judged expedient, to prohibit by pro- 
clamation generally for a limited time after the firstday of May next 
ensuing and now last past, the distillation of spirits, “strong waters 
gnd low wines, fromany wheat,corn, or other grain, meal, or flour, 
within the same. Now know ye, that finding such prohibition at 
present expedient aud necessary, I do hereby, by and with the 
Tavieo of His Majesty’s Executive Council for the affairs of this 
Provines and under the authority of the said act, prohibit the 
distillation of spirits, strong waters and low wines, from any wheat 
corn, or other grain, meal, or four, within this Province, from th

WILLiaMSVILLe, eleven miles east of Buffalo, 
January 12, 1814, 

passed this day the ruins of Buffalo. Tb exhibits a scene of 
distress and destruction such as I have never before witnessed. 

The events which have recently transpired in this quarter have 
been so astonishing and unexpected that I have been induced to make 
some inquiry into their causes and progress, and, doubting whether 
you have received any correct information upon the subject, I now 
trouble you with the detail.

agara has been owing tothe most criminal negli- 
gence. The fo 


in it was fully competent to its defence. ‘The 
commanding officer, Captain Leonard, it is said, was at his own house, 
three miles from the fort, and all the officers seem to have rested in 
as much security as though no enemy was near them. Captai 
Rodgers and Captain Hampton, both of the 24th, had compani 
the fort. Both of them were absent from it. Their conduct ought 
to be strictly investigated. I am also told that Major Wallace of 
the 5th was in the fort. He escaped and is now at Erie. 

‘The cireumstances attending the destruction of Buffalo you will 
have learned before this reaches you. But the force of the enemy 
has been greatly magnified. From the most, careful examination [ 
ai satisfied that not more than six hundred and fifty men of 
regulars, militia, and Indians landed at Black Rock. ‘To oppose these 
we had from two thousand five hundred to three thousand militia, 
All except very few of them behaved in the most cowardly manner. 
‘They fled without discharging a musket. ‘The enemy continued on 
this side of the river until Saturday. All their movements betrayed 
symptoms of apprehensioa, A vast quantity of property was left in 
town uninjured, and the Ariel, which lies four miles above upon the 
beach, is safe. ‘They continue in psssession of Niagara and will 
probably retain it until a foree competent to its reduction arrives in 
its vicinity.

Thave the honor to acquaint Your Excelleney that my latest 
reports from Major-General Stovin state that the enemy had passed 
‘Arnold's mill (near Dolson’s) in number about 130 on their return to 
Detroit, on the 20th ultimo, followed by their cavalry, about 60, on 
the 22d. They took off with them all ‘the flour and grain in that 
direction for the purpose of depositing it with the rest of the provi- 
sions they had seized at Detroit. ‘They burned Arnold’s barn on 
retiring. 

The roads from Delaware town are stated to be in amost impas- 
sable degree bad, so that Lieut.-Colonel James could not have made 
his intended movement with that rapidity which would have ensured 
surprise even had the enemy remained at Camden, and had the 
attempt been made sooner the roads were in such a condition as to 
have precluded all hope of success. 
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It has also been reported to me from a person who crossed over 
at Fort Brie ferry on Saturday last, that the enemy have brought on 
to Buffalo 15 pieces of cannon and that they intend taking possession 
of Fort Erie again as soon as the weather permits; that they are 
raising two regiments of colour, and that Sergeant Powell of the 19th 
Light Dragoons is at Eleven Mile Creek in a most deplorable state, 
extremely anxious, either by exchange or parole, to be permitted to 
come to Canada.

Thave great satisfaction in transmitting to Your Lordship the 
copy ofa letter I have received from Lieutenant-General Drummond, 
containing a report of a successful attack made on the enemy's 
position of Black Rock and Buffulo, by a brigade of His Majesty's 
{roops, under the command of Major-General Riall, on the 30th ulto. 

‘Tn this brilliant affair, as in that of the capture of Fort Niagara, 
the officers and men engaged have acquitted themselves with deter- 
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mined bravery, and are distinguished by their devotion to the service 
of their country under peculiar hardships and privations, 

Bight pieces of ordnance and one hundred and thi 
have fallen into our possession, and the towns of Blac! 
Buffalo have been totally destroyed, the inhabitants having p 
abandoned those places. 

Four of the enemy's armed sloops and schooners have also been 
burnt. 

T beg Your Lordship’s indulgence in submitting to the gracious 
consideration of His Royal Highness the Prince Regent the officers 
who are particularly mentioned by the Lieutenant-General as having 
acted with great gallantry upon this occasion, 

Captain Robinson, who commanded the King’s Regiment after 
Lientenant-Colonel Ogilvie was disabled, and to whose judicious and 
prompt execution of a flank movement, much merit and great advant- 
age have been ascribed, Captain Fawcett, of the 100th Regiment,

Since my last communication there has not anything of import- 
ance transpired on this frontier materially affecting us, On the 8th 
inst, a detachment under the command of General John Swift, (a 
volunteer,).and Lieut.-Colonel C. Hopkins, with about 70 men, sur- 
prised a party of the British who were procuring wood about half a 
mile from the fort, fired upon them, killed four of the enemy, lost one 
of their own men, and took eight prisoners, subsequent to which a 
large foree of the enemy was observed to be in motion, which induced 
our troops on that station to fall back 4 or 5 miles to a more defen- 
sible position. The affair ended here and all is quiet. 

Tn consideration of our feeble force, I have cautioned the com- 
mandant on that station against indulging too much in rash enter- 
prises until our reinforcements shall have arrived, which may be 
expected here in 7 or 8 days. I have ordered on to the arsenal 
at this place a sufficient supply of arms and ammunition for the 
forees now on this frontier and those expected to arrive, so that I 
flatter myself that within a few days I may be able to pronounce 
this frontier safe against any encroachments of the enemy. 
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Iregret to add that our loss in killed on the 30th ulto. proves to be 
greater than I had supposed. On repossessing the ground we found 
that our dead were yet unburied, ‘There have already been collected 
about 50 bodies and probably there are some yet undiscovered in the 
woods. The cannon were not removed by the enemy (except. the 
6-pounder), nor are they materially injured, ‘The enemy admit their 
loss in killed and wounded to be 800. 

P. S.—Messrs. Dixon, Edwards, Ross, Baldwin and Crooks, 
citizens of U. Canada, prisoners of war, have received permission 
from the Commissary of Prisoners to proceed to Canada, Their pass- 
ports were granted anterior to the late disturbances and changes on 
this frontier. [have detained them a few days until our reinforee- 
ments shall have got on, I shall be happy to learn Your Exeellency’s 
opinion whether they should be permitted to pass over at. this place. 
T do not myself perceive any serious objection to their being 
permitted to pass. General Dearborn will know the men.

PROCLAMATION. 


By His Excellency Sir George Prevost, Baronet, Commander of 
His Majesty's Forces in North America, &e., &c., &e. 
To the inhabitants of His Majesty’s Provinces in North 
America: 
A PROCLAMATION. 


‘The complete success which has attended His Majesty's arms on 
the Niagara Frontier having placed in onr possession the whole of 
the enemy’s posts on that line, it became a matter of imperious duty 
to retaliate on America the miseries which the unfortunate inhabi- 
tants of Newark had been made to suffer on the evacuation of Fort + 
George. 

‘Phe villages of Lewiston, Black Rock and Baffalo have accord- 
ingly been burned. 

‘At the same time that His Excellency the Commander of the 
Forces sincerely deprecates this mode of warfare, he trusts it will be 
sufficient to call the attention of every candid and impartial person, 
both amongst ourselves and the enemy, to the circumstances from 
which it has arisen to satisfy them that this departure from the 
established usages of war has originated with America herself, and 
that to her alone are justly chargeable all the awful and unhappy 
gonsequences which have hitherto flowed and are likely to result 
irom it. 
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It is not necessary to advert to the conduct of the troops 
employed on the American coast in conjunction with His Majesty's 
squadron under Admiral Sir John B. Warren; since they were neither 
within the command nor subject: to the control of His Excellency their 
acts cannot be ascribable to him, even if they wanted that justifica- 
tion which the circumstances that occasioned them so amply afford. 

It will be sufficient for the present purpose, and to mark the 
character of the war as carried on upon the frontiers of these Pro- 
vinees, to trace the line of conduct observed by His Excellency and 
the troops under his command since the commencement of hostilities, 
and to contrast it with that of the enemy. 

The first invasion of Upper Canada took place in July, 1812, 
when the American forces under Brigadier-General Hull erossed over 
and took possession of Sandwich, where they began to manifest a 
disposition so different from a magnanimous enemy, and which they 
have since invariably displayed, in marking out as objects of their 
resentment the loyal subjects of His Majesty and in dooming their 
property to plunder and conflagration 

Various instances of this kind occurred, both at Sandwich and 
in its neighborhood, at the very period when His Majesty’s standard 
was waving upon the fort of Michilimackinac and aifording prote 
tion to the persons and property of those who had submitted to 
Within a few weeks afterwards the British flag was also hoisted on 
the fortress of Detroit, which, together with the whole of the Miehi- 
gan territory, had surrendered to His Majesty's arms, 

Had not His Excelleney been actuated by sentiments far differ- 
ent from those which had influenced the American Government, and 
the persons employed by it, in the wanton acts of destruction of 
private property, committed during their short occupation of a part 
of Upper Canada, His Excellency could not have failed to have availed 
himself of the opportunity which the undisturbed possession of the 
whole of the Michigan Territory afforded him of amply retaliating 
for the devastating system which had been pursued at Sandwich and 
on the Thames. 

But strietly fi to the views and disposition of his 
own Government and to that liberal and magnanimous poliey which 
it had dictated, he chose rather to forbear an imitation of the enemy's 
example in the hope that such forbearance would be duly appreciated 
by the Government of the United States, and would produce a return 
tu the more civilized usages of war. 

‘Tle persons and property therefore of the inhabitants of Michi- 
gan Territory were respected and remained unmolested. 

In the winter of the following year, when the success which 
attended the daring and gallant enterprise against Ogdensburg, had 
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placed that populace and Aourishing village in our possession, the 
Tonerosity of the British character was again conspiuous in the seru- 
Salous preservation of every article which could be considered as 
private. property, such public buildings only being destroyed as

evacuation of that fortress, under various pretences, burned and 
destroyed the farm houses and buildings of many of the respectable 
and peaceable inhabitants of the neighborhood. But the full measure 
of this species of barbarity remained to be completed when all its 
horrors might be more fully and keenly felt by those who were to 
become the wretched vietims of it, 

It will be hardly eredited by those who shall hereafter read it 
in the page of history, that in the enlightened era of the 19th century 
and in the inclemency’of a Canadian winter, the troops of a nation 
calling itself civilized and Christian, had wantonly and without the 
shadow of a pretext, forced 400 helpless women and children to quit 
their dwellings and to be mournful spectators of the conflagration and 
total destruction of all that belonged to them, 

Yet such was the fate of Newark on the 10th of December, a 
day which the inhabitants of Upper Canada can never forget, and 
the recollection of which cannot but nerve their arms when again 
opposed to their vindictive foe. On the night of that day the Ameri- 
can troops under Brigadier General McClure, being about to evacuate 
Fort George, which they could no longer retain, by an act of inhuman- 
ity, disgraceful to themselves and to the nation to which they belong, 
set fire to upwards of 150 houses, composing the beautiful village of 
Newark, and burned them to the ground, leaving without, covering 
or shelter those “innocent, unfortunate and distressed inhabitants" 
whom that officer by his proclamation had previously engaged to 
protec 

His Excellency would have ill considered the honor of his 
country and the justice due to His Majesty's injured and insulted 
subjects, had he permitted an act of such needless cruelty to pass 
unpunished, or had he failed to visit, whenever the opportunity 
arrived, upon the inhabitants of the neighboring American frontier 
the calumities thus inflicted upon those of our own, 

The opportunity has occurred, and a full measure of retaliation 
has taken place, such as, it is hoped, will teach the enemy to respeet 
in future the laws of war, and recall him toa sense of what is due 
to himself as well as to us 

In the further prosecution of the contest, to which such an 
extraordinary character has been given, His Excellency must be 
guided by the course of conduct which the enemy shall hereafter 
pursue, Lamenting, as His Excellency does, the necessity imposed 
upon him of retaliating upon the subjects of America the miseries 
inflicted upon the inhabitants of Newark, it is not his intention to 
pursue further a system of warfare so revolting to his own feelings 
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and 9 little congenial to the British character unless the future 
measures of the enemy should compel him again to resort to it. 

"To those possessions of the enemy along the whole line of 
the frontier which have hitherto remained undisturbed, and which 
ine now within His Exeelleney’s reach and at the merey of the 
Hoops under his command, His Excellency has determined to extend 
the same forbearance and the same freedom from rapine and plunder 
which they have hitherto experienced, and from this determination 
the fature conduct of the American Government shall alone induce 
His Excellency to depart. 

‘The inhabitants of these Provinces will in the meantime be 
prepared to resist with firmness and with courage, whatever atvempts 
prePissontment of the enemy, arising from their disgrace and their 
merited sufferings, may lead them to make, well assared that they 
Will be powerfully assisted at all points by the troops under His 
Excellegey’s eomimand, and that prompt and signal vengeance wil 
bo taken for every fresh departure of the enemy from that system of

We have every probable reason to expect, and I have not the 
east doubt of an attack here during the winter, Report says that 
the enemy are making every necessary preparation for that purpose 
at Kingston, A short time since several detached companies of troops, 
ainounting to about 800 men, were marched from this place to French 
Mills, leaving this place nearly destitute of troops. ‘There remains 
at the Harbor only about 700 or so of Harrison’s men. Our fleet is 
moored to the best advantage, but at the best they can only operate 
as batteries.” 
‘Another letter states that Mr. Eckford w: 
400 ship carpenters at work, and that all the forces we 
cutting and drawing timber and erecting blockhouses. 
‘Emmodore Chauneey is proceeding from Washington to 
Saekett's Harbor.

I received yours of the 11th, enclosing a long looked for return 
of your troop, which I regret to find continue so weak. Provided 
you station two of your men at the 12, the communication will be 
complete, and stands as follows: Henry's, Pettit’s, (chureh at the 
40,) Stoney Creek, Beasley's, and Price's, across the ereek—at the 
two former are civilians, and the three latter are carried by your and 
Coleman's men, Kilute (Canute ?) was so ill provided in necessaries 
and not having a saddle, I gave him a pass to join his headquarter 
and Kerr will proceed on the same route to-morrow, his activity on 
the public service having drawn upon him the ill-will of several 
disaffected characters on the mountain. From what has already 
passed, I don't like to expose him to further risk, he having been 
beat severely a few evenings since by n gang of ruffians. Deacon 
will remain across the creek at Price's, and is the only remaining 
man of your troop on this side the 12. Do recollect to have two 
stationed there, for a sad delay is often reported in consequence of 
there being no person there to forward the bag. 

T have so far recovered from my late fall as to begin to think of 
returning to the Niagara Frontier, —I will either eall or send to your 
father's house when I arrive at the 12. Tam well aware that when 
your men are not within a few hours’ ride of a post a difficulty ‘may 
arise respecting rations, as it is not likely civilians will furnish them 
for so small a sum as sixpence each, ‘To obviate this inconvenience I 
keep your men at the points contiguous to the ensuing posts, from 
whence they ean draw rations, and their horses have been shod at the 
government forge. 

T saw Ingersoll a few days since, on his way down with the

Dear Sin— 

Your note of the 10th came to hand yesterday, enclosing a letter 
addressed to Messrs. Gerrard, Youmans & Co. which, with great 
pleasure, Ishall put in the way of being forwarded by the first 
express, I most cordially congratulate with you on the fortunate 
result of our operations on the Niagara frontier, and I trust that not 
only for the general quiet, but more particularly for that of the 
inhabitants of the Niagara District, who have already experienced 
their share of distress and tribulation the enemy will not find it 
either practicable or convenient to bring another army on that 
frontier. In the navy department here the greatest exertion is 
making, and little doubt can be entertained of the superiority which 
that exertion must ensure on the lake next sammer. I have heard 
Captain O’Conor, the Commissioner, say that both the vessels will be 
ready for launching before the ice will be out of the harbor. One of 
them will be much larger than any frigate in the British navy. It 
will be found necessary to earry sixty heavy guns, and the other will 
carry forty-four. I have been over at the yard yesterday myself to 
see them, and the progress made in last week is truly astonishing. I 
cannot but think that they will be nearly finished in the course of 
the ensuing month. There are no less than fifteen hundred men 
einployed in the yard, five hundred of whom are carpenters and 
artificers. At Sackett’s Harbor it is said two 36's are on the stocks. 
The guns for our ships are coming up in brigades of six each, the 
first of which has just now arrived here. Until last night, d 
which we had a fall of two or three inches of snow, the roads were 
quite bare and I have been told that they were not much better 
between this and Montreal. I hope, however, that the fall last night 
has been general, We have been in the hourly expectation this day 
or two past of the arrival of General Drummond. Of when or where 
parliament meets, I have not as yet had the least intimation. Although 
it would cause me no small journey, yet I would rather it would 
meet at York than her

T have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the Sth instant, transmitting a communication from Col. Chapin of 
the United States army, and in reply thereto have to acquaint Your 
Exeellency that considering the circumstances ander which that 
officer was captured, as reported to me by Gen, Riall on my arrival 
at Buffalo, I conceive that his detention as a prisoner of war was 
fully justifiable. 

Yt appears that he was not only extremely active during the 
action at Black Rock on the morning of the 30th December, but 
afterwards retreated with the American army to Buffalo, where T 
understand he assumed command of the force that remained there, 
and having taken a commanding position in front of the town, con- 
siderably annoyed our troops with round and grape shot, from a 
six-pounder, whilst they were advancing; and I have been informed 
it was not until he found that his exertions to arrest their progress 
wore without effect that he came out of Buffalo as a self-constituted 
flag of truce, at a time when our forees were in full pursuit of the 
‘Awerican army. It was not until some time after Buffalo had been 
taken possession of that, Major-General Riall having mentioned to 
me that he had ordered Col. Chapin to remain in arrest at his own 
house until he was made acquainted with my intentions with regard 
tohita, that T directed the Major-General to send him across the water 
in charge of an officer, considering him a prisoner of war.

‘The distressing scenes exhibited on the Niagara frontier last fall 
and winter having excited many painful reflections and anxious 
inquiries for the eauses which led to those disgraceful disasters, have 
induced me to lay before the public some of the most conspicuous 
actors of those base exploits. 

While the American regular forees continued at Fort George 
nothing occurred to affect our security till that strange phenomenon, 
George McClure, appeared, He, with much pomp and parade, how- 
ever, kept out of harm's way by riding up and down upon the east 
side of the streights of Niagara till T bad, with a small body of 
Volunteers, militia and Indians, routed the enemy from his encamp- 
iment at the Four Mile Creek. ‘Then this mighty man crossed the 
river with all the wind of a Hull or a Smyth (aided by the foetid 
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breath of a J.C. Spencer,) who burst forth with terror and rage upon 
the defenceless inhabitants of Canada, These terrible heroes, how- 
ever, very eautiously avoided any engagement with theenemy. They 
conceived it sufficient for them to war with women and children ; to 
lay waste their dwellings, “to burn up the d—4d raseals” was 
their favorite motto. 

‘Their march from the Beaver Dam to Queenston will be long 
remembered by the distressed vietims of that mareh. Property of 
almost every description was plundered and buildings burned under 
his own eye. This, however, was a mere prelude to the tragedy he 
was destined to enact. 

The ill-fated town of Newark was burnt, under his orders, the 
night of the 10th of December, 1813. Here was exhibited a’ scene 
of distress which language would be inadequate to describe. Women 
and children were turned out of doors in a cold and stormy night ; 
the cries of infants, the deerepitude of age, the debility of sickness, 
had no impression on this monster in human shape; they were 
consigned to that house wise canopy was the heavens and whose 
walls were as boundless as the wide world. In the destruction of 
this town he was aided by the miost active exertions of Joseph 
Wileox, who had for a number of years resided in this pleasant 
village and had been patronized far beyond his merits; and at that 
time, when it became his duty as a man of justice and as a subject of 
His Majesty, whose government he had sworn to protect and defend, 
he, like a cowardly syeophant, deserted the cause of his country 
and actually led a banditti through the town, setting fire to his 
neighbors’ dwellings and cursing every American—applying the 
epithet of tory to everyone who disapproved of this act of barbarity. 
Tt will be retiembered that this town was burned when the British 
forces were not in any considerable force within a distance of 
thirty miles. 

The General next selected the American side of the river for the 
theatre of operations. He took up his quarters at Buffalo. A. small 
foree of about two hundred regulars was called from Canandaigua, 
which we should have supposed ought to have been sent to the 
protection of Fort Niagara, as that place was menaced by the enemy. 
Instead of this the General ordered them to remain at Buffalo. Fort 
Niagara was taken on the morning of the 19th of December, 1813. 
‘Phe day previous the General was informed by a citizen who had 
made his eseape from Canada, that an attack would be made on Fort 
Niagara at the time it. was made, Here then is something very 
remarkable in the conduet of General McClure : instead of despatch 
ing an express with this very important intelligenee he omitted it, 
if not altogether, until it was too late for the express to get there. 
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‘As soon as the eapture of that fort was known at Buffalo, the 
General removed himself and men from Buffalo to Cold Springs, a 
erence of two miles. ‘This movement appeared to be made that 
oeedoubtable General should have time to retreat without hearing 
te Whistle of British balls, which, by-the-bye we suppose would have 
Teen very unpleasant to the General's organs of hearing, as he was 
totally unused to such sounds. Here he remained for a few day: 
but finding from intelligence which he received from Canada that 
the enemy were preparing to attack Buffalo, he took up his Tine, of 
ve ch to Batavia, a distance of forty miles, no doubt conceiving that 
2 place of greater safety, as there he could not hear the report of the 
Gremy’s guns. From Batavia I was told he made good his retreat to 
Tae eet Rome in Steuben County, having covered himself and his 
asotiates with laurels of disgrace. As to his assertion that he was 
fred upon by men who he said were under my command, I believe it 
pesve Uuterly false, ‘The inhabitants of Buffalo all felt deeply inter- 
eed in the protection of that place, apprehending full well the 
gonsequences of an invasion of it by an enemy whose character had 
Toon darked by acts of outrage and eruelty, and who was now stim. 
vietod to the most desperate ineasures of retaliation by the conduct of 
MeClure in the burning of Newark. ‘They repeatedly requested him 
toafford them the necessary protection. ‘The ruins of the Niagara 
frontier, the tears of the widows and the eries of orphan children, 
Mull testify to his cowardice and villany. As it regards myself and 
See eemmand I held in the army while it was under General 
McClure, T think proper to state the prineipal reason that induced 
ine to resign, after having been repeatedly exposed to much danger 
by his orders, especially when he ordered me to Forty Mile Creek 
22 Upper Canada, and while T remained there under his orders, 
‘ith Fabout forty men, he said in presence of Mr. Curtiss, whose 
Miidavit 1 procured, " that he regretted that I had not been taken by 
the enemy ‘that he wished I had been and that he hoped the damned 
tne el would be.” Now the public will observe that I was acting 
veeter the orders of Gen. McClure and had taken a commanding 
position at that plage. He ordered Col, Hopking to, command 
Posten in reat of me, who were twelve miles from that 
place, T'was ordered to remain at the Forty Mile Creslt 
peal T was reinforced, but, contrary to the assurances which 
McClure gave me, Colonel Hopkins was ordered to remain twelve 
iniles in rear of me. Should any person concerned reply to these 
Sbservations further facts will be developed; meanwhile the public 
fire requested to peruse the subjoined documents.

‘This deponent believes that he again 
drank of his sling, lay down on the floor and went to sleep. “He 
continued to sleep until nearly or quite daylight when he awoke, 
drank the remainder of his brandy sling, mounted his horse and 
started for the Eleven Mile Creek after his men. And this deponent 
further saith that the said Riddle did not return from the Eleven 
Mile Creck with the regulars on the morning of the 30th of Decem- 
ber till after the British bad entered Buifalo village.

Major General Wilkinson to the Secretary of War. 


Warenrorp, Sunday evening, January 16th, 1814, 


sm— 

I left Chateaugnay the 10th and arrived here this morning, 
having been detained a day and a half at. Plattsburg ; on my route I 
fell in with Mr. Anderson, the contractor, whose prospects for a 
supply of flour from the borders of Lake Champlain and this quarter 
of the country are so faint that we must, until the opening of spring, 
depend for that article on the western parts of this state, not only 
for the posts of French Mills and Chateauguay, but T fear in some 
measure for that of Plattsburg also. Our distance from the settle~ 
ments of Black River, the Oswego and Mohawk, to which we are to 
look for support, combined with other causes depending on the 
season, leave us no expectations of being able to accumulate such 
magazines as inay justify our taking post within the territory of the 
enemy as heretofore proposed ; indeed my personal observations and 
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enquiries made on the road I have travelled, and reports just received 
by General Swartwout from the westward, justify the apprehension 
that we shall be barely able to subsist the troops from day to day 

In this situation, instead of advaneing on the enemy we are in 
danger of being compelled to retrograde for want of subsistence, and 
as it would almost destroy the troops to erect second cantonments at 
this inclement season, with the approbation of government I will 
endeavor to find quarters for them in Preseott and Kingston, which 
T consider _practieable to a corps of hardihood and resolution aided 
by the facility of movement to be derived from sleds. 

Charge me not with caprice for thus suddenly varying my plan 
of operations, since it is caused by posterior information, which pre- 
sents an insuperable obstacle to the exeeution of the project submitted 
in my despatch of the 7th instant. The object now presented had 
not eseaped my mind, but it was opposed by my repugnance to give 
ground to the enemy and to sacrifice our boats, the infullible conse- 
quence of its execution, Reduce Prescott and Kingston and the 
oceupaney and maintenance of these posts would be secured by our 
proximity to our own resources and our distance from those of the 
enemy. 

You are sensible that I dare not enter upon this expedition 
without permission, and also that the lapse of the season renders 
a prompt decision necessary on the part of the executive. I shall 
therefore expect your answer as soon as may be convenient, and 
in the meantime will put the troops in the best condition for the 
enterprise my means may permit. 

Should the President sanction the plan now proposed, I shall 
remove the sick, the convalescent and every article of useless bageage, 
together with the artillery and munitions of war for which I shall 
have no oceasion, to Plattsburg; shall destroy our boats and break 
up our cantonments at the French Mills and Chateaguay ; and whilst 
T keep the enemy in expectation that these precautions are prepara- 
tory to the attack of their posts and cantonments in my I 
shall detach a thousand selected men to steal a ma 
Preseott by surprise or storm, whither I shall follow that detachment 
with the main body a few hours after it marches, and having every- 
thing in readiness for the movement, by its rapidity and the feints of 
some light parties, I shall prevent the enemy from penetrating my 
real design until I have gained iy first point 

Examining the abstract of our forces, which accompanies this 
letter, you will perceive a very considerable part of it reported sick 
in quarters, but of these we are to calculate on three-quarters being 
competent to any stationary service with arms, and amongst them

"The blow which I desire to give warrants great sufferings, much 
hardship and continual hazard, because, if successful, we shall destroy 
the squadron of the enemy at Kingston, kill and capture eventually 
four thousand of his best troops, recover what we have lost, save 
much blood and treasure to the nation, and conquer a province, 

T anticipate the difficulties in my ‘way, and know that, disease, 
tempests and snow storms may forbid the attempt and bafile all my 
hopes, but I remember what General Montgomery accomplished under 
eireutastances more unfavorable, and we may reasonably expect the 
clements will not always be unpropitious.

Dear GENERaL.— 

‘The ‘disagreeable news from below causes me to have great 
anxiety for the vessels in Put-in-Bay. I proceeded a few days ago 
to Portage in order to eross to see their situation ; the ice prevented 
ine going by water and was not strong enough to bear. Thave, how: 
tver, been relieved by a visit from Lieutenant Champlin and Doctor 
astman of the navy, who came up the night before last and returned 
yesterday ; they caine over on the ice though it was very thin in 
Places. ‘The lieutenant informs me that he has ten seamen and forty 
Pidiers and has his vessels and guns so prepared that in case of an 
attuck he can bring about forty to bear from on board and a small 
plockhouse on a rocky point of land near the vessels. I shall by his 
request and my own opinion of the necessity of the measure send a 
reinforeement of about thirty of the regulars from Seneca as soon as 
the ice is strong enough to bear them. At the fort at Portage I have 
about one hundred militia, which may render them some assistance 
if necessary. My troops are very much seattered, and I believe every 
post is in a tolerable state of defence, ‘The troops have had immense 
atigne since they have been out. ‘They are now more healthy and 
seem in better spirits since two months’ pay has come on, though 
nothing will induce them to continue more than their term of service, 
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which expires the last of next month. Majors Vance and Meck 
arrived three days ago from Detroit, and have an exalted opinion of 
the vigilance and arrangements of Colonel Butler. The officers, 
Captains Holmes and Hill, commanding Malden and Sandwich, have 
put themselves in the best possible state of defence. A detachment 
under the command of Major Smiley has gone up the River Thames. 
The militia at Detroit are discontented, some sick, some dead, &e. I 
have been between hawk and buzzard as to supplies—the commissary 
and contractor—and I fear that with all the exertions that can be made 
some of the posts must suffer; at Meigs no flour, and two or three 
other posts in nearly the same situation. I called on the contractors 
and urged the necessity of immediate supplies, but I cannot rely on 
their promises. ‘The want of forage has destroyed nearly all the trans- 
port on this line. Ihave urged Captain Gardner to supply the agent of 
that department at this place with funds for that purpose, but to no 
effect. I have lately been very unwell, but have recovered except a 
lame ankle. As it 1s uncertain when this will meet you, I shall not 
give a detailed account until I know where you are, and will then 
write more fully and send you a report of the troops under my 
command. 

P. S.—Six o'clock p.m. An express from Erie have just arrived 
here, a naval officer with a letter from General Cass and a request 
from Captain Elliott for a reinforcement for Put-in-Bay of two 
hundred men. Ihave ordered Lieutenant McFarland froin Seneca 
with all his effective regulars, about thirty able to march, being all 
the disposable force I have, except a small command at Portage ereet- 
ing a fortification there, from which I will detach a part, though the 
whole cannot make more than a third of the number required, From 
information there is not the least doubt but an attempt will be made 
to take or destroy the vessels. Itis the opinion of Lieutenant Packet 
and General Cass also. Will it not be proper to send on some regular 
troops or militia from the interior without delay ?

Yours of the Ith inst., enclosed in a letter of Lt, Elliott of the 
14th, was received on the 17th at evening. Tam happy to learn that 
you are on your guard against supposed movements of the enemy 
Yhreatening Erie and the fleet stationed in that harbor, and at the 
same time regret that it will not be in my, power to lend you any 
material aid in the event of an attack. The forees under my com 
mand are small and barely sufficient for covering the frontier and 
quieting the apprehensions of the inhabitants. Large detachments 
gid those frequent have been made from my division, and the militia 
in this quarter are now exceedingly harassed with duty. I shall take 
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care to apprise you by express of any information that may be in 
my possession rélative to the enemy's movements which may be 
material for you to know. As at present advised, 1 think there is 
some reason to apprehend an attack on your post should the ice 
become sufficiently strong and your post not be strongly guarded 

I presume you have through your Executive or directly co 
municated to the Sec'y at War your situation, and that thereby the 
Government are possessed of a knowledge of the critical situation in 
which you are placed. It would give me great pleasure to have such 
a force under my command as would enable me to co-operate with 
you in the meditated plan of defence and attack, without at the same 
time exposing the frontier to further devastation. 

I beg you will show this to Lieut. Elliott, who will see in it an 
answer to his communication, and that you will at the same time 
assure him of my respect and esteem.

supply of that indispensably necessary article, fuel, into that place 

A party that was sent out on the morning of the 9th to cut 
wood, under protection of a sergeant’s covering party, was attacked 
by a body of the enemy, reported to consist of about 150 men, and 
driven in, ‘The sergeant was severely wounded and nine men of the 
working party, it is supposed, taken prisoners, for no account was 
received of them so long after as the following night. It appears 
very extraordinary that any individuals of so small a fatigue party 
should not have been able to effect their escape, and particularly as 
it appears they were not furnished with arms to assist the covering 
party in repelling the attack or in effecting a slow and cautious 
retreat, I shall take care that proper orders be issued on this head 
to guard against future accidents of a similar nature, 

Major General Riall also states to me that the troop of Provincial 
Dragoons commanded by Captain Merritt have become extremely 
unserviceable from the wretched state of their horses, and that the 
most effective means of getting them in order for service in the 
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coming spring would be by the appointment of an Inspecting Field 
Officer of Provineial Cavalry from the line and of known experience 
to visit their several posts frequently and issue such instructions as 
would ensure a certain if not speedy amendment in so useful a body. 
If the line of expresses could also be included in this officer's duty it 
would prove, I conceive, a matter of much benefit. For although he

In reply to Your Excellency’s letter of the 2d inst., marked 
private, I beg to assure you that T have lost no time in giving ample 
Instruction relative to the supply of troops and provisions to be for- 
warded to Michilimackinac by Lakes Simeoe and Huron, as also with 
regard to the building of gunboats at Penetanguishene Bay for their 
conveyance thither: 

In fact I had, prior to the receipt of Your Excellency’s letter, 
ordered two of the latter description of boat to be constructed at that 
place for the transport of the provisions and stores for some time 
Since deposited at Machedash, and also for 100 bbls. of flour and 50 
of pork, which I had ordered, in addition, before I left York. 

T found it totally impracticable to push the troops of the Right 
Division beyond Buffalo, and fortunately Idid not even attempt itr 
for with every exertion I had only sufficient time to repass them 
across the river previous to it being blocked up with ice. With 
regard to Sackett’s Harbor any information I have received from 
thence has been so unsatisfactory that I cannot form any just opinion 
of the practicability of any attempt upon it at present, but Your 
Excellency may rest assured that I will not lose sight of any favor- 
able opportunity that may offer of aiming a heavy stroke at so vital 
a spot of the enemy's resourees in this neighborhood, Your Excel- 
eney is at the same time well aware of the inadequacy of the force 
Tean command in this vicinity for an operation of any magnitude.

Nothing important has occurred since I last wrote you. Our 
scouting parties from the camp near Lewiston occasionally approach 
within musket shot of Fort Niagara. It is ascertained the enemy 
keep no guards without the fort. ‘The garrison, from the best infor- 
mation that ean be obtained, consists of 250 or three hundred men 
commanded by Colonel Young of the Sth Regiment. ‘There has been 
but little appearance of foree seen of late opposite Black Rock and 
Buffalo. ‘The whole foree of the enemy, from information recently 
received, and their disposition were as follows :— 

Say, 200 at Burlington Heights—Major Glegg. 

300 at Ft. Niagara~—Colonel Young. 

300 at Queenston Heights—Col, Hamilton. 

1,200 from Chippawa to Erie. 

300 or 400 Indians of the Six Nations 

800 or 1,000 Indians commanded by Colonels Elliott a 
Claus; the whole said to be under the command of Major 
General Riall. 

There are no militia now in service on the British side of the 
Niagara River, according to late accounts from that side. 

It is reported that Lieut. General Drummond has gone to Lower 
Canada, accompanied by Colonel Murray, who commanded at the 
capture of Fort Niagara and received a wound in the wrist. Ihave 
recently received letters from Major General Mead of Meadville and 
Captain Elliott commanding the navy at Erie, stating the apprehen- 
sion of an attack at the latter place as soon as the ice becomes suffi- 
ciently strong to pass over, which generally happens by the 10th of 
February. ‘They have requested me to co-operate with them by 
stationing a force at Chautauqua. In answer I was obliged to state 
that my force on this station will be small and barely sufficient to 
guard the frontier and quiet the fears of the inhabitants. My force 
may be caleulated as follows — 

Ist detachment of 1,000, at most 600. 

2d detachment of 1,900, say 1,000, possibly 1,200, making at 
most 1,800 men, 

This foree will be stationed at Williamsville and near Lewiston, 
and nearly equally divided. ‘There are about 150 regulars, (such as 
they are,) on this frontier without officers, except a Lieutenant 
Riddle, who, Lam informed by himself, is ordered to superintend the 
reeruiting service at this place, But Major Maleomb arrived this 
evening With orders from General Wilkinson for those troops to join 
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their several regiments at French Mills, &. ‘The second detachment 

of militia is coming in daily, and as fast as they can be organized are 

marched to Williamsville and the cantonment near Lewiston.

Agreeably to Your Excellency’s orders, I left this city on the 4th 
inst. and proceeded with all possible despatch to the Niagara Fron- 
tier. On my arrival at Bloomfield in the County of Ontario, I met 
Gen. Hall, who was on the point of returning to Batavia to collect 
the troops who had been detached, under Your Exeelleney’s order of 
the 26th November, which amounted to one thousand, which he had 
ordered out on authority subsequently given him, 

On my arrival at Batavia I found that the inhabitants of that 
place and the country west as far as Buffalo on the main road had, 
on receiving information of the landing of the enemy, fled and left 
their homes, but were generally returning. I proceeded to Buffalo 
and found that flourishing village totally destroyed, ‘The only build- 
ings remaining in it are the gaol, which is built of stone, a small frame 

muse, and an armourer’s shop. All the houses east of Buffalo on the 
Batavia road for two miles, excepting log houses, are also destroyed, 
and almost every building between Buffalo and Niagara along the 
river had, I was informed, shared the same fate. 

The enemy had with him at Black Rock and Buffalo a number 
3 of Indians, (the general opinion in that country is about two hun- 
{ dred,) who pursued their accustomed mode of horrid warfare, by 
# 
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tomahawking, scalping, and otherwise mutilating those who’ fell 
into their hands. Among the victims of their savage barbarity was 
a Mrs. Lovejoy of Buffalo, who was tomahawked and afterwards 
burnt in her own house, ‘The conduet of these savages has struck 
the minds of the people on the Niagara frontier with such horror as 
to make it absolutely necessary that a more efficient force than 
ordinary militia of the country” be employed for its protection, to 
prevent its becoming entirely’ depopulated. 

There was, when I left Batavia, between five and six hundred 
) militia at Williamsville and its vicinity, under command of General 
Hopkins, and about the same number on the Ridge Road, near the 
arsenal, under the command of Col. Hopkins. It was the intention 
of Gen, Hall, who was at Batavia, to make up the number at each 
of these stations to one thousand men, ‘There was also at Batavie. 
about one hundred regulars under the command of Major Riddle, 
who had received orders to march to Williamsville. 

As the enemy had recrossed into Canada, leaving no part of 
his foree in our territory except the garrison at Fort Niagara, I did 
not think it necessary “for me to remain in the country, or to 
exercise the plenary powers with which you were pleased to invest 
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me, especially as the authority given to Gen. Hall appeared to 
me to be amply sufficient to enable him to give a temporary 
protection to that frontier. I am decidedly of opinion, however, that 
ys absolutely necessary that a foree of a more permanent substantial 
nature should be provided with as little delay as possible.

Your Excellency’s letter of the 17th ultimo, directing me to givemy 
opinion of the practicability of an attempt being made for the destruc 
tion of the enemy’s vessels and craft on Lake Erie, Ihave the honor to 
equaint you that I have had, since my return to Kingston, frequent 
communivations with Commodore Sir James Yeo and with Colonel 
Nichol, Quartermaster General of Militia, whose local knowledge 
renders him competent to afford the most correct information on this 
important subject. 

‘The security of the right flank of the army and the presevation 
of the intercourse with and influence over the Western Indians being 
objects of the very first importance, it is proposed to undertake an 
expedition against Detroit and the enemy's vessels in that quarter as 
the only means by which these ends ean’be obtained. 

In making arrangements for the service due regard must be 
had to the immediate security of the Niagara frontier, the force 
which the enemy has at Detroit, and the means necessary to transport 
and provision the force which it may be thought necessary to employ. 

From the destruction of the enemy's boats and eraft on the Niag- 
ara, no apprehension of an attack need be entertained on any part of 
that line below Fort Erie, and a very small foree will suffice to pre- 
vent their crossing on the ice. By blocking up the roads leading from 
Sugar Loaf and from Haun’s, all'the routes except that immediately 
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on the bank of the river, will be closed, and therefore our line of 
defence will be shortened and greatly strengthened. Under these 
circumstances, I should consider twelve hundred men as amply suffi- 
cient for the defence of this line, which will leave a sufficient number 
for performing the other serviee. 

Lam not correctly informed as to the strength of the enemy at 
Detroit, but, from the information I have received, it cannot be very ; 
great, aud L understand it is not in their power to subsist a very 
large force in that country, it having been greatly exhausted during 
the last campaign, and the enemy having no other resource but to 
bring their provisions from the State of Ohio on pack horses and in 
waggons, which is a most tedious, expensive and diffienlt mode of 
supply. I should not, under the circumstances just mentioned, esti 
mate the force of the enemy at more than six hundred effective men. 

Of these I suppose four hundred to be in garrison at Detroit, the 
remainder at Amherstburg, Sandwich and other outposts. 

‘The foree I should propose for this serviee would be :—

The next consideration is the moving and provisioning this force, 
which, from the state of the country, must be marched in separate | 
columns and probably by the following routes : 
Light Infantry and part of the militia, by the Talbot Road. 
100th Regiment, &e., and guns, through Oxford. Indians, from 
Point aux Pins to Point Pelee, followed by light infantry and part of 
the militia through the woods, 
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A road at this season of the year, the ground being frozen, may 
be made with facility through the woods from the Thames to An 
herstburg, without going round, and by moving by this last mentioned 
route to the new settlements on the lake, with the aid of the militia 
of that country, all communications with the islands will be prevented 
and Amherstburg will immediately be secured with such resources a3 
the surrounding country ean supply, while the rapid advance of the 
troops by the Thames will prevent the enemy from detaching, either 
to support Amherstburg or to reinforee their post at the islands 

Jn some instances it will be necessary for the troops to sleep out, 
but, being sheltered by the woods and with lange fires, it is hoped 
they will not suffer much. 

‘The troops should be provided with bill-hooks or light hatchets, 
and the militia with each @ good axe, exclusive of his musquet or 
rifle, and the whole to be supplied with creepers 

The provisions necessary to subsist this foree may be calculated 
at 2,500 rations per diem, weighing, including contingencies, two and 
a half pounds each, or 6,250 Ibs. A sleigh may be ealeulated to carry 
(1,000 Ibs.) one thousand pounds weight, so that for 21 days’ provi. 
sions 182 sleighs would be requisite, It is, however, proposed to take 
300 sleighs, as in moving the troops forward they might (as it is 
called) ride and tie, that is, suppose a column of 500 men on. the 
march, 250 might make 12 or 15 miles without, halting, while the 
other 250 went on in sleighs. After the end of this march, the party 
insleighs, having refreshed themselves, would proceed on foot, leaving 
the sleighs for the party in rear, who would get into them and overs 
take the party in advance in the evening, by which means they might 
proceed thirty miles per day. 

To procure the necessary number of sleighs, active young officers 
from the militia should be selected, viz: one in each township, who 
would procure even twice the number if wanted. 

On arriving at Amherstburg the movements of the troops would 
altogether depend on the information received. But I should think 
that the eapture of Detroit would be indispensable, previous to any 
attack upon the vessels, unless they were in Detroit river, as wore 
Detroit left in the enemy's possession the vessels at the islands 
could not be maintained without running a very great risque. 

The river Detroit during the winter may be crossed in several 
Places, though seldom immediately opposite the town, And in Lake 
St. Clair and at Bar Point, below Amherstburg, it may be crossed in 
most seasons as late as the middle of March, 

The distance from Amherstburg to Put-in-Bay, where two of 
the enemy's vessels are said to be, is about forty miles, all the way on 
the ice, 
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Should the expedition be determined upon, the sooner it is 
undertaken the better, as the enemy will doubtless make great exer- 
tions to reinforee and provision Detroit¢which delay on our part will 
fectly enable them to effect. 

‘much bisenit as possible should immediately be baked, on 
which subject I have called the attention of the commissariat at Niag- 
ara and York. 

T need scarcely observe to Your Excellency the necessity of the 
commissatiat being furnished with four or five thousand pounds in 
specie and small bills for this occasion 

‘Should this proposed outline of operations meet Your Excel- 
lency’s view, I shall lose no time in putting matters in train for earry- 
ng them into execution, altho’ the state of the roads through the 
Want of snow, from the Bay of Quinte upwards, renders any move- 
ment of such @ nature at present totally impracticable. 

Tam aware there are several minor arrangements to be 
wade, but which easily can be, provided the general plan be 
approved of, 

T propose moving with this expedition myself, and Commodore 
Sir Jadhos Yeo has expressed his intention to accompany me. I shall 
be most happy to avail myself of his services if it meets Your Exeel- 
lency’s approbation.

Sin— 
Thave to report to Your Excelleney my arrival here yesterday. 
Twas detained some days at Kingston, waiting the arrival of Gen'l 
Drummond, as Twas apprehensive of passing him on the road. 1 
have made every inquiry sinee I have been here, respecting the prac- 
tieability of building four gunboats in Penetanguishene harbor on Lake 
Huron, for the purpose of communicating from thence to the island 
of Michilimackinae as early as the opening of navigation will permit. 
The total want of resources in this part of the country renders any 
public undertaking extremely difficult and uncertain, Ihave seen 
the only person that could be competent for this sorvice (Mr. Dennis, 
late master-builder at Kingston.) He is at present unemployed, but 
from the conversation I have had with hii he is unwilling to engage 
in this business owing to the impossibillty of procuring workmen 
here for the purpose. Captain Barclay, whom T have seen on this 
subject, very strongly recommends a ‘Mr. Bell, who was master- 
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builder at Amherstburg, He is now at Kingston and I have written 
to Gen’l Drummond to endeavour to engage him for this service, and 
to procure 12 shipwrights to accompany him. I have stated fully all 
that will be necessary, and I still hope that this business may be 
accomplished, 

‘The total want of artificers and Inborers of every deseription has 
retarded the progress of all the public works here, and unless some 
efficient means are taken to procure men nothing effectual can be 
done towards the defence of the place. Kitson has exerted himself 
to the utmost, but personal exertion is of no use without assistance, 
Only 13 carpenters are now employed, whereas four times the num- 
ber are required, ‘The want of snow has also retarded the supply of 
materials being brought, but the roads are now more practicable and I 
have directed requisitions to be made for all that is necessary 

Mr. Crookshank, the commissary, is now at Lake Si 
T understand, he is gone to make arrangement for the building of five 
bateaux, to convey provisions that were left on the communication 
to be sent to Michilimackinac. 

I proceed this day towards Niagara, and will make every 
arrangement in my power, on my arrival there, for the security of 
that frontier, but Iam informed the want of workmen is fully as 
severely felt as in this place, and in some instances worse, but I’ will 
do the best that ean be devised for the public service.

Lt.-Col. Jno, Harris will proceed to Hardserabble, to the eanton- 
ment now occupied by the troops under the command of Col. Swift, 
and take charge of the detachment to the command of which he was 
assigned by Division Orders of the 8th inst, marched and marching 
to their station, ‘The troops under the command of Lt.-Col. Harris 
will be quartered in as compact a manner as the nature of the ground 
and the present barracks will admit, and Col. Harris will make the 
proper provision for quarters by building huts as soon as may be 
Lt.-Col. Harris, being on the exterior post, will be vigilant in provid- 
ing against surprise, by sending patrols to Lewiston, by keeping a 
picquet at Hustler's and such other place and places as his discretion 
shall direct, and by causing patrols to Schlosser, Manchester, and as 
near the enemy as he may deem practicable. The strictest. attention 
will be paid to the comfort and convenience of the men, to the pre- 
servation of their arms, &. No parties will be allowed to sally ont 
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or Stroll from the eamp, nor will any scouts be suffered but by the 
particular order of the commanding office. ‘The commanding officers 
of the companies will be held responsible for the safe-keeping of the 
arms, accoutrements and ammunition, and see that no waste be com- 
mitted. Morning reports will be required. Some house in the rear 
will be assigned as a hospital and particular attention paid to the 
sick. ‘The commanding officer will pay attention to provision returns 
and see that they correspond with morning reports. 

From the talents and experience of Col. Harris, the Major-Gen- 
eral has the strongest confidence that the important post to the eom- 
mand of which he is designed and the regulation and discipline of 
the troops will be such as to reflect honor on the officers and soldiers.

Brig.-Genl. Burnett will repair to the cantonment at Williams- 
ville, (Eleven Mile Creek,) and take command of the troops on that 
station and vicinity. Genl. Burnett will cause the detachment under 
his command to be quartered in the barracks already existing at the 
cantonment, as far as those barracks will accommodate them and as 
near as may be. Should there not be a sufficient number of huts to 
accommodate the whole detachment, no time is to be lost in building, 
taking care that the troops are quartered in a compact and regular 
manner. Genl. Burnett will be vigilant in providing against ‘su 
prise, by causing piequets, patrols, ete., at such places and in such 
directions as his discretion shall direct. No troops are to be stationed 
in advance of the cantonment but by detachment and the countersign, 
ete., will emanate from cantonment quarters. No men will be allowed 
to stroll from camp, nor any scouts be suffered but by particular 
orders of the commanding officer.

‘The zeal of Genl. Burnett in defence of our common country, as

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efficiency as to meet the expectation of an anxious and exposed 
country.

‘Yours of the 16th I received this day and directed my brigade 
major to make the enclosed report, by which you will see the situa- 
tion of the troops under my command. I have issued orders as per 
enclosed copies. The difficulty in forwarding provisions, owing to 
the impossibility of transportation by land, has been and is severely 
felt. ‘The troops at Meigs have been obliged to take flour from 
Winchester themselves, there being no other means of transport, 
and are now but scantily supplied. I have urged the contractors on 
this head, but have received nothing but fair promises until my 
patience is entirely exhausted, and I have directed Mr. Oli 
supply. A man from Put-in-Bay left here this morning. He informs 
me the detachment I sent on had not been able to cross on the ice 
but are waiting at the point of the peninsula and will eross as soon 
as possible. I have ordered Major Crooks with some militia to cross, 
which will make the force there as follows Sailors, twenty-two 
‘Atkins’ command, forty-two, all now there; McFarland with twenty- 
eight regulars on the march, and Crooks with Captain Howel's com- 
pany, say forty, which is one hundred and thirty-two, and I have 
‘one company at the fort at Portage. I fear that the provisions at 
the island are not sufficient to support them until the ice will break 
np to afford water transportation to them, and at Portage they 
depend on this place for flour, which is scarce; they have, however, 
meat enough there: ‘Thus you see, as before I’ observed to you, we 
are between hawk and buzzard—the contractor and commissary. I 
am told the detachment that returned to Detroit from the Thames 
did not sueceed in getting the quantity of provision expected. T ain 
also informed by some officers from Buffalo that the British are pre- 
paring a seeret expedition, their destination unknown, Tam happy 
to inform you that every exertion has been made at Detroit, Sand- 
wich and’Malden to defend those places to the last extremity, and 
the commanding officer, since General Cass left there, deserves great 
credit. Neither of those places will be given up without some fight- 
ing; the officers commanding are in high spirits and have great con- 
fidence in their ability to defend their posts. Some artillery officers 
have passed on to Detroit, and I am of opinion that some active 
regular officers are wanting there, as many have left it, The militia 
have been very much reduced there, xs you will see. I must inform 
you I have lost a number of my militia out of the few Thad here, I 
buried at this place fifteen or sixteen, which is as great a proportion 
as they have lost at Detroit, and one other small part of a company 
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has lost seven. I have never mentioned this part of the subj 

before, as I thought it best to keep it close, Iam informed some 
Canadians attempted to cross from Long Point to Put-in-Bay, their 
object not known. I assure you I have and will continue to use 
every exertion for the good of the service, I have had the arms, &e., 
that’ the Kentuckians threw away at Portage collected, and’ the 
principal part bronght to this place, and the cattle and some horses 
have been taken and converted to public use, ‘There is plenty of 
ammunition at Fort Meigs but it is searee on this line, I sent for 
powder to Meigs but our means of transportation was such that we 
only reeeived tivo hundred pounds, half cannon, but Tam informed 
there is a large quantity on board the vessels, fixed and unfixed, and 
six thousand five hundred stand of arms, some field carriages, &., 
which I have ordered to be brought over as soon as the ice will 
permit, ‘The roads are so very bad it has been impracticable. Iam 
well satisfied I have not been ordered to Detroit, and particularly as 
General Cass appeared to be opposed to it, and I have had immense 
trouble in regulating my different posts and quicting the murmurs of 
my militia. ‘They are very good, but not such as I used to take the 
feld with when we wore first acyusinted in the former Indian wars 


P.S—You will see a great diminution in my force, many being 
k and absent, and I having discharged two companies by your 
order to escort the prisoners, &e, My first report was two thousand 
one hundred and thirty-four, aud the amount ordered to Detroit was 
near six hundred. You see now the number of effectives there are 
amazingly reduced.

About 50 or 60 other prisoners made their eseape from Green- 
bush at the same time by undermining the prison. 

I beg leave to communicate the substance of other intelligence I 

ved this day, viz 

‘That sleighs are collecting at Sackett’s Harbor to the number of 
200 and to rendezvous there on Saturday at an early hour for the 
purpose of loading provisions for the army’ at Salmon River, at least 
such was the report. But better informed persons believe that they 
were collected for some military movement and think it more than 
probable that the evacuation’ of the position at French Mills is in 
contemplation, and that the troops and stores will be sent from 
thence to Sackett's Harbor to secure the ships to be built there. 

The effective force at the former place is said to be about 2,000, 
at the latter it does not exceed 600 men,

T have the honor to acquaint Your Excellency that, ag 
directions, Thad given to Major General Riall before leaving Niagara, 
that officer has reported to me that he met several of the most 

‘ble inhabitants of that part of the country for the purpose of 
enquiring into the resources the country possess¢s for providing the 
Right Division during the ensuing summer. ‘The general opinion 
was that though the crop last year was much short of what it had 
been for several preceding years, yet from the measures that had 

n adopted, (according to a proclamation [had found necessary to 
issue to that effect,) of preventing the distillation of grain, a sufficient 
supply is still in the country, provided the resowrees tin the neighbor. 
hood of Long Point are collected in due time, to last until the harvest 
of the present year is got in, but it is also the opinion that a scarcity 
of flesh meat is to be apprehended, as the black cattle are already a 
good deal exhausted and very little pork has been cured, from the 
difficulty of procuring salt and the small number of hogs whieh has 
been put up to fatten in consequence of the failure of the spring 
crops. 

Such being the state of resources for provisioning the Right 
Division of the army and Mr. Dance, the Assistant Commissary 
General, having made a calculation that he had not nor could he 
procure a greater quantity of meat than would be sufficient for 7,000 
men for 86 days, I beg to draw Your Excelleney’s attention most 
strongly to the case and to request that, the Commissary General may 
be directed to send up a supply of pork the very first opportunity 
practicable. 

‘The opinion with respect to grain is formed upon the supposition 
that the issue ‘of rations may amount to between 7,000 and 8,000 
daily. 

T had already endeavored to diminish this number by sounding 
as delicately as possible the disposition of the Grand River Indians 
to return to their homes, But to this measure they objected, as they 
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no means of supporting themselves and families, from their pro- 
vision grounds having been altogether neglected during the last 
season. 

Major General Rinll has also reported to me an opinion of these 
gentlemen, and in which Lam in some degree induced to coneur and 
to which, if it should meet Your Excellency’s approbation, I will turn 
my more minute attention, namely, that ii would prove a matter of 
miueh economy to Government and of great public benefit and con- 
venience that a corps of waggoners be attached to the Commissariat 
Department, as it (would) permit the farmers to remain at home and 
afford them the means of pursuing their sultural_avocations, 
whereby the resources of the esuntry would be considerably inereased, 
and when an oceasion did exist of éalling upon them for the public 
service their horses and carriages would be in good order, they would 
give much more willingly and would do twice as much work in the 
same portion of time as they now do, from being constantly jaded 
and harassed. 

‘The carriage of flour now from the Forty Mile Creek to Niagara 
costs four dollars per barrel, the sleighs being obliged to travel 
around by the mountain, as there is no snow by the lower road, and 
this to go and return requires four days. 

Tam happy notwithstanding to acquaint Your Excellency that 
the necessary quantity of flour and fuel is getting into Fort Niagara 
with tolerable expedition.

ation from Deputy Assistant Commissary General Crook- 
shank, at York, on his return from Lake Simcoe, where he had been 
to make arrangements for forwarding the supplies to Michili- 
mackinae. 

He informs me, that from the authority of several eredible 
persons, and likewise from Mr, Wilmot, the surveyor who had been 
employed in running the line from Lake Simeoe to Penetanguishene 
Bay, that it is impracticable to transport anything by that route 
previous to a road being cut upwards of thirty miles in length, and 
that it was calculated to take 200 men for at least three weeks 
before it could be made passable, and in ease of deep snow it could 
not be done at all. In consequence of the delay and the difficulty 
attending such a measure, Mr. Crookshank has made arrangements 
for forwarding the supplies to Nottawasaga Bay, on Lake Huron, a 
distance of only 20 miles from Penetanguishene. 

The opening of the road to the river leading to Nottawasaga 
Bay will take but 12 men for 10 days, and in the course of a few 
days, as soon as a shed can be erected on the other side of Lake 
Simeoe, he will commence sending the stores across it, should a thaw 
not prevent. 

As Mr. Crookshank found it almost impossible to procure hands 
to build boats, and altogether so a person to contraet for the whole, or 
even a part, Ihave hada communication with the Commissioner. of 
the Navy here, who says he could furnish 30 workmen, with an able 
foreman, that would ensure the measure being completed in a given 
time, contracts at onee for the building of as many as should be 
required, and they could set out from hence at a day’s notice, well 
furnished with tools and oakum and every other requisite for the 
oceasion, 

This mode of proceeding would undoubtedly prove somewhat 
expensive, but I see no alternative, and as there would be some check 
on the work of the new ships here, unless it was thought proper to 
send up an additional number of workmen to supply the place of 
those otherwise to be employed, I have to request Your Excelleney’s 
instructions on this head as soon as convenient.

Lower SANbusKY, January 27, 1814. 

Dear Geverat, 

Captain Payne has called on me to sanction his drawing funds 
for his department. I have thought proper to refer him to you. I 
am informed a good supply of corn may be had near a mill forty 
miles from this. Will it not be advisable to have three or four hun- 
dred of meal forwarded on to the army ? The flour the contractor's 
agent promised should have been here ten days ayo but has not 
arrived, and, owing to the disappointment, we are reduced in that 
article at this post, to nineteen barrels; Seneca, 17 ; Portage, ——. 
I sent four barrels there yesterday. At Meigs they are very shor 
at Winchester they have’ two or three hundred barrels, but short o} 
meat. Imust confess I have been completely deceived and disap- 
pointed by them, they having stated it was on the road. I gave them 
notice the 24th December to have three months’ rations at the differ- 
ent posts for the number specified. Captain Payne knows the situ- 
ation, You will please give him such direetions as you think proper 
on this subject. He certainly exerted himself much to my satistac- 
tion in forwarding provisions and clothing to Detroit. You know 
him. If he could get leave to settle his accounts it may be best 
Excuse this suggestion. If you had not arrived in your district T 
was determined to have sent in every direction and purchased pro- 
visions, at all events for the troops in service and those that were to 
relieve, but I am happy the arrangement has fallen into your ha 
for I think I would hang half of the quartermasters and all the co 
tractors if T was to remain in service much longer, and I am aston- 
ished how you have managed with them to effect the objects you 
have, for there seems no system of regularity with any of them. 
T have ordered one company more to this place from Findlay, and one 
sergeant, two corporals and twelve men from Upper Sandusky to 
that post, which is all the force I can order from this and the centre 
line. This day's report is eighty sick at Meigs. I am happy to 
inform you the troops at Detroit are recovering, for you see we can 
afford them but little aid. If a snecessful attempt is made at Pa 
Bay, (which God forbid, and I think impossible.) we may have a visit 
from them. We will endeavor to give a good account, for my men 
are in high spirits and Ihave added much to the strength of this 
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place. We are not well supplied with ammunition, but ha 
some from the shipping and Franklinton.

Tam commanded by the Executive of the United States to dis 
avow the conduct of Brigadier-General McClure of the militia of the 
State of New York in burning the town of Newark and in irrefrag- 
able testimony that this act was unlicensed to transmit to Your 
Excellency a copy of the order under color of which that officer per- 
petrated a deed abhorrent to every American feeling, From this 
testimonial Your Excellency will’ peresive that the authority to 
destroy the village was limited expressly to the defence of Fort 
George, a measure warranted by the laws of modern war and justi- 
fied by precedents innumerable, 

The outrages which have ensued the unwarrantable destruction 
of Newark have been carried too far and present the aspect rather of 
vindictive fury than just retaliation, yet. they are imputed more to 
personal feeling than any settled plan of policy deliberately weighed 
and adopted, and I hope I shall receive from Your Excellency an 
assurance that this conclusion is not fallacious, for although the 
wanton conflagrations on the waters of the Chesapeake are fresh in 
the recollection of every citizen of the United States, no system of 
retaliation which has for its object the devastation of private prop- 
erty, will ever be resorted to by the American Government but in 
the last extremity, and this will depend on the conduct of your royal 
master’s troops in this country

From Sir George Prevost to Lieut.General Drummond, 


Head Qrs, MonTREat,, 

Secret. 29th Jany, 1814, 
Sin— 

I waited the arrival of Sir James Yeo to reply to your letter of 
the 21st, containing your opinion upon the practicability of an attempt 
to destroy the enemy's vessels and craft on Lake Brie. The Con 
dore’s sentiments ri specting this highly important service appe 
to me to fully accord with your own. The consequences which would 
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result from the complete success of such an expedition are obvious, 
in fact that feat only seems wanting to the brilliant issue of the 
campaign, as it would place us in the proud attitude of again re- 
occupying the widely extended frontier of the Canadas, an event 
exceedingly to be desired. 

Unless a sudden change should oceur in the enemy's disposition 


of his foree, the troops you propose to remain would give sufficient 
security to the Niagara frontier, and the force intended for the pro- 
posed service seems adequate ; still there are obstacles of magnitude 
to be encountered, but the principal arise from the very advanced 
state of the season, the little time left to mature preparations, and 
which, were they even now complete, the impossibility of advancing 
for the want of snow. 

These considerations, with the uncertainty of the western shore 
of Lake Erie being sufficiently frozen to render their ships in Put-in- 
Bay assailable, and the thorough convietion on my mind that to give 
a chanee of suecess the possession of Sandwich and Amherstburg 
should be obtained by the 24th Meby, and the destruetion of the five 
vessels, reported by the Commodore, accomplished by the 25th. 

I consider such serious embarrassments as rendering doubtful the 
attainment of what is proposed, and the more so if either Amherst- 
burg or Detroit must previously be reduced. The delay which would 
be caused by this operation would, I apprehend, render the subsequent 
and all important attack upon the remote vessels impracticable, from 
the decay and insecurity of the ice at a later p 

It is allowed that in all great enterprises some risk must be run 
and something left to fortune. In this instance success depends on 
a sufficiency of snow and the expeditious assemblage of the force to 
be employed, and the possibility of obtaining the number of sleighs 
for conveying it rapidly to the point of attack accompanied by an 
ample supply of provision 

Should cireumstances so far favor you as to permit the whole to 
move from Burlington or Ancaster by the 12th of Feby, and the 
snow on the ground at that time be suflicient, there appears a reason- 
able expectation of accomplishing a part of this important plan, but 
all depends on its being carried into execution with promptitude, 
celerity and seeresy 

Tam apprehensive the resources of the country you will have to 
traverse have rather been exaggerated by Lt. Coldnel Nichol, and 
that the seareity of provisions which has prevented the enemy from 
maintaining 2 sufficient force at Detroit will inevitably affect your 
ulterior movements and may compel you to retrograde as soon as the 
service has been executed, 

Your wants shall be attended to as respects moneys and Lt. 
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Colonel MeDouall will take with him £3,000 in specie and some small 
bills. ‘The several other equipments, including provisions, blankets, 
billhooks and axes must be obtained in Upper Canada. 

Whilst the enemy continues to concentrate a large disposable 
force near the frontier of Lower Canada, situated between Lakes St. 
Franeois and Champlain, thereby indicating his intention that the 
pressure of the approaching campaign should fall upon that Provine: 
you must be sensible of tny total inability of augmenting your 
present force. 

I give you this information that you may regulate your measures 
accordingly. 

I conelude you have sought for information from Colonel Talbot 
respecting the State of things at Amherstburg and on the Detroit, 
From him you may obtain correct intelligence of the enemy’s force 
and resources, and of the number and description of vessels which 
have wintered there, Such previous information must be considered 
as essential to your ulterior arrangements.

‘The Commander of the Forces has directed me to acknowledge 
his receipt of your letter of the 26th and two of the 27th instant, 
which arrived this morning. T have his commands to acquaint you, 
in reply to those communications, that the measures you have adopted 
for ascertaining the resources of the country appear calculated to 
ensure for the use of the troops and Indians during the ensuing 
season a supply of provisions to the extent that the part of the 
Provinee to be occupied by the Right Division will afford. The 
attention of the Commissary General’ will be immediately called to 
this important subject, that arrangements may be made for supply- 
ing the deficiency of flesh meat.

To the Editor of the Buffalo Gazette: 
WI LiAMSVILLE, January 29th, 1814. 


sir— 

From the different statements which have appeared in the public 
prints it appears to be the prevailing opinion that the searcity of 
Prints nd ehananition was the prime cause of the disaster which hag 
thallen this part of the frontier. As those statements are ealcalated 
to poison and mislead the public mind and to keep from the public 
te oremoauses of our present situation by attaching the whole blame 
ta Government or some officer whose duty it was to make the neces 
sury provision for the defence of the frontier, when, in fact, the blame 
Say Prolwill rest alone on the disorganized and cowardly conduct 
tna great proportion of the troops who were on the frontier at that, 
time'who deserted their ranks on the first appearanee of the enemy: 

Tnust beg to state the following facts: On the morning of the 
40th December, after having furnished to all who applied both arms 
aot ammunition, upwards of seven thousand rounds of inusket cart- 
Mages remained in my possession, a great proportion of which was 
vies To the Rock for distribution when required, but, none being 
applied for it was ordered back after the prineipal part of the troops 
SOP ied vcatad, or rather deserted from that place. Upwards of fifty 
aa ee ee were on hand and from twenty to thirty wore daily 
repaired: in fact no one appeared who was not furnished. Upwards 
repaired in jaed stund of arms, (which but a day or two before had 
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been furnished to the militia,) were burnt in the different houses they 
had occupied as quarters, they having deserted both the village and 
their arms on the first assurance of the enemy having erossed. At 
the house of Mr. Haddock, in which only one small company was 
quartered, upwards of twenty of this brave company left their arms 
for the use of their friends or any other persons who might wish to 
use them, they having deserted. Such, Sir, are the men whose com- 
plaints are daily appearing in our newspapers of Government not 
affording them the common means of defence, when, if one-half of 
the troops that were on duty the day previous to the action had 
made use of half the means Government had provided for them th 
villages of Buffalo and Black Rock would still have been Aourishing 
and afforded sufficient shelter not only for the troops, who would 
have captured the invading foe, but for many distressed families who 
are at this time living on the charity of their friends. 

T would not be understood as wishing to censure the citizens of 
Buffalo and Black Rock in the retreat that morning, for many of 
them, to my personal knowledge, fought while any probability 
remained of saving either of these villages

Sr— 

The Indian messengers I had sent westward arrived to-day at 
12 o'eloek, just as I reeeived your letter. 

‘They brought a speech on wampum from their brethren express- 
ing theit joy at our success and their anxious wishes for our speedy 
arrival among them, telling their Father that they have only taken 
the Big Knife by his fingers end and have spoken to them from the 
lip outwards, and that they are always ready to obey their Father's 
order so soon as given, ‘They are more afraid of the French inhabi- 
tants, who are all armed, than of the American troops, because if they 
hear of their having reeeived messages from this place they will seize 
their wives and children and put them in continement. 

‘The messengers report that the inhabitants have made the 
Indians believe that the Americans had cleared all before them to 
Quebec, and that the small remnant was shut up in Quebee living on 
dogs and horses. 

‘The Americans we suppose are in expectation of a reinforcement 
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at Detroit, as a vast number of hogs and cattle are daily killed and 
the store kept full. ‘The Detroit with about a hundred shot holes in 
her, is at Amherstburg and all the other vessels at Presqu’ Isle. ‘This 
we will be more certain of when Captain Caldwell arrives. Our 
friends to the westward make a demand for arms and ammunition 
‘and wish us to send about forty men loaded with the articles. As 
algo and gunpowder are wanted for the people here. Of the first T 
Secured some from Kingston and you ean supply the latter. The 
stores here will otherwise answer all demands. 

The Saakies and Foxes, as they intend to go to their own country 
on arriving at Detroit, will take their families with them, but as there 
gre not many of them the expense will not be considerable. . ‘The 
Other tribes leave their families here, and six hundred war 
wanted are ready to co-operate with the troops and only w: 
call. 

Upon this point the Lient. Genl’s further directions are requ 

‘Altho’ desitous of manifesting in the name of H. R. H. the Prince 
Regent his desire to maintain a perfectly good understanding with 
the Western Indians and to protect them from the encroachments. of 
the U(nited) States upon their territory, I am disposed to relinguish 
that wish provided Lt. Gen. Drummond is satisfied that the reasons 
alleged are just and ought to be attended to. 

Tt is my opinion that at present it would not be proper for us 
to meddle with young ‘Techkumtha; he is very young and it might 
disgust his nation. He has yet time to show his siation whether they 
would take him as their chief. 

Thad almost forgot to mention that I received, a few daysago, a 
letter on the subject of the projected expedition from His Honor 
Lieutenant General Drummond, requiring my opinion about employ- 
ing only the Delawares and Munseys, and also his desire that ng 
Useless consumer of provisions should be allowed to go along. I 
certainly am of his and General Riall’s opinion as to the last, but I 
Stated to him on the subject of the Munseys and Delawares, that it 
‘appeared to me impolitie and might occasion jealousies, and T pro: 
posed a selection from all the tribes, amounting’ to the number that 
Wight be required, as a step that I was sure would give general 
satisfaction. 

Tam now recruiting slowly and I hope in a few days to be able 
to undertake any service General Riall may wish to be performed:

He supported his 
family by his trade as a blacksmith. His 
widow and one child are reduced to want. 

Of the township of Niagara, widow, lived on 
the Four Mile Creek at the Cross Roads. Had 
her crops of grain and grass destroyed by the 
troops and Indians being encamped on her 
farm last summer, which has reduced her and 
two young children to want.

Thave the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 


29th ultimo, communicating your approval of my ‘proposed attack 
upon the enemy's vessels on Lake Erie, 

‘The obstacles which Your Excelleney pointed out to that highly 
desirable and important object are no doubt numerous, but they had 
not escaped my observation. 

And Iam so sanguine as to think they could have all been by 
suitable energy and exertion surmounted were it not for the pee 
iarly uncommon mildness of the season, which has been so unusually 
free from cold and frost that I could not form any hope that ut this 
late period the ice would attain a sufficient degree of strength and 
soundness for our purpose during the remainder of the month. 

Tn a letter from Colonel Talbot I learn that even the bordage 
upon Lake Erie from Port Talbot to Point Pelee is at present unsafe, 
and from every other information I ean collect there appears to be 
but little probability of its being mach better. 

As it would be highly imprudent to enter upon arrangements 
under the probability that the season might still prove favorable, I 
conceive it much better altogether to give up the expedition at once 
than to make a show of assembling troops without a very fair prospect 
of being able to continue my original intentions. 

From all these cireumstanees, having given the subject my most

Tt is a matter of regret that no mode of guarding against a sudden 
invasion of our lake frontier has been adopted less expensive to the 
State than the one pursued. Permit me to suggest a system to which, 
whilst danger is at so great a distance as is the enemy's force in the 
straits from Erie, would in my apprehension and of others be equally 
efficacious and save to the State an expense to which, if calls en masse 
are continued, our ordinary resources will be altogether unequal. 

‘Let us say one hundred and fifty or two hundred men to be 
stationed at thirty or more miles in advance toward the straits, at a 
place calculated for ereating the greatest quantity of obstruction to 
an invading army, Let a few active and enterprising individuals, 
mounted on good horses, be stationed in advanee of the main body at 
places where probably the enemy might attempt an irruption, with 
directions on the appearance of an enemy or any movement by him 
indicating an attack to convey intelligence thereof to the commanding 
officer. Let it be his duty in such case to cause every obstruction 
that the face of Ube country affords to be ereated, by the tearing up 
of bridges and the felling of timber trees across the roads, &e. ‘This 
would retard an invading foree so that sufficient time would be had 
to bring out the neighboring militia in numbers sufficient to repe 
any disposable foree the enemy may have on the straits. Othe 
avenues for the approach of an enemy, (if there be any,) might be 
guarded in a similar manner. Standing orders to the militia of your 
division might be issued to hold themselves in readiness to march in 
a moment’s warning. 

‘This suggestion grows out of a wish, which I trust you feel 
equally strong with myself, to prevent a dissipation of public treasure 
in the pursuit of measures which appear to me of doubtful utility,

Thave the honor by the direction of the Commander of the 
Fores to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 28th ultimo, 
containing the substance of the report you had received from Dy 
Asst. Commissary General Cruikshank’ after his return from Lake 
Simeoe, from which it would seem that the original plan for the 
transport of stores and provisions to Penetanguishene Bay is imprac- 
ticable, while the opening of the road to Nottawasaga Bay on Lake 
Huron, a distance only of 20 miles from Penetanguishene, can with 
facility bo effected. In answer to which I am desired to express His 
Excellency’s satisfaction at your having ordered the latter route to 
be adopted, the former appearing to offer no hope of success. 

With respect to the suggestion for sending from Kingston a fore- 
man and such a number of artificers as might be necessary for the 
construction of the boats intended to be built on the shore of Lake 
Huron, it isa subject which has been debated upon between the 
Commander of the Forees and the Commodore, and the conclusion 
was to forward from Kingston a builder and a proportion of artificers 
to York, with everything required for building of the boats intended 
to be employed on Lake Huron, and Sir James Yeo undertook to 
communieate with you accordingly thereon, and this number will, if 
possible, be replaced from Lower Canada, tho’ the demand for ship- 
wrights, who have been recently engaged for Kingston, has been so 
extensive as nearly to exhaust this part of the country of that 
description of persons. 

In reply to your second letter, of the 28th ulto,, relating to the 
deficiency of artillery officers for the post of Kingston, and requesting 
to be furnished with a supply of Congreve rockets and a proportion 
of men who understand the nse of them, to be employed as occasion 
may offer, Lam directed to observe that His Excellency has allotted 
for Upper Canada a full share of the artillery subalterns at his dis- 
posal, and the garrison of Quebec, being now ‘left with one eaptain 
and a subaltern of that eorps, he is not aware of any subaltern that 
can immediately be spared from the posts on this side of Kingston 

His Excellency has ordered a detah’t of rocketteers with sleighs 
containing 72 rockets to move on from Coteau du Lac to Kingston 
whenever circumstances have rendered them disposable. 

‘The requisition for intrenehing tools, adverted to in your third 
letter of the 28th Jany, will be approved by His Excellency when it 
comes forward, and the several articles will be supplied from henee 
as far as can be accomplished. At the same tine the Commander of 
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the Forees has instructed me to desire that all articles of wooden 
tools must be provided on the spot, as the serious and expensive 
operation of land transport will (not) permit the possibility of their 
being sent from this Provinee, and in any future requisition of this 
deseription the engineer must confine his demand for sach tools as 
nnot be made or procured at the post at which they may be 
aired, 
is Exeellency is induced to think that the commissariat has 
with duties for other departments which has impeded 
‘ce in many instances, and it is his wish to afford reliel, if it 
were possible, by throwing the executive part of each branch of the 
service upon its proper dept, and leave the commissariat the per- 
formance only of the business required by its regulations. He is 
also aware that inconvenience is suffered by the engineers being 
ealled upon to execute the various contingent works of the barracks 
and other departments, and it would be desirable that it should not 
be done when those services could be performed by contract, which 
might probably in many eases afford a saving to the public, and 
Tecourse should not be had to the engineers for such service but.in 
cases civil aid cannot be obtained and that it docs not interfere with 
ice of greater importance.

Camp, Frexc Mutts, February 7th, 1814. 


From the 8d to the present instant very considerable confusion 
has been in camp. On Sunday, the 6th instant, the 25th 
Regiments, (who were encamped west of the bridge near Mr. Jones's 
farm,) marched. ‘Their place of destination has evideutly appeared 
since to be Suckett's Harbor, from having sent on a quartermaster 
who had, as is understood, contracted for forage for about fifty miles 
on that route, and also from the circumstances of the officers on the 
moment of their march having left direetions to the postmaster to 
forward on all letters to that place, also the last news from them, 
they were about 22 miles distance in that direction, A few minutes 
previous to their march some soldiers were cutting the masts of their 
flotilla, others setting fire to the barracks they were about to evacuate. 
‘This movement appeared, however, soon to be countermanded, and 
the cutting of masts and burning of barracks stopped. ‘Three barracks 
only were consumed. On Saturday last a General Order was read 
on parade, stating that General Wilkinson had resumed command 
and that the place would soon be reinforeed by 800 men, that this 
was a place the enemy were grappling for and that the troops must 
be prepared to defend it with spirit. Since which to this morning 
three other regiments were placed under marching orders to be ready 
at a moment’s notice. A considerable body of troops, say 500, 
marched from Plattsburg destined for French Mills, but on their 
arrival at Chateauguay were ordered to continue their march in the 
direction of Sackett’s Harbor, A few soldiers, however, had arrived 
‘at French Mills but were immediately ordered on in the direction of 
the harbor. The army still continuing to press all the sleighs they 
can obtain 

What is done with the artillery and small arms forwarded to 
Chateauguay not as yet ascertained. It is the general opinion among 
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the officers and citizens that the army will evacuate the French Mills 
and mareh to Sackett’s Harbor and Plattsburg,

setting out to-morrow for the purpose of meeting the Provineial 
Legislature at York on the 15th instant. 

From the information I have received from Prescott, and which 
no doubt has been communicated to Your Excellency from thenee, of 
the movement of the enemy’s guns and stores from Salmon River, 
from the departure of the Newfoundland Regiment from henee, the 
deticieney of artillerymen and particularly of officers of that corps 
and the want of the 89th Regiment, which I had expected here, I 
consider the garrison to be so insufficient for the defence of this 
place that Ihave thought it necessary to order the effectives of the 
41st Regiment from York without delay 

‘The garrison will be left, as well as the Centre Division, under 
the command of Major General Stovin, who arrived here on the 6th 
inst. 

I regret to report to Your Exeelleney the great deticiency of 
forage in this neighborhood, particularly of oats. Although hay is 
abundant the Deputy Commissary General will not, I am apprehen- 
sive, without a recurrence to martial law, be able to procure a supply 
beyond the month of April. The farmers hold back their stock on 
hand so very rigidly that, although Iam extremely averse to using 
such means, I believe I'shall ultimately be under the necessity of 
issuing a proclamation to that effeet. 

With regard to provisions, I fear we shall suffer the greatest 
distress in spring if we do not receive a supply from below. We 
should feel ourselves inost satisfactorily relieved if we could get rid 
of a considerable portion of the Indians from the Head of the Lake 
by some of then being employed in the Lower Province, where such 
a8 in the neighborhood of Odelltown, Chateauguay or Salmon River 
their services might be inade extremely useful, if it meet Your Exeel- 
leney’s approbation to direct them to be removed to that neighbor- 
hood, 

Thave ordered Major General Riall to organize a small force, 
consisting of the light companies of the Royals and the 89th Regi- 
ment with the Kent Volunteers and a strong body of Indians and 
push forward to Oxford, and according to information advance thence 
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to Delaware town or even towards the mouth of the Thames. 
hope this foree will be able to cireumseribe the bounds of the enemy 
tovollect what supplies the country affords, (which I fear, however, 
has been well drained already,) and at all events provide for them- 
selves and the Indians with them for a short time, 

T ain sorry to say that some of the inhabitants in the neighbor- 
hood of the Head of the Lake have left their farms rather than reside 
among such troublesome neighbors, 

"End how necessary it is that their numbers should be diminished 
Lhave only to state to Your Exeelleney that their consumption of 

‘ons anounts to no less upon an average than 16 head of cattle 
5 barrels of flour daily. 

T beg leave to call Your Excelleney’s attention to the inadequate 
supply of money usually sent to this Province. It is not so much 
felt’ at this post as at York and Burlington in particular, in conse 
quence of the Deputy Commissary General here being able to procure 
qJoan occasionally from the merchants, but at the latter places the 
want of money to defray the common expenses has been, highly 
prejudicial to the service and prejudicial to the public credit. “The 
vi commonly sent up is sufficient only to pay off old debts, and 
nothing seateely is left to commence afresh with.

T deferred writing to Your Excellency until I had communicated 
with General Drummond, who has no doubt made known his senti-

‘Tam also of opinion, and fully aware that the season is not only 
too far advanced but the enemy's inovements on that frontier will not 
allow the enterprise to be undertaken with reasonable hopes of 
success. 

From information obtained thro’ two men sent from this yard, T 
am inclined to believe the enemy have already laid down a forty gun 
frigute, have the timber and keels eut for another frigate and 1 brig 
of 36 guns, the latter is named such on purpose to deceive. One of 
the men went on to Oswego and reports that they are building a 
great number of boats at that place, some for gunboats, that they 
Rave removed the sails, ables, guns, &c., of the Pike and Madison to 
Watertown. 

‘Under these cireumstances I feel it my duty to recommend our 
building another frigate of the following dimensions: Length of 
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gun deck, 150 ft.; length of keel, 196 ft.; breadth, extreme, 44 ft. 
depth in hold, 13.63 depth of water, 17 ft. : 

1 believe that Your Excellency will agree with me that the more 
concentrated our foree the better. She may be ready by July, when 
we shall most likely have sufficient seamen to man her; if not [ean 
take the seamen out of the sinall vessels for so desirable a ship.

I am offering thirty dollars 
bounty to serve eighteen months or during the war with the United 
States [am ordered to hold myself in readiness for active service, 
T presume to accompany the intended expedition.

Tam of an opinion the United States have 
nearly exhausted their means of providing an army, nor would it at 
all astonish me if they withdrew what foree they now have from the 
frontiers of Canada before next May.

great number of boats at that place, some for gun boats; that the 
fave removed the Pike's, Madison's, &c,, sails, guns and cables frem 
Sackett’s to Watertown. 

‘T have therefore recommended to His Excellency building another 
frigate and to forward up the Acolus’s guns. 

‘This ship, I have told His Excellency, may be ready by July, but 
mny private opinion is she may be finished, (if ive your able 
Support and assistance,) in June. You must be sensible to accomplish 
this additional and most desirable service it will be absolutely neces- 
sary to engage every shipwright that ean be procured, as, independent 
of those detained at the Coteau, we have been under the necessity of 
detaching some of the best shipwrights to construct the bonts on 
Lake Huron, 

Have you ascertained the truth of Captain Sherwood’s informa- 
tion—if the enemy evacuate the French Mills it will remove the 
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necessity of building a number of gun boats at the Coteau, and, in 
my opinion, four, in addition to those already there, will be fully 
adequate to the service, in which case part of the shipwrights now 
there might be engaged and employed on the third frigate. 

Tam equally anxious to have @ naval force ready whenever it is 
most likely the enemy will strike the blow. Lieut. General Dram- 
mond agrees with me in the necessity of constructing another frigate 
if the enemy direets their attention to the Upper Provinee. 

I feel persuaded that the great struggle for naval prowess and 
superiority will be contended on Lake Ontario. It is the only place 
where an equal foree of the same magnitude are likely to meet. I 
am therefore naturally solicitous to have such a foree ready as may 
save the country, honor the British flag and do credit to myself. 

T request that you will give orders that any canvas that may be 
at Montreal or may arrive from Quebec for this establishment is 
forwarded without a moment's delay, as we have not. reeeived one- 
third what was demanded, and the ships cannot take the lake with- 
out sails, We are also very short of onkum and we commence ealking

Raxeion, Saturday, 12th February, 1814. 


Norton and Westbrook came here on their way down about 
noon, They had been up the river a-spying. In the afternoon five 
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of the British Kent Volunteers passed in pursuit of them but did not 
overtake them. 
Monday, 14th February, 1814. 

‘The men say McGregor’s company were all ordered down to 
‘Trudelle’s, a report having been circulated the Americans were 
moving up. 

‘Tuesday, 15th February, 1814. 

A party of Americans under Lieut. Ruland came from the Round 
with 40 or 45 head of eattle as far as Hitchcock’s, and was there 
informed that the British was on the river ; they then took the alarm, 
left the cattle and crossed over towards Baldoon, The British is 
gone from the mouth of the river in pursuit, also another by the 
road from opposite the fork at Chatham.

Adjutant General’s Office, 
Headquarters, QuEBEc, 13th February, 1814. 


His Excellency the Governor in Chief and Commander of the 
Forces has received the report of Lieut. Colonel Morrison, 89th Regi- 
ment, to Lieutenant General Drammond, announeing the complete 
success of an enterprise which he had sanctioned in consequence of 
having received information that the property belonging to British 
merchants, eaptured by the enemy near Cornwall in October last, and 
which had been stipulated to be returned by a capitulation entered 
into on the 10th of November following, by Judge Ogden and M. 
Richards on the part of the United States, and Lieut. Colonel Mor 
son and Captain Muleaster on the part of the British Government, 
had not only been withheld contrary to the faith of that treaty but 
had been removed to Madrid on the Grass River and was publioly 
advertised for sale for the benefit of the American Government. 

Lieut, Colonel Morrison availed himself of a plan submitted by 
Cuptain Sherwood of the Quartermaster General’s Department for 
the recovery of this British plundered property, and placed for that 
purpose under his command as a detachment a subaltern officer, two 
Sergeants and twenty rank and file of the Royal Marines, together 
with ten soldiers of the Incorporated Militia at Prescott under Captain 
Kerr, Captain Sherwood reports that he crossed his small party to 
the en ‘shore on the night of the 6th, marched through the 
village of Hamilton after midnight, and having taken necessury pre- 
cautions proceeded fourteen miles to the interior on the Grass river 
where the plunder was deposited, and having on his route impressed 





































all the sleighs and horses he could find he immediately took possossion 
of the property, which was left in the possession of Coilector Richard's 
son, who was secured but afterwards released. 

The sleighs being loaded at half-past four Captain Sherwood 
returned and again passed through the village of Hamilton, of which 
not a single house was entered, nor did any individual suffer the 
slightest loss or insult in person or property, that officer having pre- 
viously avowed the object of the expedition and engaged that no 
molestation would be experienced by the inhabitants, and so serupu- 
lous has that officer been in the observance of the strict injuncti 
he received from Lieut. Colonel Morrison to adhere to the spirit of 
forbearance prescribed by His Excellency in his proclamation of the 
12th January, that, not being provided with sufficient imeans to remove 
the whole of the property, Captain Sherwood left about twenty 
sleigh loads of articles of minor value and would not suffer the build- 
ing which contained them to be set on fire lest any private property 
should in consequence be destroyed. 

‘The party returned at two O'clock in the afternoon, where their 
boats awaited them under the orders of Lieut. Shaver of the Dundas 
militia, A few of the enemy’s militia began to collect in the vieinity, 
but were soon dispersed by the detachment of Royal Marines and did 
not again make their appearance, 'The whole of the party and stores 
crossed over to Cornwall without having experienced any loss and 
casualty. 

His Excellency the Governor in Chief and Commander of the 
Forces highly approves of the plan and conduct of this enterprise, as 
well for the judgment evinced in its arrangement as for the prompt- 
ness and spirit displayed in its execution, and most. particularly for 
the extreme good order and regularity preserved, which reflects the 
highest eredit on the discipline of the troops and on the skill and 
conduct of Captain Sherwood.

Major General Hall to Enoch A. Hall. 


WintiamsviLte, February 14, 1814. 

My Dear Soy, 
Thave been about three days at this place. ‘The troops of the 
detachment have mostly arrived at their places of destination, Those 
detached from Generals Burnett's, Wadsworth’s and McClure's 
brigades are at 11 Mile Creek. Those from General Tillotson’s, late 
Himrod’s, (Seneca County,) and Rea’s brigades are at Hardscrabble, 
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six miles east of Lewiston, Colonels Coit’s and Davis's regiments 
from the brigade commanded by General Burnett, Lieut. Colonels 
Harris and Churchill, have arrived at the places above mentioned. 

Everything remains perfectly quiet here and on the ridge. I 
was yesterday at the Rock and down as far as Conjockities Creek 
and took a view of the ground where the action was. I find that 
the greatest part of our men were killed on the retreat. The trees 
are much marked on the Miller rond and a little north of it. Many 
of our dead were found in that direetion, 

We keep guards and patrols at and below the Rock and at and 
up the lake from Buffalo. There are but few troops seen on the 
opposite shore. 

The weather has been extreme cold for two days and the lake is 
frozen across, tho’ not sufficient to cross over on ; if it was we should 
not try it, nor doT think the enemy will. There being no object to 
induce them to venture on this side short of this place and this is too 
far from the river. It is expected by some that they will attempt to 
go to Presqu’ Isle, (Erie,) but I have no idea that they will risk so 
much. I think their next push will be Detroit or Sackett's Harbor, 
either of which will be an object of the first importance to them if 
carried into effect 


% T have heard nothing from Colonel Gardner 
lately, but I understand generally that our wounded remain at what 


is called the blue house, opposite Grand Island. The prisoners not, 
wounded have marched to Kingston and probably to Montreal, tho’ I 
am inclined to believe they will be paroled at Kingston or Prescott.

My Dear Soy, 


; T understand that the soldiers that were 
taken prisoners at Black Rock were exchanged at Montreal and 
returned home, but that the commissioned officers are as yet detained. 
T expect those soldiers from Bloomfield have got home. T have seen 
one man that belonged to N(iagara) County, who had been prisoner, 
‘on his way home. He states the enemy admit their loss in killed 
and mortally wounded to have been nearly 300, and that they have 
not lost so many men in any one action since the commencement of 
the war. Our joss has been greater than we at first expected. The 
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whole number yet discovered I believe is 51 or 52. don’t learn that 
any of our wounded have died.

Westbrook was with the enemy and before 

they retired he burned his buildings himself. It was said they were

| T have this day received information from a respectable person 

| who has been specially employed in collecting intelligence in the 

neighborhood of Presqu’ Isle, &. He says there are six large and 

three sinall vessels at that place, and that their two largest are at 

Put-in-Bay, where a blockhonse has been erected for their defence. 

One of these latter vessels was to have been removed to Malden for 

repair, and is supposed to be there at present. 
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It was reported that if the reinforcements expected at Detroit 
should arrive in time a strong body of the enemy is to move in the 
direction of Oxford by the River Thames, at which time also another 
foree is to cross the River Niagara above the Falls for the purpose of 
forming a juncture and co-operating with that from Detroit. 

‘About two-thirds of the inhabitants in the neighborhood of 
Buffalo are desirous, it is thought, of peace, the remaining third 
declare their determination to cross again into Canada and burn and 
destroy everything within reach.

Speech of His Honor the President on Opening the Third Session of the 
‘Sixth Provincial Parliament at York, on the 15th inst. 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and Gentlemen of 
the House of Assembly 

Called to the Civil Administration, which the policy of His 
Majesty's Government bas united to the military command of this 
Provinee, it is with great satisfaction I meet you here in the free and 
uncontrolled exercise of the legislative powers entrusted to us hy 
our parliamentary charter 

That we are enabled so to meet at this crisis demands every 
sentiment of our most devout gratitude to the Divine Providence, 
which seems to have manifested an especial protection to the righteous 
cause of our defence against an enemy unprovoked and implacable, 
who, at the moment they were exulting in the assurances of their 
commander that the conquest of the Canadas was achieved, were 
ed in their progress to invade our sister province, and their 
collective troops discomfited by a 


\dful of British troops, who, 
emulons of the glorious career of thei 


























comrades in the Peninsula, 
drove them in dismay to seek refuge-on their own shores 

With no less gallantry in another quarter a small band of British 
soldiers attacked and carried by storm the fortress of Niagara, the 
strongest and most formidable position they held on our frontier. 

Ta advancing to this enterprise the troops beheld with indigna- 
tion the smoking ruins of the town of Niagara, which an atrocious 
poliey had devoted to the flaines. Resentful of the misery brought 
upon the innocent but too credulous inhabitants, who had remained 
to the last moment under promise of protection to their persons and 
property, the army inflicted a severe retaliation in the entire destrue- 
tion of the whole frontiers from Lake Erie to Lake Ontario, after 
defeating a very superior force of the enemy. 

Thus the valor of our soldiers and citizens has proved what can 
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be effected in a good cause by men who have nothing in view but 
their own honor and their country’s safety. 

T lament it is not in my power to congratulate you upon any 
favorable change in the health of our beloved sovereign. His 
government continues to be administered by His Royal Highness the 
Prince Regent, under whose conspicuous direction the glory of Great 
Britain has attained to its zenith, as well in the field as in the cabinet. 

His Majesty's arms, united with those of Spain and Portugal, 
under the command of Field Marshal the Marquis Wellington have 
reseued the Peninsula from its invaders, whilst the Northern Powers 
of Europe, combined by the wise measures of His Majesty's Councils, 
have overwhelmed and destroyed his immense armies and compelled 
him to retire into the bosom of France 








Gentlemen of the House of Assembly 


T have directed the public accounts to be laid before you. The 
moneys placed at the disposal of my predecessor for the defence of 
the Provinee have, I doubt not, been wisely disbursed. However 
small a proportion they may bear to the requisite expenditure, you 
have the merit of giving all you had, and I fear the present state of 
the Colony does not justify an expectation that your means will 
increase. 





Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Council and Gentlemen of 
the House of Assembly : 


‘You must be well aware of the importance of a well organized 
militia for the defence of the Province. It is a subject which will 
require your most serious consideration, The ineasure which has 
been adopted of incorporating battalions of militia for permanent 
service during the war has not on trial been found to answer. You 
will doubtless find it expedient to authorize the embodying detach- 
ments from the different regiments in no greater proportion than one- 
third of the corps for any period not exceeding twelve months, as the 
only method by which’ they can he furnished with clothing and 
appointment similar to troops of the line, without which the militia 
cannot be relied on as an efficient force. 

During the last campaign the militia service has been greatly 
impeded by the neglected state of the public roads. It is an essential 
object that one great road through the province should be in a con- 
dition to facilitate the transport of military stores, 

In your deliberations on this head justice to those who have 
gallantly hazarded their lives in defence of the Province will suggest 
the propriety of others who profit by such services, but who from 
religious seruples abstain from war, being called upon by legislative 
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authority. more liberally to afford their pecuniary assistance for the 
attence of that property which by the valor of their fellow subjects 
they so peacefully and with so many advantages enjoy. 

Te Las been more a subject of regret than surprise to have found 
two members of the legislative body in the ranks of the enemy. This 
Giggrace could not have been had their malignant influence in, the 
Tec session failed to reject the call of the Executive Government fo 
PSnitable modification of the Habeas Corpus Aet, I rely upon the 
food sense of the two houses so to strengthen the hands of Govern 
goon as to obviate all apprehensions of the recurrence of w similar 
reproach. 

"A due regard to the interests of the loyal subjects requ 
means should be adopted to punish such traitors as adhe 
enemy, by the contiscation of their estates. Tt may often happed, 28 
foethe’ Gstance of the two representatives of the people, that they 
tray withdraw from the process necessary for legal conviction. 0 
Ubelate this an Act of Attainder by the Legislature may subvene to 
the usual process of outlawry. 

Trsubmitting such a measure it is my duty to apprize you of 
the gracious desire of His Royal Highness the Prince Regent that 
UT cach forfeitures shall be applied to the relief of the sufferers by 
the war within this Province. 

The authority to restrain the distillation from grain expires 
with the session. I fear that the necessity vo prolong it still exists 
In revising or continuing the statute it may be expedient to except 
His Majesty's military service from its provisions 

With confidence I commit to your consideration and care the 
other matters which may be requisite for the welfare of this Provinee 
in the present emergency. 

‘Veur attention will of course be called to such expiring acts as 
require to be renewed. 

Te the actual situation of the Province it would be superfluous 
to remind you that as little time should be spent in the Session ns Ms 
te reatent with mature deliberation on the several topies to which 
your attention may be called.

hall pay every regard in our power to the interests of His 
Majesty's loyal subjects, and shall endeavor to frame such regulations 
as in our opinion may best answer for the confiscation of the property 
of such traitors as may have joined the enemy and who may not be 
within reach of legal conviction. 

Tn the gracious desire of Hi 
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that all forfeitures of this nature should be applied to the relief of 
sufferers by the war in this Province we have an additional proof of 
the benevolence of His Royal Highness, and of his solieitude for the 
welfare and happiness of His Majesty's subjects in Upper Canada. 

‘The restrictions on the distillation from grain shall reeeive our 
serious and prompt consideration. 

Such other matters as shall appear to require our deliberations 
shall receive every consideration and we shall, fully sensible of the 
importance of despateh, use every diligence to bring the business of 
the present session to a speedy termination.

Major General Hall to Governor Tompkins. 


Headquarters, Wiutiamsviute, Feb'y 17, 1814. 
sm— 

T feel it my duty to communicate for the information of Your 
Excelleney some circumstances necessary to be known and which it 
is thought will require your early attention, and probably the co- 
operating aid of the Legislature. 

Tn the first moment of alarm on this frontier, for the purpose of 
defence and to supply present deficiencies, arms and ammunition 
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were provided by any means wherever they were to be had, of 
individuals or otherwise, ‘The ammunition has in part been paid for 
on a requisition by the Q. Master's department of the U. States, but 
the arms purchased have not been nor is there any probability that 
they will be paid for by the U, States. ‘Those arms have been appro- 
priated to the use of the State and have been turned into the public 
arsenals; the individuals of whom they were purchased remain to be 
paid and are men who cannot without inconvenience remain unre- 
numerated. ‘These purehases were chiefly made on the authority of 
Lt. Colo. Davis, and although the proceeding was not strietly war- 
ranted by law or usage yet it is presumed that Your Excellency will 
pereeive in the correetness of the motive a fair claim on the state 
authority for the assumption of such contracts. ‘The sum requisite 
to cover such purchases will probably amount to 10 or 1,200 dollars. 

Your Excellency will recollect that immediately after my assum- 
ing the command on this frontier, a representation was made of the 
destitute situation of our troops as to arms and military stores, an 
event naturally resulting from the loss of the great depot of the 
munitions of war, Fort Niagara, as well as the other contingent losses 
of war. This representation receiver! prompt attention and a supply, 
it is understood, was ordered on to the frontier. It would have 
relieved me of much embarrassment had there accompanied the arms, 
&c,, a bill of them. But learning that they had arrived at Canan- 
daigua and were placed under the care of Captain Ridgeway, a U. S, 
officer, an order was given to remove them to Batavia. The arms 
have chiefly been delivered out. Tt is a matter of regret that there 
should have been so great a deficiency of eartouch boxes; very con- 
siderable number of arms were unsupplied in this particular. The 
importance will readily be perceived of supplying this deficiency. 
Of ammunition and flints there is a sufficieney for the present. 

‘The camp kettles and pans so much desired have been received 
and distributed by the Q. M. of brigade, under the supposition it was 
the property of the State. 

T flatter myself that Your Excelleney will lose no time in order- 
ing detachments of troops from other divisions into service to relieve 
those at present here, On this, so momentous a subject, it is earnestly 
hoped that there may be no delay ; the whole number on this frontier 
do not exceed 1,800 men, and the term of the Ist detachment called 
for on the requisition of the War Department, will expire as soon as 
new troops can be got out.

I have the honor. to 
acquaint you that whenever T am enabled to augment the proportion 
of artillery now serving in Upper Canada T propose doing so, 

‘Should the late movement of the enemy from their position on 
the frontier of Lower Canada throw sufficient light on their future 
designs a8 to remove apprehensions of a second concentration of their 
foree for the purpose of invading this Province, I will endeavor to 
increase the divisions placed under your command. 
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With regard to the difficulties attending the maintenance of 
horses at Kingston, I recommend the greatest reduction being made 
in the Driver Corps attached to the field train at that post, and that 
the troop of the 19th Lt. Dragoons now there should be sent either 
to Cornwall or St. David 

Having no employment at this moment in the Lower Province 
for the Western Indians ib woald be highly impolite under existiog 
circumstances to place them where you suggest, to the annoyance of 
the Canadians and to the irritation of the hitherto peaceful American 
borderers. 

Experience has taught me that Indians are not a disposable force 
and far from a manageable one when brought into action. Their eo- 
operation is never to be relied on. From these considerations I am 
apprehensive they cannot be turned into an enemy’s country as a free 
corps, there to feed themselves, while food is to be obtained. 

It is therefore proper you should ascertain the correctness of my 
objections before you adopt any plan for removing them from their 
present situation. 

The information you have received of the force of the enemy at 
Batavia and of a detachment collecting at a village near Lewiston 
under Major General Hall does not appear to me calculated to create 
any immediate apprehension for the safety of the Niagara frontie 
provided our troops are vigilant and that a proper spirit of discipline 
1s cherished among them. 

With regard to Lieut, Colonel Elliott's communication relating 
to the disposition of the Indians respecting young Tecumseth, I am 
inelined to coincide to his opinion, relying on your assuring their 
principal warriors that I only wished to express to them in person 
H.R. H. the Prince Regent's commands to assure the Western Indians 
that H.R. H. is desirous of maintaining a perpetual good under- 
standing with them, and also to protect their territory against the 
encroachments of the Government of the United States, 

Thave desired the Commissary General to attend to the inade- 
quacy of the supply of money at’ the uppermost posts, and he has 
taken measures to meet the want of that article and of salt provisions.

Tn reply to which I do not hesitate to declare 1; 
in favor of the introduetion of so valuable a portion of subjects into 
a country already too much inhabited by aliens from the United 
Kingdom, very many of whom are avowedly disaffected to the British 
Government, and as many more of doubtful principles. 

Independent of the advantage to result from the population 
being thus inereased by such loyal inhabitants, the ranks of the 
militia would be filled with a brave and hardy race of men, whose 
desertion to the enemy would not be apprehended. 

And although the want of provisions would weigh strongly 
against the introduction at present of these settlers, yet I conceive it 
fully counterbalanced by the aecession of so much military strength. 

Lam of the opinion therefore that these people ought to have 
every assistance afforded them in their passage out and for a fair 
length of time after their settlement here, and that they ought to be 
encouraged to leave home by the very earliest opportunity in the 
spring. 

A large supply of provisions should accompany them, besides 
felling axes and the other requisite implements, which cannot be pro- 
cured in this country, together with a suitable proportion of scarlet 
militia clothing, shoes, &c., complete. 

‘The lands to be granted to these people must be from those at

‘Your Excellency will have already pereeived by my letter of the 
3a instant that with very great reluctanee I have found it totally 
impracticable, from the lateness of the season and the unusually mild 
weather during the entire of this winter, to make an attempt with 
any reasonable hope of success against the enemy's veseels upon Lake 
Erie and their foree at Detroit. 

The observations contained in Your Excelleney’s letter of the 
29th ultimo have been realized and I have been most fully and amply 
justified in the reluctant decision I made at that time, by the present 
‘tate of the weather. For the last four days past the thaw has been 
so considerable that many of the oldest inhabitants of this Province, 
which at all times differs so much from the lower one, are almost 
induced to believe that even at this early period the winter is fast 
breaking up. The snow has hitherto been but very thin upon the 
ground and the bordage upon Lake Erie never so strong or sound as 
to render a passage upon it to Put-in-Bay sufficiently safe. 

T therefore do not hesitate in declaring to Your Excellency that 
any attempt against the enemy’s vessels on Lake Erie or their force 
at Detroit is at present totally impracticable, as well from the unusual 
mildness of the weather as from the lateness of the season.

enemy which had appeared near Chatham driving about 40 or 50 
head of eattle, but which had abandoned the cattle and made a pre- 
cipitate retreat, intelligence of the arrival of Captain Basden’s detach- 
ment having been communieated to them by a family of the name of 
Hiteheock. 

‘A Captain Rowe of the militia has been taken prisoner, and a 
Mr. P. Blodget apprehended, on suspicion of acting for the enemy.

shew them they are not to commit such atrocious acts with impunity. 
We have not heard what they intend to do with the prisoners of war 
held in close confinement. I am much in the opinion that the 
rapid decline of their ally, Boney, will make them sing small and of 
course a peace must take place, but God forbid that any peace should 
be granted them until they are completely humbled. A new line also 
should be drawn in order that a peace should become permanent, for 
if they are allowed to progress and populate upon the lands next our 
waters then we must not count upon a lasting peace, for the St. 
Lawrence will be such a bone for these Lords of the Creation that 
they will forever be picking at it to our great annoyance and perhaps 
discomfiture in the end, You will have heard no doubt of the fate

You should take into your caleulation, in addition to the serious 
expense, difficulty and inconvenience, inseparable from the transport 
of provisions from Lower Canada, the uncertainty of their arriving 
at their destination, and make corresponding exertions to be pre- 
pared against disappointment. 

T regret cireuinstances have compelled you to relinquish the 
expedition to the westward ; even as regards the economy of provi- 
sions, the removal of the western warriors would have been a great 
advantage. 

The preservation of the resourees in the Long Point, District 
should be @ primary consideration at this moment, nor would T have 
you extend your foree now acting on the defensive so as to uncover 
them. 
‘As it is possible our naval ascendeney on Lake Ontario may only 
pave a short duration, the Federalists and Democrats agreeing cor- 
dially on the propriety of the exertions of the Ameriean Government 
to preserve their superiority on the lakes, it becomes doubly neces- 
sary that you should resort to every practicable expedient for pro- 
curing provisions. 

‘Tik foregoing consideration, combined with the actual state of 
Lake Erie, renders it possible (in my estimation) that not only Fort 
Niagara may be invested, but that the residue of the Right. Division 
may be obliged to depend on the depots and magazines, whieh you 
may have been enabled to establish previous to the opening of the 
campaign, for its supplies. 

Thave called the Commissary-General’s attention to this most 
interesting and highly important part of his duty, and I feel assured 
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that he will not fail in exerting a proper sensibility on the subject 
on the minds of the Commissariat officers serving in Upper Canada ; 
altho’ you may continue to rely on every exertion being made by me 
to support your endeavors for the preservation of the territory you 
have to defend, and to supply the wants of the army under your 
command, still it is requisite you should circumseribe your demands 
as much as possible by drawing forth the resources of the province, 
and by a judicious accumulation of them.

If the detachment from the 
former be great, a moment may occur in which you may do, with the 
aid of Commodore Chauncey, what 1 last year intended Pike should 
have done without aid, and what we now’ all know was very practi- 
cable, viz, : to cross the river or head of the lake on the ice and carry 
Kingston by a coup de main. This is not, however, to be attempted 
but under a combination of the following circumstances: practicable 
roads, good weather, lange detachments (made westerly) on the part of 
the enemy, and a full and hearty co-operation on the part of our own 
naval commander.

‘The Commander of the Forees having been pleased to grant to 


the Indian chief, John Norton, a commission as captain and Ieader of 
the Five Nations, Grand River Indians or Confederates, I am directed 
to convey to you His Excelleney’s request that no interference may 
be allowed from the officers of the Indian Department. between these 
tribes and Captain Norton, and all communications to those tribes 
ure to be made through the medium of Captain Norton. That Cap- 
tain Norton may have it in his power to reward the faithful services 
of the warriors acting with him, and also to give countenance to the 
Teading war chiefs who assist in preserving good order in the Five 
Nations, it is His Excellency’s desire that an ample proportion of 
presents be put up separately for the Indians of the Five Nations, to 
be distributed under Captain Norton’s directions. 

"The clerk and storekeeper of the Five Nation department is to 
be ordered to give to Cuptain Norton an acct. of the arms, ammuni- 
tion and goods that he receives for the use of the warriors and their 
families, and he is to be required to keep a regular account of the 
distribution of the same under the orders of Captain Norton, that the 
course of the expenditure and means of supply may always be secn. 

‘The number of the Five Nations and Delawares on the Grand 
River is reported to be about 400 men. 

‘The Moravians, Delawares and Munceys on the River Thames 
are stated to be nearly 100. ‘The latter joined Captain Norton when 
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proceeding with the army under Major-General Brock for the eapture 
of Detroit, and have since shewn their fidelity; it is the wish of the 
Comr. of the Forees, therefore, that, the opportunity be afforded Cap- 
tain Norton to protect and reward these people according to their 
merits, 

Captain Norton leaves Quebec in a few days on his return to 
Upper Canada, to assume the charge of those warriors who look up 
to him, and His Excellency trusts that officer will fulfil the expecta- 
tion entertained of his zeal, courage and activity, and it is hoped this 
mark of confidence and good opinion placed in him by the Comr. of 
the Forces will have the effect of ensuring that degree of usefulness 
to our cause from Captain Norton and his followers that eannot fail 
of being attended with the best consequences, and under these impre 
sions Iam instructed, in His Excellency’s name, to recommend Cap- 
tain Norton to your protection.

bability the North River will be completely open in ten days. If 
these guns should not arrive in Albany before the 20th of this month, 
I shall direct them to be sent up the Mohawk to Oswego, where I 















will have boats to reeeive them. By this route I can calculate on 
receiving all the guns by the first week in May.

Having received a report from Captain Caldwell, late on the 
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night of the 8d inst., stating that he had fallen in with a party of 
‘Americans that day on his advance through the Long Wood, the 
flank companies of the Royals and 89th Regiment moved early yes- 
terday morning to his support, and at 5 o'clock in the afternoon came 
up with them, who were posted on a commanding eminence strongly 
entrenched by a log breastwork, ‘They were instantly attacked in 
front by the two companies of the Royals and 89th Regiment ; at the 
same time the Kent Militia and Captain Caldwell’s company of 
rangers made a flank movement to the right, and a small party of 
Indians to the left, to gain the rear of the enemy's position, and after 
repeated efforts to disage them, without effet, the troops were most 
reluctantly withdrawn. I regret. that our loss is very considerable. 
T enclose a letter from Ensign Mills of the 89th Regiment, who 
remained in command of the troops in this affair, every other officer 
being killed or wounded, —T was detained at Delaware several hours 
after the movement of the two companies, making arrangements with 
Colonel Elliott of the Indian Department for a particular service in 
which the Indians were to be employed, which, I regret, prevented 
my joining the troops till the close of the action, Information is just 
received that the Americans have retreated from their position.

By the return of Lieut, Jackson of the Royal Scots, who has 
been the bearer of your flag of truce from Delaware, (U.C.,) to this 
place, Ihave to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 22d 
Mito., accompanied by a transcript of the communication made to you 
by Licut.-General Drummond on the day preceding, relative to the 
burning of Mr. Westbrook’s barn and house, and the eapture of Messrs. 
Baby, Springer and Brigham by a detachment of troops from my 
command at Detroit. 

Tn the communication made to you by Lieut-Gen'l Drummond, 
he has fallen into some errors it will be my duty to correct. The 
first complaint exhibited against the conduet of the detachment is for 
‘the outrage committed in burning the house and barn of Mr. West 
brock.” When it shall be known that Mr. Westbrook was a man 
born within the States, and retaining the attachment for his native 
country which a citizen ought to feel, and for which, since the com 
tneneeinent of the present war, he has suffered from your Govern- 
ment oppression, imprisonment and persecution, in fact, has been 
virtually outlawed, one is at a loss to imagine the souree whence the 
extreme sensibility in regard to this man’s rights should be so sud- 
denly felt and displayed, But when it is added that Mr. Westbrook 
faeeompanied the detachment, and courted its protection in the 
removal of his family from Delaware, and that he was himself the 
prineipal actor in the “outrage” complained of, it is presamed that no 
repetition of this complaint will be heard. 

With regard to Col. Baby, a few words may suffice, as his release, 
if intended to be demanded, is so faintly urged that we see at once 
his name has been used merely to augment the list. Col. Baby, who 
bears a commission in your service, as his papers prove, W i 
arms and under cireimstances of such suspicion as regarded his 
desigus that I should have felt justified in using much more vigorous 
mensures towards Col. Baby than were adopted. He was, however, 
jmmediately sent on to headquarters to Major-Gen'l Harrison 

‘As it regards the capture of Capt, Springer and Mr. Brigham, T 
exercised the disoretion vested in me by my Government, who have 
confided to that diseretion an important command, nor have T by that 
act in anywise violated a personal right or contravened a general 
principle but what is fully justified by’ the law of nations and the 
usages of war. 

Tt is presumable that Gen'l Drummond is well advised of the 
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customs and usages of war, and, notwithstanding he speaks so confi- 
dently on the subject in the despatch which he communicated to you 
on the West ulto., and (of) which you enclosed me a copy, I am still 
authorized in saying that the sentiments expressed by the General in 
relation to the right of capture and detention of your subjects con- 
fliets with the best opinions on national law, and is, moreover, direetly 
opposed to the conduct of your own commanders whilst the Michigan 
‘Territory was oeeupied by’ the troops of your Government. Nay, in 
the very communication to which I have just alluded, he acknowled- 
ges that a detachment of your foree has made prisoner of Mr. Blodget 
within those limits that have submitted to our army, and now holds 
him in confinement. This Mr. Blodget is a citizen of the U. States, 
in no employment of its Government, either in a civil or military 
capacity (not even at this time incorporated with a militia company,) 
but merely engaged as a clerk to a mercantile firm in Detroit, to settle 
accounts and to make purchases for their individual advantage from 
citizens on the River Thames, with whom this person had some pre- 

ious transactions in the way of their business. Yet he is seized, and 
without other reason offered for his detention than his being “appre- 
honded under very suspicious circumstances,” he has been ordered 
to York. With such a case as this before you, the demand for_a lib- 
eration for your own subjects comes with a very ill grace. In the 
capture of Captain Springer, I was justified from the cireumstance of 
his having commanded a militia company in your service and having 
been dctively engaged against us. The other prisoner, Brigham, I 
had received information against, and information of a character that 
induced me to decide on his removal from his residence. There exists, 
as it relates to him at this time, no more than relates to Blodget. I 
shall very readily, therefore, discharge the one when the other is set 
at liberty. Capt. Springer is, with Col, Baby, now at headquarters. 
Gen’l Harrison will decide on their cases. 

T could have wished that Lieut.-General Drummond had avoided 
in his letter, (as it seemed intended for my inspection,) the harsh 
epithets of “shameful and inhuman” applied to the treatment which 
Messrs. Baby, Springer and Brigham received. Neither of these 
persons would make such a charge, and I am warranted in saying 
the expressions were unmerited. It merely would have comported 
better with the attitude assumed by the General in that letter to 
have abstained from language that has but one character. With 
regard to the threat of retaliation which General Drummond has 
permitted himself to use, I have but one remark to make. He is 
altogether a stranger to the American character if he supposed for a 
moment it would avail him in any purpose he intended, or intimidate 
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an officer from his duty. We are appalled neither by the scene on 
the River Raisin or on the Niagara frontier.

Thave the honor to report to Your Excellency that T availed 
myself of an opportunity to visit that part of the district which lies 
to the westward, as far as Delaware town on the River Thames and 
Long Point and vicinity on the shore of Lake Erie 

T was much concerned to find that part of the country bordering 
on the River Thames entirely drained of its resources, so much so in 
fact as to make it almost amounting to an impossibility to support 
an adequate foree for its protection without drawing all supplies for 
that, purpose from the neighborhood of Long Point. 

As, however, this latter country can furnish a tolerable quantity 
of flour and a few cattle, and as the only approaches from the lake 
shore all unite nearly at one point, (about 20 miles from Turkey 
Point,) I propose posting a considerable foree, providing I am supplied 
with the means of so doing, in the vicinity of Mr. Culver’s house, near 
the junetion of the roads alluded to, from whence a stall party may 
be detached to Oxford to watch the road to the westward, and small 
guards posted to Turkey Point, Mrs, Ryerson’s and Dover. 

Teoneeive the 100th Regt. will be most advisable to employ on 
this occasion, as that part of this corps stationed there before, I am 
much gratified in stating, conducted itself, collectively and individu- 
ally, in the most orderly and correct manner during its ser viee there, 
very widely different, I am {coneerned to say, from the light com- 
panies of the Royals’ and 89th Regiment, whose behavior has been 
that more of a phindering banditti than of British soldiers, employed 
for the protection of the country and its inhabitants, Two light 
guns and the troop of the 19th Light Dragoons from Kingston may 
fikewise prove of service in this direetion, as the country consists of 

Jains but thinly seattered with trees, exeept in a few places, almost 
to the borders of the Grand River. 

By this river, it is true, the enemy might endeavor to advance 
into the interior, but the distance from the lake is so excessive that, 
even supposing them daring enough to hazard such an attempt, 
intelligence of their motions would arrive in sufficient time to prevent 
the retreat of our foree being cut off prior to its crossing the Grand 

iver. 
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T have direeted Captain Stewart of the Royals to make a diver- 

sion with his and the light company of the 89th Regt. and the Kent 

Volunteers, under Lieut. MeGregor, towards the mouth of the Thames, 

for the purpose of covering the passage of the River St. Clair by 

about 200 Indians, whom T have sent to their brethren to the west- 
ard with an ample supply of powder and ball 

I was not so much surprised, as I regretted to find when at Bur- 
lington that Mr. Dance, the Asst. Commy. General, had searcely pro- 
cured at this late season of the winter any quantity of flour, the 
future consumption of which, it appears to me, instead of being at this 
moment only contracted for should have been long since safely lodged 
in the commissariat magazine. ‘The favorable season for transport 
has been permitted to pass, the difficalty and expense will not be 
consequently considerably increased. I am thoroughly convinced 
that such conduet would not have been pursued by any other person 
in that department possessed of the smallest spark of energy, activity 
or genuine zeal in His Majesty's service. And so little of either docs 
it appear to me that Mr. Dance possesses that I firmly believe that it 
would prove of the most beneficial consequence to the army in general, 

to the right division in particular, if his place were supplied by 
an officer of more energy and talent: 

T beg leave again to draw Your Excellency’s attention to the 
very great want of money in this Province. Mr. Dance informed me 
that a supply of £30,000 would scarcely more than suffice to discharge 
the demands upon him and carry on the serviee 

Tam extremely concerned ‘to state to Your Excellency that I 
seldom entered a house to the westward where the claims of individ- 
uals for cattle and provisions furnished, taken and destroyed by the 
troops and Indians in the retreat of the division from Detroit, 
not numerous, as well as for provisions furnished by individuals, 
principally in’ the vicinity of Long Point and Port Talbot, on the 
authority of Major General Brock and Colonel Talbot, which have 
not as yet been paid, and which in consequence is the cause of the 
greatest discontent, and in many instances of persons withholding 
their produce altogether from sale until their former demands are 
satisfied. The roads in the Province have been so much neglected 
since the commencement of the war that during the wet weather in 
some parts they become totally impassable. Iam induced therefore 
to submit to Your Excelleney’s favorable consideration the necessity 
of @ communication being afforded by water between the different 
posts on Lake Ontario, and a recommendation that you will be pleased 
to sanction the building of two light and fast sailing vessels for that 
purpose,

T have the honor to transmit to Your Excellency a letter T 
received enclosed from Colonel Talbot, reporting that the enemy had 
gain advanced up the Thames and crossed over to Point aux Pins, 
36 miles above Port Talbot on Lake Erie, where they destroyed the 
settlement. 

“The inhabitants at Port Talbot and upon the Talbot Road are 
in the greatest state of alarm, it being reported it is the intention of 
the enemy to lay waste the entire of the settlements in that vieinit; 
when, if such be the ease, not less than 200 families will fall a sacrifi 
to this infamous species of uncivilized warfare. The enemy were 
accompanied by a man named Corbett, who sometime sinee made his 
escape from York gaol. 

When at Delaware I directed Major General Riall to return a 
captain of militia (Rowe) who had been brought over the River St 
Chir by Lieut. MeGregor’s Kent Volunteers, as he was at the time 
not in arms but in the peaceable possession of his house, to Brigadier 
General Cass at Detroit, with a flag of truce which also conveyed a 
strong remonstranee from me against the incendiary system which 
appears likely to prevail to the’ westward, and more particularly 
against the burning of Westbrook’s house and. offices at Delaware, 
headed by himself, and the seizare of Messrs. Brigham and Springer 
from thence, who, with Lieut. Colonel Baby and another were shame- 
fally tied with cords until the enemy found convenient to carry them 
away. 

‘Your Excelleney may perhaps judge it advisable to make a 
representation on these subjects to the Commander in Chief of the 
United States army or to the American Government,

be ready by the Ist of May and a fourth by the end of that month. 

‘The roads from Albany, Boston and New York are covered with 
ordnance and stores for these vessels, and which when added to their 
old squadron will be far superior to anything I can bring against 
them. It therefore becomes my duty to acquaint you that unless I 
receive immediate reinforcements of guns, long 24 and 32 pounders, 
men and stores of every description, Upper Canada will, in my 
opinion, be lost to His Majesty. 

In the meantime I shall use every exertion to collect the ship- 
wrights in this country and build (if possible) to be on something 
like equal terms with the enemy, altho’ their resources are so much 
nearer to them than ours are to us that if they exert themselves it 
will be impossible for us to get an equal fore. 

‘You, however, may rely that this squadron will do all in its 
power to uphold the honor of the British flag, nor shall it ever be 
surrendered to the enemy under any circumstances whatever. 

Thave sent a copy of the information herewith transmitted to 
the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty and have solicited from 
their Lordships immediate reinforcements, and I have acquainted them 
without which I cannot expect suecess against the enemy.

Captain Cochrane has delivered to me your despatches to No. 
126 inclusive, and I have lost no time in laying before the Prince 
Regent the gratifying intelligence which they contain. 

‘Although His Royal Highness on many occasions has had reas 
to express his approbation of the conduct of the army under 
command, yet His Royal Highness can refer to none in which the 
skill and judgment of the officers and the gallantry and discipline of 
the men have been more conspicuously displayed than in the late 
operations on the Niagara Frontier. ‘The results of these new exer- 
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tions made by the army in that quarter will be to give’ more imme- 
diate security to the Upper Province, not only by repelling the enemy 
to a greater distance from the frontier, but by giving increased 
facility to the formation of a preponderating naval foree upon Lake 
Erie. 

‘You will not fail to convey to Lt. Genl. Drummond, to Major 
Generals Riall and Vineent, and to all the officers and men of the 
regular foree and militia engagéd, the high approbation which His 
Royal Highness the Prinee Regent has expressed of their services on 
that occasion, and you will equally express to Capt. Norton and the 
Indians under his command, His Royal Highness’s gracious acknow!- 
cedgments of their exertions in the common cause, 

His Royal Highness entirely approves of your having retaliated 
on the inhabitants of the United States the harsh measures which 
the American Government had adopted with respect to that part of 
the Canadas which had been in their temporary occupation. You 
will not fail to inflict a similar retaliation whenever the conduct of 
the enemy will render it necessary. It is, however, the anxious wish 
of His Royal Highness that the example which has so properly been 
made of the destruction of Lewiston, Black Rock and Buffalo, may 
be sufficient to deter the enemy from the repetition of outrage so 
meh at variance with the practice of war as carried on between 
civilized nations, for nothing can be more painful to His Royal 
Highness than to be under the necessity of extending to unoffending 
inhabitants the aggravated miseries to which such a system, if per- 
severed in on the part of the enemy, must infallibly give rise to.

‘The detachment of one thousand men, Pennsylvania Militia, of 
which you are constituted and appointed colonel commandant, having 
arrived, or the major part of it, at Erie, the place of general rendezvous, 
you will, as soon as practicable, organize (and any that may subse 
quently to a commencement of an organization arrive,) into one regi- 
tent, to consist of two battalions, and each battalion to consist of 
five companies. ‘The officer in command is to be a lieutenant colonel. 
Each battalion is to be commanded by a major. Each company is to 
be officered as follows: One eaptain, one first lieutenant, one Second 
lieutenant, one ensign, four sergeants and four corporals, and each 
company is to consist of one hundred men, rank and file. ‘The officers 
to rank and be constituted and appointed according to law. In 
the performance of which duty it is commanded that the officers of 
your regiment be to you aiding and assisting and strict, and complete 
Sbedience is hereby enjoined on all the officers and men of your regi- 
ment to all your lawful commands. 

‘As soon as you shall have organized the regiment as commanded 
yon will report yourself and the number of men under your command 
to the nearest general officer commanding for the United States, and 
you are ordered and commanded to yield complete obedience to any 
drders issued by your superior officer in command at Erie or else- 
where for the United States. 

From the alacrity with which very many of your detachment 
volunteered their services at an inclement season, the Commander- 
in-Chief anticipates honorable results from citizen soldiers, whose 
valor is not circumscribed by geographical limits of territory.

Thave the honor to enclose you a letter I have received from 
Mr, Asst. Commy. General Dance, informing me of your order to him 
to send a sum of money to York. I have ealled on him in conse- 
quence for an account of the money actually in his possession, whieh 
$'fod to be not more than £2874 Halifax curry. It has therefore 
been impossible for him to comply with your order. 

‘On this subject I feel it my duty to represent it to you that 
there is an universal complaint throughout the country of the want 
of punctuality in the payments of the eommissariat, so much so that 
the people absolutely refuse to sell their produce without being paid 
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the money down, having no faith in the promises of that department, 
by which they say they have been so often deceived, indeed, I believe 
you yourself have been a witness of this, but which the Commy. says 
has been unavoidable from the want of funds. 

‘The supplies of timber and materials for the various works 
ordered will not be procured without prompt payment; so much 
money is still due for former services of this nature that no person 
‘can be found to enter into contracts with the Commissary to furnish 
them, nor ean the labor which will be required be had without regular 
weekly payments for the same reason. 

‘Although a great deal of money has been paid within a short 
time to the troops, yet still considerable sums are due, which the 
specie lately sent up will, I am confident, not be nearly sufficient to 
pay off, as I this morning received a letter from Colonel Young 
Stating that after having received £1000, £2000 were still due to his 
Regt. I have directed comm’'g officers to send a return of balances 
due to their Regts. to the 24 Feb'y, which I shall transmit when 
received. 

‘A large sum will be required to pay the bounties to men whose 
services are expired and who wish to re-enlist for a further period, 
Lt. Colonel Gordon mentioned to me that not less than 50 wished to 
come forward in the Royal Regt. 

Exclusive of all these present exigencies the outstanding claims 
which you have directed me to investigate and order payment of, are 
a daily’ and constant draught upon the commissariat for ready money, 
and [believe you are aware that they are to a very great amount. 

For these reasons, therefore, it will be absolutely: necessary that 
regular and considerable supplies be furnished to the Commissary for 
the service of this division of the army.

By Lieut, Shannon of the U.S. Infantry I have the honor of 
informing you that a detachment of troops under my command, led 
by Captain Holmes of the 24th U, S. Infantry, has obtained a signal 
vietory over the enemy. ‘The affair took place on the 4th inst., about 
a hundred miles from here,on the River La Tranche, Our foree con- 
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sisted of not more than 160 rangers and mounted infantry. The 
enemy, from their own acknowledgment, had about 240. ‘The fine 
Tight’ company of Scots Greys is totally destroyed; they led the 
attack most gallantly, and their commander fell within ten paces of 
our front line. The light company of the 89th has also suffered 
severely, one officer of the company fell, one is a prisoner, and another 
said to be badly wounded. In killed, wounded and prisoners the 
enemy lost about eighty, whilst on our part there was but four killed 
and four wounded. ‘The great disparity in the loss on each side is to 
be attributed to the very judicious position occupied by Captain 
Holmes, who compelled the anemy to attack him at a great dieu 
tage. ‘This, even more than his gallantry, merits the laurel

“The American enelosure is only # brushwood fence with 
an abattis on the outside to prevent a charge, no defence in front but 
almost inaccessible except by the road. 

I regret very much not being authorized to raise a company. 
Since Iam here I might have got several men. MeGrogor’s company 
are dissatistied with him and are about leaving him. ‘Three of them 
have engaged in Coleman's dragoons and the remainder wish to join 
Caldwell's Rangers. I have seen several persons from the River 
‘Thames and Amherstburg, who all say that the inhabitants are 
anxiously expecting and a great many ready to join us. The Wyn- 
dotts or Huron Indians are also at the back of’ the lake settlement 
anxiously expeeting us. However, I fear our expedition to westward 
is now completely frustrated. In consequence of Colonel Elliott 
being sick and the want of Indian ehiefs the Indians who came up 
latterly are all returned hack to the head of Lake Ontario. 

I beg you will be pleased to mention to His Honor Lt. General 
Drummond that L have endeavored to obtain all the information in 
iy power respecting a company of artificers, and am well convinced 
that a corps (on the) same terms with Sappers and Miners could be 
raised in a very short time, A man arrived from the River Thames 
to-day says that 500 Ainericans had crossed from Detroit to come to 
the assistanee of those engaged on the 4th inst. I have learned that 
the first party came out with the intention of going to Port Talbot. 
‘They have brought with them 3 field pieces, which they were obliged

Thave the honor to submit in writing that the expedition sent 
under my command against the enemy's posts, by your special orders 
of the 2ist ultimo, had the good fortune on the 4th inst. to meet and 
subdue a foree double its own, fresh from the barracks and led by a 
distinguished officer, I had been compelled to leave the artillery by 
the invincible difficulties of the route from Point au Plait to Round 
0. No wheeled carriage of any kind had ever attempted it before, 
and none will ever pass it until the brush and fallen timber are cut 
away and the swamp causewayed or drained. After joining Capt, 
Gill L began the warch for Fort Talbot, but was soon convinced of 
its being impossible to reach the fort in time to seeure any foree that 
might be there or adjacent. This conviction, united with the infor- 
mation that the enemy had a large force at Delaware upon the 
Thames, that I should be expected at Fort Talbot and consequently 
that a previous descent upon Delaware might deceive the foo and 
lead him to expose to me some point in defending others he might 
think menaced, and coupled with the possibility that hearing of 
Captain Gill's mareh to the Round O by MeGregor's militia whom he 
had pursued, a detachment had descended the ‘Thames to intercept 
him, determined me to exercise the discretion allowed by the order 
and to strike at onee upon the river. 

On the 8rd inst, when only fifteen miles from Delaware, we 
received intelligence that the enemy bad left Delaware with the 
intention of descending the river and that we should probably meet 
him in one hour; that his force consisted of a light company from 
the Royal Scots, mustering for duty one hundred and twenty men, a 
light company from the 89th Regiment of foot, (efficiency not known,) 
Caldwell’s Indians and McGregor’s militia, amounting in all to about 
three hundred, My command had not originally exceeded one 
hundred and eighty in rank and file. Hunger, cold ‘and fatigue had 
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brought on disease, and though none had died all were exceedingly 
depressed and sixteen had been ordered home as unable to continue 
the march, I resolved therefore to avoid a conflict on equal ground 
and immediately retreated five miles for the sake of a good position 
on the western bank of Twenty Mile Creek, leaving Gill with twenty 
rangers to cover the retreat and watch the enemy's motions. We 
had eamped but a few minutes when Cupt. Gill joined, after exchang- 
ing shots with the enemy's advanee in vainly ‘attempting to reeon- 
hoitre his foree. The Twenty Mile Creek runs from north to south 
through a deep wide ravine, and of course is flanked enst and west 
by lofty heights. My camp was formed upon the western heights, 
the enemy's upon the opposite. During the night of the third all 
was quiet. At sunrise upon the fourth the enemy appeared thinly 
upon the opposite heights, fired upon us without effect and vanished. 
‘After waiting some time for their re-appearance Lieut. Knox of the 
rangers was sent to reconnoitre. Upon his return he reported that 
the enemy. had retreated with the utmost precipitation, leaving his 
baggage scattered upon the road, and that his trail and fires made 
himout not more than seventy men, Mortified at the supposition of 
having retrograded from this diminutive foree, I instantly commenced 
the pursuit with the intention of attacking Delaware before the 
opening of another day. We did not, however, proceed beyond five 
miles when Captain Lee, commanding the advance, discovered the 
enemy in considerable force arranging himself for battle. The 
symptoms of fear and flight were now easily traced to the purpose of 
seducing me from the heights, and so far the plan had sueceeded but 
the enemy failed to improve the advantage. If he had thrown his 
chief force across the ravine above the road and occupied our camp 
when relinquished, thus obstructing my communieation to the rear, 
Y should have been driven upon Delaware against a superior force, 
since found to be stationed there, or forced to tuke the wilderness for 
Fort Talbot without forage or provisions. Heaven averted this 
calamity. We soon regained the position at the Twenty Mile Creek, 
and though the rangers were greatly disheartened by the retreat, 
‘and to a man insisted on not fighting the enemy, we decided to 
exhibit on that spot a seene of death or victory. 

T was induced to adopt the order of a hollow square to prevent 
the necessity of evolution, which I knew all the troops were ineom- 
petent to perform inaction. The detachment of the 24th and 28th 

infantry occupied the brow of the heights. ‘The detachment from 
the garrison of Detroit formed the north side of the square, the 
rangers the west, the militia the south, Our horses and baggage 
stood in the centre. ‘The enemy threw his militia and Indians across 
the ravine above the road and commenced an action with bugles 
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sounding from the north, west and south, His regulars at the saune 
time charged down the road from the opposite heights, crossed the 
bridge, charged up the heights we occupied, within twenty steps of 
the American line and against the most destructive fire. But his 
front section was shot to pieces. Those who followed were much 
thinned and wounded. His officers were soon cut down and his 
antagonists continued to evince a degree of animation that bespoke 
at once their boldness and security. He therefore abandoned the 
charge and took cover in the woods at diffused order, between fifteen 
and twenty paces of our line, and placed all hope upon his ammunition, 

Our regulars, being uncovered, were ordered to kneel that the 
brow of the heights might partly screen them from the enemy's view 
‘The firing increased on both sides with great vivacity; but the crisis 
was over. I knew the enemy dared not uncover, and of course no 
second charge would be attempted. On the north, west and south 
front the fire had been sustained with much edolness and with con- 
siderable loss to the foe. Our troops on these fronts being protected 
by logs hastily thrown together, the enemy not charging, both the 
rifle and musket were aimed at leisure, perhaps always told. ‘The 
enemy at last became convinced that Providence had sealed the 
fortune of the day. His cover on the east front was insufficient, for 
as he had charged in column of sections, and therefore when disper- 
sing on either side of the road was unable to extend his flanks, and 
as our regulars presented an extended front from the beginning it is 
evident a common sized tree could not protect even one man, much 
less the squads that stood and often breathed their last together, and 
yet upon his regulars the enemy relied for victory. In concert there- 
fore, and favored by the shades of twilight, he commenced a general 
retreat after one hour's close and gallant conflict. 

I did not pursue for the following reasons:—1. We had 
triumphed against numbers and discipline and were therefore under 
no obligation of honor to incur additional hazard. 2. In the requi- 
sites, (numbers and discipline,) the enemy were still superior and the 
night would have insured success to ambuscade. 3, The enemy's 
bugle sounded close upon the opposite heights. If then we pursued 
we must have passed over to him as he did to us, because the creek 
could be passed on horseback at no other point, and the troops, being 
fatigued and frost bitten, their shoes ent to pieces by frozen ground, 
it was not possible to pursue on foot. It follows that the attempt to 
pursue would have given the enemy the same advantage that pro- 
duced their defeat. 

Our loss in killed and wounded amounted to a non-commissioned 
officer and six privates, but the blood of hetween eighty and ninety 
brave Englishmen avenged their fall. The commander, Captain 
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Basden of the 89th, is supposed to have been killed at an early stage 
of the contest, ‘The whole American foree in action consisted of one 
hundred and fifty rank and file, of whom seventy were militia, inelud- 
ing the rangers. ‘The enemy's regulars were from one hundred and 
fifty to one hundred and eighty strong, and his militia and Indians 
fought on three fronts of our square. 

Tam much indebted to all my regular officers and I trust their 
names will be mentioned to the army and to the War Department, 
Without intending a discrimination it must be acknowledged that 
the exertions of Lieuts, Knox and Henry of the 28th, and Jackson 
and Potter of the 24th, were most conspicuous, because fortune had 
opposed them to the main strength of the foe. Captain Lee of the 
Michigan Dragoons was of great assistance before the action, at the 
head of the advance and spies, and my warmest thanks are due to 
Acting Sailing Master Darling of the United States schooner Somers 
who had volunteered to command the artillery. Ensign Heard of 
the 28th, acting as a volunteer adjutant, merits my acknowledgments, 
and especially for his zeal in defending my opinion against a final 
retreat when others permitted their hopes to sink beneath the pressure 
of the moment. 

‘The enemy's wounded and prisoners were treated with the utmost 
humanity. Some of our men were marching in their stocking feet, 
but they were not permitted to take a shoe even from the dead.

Thave the honor to acknowledge the reeeipt of your letter of the 
‘Tth inst. at Delawaro, and lost no time in retiring to this place with 
the troops, where we arrived last night, leaving Capt, Caldwell with 
the Kent Volunteers and Rangers at Putman’s, and an advance of an 
officer and 12 men at MeMillan’s. I beg leave to state that the 
Indians joined at Delaware on the 3rd. the day before the light com- 
panies marched, and it was my wish they should move next morning 
Col. Elliott reported they were much fatigued and would require @ 
day’s rest, but that he would find a sufficient number to join Captain 
Caldwell: this party of twenty refused to march, which induced me 
to move forward the light companies on the 4th, not only as & support 
to Capt. Caldwell but as an incitement to the Indians to follow, and 
to enable me to carry the service for which an advanee was princi- 
pally intended into effect. I beg further to state that I did not eon- 
Sider the enemy in any force to make a stand, and that the party 
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Capt. Caldwell fell in with must have been that which went to the 
Round O at Cranfield’s, and I was supported in this opinion by the 
return of a trusty man of the Kent Volunteers, sent down the River 
‘Thames to give information, who reported that none of the enemy 
were on the river. Little suspecting that an action would take place, 
I remained behind to fix with Col. Elliott the day on which the 
Indians would take their departure to the westward with the ammu- 
nition, as my future movements must have depended on it, the result 
of which is already made known to you. I am happy to report that 
the wounded are doing well,

York, March 11th, 1814, 
Smr,— 

T have the honor to transmit to Your Excellency the copy of a 
letter from Capt, Stewart of the Royal Scots Regiment to Maj. Genl. 
Riall, covering one from Col. Elliott, of the Indian Department, where- 
by Your Excellency will perceive that the enemy retreated from their 
position with much precipitancy towards the mouth of the ‘Thames 
after the affair of the 4th instant. 

My desire to furnish such of the Indians as remained to the 
westward with powder and shot has been frustrated by the refusal 
of their brethren with us to proceed with the supplies without the 
advance of our troops at the same time, and through apprehension 
for the safety of their friends and families, should a knowledge of the 
cireumstances reach the Americans at Detroit 

Tt is a matter of much gratification to me to learn that Your 
Excellency has been pleased to order the 103rd Regiment to this 
Province, but as I have already mentioned to Your Excelleney that I 
propose stationing a strong force near Turkey Point for the defence 
of the approaches from the westward and the shore of Lake Erie, I 
consider it my duty to state that from every rational supposition of 
the direction of the efforts of the enemy in the ensuing campaign, I 
am apprehensive I shall not have a sufficient disposable fore to pre- 
serve the western part of the province from insult unless Your 
Excellency be pleased to reinforee me with another regiment in addi- 
tion to the 103rd already ordered here, for Your Excellency must be 
fully aware that it would be highly imprudent to reduce either of 
the garrisons of Kingston or York by a single man after the Glen- 
garry Light Infantry shall have left the former for the frontier on 
the opening of navigation, and it would be equally inconsiderate to 
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permit the post and depot at Burlington to remain without the pro- 
tection and support of a complete battalion. 

That the Right Division be supplied as observed upon in Your 
Excellency's letter of the 28th ultimo, from magazines to be estab- 
lished previous to the opening of the ensuing campaign, I must beg 
to assure Your Excellency is totally and absolutely impossible. The 
country is not furnished with the requisite resourees. Even already 
has the seanty supply of salt pork on hand been obliged to be broke 
in upon, and I must again assure Your Excelleney that I conceive 
that it will be totally impossible for the Right Division to hold its 
ground on the Niagara Frontier without a very ample supply of 
provisions from the Lower Provinee.

T beg leave to report that Lieut. Jackson of my company, the 
bearer of the flag of truce to Detroit, returned last night with a letter 
addressed for you, which is herewith enclosed. I also forward a 
report from Lieut. Jackson to me detailing such cireumstances as 
caine within his notice while detained at Detroit. It appears that 
there are none of the enemy on this side Sandwich. I believe their 
force in the action of the 4th inst. was not nearly so great as stated 
in Ensign Mills’ report. They came up the lake shore, joined the 
mounted riflemen at Crawford’s at Point aux Pins and were to have 
moved on to Port Talbot from thence on the new road, which joins 
the principal one at MeMillan’s, so as to yain the rear of cur division 
at Delaware. This plan was abandoned in consequence of the bad 
state of the roads. I omitted to state in my letter of yesterday's 
date that the placo my letter of the 4th was dated from is fourteen 
miles in advanee of Delaware. 

I beg leave to state that the family of Capt. Springer, who was 
carried off by the Americans from Delaware, are reduced to the 
greatest necessity for want of provisions and clothing, and no means 
of procuring any. Therefore I beg to recommend them as objects 
deserving the support of the Government.

T beg leave to observe, the reason just assigned for the detaining 
the flag I carried to Detroit was in’ consequence of the expedition 
then on the way from that post to act against the detachment under 
your command stationed at Delaware. As soon as Col. Butler, the 
Officer commanding at Detroit, received au account of the affair which 
happened near Delaware, he informed me he would still be under the 
necessity of detaining me from information he had just received, 
which stated that a body of British troops, accompanied by a number 
of Indians, were on their march towards Detroit or the post on the 
opposite side. On expostulating as to the truth of his intelligence as 
mentioned, Colonel Butler mentioned that there could be no doubt 
whatever, as he had it direet and in the most speedy manner from the 
Couneil of those we employed, (meaning Indians.) About two hours 
after I met in Col, Butler's quarters one of the Western Indians 
employed by the British Government, whose features were to me 
quite familiar. 

In the course of my conversation with Col. Butler he frequently 
mentioned the excellence of the spies employed by him and other 
officers of the United States army, and by way of illustration suid 
he was informed of a conversation which happened at night in York 
some time ago between Lieut. Genl. Drummond and other military 
men respecting the expedition to the westward, a communication 
which enabled him to prepare for the defence of Detroit, and, he said, 
given by a person who sat in the next room, who, from the door 
Being open, was afforded an opportunity of hearing all that had been 
said distinctly. He mentioned his spies being frequently at Burling- 
ton, and everything was known at Sackett’s Harbor as soon as 
resolved on at Kingston. 

‘A party of Indians had arrived from Michilimackinac a few 
days before my arrival at Detroit. Col. Butler said they were within 
two hours of taking Mr. Dickson, the Indian Chief, that, however, he 
was well acquainted with Mr. Dickson's mission, that he thought the 
fort at that place had been destroyed and the troops retired. Find- 
ing it otherwise, he spoke as ifsomething would be attempted against 
that place. From everything I could learn Lucen, Allen, Norton, 
Richardson and son, all lately residing on the Thames, are the most 
useful and daring spies employed by the Americans in this direction. 
‘The troops at Detroit are about 400 regulars and 150 militia; at 
Spring Wells, (where Genl, Brock erossed,) 150 militia; at Malden 
250 regulars, and Sandwich 150 regulars. 
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‘This is the strength of the enemy's force as near as I could learn. 
Of the militiamen at Detroit 90 are mounted and use the long country 
rifle, The Detroit fort has got an abattis on the land side of the 
north and west faces, which were the only faces I could see. Guns 
mounted in all the embrasures, and on the parapets two travelling 
24-pounders. The redoubt at Sandwich is small, containing a small 
barracks and defended by an 8 or 10 inch picketing, in the tops of 
which are large nails.

I take the earliest opportunity, being a little recovered, to inform 
you of the cireumstances which took place on the 4th inst. for the 
early information of Major General Com’g the Right Division of the 
army. 

ee ee 
the next morning, I paraded in consequence and received further 
directions, viz., to’ move forward, support Capt. Caldwell’s detach- 
ment and push on as far as Ward’s with the whole. I moved on, 
found Capt. Caldwell with the whole of his party at the 14 Mile 
Creek. He had seon the enemy that morning in numbers, supposed 
150 or 200, drawn up in an irregular column about 5 or 6 miles from 
his present position, (the 14 Creek.) There refreshed the men 
and waited a very long time in expectation of some Indians, (eon- 
ceiving that a party was following me;) 5 only arrived and it was 
growing late in the day. I proceeded, leaving Mr. Fraser of the 
Indian Dept. with orders to hurry on such Indians as might come up. 
On approaching the place where the enemy had been before seen, it, 
was observed that by the smoke and some noise that they were 
occupying the same ground. I therefore made my dispositions for 
an immediate attack, it growing late, they were posted on the opposite 
side of a ravine on a high bank close to the road, and I thought I 
colud perceive a slight brushwood fence thrown up, as I presumed to 
obstruct the road. ‘The Kent Volunteers with the Rangers I directed 
to file through the woods to my left, and by making an extensive 
circle they were'to post themselves in rear of the enemy, get as near 
as possible, not to fire a shot but to sound a bugle whenever the 
position was properly secured and they were prepared to advance. 
Mr. Fraser now arrived with about 23 Indians, ‘These I stationed to 
in body. At the sound of 
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the bugle the flank comp(anies) moved on in an open column of 
sections, (the 89th It. comp. being weak in sub-divisions,) led by the 
Royals with an advanee from them. ‘The enemy commenced their 
fire immediately on our appearance, and when the head of the column 
had proceeded a short distance down the hill the firing from them 
(the enemy) was so severe as to oceasion a check. They, however, 
instantly cheered and rushed on, making for the road on the opposite 
side with the intention of carrying this fence. However, this was 
found impossible, the ascent being’ so steep and slippery. I now 
desired the men to follow me and I moved in the ravine to the right 
for some distance under an uncommon fire. On ascending and gain- 
ing the top of the bank I was very much surprised to observe another 
face of the work. I placed the men in extended order under cover 
of the trees, and the action was kept up with great vigor till dusk, 
when that of the enemy became very feeble. I now determined to 
send to the point on the top of the hill, (from whence the action com- 
menced,) for more men to strengthen the party I then had with me, 
and on their arrival to storm the enemy's position agreeably to my 
first intention 

‘At the instant I received a severe wound in my thigh and was 
under the necessity of going to the rear. Before I had proceeded far 
the enemy's fire had ceased. At this period only I received your 
orders to retire, which order I forwarded to the officer com’g on the 
field. A few minutes after I met yourself.

‘The period of service of the militia on the Niagara Frontier will 
shortly expire. In providing for the futnre security of the western 
portion of the State various considerations induce the Commander in 
Chief, instead of making a further draft on the Seventh Division, 
which, on account of wufortunate occurrences, has heretofore been 
greatly harassed, to appeal directly to the citizens of the State at 
large, and more especially to the acknowledged patriotism of the 
citizens of the Western District to furnish a select and efficient corps 
of volunteers. 

The organization of the foree to be raised by virtue of this order 
will be as follows: ‘Two regiments of infantry with a colonel, lieu- 
tenant colonel, two majors for field officers with the usual regimental 
staff of militia 

‘The regiments will consis 

















of ten companies each, and the 
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respective companies to be composed of one captain, two lieutenants, 
two ensigns, six sergeants, five corporal, two musicians and ninety 
privates. One separate battalion comprising four companies, with 
the like number of officers, non-commissioned officers, musicians and 
privates as above, will likewise be organized. One company of the 
Dattalion to be riflemen, two to be light infantry, and the fourth to 
consist of mounted riflemen, ‘The field officers may be selected by 
the captains and subalterns, and the latter by the volunteers of the 
respective companies. The Commander in Chief earnestly recom- 
mends such selection to be made without reference to present rank 
or any other consideration than those of merit, talents and patrio 

The ficld and company officers who may be selected, if they 
not already hold commissions of the sume grade in the militia or in 
corps of exempts, will be brevetted and commissioned by the Com- 
tmander in Chief, ‘The regimental staff will be assigned by the Com- 
jnandant of the regiment and an adjutant for the separate battalion 
will be appointed by the Commandant thereof. 

General Peter B, Porter will command the whole corps. ‘The 
volunteers will be provided with the same camp equipage, rations, 
pay and means of transportation as are allowed to the troops of the 
irmy of the United States, and the Commander in Chief entertains a 
confident expectation that an additional monthly allowance on 
account of clothing will be appropriated by the Legislature of the 
State. ‘The terms of service of the volunteers will be six months if 
required, but there is every reason to believe their services may be 
dispensed with in a shorter time. 

Having given the detail of the intended organization and objects 
of the corps, the Commander in Chief counts with confidence on the 
Smmediate completion of the contemplated force. ‘The prompt and 
patriotic spirit evinced by his fellow eitizens on every occasion which 
Pas called for their services, will not permit him to doubt the issue 
of this appeal. The late ravages and barbarities of the enemy on the 
Niagara’ Frontier must revive painful recollections and excite the 
Keener sensibilities of all, and will, he hopes, prodace a universal zeal 
to promote the success of the effort to give permanent tranquillity and 
security to the inhabitants of the Western District.

Whereas, many persons, inhabitants of the United States of 
America, claiming to be subjects of His Majesty, and renewing their 
allegiance as such by oath, did solicit and receive grants of land from 
His Majesty, or became seized of lands by inheritance or otherwise 
within this province, which persons since the declaration of war by 
the said United States of America against His Majesty and his sub- 
jects of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, have 
voluntarily withdrawn themselves from their said allegiance and the 
defence of the said province, be it enacted by the King’s Most Excel- 
lent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Council and Assembly of the Province of Upper Canada, constituted 
and assembled by virtue of and under the authority of an act passed 
in the Parliament of Great Britain, entitled, “An act to repeal certain 
parts of an act passed in the fourteenth year of His Majesty's reign, 
entitled an act for making more effectual provision for the govern 
ment of the Province of Quebec in North America, and to make 
further provision for the government of the said Province” and by 
the authority of the same, that all such persons as aforesaid, who, 
having received grants of land or may have become seized of lands 
within this province by inheritance or otherwise, as shall have 
voluntarily withdrawn themselves into the United States of America 
since the first day of July, one thousand eight hundred and twelve, or 
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who may hereafter during the present war voluntarily withdraw 
themselves from this Provinee into the said United States without 
license granted under authority of the Governor, Lieutenant Governor 
or person administering the government of this Provinee, shall be 
taken and considered to be aliens born and incapable of holding lands 
within this Province, 

TI, And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that 
it shall and may be lawful for the Governor, Lieutenant Governor or 
person administering the government, by commission under the great 
Seal of this Province to authorize any sheriff, coroner or other person 
or persons in the several districts of this Provinee to inquire by the 
oath of twelve good and lawful men of their respective distriets, and 
by inquisition indented under the hands and seals of the said jurors 
and of the said commissioner or commissioners to return to His 
Majesty's Court of King’s Beneh all such persons as aforesaid who, 
seized of lands in the respective districts, shall have voluntarily with- 
drawn into the United States of America since the said first of July 
‘and before the conclusion of the existing war with those States with- 
out license granted under authority of the Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor or person administering the government, and from and 
after the said finding by inquisition His Majesty shall become seized 
of the lands so found to have been in the seizure of sueh person on 
the said first day of July; provided always that nothing in this act 
contained shall be construed to prevent any persons interested in the 
said lands from traversing any inquisition or office respecting the 
‘ame at any time within one year after the finding of such inquisition. 

TIL. Provided always that nothing in this act shall extend or 
be construed to extend to affect the claim of any bona. fide creditor or 
to defeat any just lien or security of or upon any lands, tenements or 
hereditaments whatsoever.

To all to whom. these presents shall come 

Greerixe; 

Know ye that finding it at present expedient and necessary to 
prohibit the distillation of spirits, strong waters and low wines from 
any wheat, corn or other grain, meal or flour within this Province, I 
do hereby under the authority of several acts of the Parliament of 
this Province in force for that purpose, and by and with the advice 
and consent of His Majesty's Executive Couneil for the affairs of this 
Provinee, prohibit the distillation of spirits, strong waters and low 
wines from any wheat, corn or other grain, meal or flour within this 
Province from’ the expiration of five days after the date of this pro- 
clamation in the Home District and of ten days in every other dis 
triet of this Provinee to the first day of July now next ensuing, under 
the penalties and forfeitures by the said act imposed. 

‘And I do for that purpose issue this my proclamation declaring 
the provisions and restrictions of the said acts so far as they relate 
to the distillation of spirits, strong waters and low wines from wheat, 
corn or other grain, meal or flour within this Province to be in foree 
from the time and for the period above mentioned. 

Given under my hand and seal at arms at York this fourteenth

Tregret to find by a communication from the Adjutant General 
that the 103d Regiment, which I was led to understand from Your 
Excelleney’s letter of the 28th ultimo would prove to be a very 
effective corps, is to be broken up by two companies of it being 
ordered to garrison Fort Wellington.

T have received @ communication from Assistant Commissary 
General Dance in reply to instructions from me on the subject 
wherein he states that as to laying in a stock of provisions at Fort 
Niagara it is perfectly out of his power. The quantity of salt pro- 
visions for that alone would be more than he has altogether, and could 
that of flour be spared for one particular object, which at this moment 
it cannot be, it would be perfectly impossible to bring it from Bur- 
ington or Long Point in the present state of the roads, and on this 
line we have it not. 

And in another communication Mr. Dance says, “that if anything 
can give us a chance of getting through with the additional foree 
expected it will be the keeping us liberally supplied with money, 
particularly specie when possible.”

On Saturday last, (March 19,) 1,300 men from French Mills and 
Sackett's Harbor, of the 11th, under Major MeNeil, and 25th Regi- 
ent under Colonel Brady, U.S. Infantry, passed through this village 
on their way to the frontier, On Sunday General Brown went 
through and’on Monday the 8rd Regiment of Artillery, under Colonel 
Mitchell, amounting to about 600, quartered here. ‘On Tuesday the 
artillery’ regiment had orders by express to return immediately and 
to march 30 miles per day. ‘The 1,300 men of the 11th and 25th 
Regiments which passed on Saturday last are also repassing through 
this village to-day. ‘The 9th and 21st, which quartered at Skancateles, 
(7 miles below this place,) on Monday, have also returned.

Baravia, March 19, 


During the above transaction, (the action near Deluware,) a 
gentleman of the name of Westbrook of Delaware town, whose pro- 
perty was seized on suspicion of disaffection to His Majesty, and 
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placed under a guard of an officer and twelve men, sueceeded with a 
party of mounted men in capturing this guard and collecting his 
moveable effects together, deposited them in a large barn containing 
600 or 700 bushels of grain and caused the whole, together with his 
dwelling, still and other outhouses, to be set fire to and consumed 
rather than that they should be enjoyed by his implacable persecu- 
tors, He then proceeded with his family to Detroit. 

For the abuve intelligence we are indebted to persons who left 
Canada by permission the fore part of the present week. Desertions 
from the enemy at Fort Niagara are frequent. Nine sturdy looking 
fellows arrived here this morning.

sir,— 

T have the honor to acknowledge the reeeipt of your letter of the 
4th inst., representing the difficulty experienced by the commissariat 
in procuring flour at the post of Kingston for the use of the troops. 

T have referred this communication to the Commissary General 
and I enclose the copy of the answer reeeived from Mr. Robinson on 
this subject, and participate in his regret in your having deemed it, 
expedient suddenly to repeal the proclamation of M. Genl. de Rotten- 
burg imposing a partial existence of martial law by which supplies 
of provisions were obtained from those inhabitants who now obsti- 
nately withhold them to the extent that apprehensions exist in your 
mind respecting the possibility of vietualling the troops and seamen 
in Upper Canada without a recurrence of that unpopular measure, 

Th order to lighten the difficulties you have to contend with T 
have desired every possible exertion to be used to forward supplies 
from this Province, and the Dy. Commissary General at Kingston 
will be furnished with a considerable sum in’ specie and small notes 
to assist in obtaining provisions.on the spot. 

‘Your two letters of the 5th inst. have been duly received—the 
one enclosing a letter to Colonel Talbot reporting the advanee of the 
enemy up the Thames and of their having destroyed the settlement 
at Point aux Pins. 

T approve of your having directed Captain Rowe of the militia 
of the United States not taken in arms to be sent back, and of the 
Temonstrance you have made to B, General Cass against the incen- 
diary system he is condueting in the neighborhood of Detroit. You 
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will be so good as to report the reception your representation 
experienced. 

Tam concerned to find by your second letter of the same date 
the inconvenience the public service is likely to suffer by the want of 
energy and foresight on the part of Asst. Commissary General Danes. 
‘A change in that department appears to be necessary, and I have 
indueed Dy. Commissary General Couche, whose health is now 
restored, to proceed immediately to Kingston to take the superintend- 
ence of the commissariat in Upper Canada, and Dy. Commissary 
General Turquand will repair to Burlington to assume charge with 
the Right Division; these arrangements, I trust, will remedy the 
difficulties existing in that branch of the service and lead to measures 
for satisfying the just demands of individuals upon government for 
cattle and provisions furnished for the use of troops at the same time 
it is necessary before blame attaches to commissariat officers to dis- 
criminate whether the demands for which claims remain unsettled 
were furnished by contract or agreement, or whether at the will of 
officers commanding detachts. of troops and Indians and without the 
knowledge of that department ; in cases of the latter description the 
claims of individuals should be investigated by a competent board of 
officers and the officer in command of the Division on the spot should 
annex his opinion of the propriety of these claims. 

‘The result of the affair near Long Wood may induce you to 
consider seriously the disadvantages inseparable from too great an 
expansion of your force. 

Tt is to be regretted that Captain Stewart was not at his post 
when the action commenced, as the intrepidity of the handful of 
troops committed to his charge might have been more judiciously 
and advantageously directed than I apprehend they were on that 
oceasion, 

The Adjutant General has signified to you the extent of the 
reinforcement in movement for Upper Canada, and I cannot at this 
moment hold out to you any expectation of my being enabled to make 
any accessions thereto.

CANADA NEWS. 


Since our last we have conversed with several persons of our 
acquaintance direct from Canada, one of whom, week before last, was 
several days at Kingston. ‘They informed us that great and spirited 
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exertions have been used the winter past in getting on large supplies 
of ordnance and military stores to make a bold, firm and vigorous 
stand, That they had three vessels now upon the stocks, one of 
which was 150 feet keel, the others 120, but neither of them were in 
equal forwardness with ours at Sackett's Harbor, that in all proba- 
bility ours will be ready three or four weeks the soonest. ‘That their 
Incorporated Militia were sent to York and were fortifying there. 
That they were building a large number of boats at Lake Simeoe. 
That. their forces were principally gone to the upper parts of the 
Province, leaving not more than 1,000 regulars at Kingston. That 
the Legislature in Canada had enacted a law ordering one-third of 
the militia to be drafted into service, which occasioned such uneasi- 
ness that numbers of them were making their escape into the United 
States. That 100 pieces of ordnance, drawn by 200 yoke of oxen, 
had been the winter past taken from Montreal to Kingston, and it 
was well understood the oxen were smuggled into Canada from Ver- 
mont and New Hampshire and drove by the men who smuggled 
them in, having for their pay $400 for each piece of ordnance when 
delivered at Kingston,

‘The following information I received this morning from a gentle- 
man of the name of Richardson, who served as a medical officer on 
board our fleet on Lake Erie and has been a prisoner since that

Mr, Richardson states that he left Sandwich on Tuesday last, that 
at that time the garrison of Detroit consisted of about 600 men, the 
garrison of Sandwich of 75 and that of Amherstburg of 120; that 
the post of Amherstburg was to be evacuated ina few days by order, 
as Mr. R. understood, from General Harrison. ‘The fort of Detroit 
is made very strong and Sandwich was also strengthened. The 
garrisons were on half allowance of flour for some time. It did not 
appear that there was any intention to make a movement this way 5 
indeed the roads are now almost impassable. Another reason, it was 
stated by Captain Holmes, the commanding officer at Amherstburg, 
toa gentleman who gave the information, that all disposable force 
was collecting and to be collected at Presque Isle for the purpose of 
making a deseent at Long Point and attacking Burlington Heights

On Sunday, the 13th inst., about 3,000 troops left Sackett’s 
Harbor for Niagara with an intention of retaking that fort. Their 
artillery and other supplies had been previously forwarded to Ror 

Betore the departure of the above troops for Niagara they had 
reertited their force to about 5,500. There remains about 2,000 
there. ‘They had not yet laid down any new ship at Sackett's Harbor 
for want of room in the navy yard, but they had the timber pre- 
pared and ready in the forest as soon as they launched the one that 
is nearly ready. 

‘Phey have at Vergennes on Lake Champlain a brig on the stocks 
of 20 guns; she is contracted to be finished in 60 days from Ist Mareh. 
Likewise at same place they have seven galleys on the stocks. 

‘They have at different places on the lake five gunboats. 

‘At Plattsburg not building anything new of any description, 
that is to say such as fortifications, barracks, &e. 

‘The troops that have left Plattsburg for Chazy were a rifle corps 
of 250 men, on the 19th inst. two companies of artillery, 100 men 
with 8 fieldpieces, to join which on Sunday Col. Miller went with 
500 infantry. 

‘At Swanton Falls, about 400 rifle corps, under Col. Clark. On 
Friday, the 18th, Genl, McComb arrived at Swanton with 550 
infantry. 

‘A Burlington and Plattsburg the rest of the force remains as 
before. 

General Wilkinson has been directed to move 
the lines as he can. Yesterday an express left hi 
McComb, Mississquoi Bay. 

‘The indneements held out and the prospect of a speedy peace 
have made them very successful in enlisting men. 

From particular cireumstanees it was impossible to meet as 
agreed upon. Deponent will confer with his old friend at the former 
place. It is desirable it should be as soon as possible. Deponent 
will observe the movements in their eamps as he returns.

With regard to the latter part of Major General Riall’s letteron the 
expediency of abandoning and destroying Fort Niagara, I beg leave 
to observe that Ido not altogether coincide in opinion with him, as 
although a considerable proportion of the Right Division will neces- 
sarily be employed for its defence, yet a still much greater force of 
the enemy must unavoidably be engeged in its investment, which 
force might otherwise be at liberty to act against us in perhaps a far 
more vulnerable point. 

‘Dwo divisions of the 103rd Regiment have marched in here, and 
as the present state of the roads is so excessively bad I propose 
detaining them until the opening of the navigation, when Commodore 
Sir James Yeo will convey them by water, with also whatever stores 
may then be in readiness. The men of the 103rd Regiment will thas 
be well refreshed and fit for immediate service on their arrival with 
the Right Division, and with this same view I would feel partieu- 
larly gratified if Your Excellency would permit the two companies 
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at Fort Wellington to join their regiment here without delay, to be 
replaced by two ‘companies of the 9th Regt. from Cornwall, as T, in 
a former letter, observed upon.

From Sir George Prevost to Lieut. General Drummond, 


Head Qrs. QUEBEC, 22nd March, 1814, 
Sm — 

T have had the honor to receive your letters of the 10th and 11th 
inst, In the first I found an urgent requisition for a further supply 
of money for the Right Division for the purpose of obtaining pro- 
Visions and liquidating the debt of the Commissariat, 

You will have received before this letter reaches you a statement 
of the several sums in specie and in notes which have been forwarded 
to Upper Canada since the commencement of the present year, 
tinounting to £231,500, in addition thereto Dy. Commissary Genl. 
Couche took with him £10,000 in small notes and £5,000 in gold. 

"As the pecuniary resources of this command partake largely of 
the limitation of the other means placed at my disposal for the con- 
tisuance of tho present contest it becomes indispensably necessary 
yyou should resort to every proper expedient for the removal of the 
J ificulties you oceasionally experience, confiding on my earnest desire 
to afford you on all occasions support and every possible facility in 
the execution of the arduous duty imposed upon you. 

The exigencies of the serviee have been with me a primary con- 
sideration in regulating my conduet, and I trust an anticipation of 
them will continne to distinguish yours, but still resorting to measures 
Within your own control for the publi welfare should not be shrunk: 
from when the benefit resulting from them become evident, 

‘Your second letter was aecompanied by Captain Stewart's report 
of the sequel of the unfortunate affair of the 4th inst. near the Long 
Wood, with his reason for not pursuing a flying foe 

Without a great deal of management on the part of the officer 
in the command of a detachment of troops co-operating with Indians, 
their services are seldom as valuable as they are supposed. Tam 
apprehensive that on this occasion that essential point has not been 
arkciently attended to by Captain Stewart, but that the warriors 
sane tbeen treated as a disposable foree, which they arenot under the 
most favorable circumstances. 

‘Having understood from the Depy. Adjutant General that Tt, 
Col, Drummond had been entrusted with the command of the force 
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advanced towards the mouth of the Thames, ny expectations respect- 
ing the result were considerably raised. 

‘The Acting Comr. is instracted to attend to your requi 
the construction of two fast sailing vessels as soon as it is practicable 
for men to do so, and until you are in possession of such means for 
the conveyance of supplies to the Right Division the Commodore will 
furnish you with accommodation for that purpose from his squadron. 

T cannot close this letter without recommending to you, and 
through you to the general officers in Upper Canada, the most serupu- 
lous attention to the public expenditure in order that an efficient 
system of economy of the publie money may be observed in all the 
departments of Government, so that by wholesome restrictions a 
lavish and improvident use of it may be avoided without prejudice 
to the just expectation of the soldier or the wants of the service.

The tribes of Indians upon this frontier and east of the Mii 
sippi with whom the United States have been connected by treaty 
are the Wyandots, Delawares, Shawanese, Miamies, Pottawatomies, 
Ottawas, Chippewas, Piankishaws, Kaskaskias and Saes. All but the 
last two were in the confederacy which carried on the former Indian 
war against the United States that was terminated by: the, treaty of 
Greenville. ‘The Kaskaskias were parties to the treaty, but they had 
not been in the war, The Wyandots are admitted by the others to 
be the leading tribe. They hold the grand calumet which unites 
them and kindles the council fire. This tribe is nearly equally 
divided between the Crane at Sandusky, who is grand sachem of the 
nation and Walk-in-the-water at Brownstown near Detroit. They 
claim the lands bounded by the settlements of this State south- 
wardly and castwardly, and by Lake Erie, the Miami river and the 
claim of the Shawanese upon the Au Glaize, a branch of the latter. 
‘They also claim the lands they live on at Detroit, but I am ignorant 
to what extent. 

‘The Wyandots of Sandusky have adhered to us through the 
war, Their chief, the Crane, is a venerable, intelligent and upright 
man, Within the tract of land claimed by the Wyandots a number 
of Senecas are settled. They broke off from their own tribe six or 
eight years ago, but receive a part of the annuity granted that tribe 
by the United States by sending a deputation for it to Buffalo. ‘The 
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claim of the Wyandots to the lands they occupy is not disputed that 
{ know of by any other tribe. ‘Their residence on it, however, is not 
of long standing, and the country was certainly once the property of 
the Miar 

Passing westwardly from the Wyandots, we meet with. the 
Shawanese settlement at Stoney Creek, a branch of the Big Miami 
wand at Wapockannata on the Au Glaize. ‘These settlements were 
made immediately after the treaty of Greenville and with the eon- 
sont of the Miamies, whom I consider the real owners of those lands. 
‘The chiefs of this band of Shawanese, Blackhoof, Wolf and Lewis, 
are attached to us from principle as well as interest—they are all 
honest men. 

‘The Miamies have their principal settlements at the forks of the 
Wabash, thirty miles from Fort Wayne, and at Mississinneway, thirty 
miles lower down, A band of them under the name of Weas have 
vesided on the Wabash, sixty miles above Vincennes, and another, 
Under the Turtle, on Eel River; these three bands were passed on 
General Wayne as distinct tribes and an annuity was granted to each, 
‘The Eel Rivers and Weas, however, to this day call themselves 
Wiiamies and are recognized as such by the Mississinneway band. 
The Miamios, Maumees or Tewicktowies are the undoubted proprietors 
of all that beautiful country which is watered by the Wabash and its 
branches and there is little doubt that their claim extended at least 
as for east as the Scioto. ‘They have no tradition of removing from 
any other quarter of the country, whereas all the neighboring tribes, 
the Piankishaws excepted, who are a branch of the Miamies, are 
either intruders upon them or have been permitted to settle in their 
country. ‘The Wyandots emigrated first from Lake Ontario, and 
Subsequently from Lake Huron; the Delawares from Pennsylvania 
and Maryland; the Shawanese from Georgia; the Kiekapoos and 
Pottawatomies from the country between Lake Michigan and the 
Mississippi; and the Ottawas and Chippewas from the peninsula 
formed by the Lakes Michigan, Huron and St. Clair, and the streight 
connecting the latter with Brie. ‘The claims of the Miamies were 
bounded on the north and west by those of the Illinois confederacy, 
consisting originally of five tribes called the Kaskaskias, Cahokias, 

jas, Michiganians and Illinois speaking the Miami language, and 
no doubt branches of that nation. 

When I was first appointed governor of Indian Territory these 
once powerful tribes were reduced to about. thirty warriors, of whom 
twenty-five were Kaskaskians, four Peorians and a single Michi- 
ganian, There was an individual lately alive at St. Louis who saw 
fhe enumeration made of them by the Jesuits in 1745, making the 
number of their warriors four thousand. A furious war between 
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them and the Sacs and Kiekapoos reduced them to that miserable 
remnant, which had taken refuge among the white people of the 
towns of Kaskaskia and St. Genevieve. The Kiekapoos had fixed 
their principal village at Peoria upon the south branch of the Illinois 
river, while the Sacs remained masters of the country to the north. 

During the war of our revolution the Miamies’ had invited the 
Kickapoos into their country to assist them against the whites, and a 
considerable village was formed by that tribe on the Vermillion 
River near its junction with the Wabash, After the treaty of Green- 
ville the Delawares, with the approbation of the Miamies, removed 
from the mouth of the Au Glaize to the head waters of the White 
River, a large branch of the Wabash, and the Pottawatomies, without 
their consent, had formed two villages upon the latter river, one at 
‘Tippecanoe and the other at Chippoy, twenty-five miles below. 

‘The Piankishaws lived in the neighborhood of Vincennes, which 
was their ancient village, and claimed the lands to the mouth of the 
Wabash and to the north and west as far as the Kaskaskians claimed. 
Such was the situation of the tribes when I received the instructions 
of President Jefferson, shortly after his first election, to make efforts 
for extinguishing the Indian claims upon the Ohio below the mouth 
of the Kentucky River, and to such other tracts as were necessary to 
connect and consolidate our settlements. It was at once determined 
that the community of interests in the lands amongst the Indian 
tribes which seemed to be recognized by the treaty of Greenville 
should be objected to, and that each individual tribe should be pro- 
tected in every claim that should appear to be founded in reason and 
jpstice, But it was also determined that as a measure of policy and 
liberality such tribes as lived upon any tract of land which it would 
be desirable to purchase should receive a portion of the compensation, 
although the title might be exclusively in another tribe. Upon this 
principle the Delawares, Shawanese, Pottawatomies and Kiekapoos 
were admitted as parties to several of the treaties, Care was taken, 
however, to place the title to such tracts as it might be desirable to 
purchase hereafter on such a footing that would facilitate the pro- 
curing of them by getting the tribes who had no claims themselves, 
and who might probably interfere, to recognize the titles of those 
who were ascertained to possess them. 

This was particularly the case with the lands watered by the 
Wabash, which were declared to be the property of the Miamies with 
the exception of the tract occupied by the Delawares on White River, 
Which was to be considered the joint property of them and the 
Miamies. This arrangement was very much disliked by Tecumseh 
and the banditti he had assembled at Tippecanoe. He complained 
loudly as well of the sales that had been made as of the principle of 
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considering a particular tribe as the exclusive owners of any part of 
the country, which he said the Great Spirit had given to all his red 
Children, Besides the disaffected among the neighboring tribes he 
had brought together a considerable number of Winnebagoes and 
Welles Aveines from the neighborhood of Green Bay, Saes from the 
Mississippi and some Ottawas and Chippewas from Arbre Croche on 
Lake Michigan, | These people were better pleased with the climate 
and country of the Wabash than with that they had left. 

The Mininies resisted the pretensions of Tecumseh and his 
followers for some time, but a system of terror was adopted and the 
young men were seduced by eternally placing before them a picture 
ye labor and restrictions as to hunting, to which the system adopted 
vould inevitably lead, The Pottawatomies and other’ tribes inhabit 
Ing the Illinois River ond south of Lake Michigan had been for @ 
Tong time approaching gradually towardsthe Wabash. ‘Theit country, 
which was never abundantly stocked with game, was latterly almost 
exhausted of it. The fertile regions of the Wabash still afforded it 
Tt was represented that the progressive settlements of the whites 
tupon that river would soon deprive them of their only resource and 
Fedeed would force the Indians of that river upon them, who were 
already half starved. 

Te is a fact that for many years the current of emigration as to 
the tribes east of the Mississippi has been from north to south. ‘This 
fs owing to two causes: The diminution of those animals from which 
the Indians procure their support and the pressure of the two great 
tribes, the Chippewas and the Sioux in the north and west. So long 
‘ago as the the treaty of Greenville the Pottawatomies gave notice 0 
the Miamies th intended to settle upon the Wabash. They 
nade no pretensions to the country and their only excuse for the 
Intended aggression was that “they were tired of eating fish and 
seested meat” It has already been observed that the Sacs had 
weended themselves to the Illinois River and that the settlement of 
the Kiekapoos at the Peorias was of modern date. Previously to the 
commencement of the present war a considerable number had joined 
their brethren upon the Wabash, ‘The Tawas from the Des Moines 
River have twice made attempts to get a footing there. 

‘From these facts it will be seen that it will be nearly impossible 
to get the Indians south of the Wabash to go beyond the Illinois 
Hives! ‘The subject of providing an outlet to such of the tribes as it 
night be desirable to remove has been under consideration for many 
years, ‘There is but one. It, was long sinee discovered by the Indians 
Fears ives and but for the humane policy which has been pursued 
by our government the Delawares, Kickapoos and Shawanese would 
Jong singe have been out of our way. The country elaimed by the 
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Osages abounds with everything that is desirable to a savage. The 
Indians of the tribes above mentioned have occasionally intruded 
upon them—a war was the consequence, which would soon have given 
a sufficient opening for emigration. But our government interfered 
and obliged the hostile tribes to make peace. 

I was afterwards instrueted to endeavor to get the Delawares to 
Join that part of their tribe which is settled on the west side of the 
Mississippi near Cape Girardeau, The attempt was unsuccessful at 
the time. [have no doubt, however, that they conld be prevailed on 
to move, but it ought not in my opinion to be attempted in a general 
council of the tribes 

The question of the title to the lands south of the Wabash has 
been thoroughly examined. Every opportunity was afforded to 
‘Tecumseh and his party to exhibit their pretensions and they were 
found to rest on no other basis than that of their being the common 
property of all the Indians. ‘The Pottawatomies and Kickapoos have 
unequivocally acknowledged the Miami and Delaware title. The 
latter, as I before observed, ean I think be induced to move. It nay 
take a year or eighteen months to effect it. ‘The Miamies will not be 
in our way. They ate a poor, miserable drunken set, diminishing 
year. Becoming too lazy to work they feel the advantage of 
annuity. The fear of the other Indians has alone prevented 
them from selling their whole claim to the United States, and as soon 
as there is peace or the British can no longer intrigue, they will sell. 
Iknow not what inducements can be held out to the Wyandots to 
remove. They were not formerly under my superintendence, but T 
am persuaded that a general council would not be the place to 
attempt it.

‘The Deposition of Robert Christie. 
March 24th, 1814. 


He lives at York. Left it in April, 1812, to see his father and 
mother, who reside near Philadelphia, where he has been, not having 
it in his power to return till six weeks ago, when he came to Sackett’s 
Harbor as a ship carpenter. He left Sackett’s Harbor the night 
before last, not having it in his power to make his escape sooner. 
Says there are two brigs building at Sackett’s. He expects they are 
calculated to carry 24 guns each. They are planked up to the bends 
but not calked and no part of the deck laid. ‘The large ship build- 
ing on the point he calculates is to carry 48 guns ; says she is planked 
up to the bends, but, same as the brigs, not ealked and no part of the 
deck laid. He heard Commodore Chauncey say the other night, (last, 
Saturday,) to Captain Crane that they must give the large ship up as 
they had not sufficient. water to launch her. They had tried by 
making sufficient holes in the ice, and could only find about eleven 
feet water. They have only got thirteen guns, ‘There are some about 
cight miles off, cannot say how many. The whole of the rigging has 
arrived at Sackett’s, Eleven hundred and sixty seamen at Sackett’s. 
He saw the troops march from Sackett's on Monday week last, said 
to be 4,000, under the command of two generals, towards Niagara. 
Says there are about 1,600 men at Sackett's.

General Drummond, (whereon Your Excel- 
leney had directed me to report,) respecting the eligibility of destroy- 
ing part of Fort Niagara and reducing the defences of that position 
to the N, E. square tower, which is to be surrounded by a small work 
containing three guns, to be secured with a ditch and strong picket- 
ting, also to continue the ramparts on the land side towards the river 
asa cover to the communieation to the tower, in order to diminish 
the number of troops required for the present defences and thereby 
obtain an jnerease to the disposable force acting on the west side of 
the river, I very respectfully beg leave to submit to Your Excel 

leney that I am of opinion’ that any partial destruction of this fort 
would render the position totally untenable and could not be main- 
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tained with so small a number of men as proposed, particularly when 
it is considered that the work alone required for the security of this 
blockhouse is far beyond the means you can have to execute it in 
the presence of the enemy. 

Should it therefore be judged expedient and indispensable to 
reduce the present strength of that garrison for the purpose of 
increasing the active foree to be employed in the field, I recommend 
the total and entire demolition of the buildings and the fort and to 
evacuate that position. At the same time I should be very unwilling 
to resort to this meastire if there is any probability that our naval 
ascendency on the lake ean be so far established at an early season 
after the opening of navigation that we can by that means ensure 
the safe communication of troops and stores to that frontier. In this 
event the advantage to be derived from the acquisition of the river 
Niagara as a harbor is of such material importance that I would 
maintain the Niagara fort with a strong garrison as long as possible 
without diminishing its present defences, but should the ascendency 
on the lake be doubtful, or even retarded to a late period in the 
campaign, I am well aware and fully convinced you have not the 
means to maintain that position if attacked with energy and great 
superiority of numbers. 

Tn this case I would immediately decide to demolish the Ameri- 
can fort and concentrate all our foree on the west shore.

Dear Sir Grorox,— 

T have the honor to return to Your Excelleney Bruyeres' report. 
His reasoning upon the subject seems to me well grounded. ‘The few 
men that could be spared could not effect the alterations proposed 
with sufficient expedition or security, and it would be impolitie if not 
impracticable, to place a greater force on that side, Tam not sufli- 
ciently acquainted with the nature of Fort Niagara to judge what 
defence the square tower is capable of making the rest of the work 
being laid in ruins. It was not covered from the fire of Fort George, 
which, notwithstanding, produced little or no effect upon that build- 
ing. It is certainly very important to hold it if we have the ascend- 
ency on the lake. "It is’still more so that the fort should be destroyed 
if we are doomed to experience the reverse. 1 therefore think the 
grand expression (?) never ought to be lost sight of under every 
Possible state of things, There is certainly not at present time or 
means to make the alterations suggested in Lieut. Colonel Bruyeres’ 
report.

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Province, made at York on the fifteenth of February, and was pro- 
rogued on the fourteenth of this month, it being thé third session of 
the sixth Provincial Parliament, during which Thave the satisfaction 
to say that the best understanding subsisted between myself and the 
other branches. 

Tdo myself the honor of transmitting herewith copies of my 
speeches on the opening and closing of the session, and of the 
addresses of the Legislative Council and House of Assembly in 
answer, with a schedule containing the titles of the acts passed in it, 
some of which will, I trust, under the present cireumstanees of the 
colony, prove eminently beneficial. 

‘Those acts from which such effect may be expected more imme- 
diately to result as tending to strengthen the arm of the Executive 
Government. and to suppress or keep in awe that spirit of sedition 
and disaffection, (promoted, no doubt, by the agents of the enemy, 
which, I regret to say, prevails in some parts of the country, are :— 
‘That authorizing the suspension of the Habeas Corpus ; that for the 
more effective trial and punishment of treason and treasonable prac- 
tices; and that declaring certain persons therein described aliens and 
vesting their estates in His Majesty. 

That there are many whom it will be found necessary to detain 
in custody under the provisions of the former, there is too much 
reason to apprehend, and not a few will experience the effeets of the 
two latter. 

Having said this much with respect to the disaffected spirit 
evinced by some, it is at the same time but justice to say that, the 
greater portion of the inhabitants are well disposed, and many have 
fon various occasions manifested their loyalty and devotion to the 
service by their actions in the field. ‘Those chiefly who have shewn 
the opposite disposition, it is satisfactory to know, are such as have 
from time to time crept into the Province from the neighbouring 
States and settled on lands which they purchased from individuals. 
This practice will, I trust, be effectually guarded against in future, 

‘Phe appropriation of a considerable portion of the provincial 
revenue for the improvement of the public roads, which are at present 
in many places impassable for troops, artillery or carriages of any 
kind, must contribute highly to the promotion and welfare of the 
service. 

"The law passed in the session of the last year authorizing the 
incorporation of battalions of militia volunteers for service during 
the war not having answered the expectations then formed of it, 
small number only having engaged under its provisions, I therefore 
found it necessary to recommend at the late session some modifiea- 
tion of it. Under the present statute a fourteenth of the whole of 
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the population fit to bear aris, who are to be selected by ballot and 
to serve for a year at least, may be embodied. This proportion, it is 
supposed, will’ produce about six hundred men, which with those 
engaged under the former act, will form a battalion of nine hundred 
men. 

Icannot, however, my Lord, but express my regret that our 
present cireumstances should render it necessary’ to enll upon the 
yeomanry of the country for their services in the field while their 
Tarms must consequently be neglected, especially when produee and 
provisions of every kind have become very scaree and extravagantly 
dear, and when it'is with difficulty the Commissariat are able to pro. 
cure the necessary supplies for the troops. These considerations 
would induce me most willingly to dispense with the military for the 
domestic services of the militia if our regular foree here were such as 
to enable me so to do. 

Thave given directions for the proper officers to furnish me with 
authentic copies of all the acts now passed, which I shall have the 
honor of transmitting to Your Lordship with as little delay as 
possible,

I received a letter yesterday from Colonel Elliott, of the 25th 
instant, an extract of which I herewith transmit for the information 
of His Honor Lieut. General Drummond. I have directed Colonel 
Elliott to send off runners immediately to Maipock and the Pota- 
watamies, 

Colonel Elliott ought to know the strength of the nations that 
is said to have joined the enemy, but I am at a loss to know where 
they can have such a foree. I know the Hurons are very weak. and 
most of the Shawanese moved some years ago to the west of the 
Mississippi. The Delawares, whose place of residence is on the Eel 
River near the head of the Wabash, are the strongest nation, but the 
distance is so great that T should very much doubt their coming for- 
ward with the enemy. The want of wampum is very great, as no 
business can be done with the Indians without it. A requisition was 
sent down more than twelve months ago for that article, but none 
was received. 

T also put under cover a letter from Major Givins of the 23rd 
instant, addressed to me, on the subject of rations being issued to the 
families of the officers of the Indian Department. I beg to submit 
the same to His Honor the President, hoping that the same indul. 
gence may be granted to the Indian Department that this order gives 
to the staff and the army in the country.

T have been duly honored with your letter of the 18th instant, 
and feel flattered that the alterations made in the large ship has met 
with your approbation, and that you have allowed me the privilege 
of naming the vessels now building, I shall endeavor to make such 
a selection as you will be satisfied with. 

Thave reduced the quantity of ballast first ordered and shall use 
stone as far as we ean with safety; but the vessels on this lake are 
so shallow that we find much difficulty in stowing five weeks’ pro- 
ions even with iron ballast. The large ship could not be ballasted 
with stone. She will require her ballast to lay low down to count 
act the immense weight aloft, which upon her gun deck and above it 
will be upwards of 200 tons. Be assured, Sir, that I shall use all the 
economy the nature of the service will admit of. I shall be able to 
obtain some ballast from Rome and some from Onondaga, and we 
shall have no difficulty in obtaining a sufficient quantity of shot 
those that Ieontracted for at Onondaga are already coming in. We 
shall soon reeeive them from Rome and New York. Iam very 
apprehensive that we shall be detained for our heavy guns, for the 
winter has been so very open and mild that a large [portion of the 
guns which left New York in the early part of February are still on 
the road between Albany and New York, and must now come by 
water by the way of Oswego. Iam making every arrangemont that 
there shall be as little delay at Oswego as possible, ‘That post, how- 





1814, 
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ever, requires a military force at it, as it is now entirely destitute, 
and I believe not a gun mounted. It would be quite impossible to 
get either guns or ballast from Lake Erie as long as the enemy has 
possession of the Niagara frontier. 

‘There are but few guns here belonging to the War Department, 
and those generally of small calibre. Icertainly think that guns 
might be taken froin the works at New York without endangering 
that post, and I most fervently hope that the Secretary at War will 
give the order for us to receive those required. 

Be assured, Sir, that every exertion shall be used to be prepared 
to meet the enemy as early as possible.

T received by the hands of Phillips a ham and a small basket of 
eggs, which came very opportunely, as there is nothing to be got here 
for money. ‘The whole place is a ruin, nothing to be seen but brick 
chimneys standing, what the fire could not destroy, of the once 
beautiful town of Newark, ‘The whole of the men have been 
employed in raising batteries and other works for the protection of 
the place, but I will say nothing as to the issue. We were alarmed 
last night and were under arms most of the night owing to the enemy 
firing over the river. As they are within a short distance it was 
expected they would make a landing on this side; however, they did 
not make their appearance so we were permitted to go to our quar- 
ters, which are beyond any I have occupied in this country, nothing 
to be had but water, and that would be scarce if the river was not 
near us 

Tam getting into a barrack with Bailey and Vaughan, theonly 
one in the place, and will have it ready in a few days for your recep- 
tion if you are determined to abide by a stirring and restless life. I 
am afraid this will be the ease throughout the summer, as the Ameri- 
cans are determined to beat us from the place very soon. Give my 
respects to Captain Muirhead, Margaret and all the family. See if 
you can get James to give you his Morgan to draw the cart, as my 
poor Paddy has been lame ever since I left Chippawa and is at present 
unable to take the j Bring some spirits and everything you 
want, as there is nothing here. At present the roads are very bad 
and hardly passable for carriage or horse,

I am concerned to inform Your Excellency that I have received 
a report from Major General Riall of the 24th instant stating that no 
progress had been made in any of the works on the Niagara Frontie, 
in consequence of severity of the weather, there being more snow on 
the ground in that neighborhood now than there has been during the 
winter. 

Thave the honor to enclose for Your Excellency’s information 
the copy of a letter from Major Deane commanding the detachment 
of the Royal Scots at Oxford. Your Excelleney is well aware of the 
inadequacy of our means in that quarter should it prove to be the 
intention of the enemy to advance upon Burlington from Long Point 
and at the same time make an attempt on the Niagara line. 

It having been reported to me by Major General Riall and from 
other sources that Major MeKee of the Indian Department has been 
doing a great deal of mischief among the Indians, upon the beach at 
the Head of the Lake, not only by getting shamefully drank himself 
every day and speaking very improperly to them, but by permitting 
liquor to be sold to them in great quantities, which renders them oni 
Tageous and easy to be worked upon, and having understood that ib 
might prove even dangerous to have him written to or spoken to 
with anger or displeasure on the subject as he has very considerable 
influence over them and might lead them astray, I thought it advis- 
able to send for him to Kingston for the purpose of conversing with 
him on Indian affairs and propose soon after his arrival here to for. 
ward him to Montreal where Your Excellency will, I trust, find means 
to employ or detain him as long as we may find the service of the 
Indian tribes useful to the cause we are engaged in, 

Tam happy to inform Your Excelleney that no desertions from 
the King’s Regiment have taken place since their relief from Fort 
Niagara was made known to them, although the same opportunity 
still existed, which proves, I have satisfaction in observing, a disi 
clination to the place only and not to His Majesty’s service

Since the destruction by the enemy of the Government House 
and the other public buildings at York, great embarrassinent and 
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difficulty in carrying on the public business has been experienced by 
the officers of the civil departments of this government for the want 
of proper houses for the records of their respective offices. 

Tn the year 1804 the Legislature of the Province passed an act 
appropriating annually four hundred pounds with the view of estab- 
lishing a fund for the purpose of defraying the expense of erecting 
the necessary buildings for the accommodation of the legislature and 
for publie offices at York, but that act was repealed the last year and 
the fund which had accumulated under it, with all the surplus revenue 
of the colony, was liberally granted in aid of the war. 

Under these circumstances I beg to solicit Your Lordship's 
authority to ineur the expense necessary for erecting proper build- 
ings for the residence of the person administering the government 
and for public offices, as soon as the relation of our affairs with the 
United States may prudently admit of it, the amount of which may 
be estimated at ten thousand pounds, 

His Excellency Sir George Prevost having judged it expedient 
that I should for the present make this my prineipal place of resi- 
dence from its importance in a military point of view, I have there- 
fore been under the necessity of hiring a house at the rate of three 
hundred pounds a year, which I shall direct the Receiver General of 
the Province to pay, having no doubt but that it will be approved by 
Your Lordship.

I rejoice at the 
fortunate escape from a conflagration of a most alarming nature to 
which the dockyard at Kingston has been recently exposed. 

On a perusal of the further communications’ you have enclosed 
to me relative to the affairs on the River Thames, below Delaware 
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town, on the 4th inst., I cannot but lament the injudieious arrange- 
ment of Captain Basden in the attack upon the enemy on that day. 

T shall be glad to find after inquiry that credit may be given to 
the deposition of Robert Christie from Sackett’s Harbor. 

It is with much satisfaction I learn that circumstances have not 
made it necessary to issue the proclamation declaring martial law in 
the Midland and Newcastle Districts as mentioned in your letter of 
the 14th inst., and that reasonable hopes are entertained of being 
able to obtain a sufficiency of provisions in the Upper Province for 
the maintenance of the troops without resorting to so violent a 
measure, 

Your letter of the 25th covers an address presented to you by 
the Commons House of Assembly of Upper Canada during the late 
session 

T have not failed in giving every consideration to the claims of 
the militia of Upper Canada, and consider the imputation of a neglect 
of them as unfounded and unjust. The United States replies relue- 
tantly to any communieation on the subject of an exchange of prison- 
ers and always with evasion. This capricious conduct has rendered 
it almost impossible to earry on any exchange, but you may assure 
the relatives of those of H. M. brave and faithful subjects of Upper 
Canada who have unhappily fallen into the hands of the enemy, that 
it will give me the most cordial satisfaction to effect their exchange 
as speedily as circumstances will permit, and I am not without hopes 
that the opportunity will soon be afforded to me, as I am led to believe 
from a communication I have just received from Mr, Monroe, Seer 
tary of State of the United States, that the tone of the Ameri 
Government as respects the measure of retaliation and of exchange 
of prisoners has experienced a favorable change.

District General Order 

The Lieut. General Commanding and President having had under 
his consideration the report of a Loard of naval officers assembled for 
the purpose of ascertaining how far the ration actually issued to the 
seamen on the lakes according to the seale of naval ration promulgated 
in the General Order of the 20th January, 1814, is equal to that 
which is issued to the seamen of His Majesty's Navy serving on other 
stations, and which board has reported it as their opinion that there 
exists a material deficiency in the following essential articles, viz. : 
‘The allowance of only one pound of soft bread in lieu of one pound 
of biseuit, and in the substitution of ten ounces and two-thirds of 
pork per day throughout the week as an equivalent for the usual 
weekly issues of meat on board His Majesty's fleet and which include 
four pounds of beef. The Lieut. General having further taken into 
his consideration the privation the seamen labour under on this 
station from the impossibility of procuring vegetables, of which they 
always have an abundant supply on other stations, His Honor more- 
over, knowing it to be as much the wish of His Excelleney the Com- 
mander of the Forees and Governor in Chief, as it is his own, to 
extend to the seamen who have volunteered their services on the 
lakes, not only every allowance to which they can have any just 
claim but also every indulgence which our limited means may enable 
us to afford them; he is pleased to direct, in conformity with the 
suggestion of Commodore Sir James Yeo, and of the board above 
mentioned that the following addition shall be made to the naval 
ration at this station and that the augmentation shall commence from 
the 25th inst, viz; One pound and a half of bread or its equivalent 
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in flour, or one pound of biscuit per day. Pork, six pounds per week 
whenever the usual proportion of fresh beef is not to be procured.

‘Speech of the Sioux Chief Named The Leaf, Indian Name Wabasha. 


My Father, when I heard the good news which my father, the 
Red Head (Robert Dickson) communicated to me I took the same 
road as my deceased father used to take to come here, (Quebec), and 
my arrival is a fine day to me for I see the good works of my 
English father. 

You ordered your children to lift the tomahawk, but as for me ] 
have not yet taken it in hand, It is neither from fear nor laziness 
but because I lack strength, I say because I lack strength, I have 
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neither arms nor ammunition and I live at a great distance; but I 
should ‘ere this have begun it if the want of what I have mentioned 
had not prevented me. 

It is not from to-day that I know you, my father ; it is since the 
old fort was built that you have supported us and we wait for that 





support this day. 

My Father, in speaking to you I say since the old fort was built, 
as also’ before, for there it was that my deceased father, “The Leaf,” 
took great pains to support the Sioux nation, but they had the inis- 
fortune to lose him too soon and we have suffered much since that 
time, more especially since the Americans have adopted us for their 
children, but we have the good fortune to have the Red Head fora 
friend, who, in spite of the barriers which the Americans made, 
always found a passage to come and save the Indians from perishing. 
‘At present he is our father. He has some difficulty to bring the 
Indians on the right way but it is requisite he should have a force 
with him in order to be attended to.

I have 
sent back the Americans from La Prairie du Chien and then I came 
here to drive them away. Since then I find this island more solid 
than when they were here. I believe I am now under a clear sky. 
Last year I undertook to crash an embarrassment that was in the 
way but I eould not do it because I found the Americans, like the 
beaver, burrowed under ground. My thoughts likewise are often 
turned to our own side because I feat the Amerieans who have fine 
roads to come to us, which causes me to dread for our women and 
children, 

Tt would be a great. charity on your part, my Father, to send 
some of your big guns and brave warriors to our support. I requested 
it Inst year but I have this day to repeat my request. 

T have always obeyed your orders, which makes me speak with 
boldness as I speak according to my works 

My Father, you ordered ull your Indian children to be on a good 
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understanding with each other and live in union, Till now I have 
done so. 

‘To assure you more foreibly, my Father, of my deeds, know that 
I and my young warriors have devoted our bodies to our father the 
Red Head: 

My Father, we are sorry to learn that we are to have no trader 
this year. Although you give assistance to all your children yet you 
have too many to take care of before it ean reach us. 

We have of late not had much assistance through you, my Father, 
for one half of our nation have died of hunger with shreds of skin in 
their mouths for want of other nonrishment. I have always thought 
and do so still that it arises from no other cause but the troubles you 
have had with the Americans. 





Speech of the Manouminie Chief Named Thom: 
My Farrer, — 

It is a long time past that you know us who are called Manou- 
minies and I suppose you are acquainted with our behavior towards 
the whites, and particularly towards our English Father. 

Shall I tell you, my Father, that when I beheld the great fire 
which shined on’this island its light brought to mind times that are 
passed and I said to myself: “This then is the Fire whose assistance 
gives life to all the copper colored skins and particularly to our 
nation, who have so often had the happiness of seeing and approach 
ing 














My Father, I give you my hand and in so doing it seems to me 
that I'am giving it to our Great Father. 

Teonsider that we are all created in the same likeness and by 
the same power and it mortifies me to say that there are some of my 
sembables who have many ears and many hearts, 

I speak without hesitation, my Father, because I have but one 
heart and two ears to hear with, and I wish that every chief would 
be as firm as Iam, I call myself happy this day because I have 
always pressed my English Father's hand and my wish has always 
been to please you, my Father. 

My Father, I embrace the present moment. to thank our Great 
Father for the goods which me and my people have received for a 
long series of time and likewise to thank’ the two persons+ whom my 
Father chose for the taking care of us Indians. I say that I thank 
them, because it is their courage and good hearts which made them 
proceed in spite of the lateness of the season and its severity and 
arrive with the goods destined for us, which saved our lives as well 
as many other nations.

T have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of Your Exeelleney’s 
letter of the 24th ultimo. marked private and confidential, enclosing 
the copy of a letter from Mr. Monroe to Brigadier General Winder 
of the United States Army on the subject of an armistice, on which 
Your Excellency desires my sentiments. 

I beg leave respectfully to submit as my opinion that the object 
of Mr. Monroe's letter is two-fold, First, to gain time for organizing 
their naval and military force, Second, to cause the proposal for the 
armistice, (the discussion of which is to afford that time,) to originate 
with Your Excellency. 

Unless Your Exeellency is in possession of some other pledge 
than General Winder’s assurances of the sincerity of his Government, 
I should place but little faith in them, as I have ever understood that 
officer to be one of the most strenuous supporters of the war and 
withal the most plausible, therefore the most dangerous agent the 
American Government could employ in this country. 

If the American Government be sineerely desirous of a cessation 
of hostilities, I eoneeive that it arises from the consideration that the 
advantages to be derived from the continuation of them are at‘least 
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doubtful, or more probably that on the opening of the ensuing cam- 
paign they will be decidedly on our side. 

We should be extremely cautious in doing anything the tendency 
of which may derogate from the high ground on which His Majesty's 
Government stands, by affording to the enemy the smallest reason to 
infer that any diffidence of our ability to defend these Provinces has 
a seeret influence in deciding us to court or even willingly to meet 
his advances for a cessation of hostilities. 

Respecting the motives whieh should influence Your Excellency 
to any discussion of a pacific nature, although I admit the communi- 
cation between Coteau du Lac and Kingston may be liable to occa~ 
sional interruption, yet I do. not consider it so much so as to cause 
any serious apprehension, That between Kingston and Niagara can 
only be interrupted in the event of the enemy acquiring the superi- 
ority on Lake Ontario, and the accompanying’ deposition on oath of a 
person lately from Sackett’s Harbor affords strong grounds for hope 
that the enemy’s marine at that place will not soon, if ever, acquire that 
degree of force alluded to in Your Excellency’s letter. ‘The whole of 
the advantages therefore to be derived from the armistice will be 
reaped by the enemy. 

It is impossible at present to ascertain to which side the naval 
superiority on the lake will preponderate on the opening of naviga- 
tion unless full credit ean be attached to the enclosed deposition, 
when, if 80, the superiority will be decidedly on our side, and, at all 
events, we have, in my opinion, as much right to look for its posses- 
sion as the enemy. 

Should an opportunity offer by even a temporary naval super- 
iority for the destruction of the enemy's fleet and arsenal at Sackett’s 
Harbor, a vigorous combined attack by the navy and army would be 
highly advisable, yet it must be remembered that the squadron will 
be required to perform another most important service as soon as the 

s, viz., the pushing of troops, (the 103rd Regt. and the 
Glengarry Light Infantry,) stores, &e,, &e., to the relief of Fort 
Niagara and the Right Division. 

‘The latest information I have received respecting the enemy's 
squadron has been from the aecompanying document. Our two new 
ships, Sir James Yeo informs me, he is in hopes to launch on the 9th 
instant if the ice permits, and they will be in readiness with the other 
vessels immediately after the opening of navigation. 

It is highly satisfactory to know that the interests of the Indians 
will not be forgotten in any arrangement which may take place.

T have the honor to acquaint Your Excellency that on the night 
of the 30th ultimo, Commodore Sir James Yeo called on me to com- 
municate the very disagreeable intelligence that an alarming spirit 
of discontent had displayed itself in the sailors of the squadron under 
his command in consequence of the diminution that had lately taken 
place in the naval ration, conformably to the General Order of the 
20th January last. 

‘The first intimation that the Commodore stated that he had of 
this appearance of dissatisfaction, he received on the morning of the 
27th ultimo, when a deputation composed of a considerable number 
of the petty officers waited on him for the purpose of respectfully 
preferring a complaint that the quantity of provisions that had for 
some time been issued to them was not the same they had always 
been in the habit of receiving, that neither their allowance of bread 
(1 1b.) was equal to the same weight of biscuit, nor the proportion of 
pork substituted in lieu of beef was by any means equivalent to the 
lntter species of meat. 

Sir James endeavoured without effect to convince them that 
their calculation was an erroneous one, as the same quantity of bread 
was issued to the seamen that the soldiers of the army received, and 
that it was an invariable custom by the naval regulations to substi- 
tute a smaller portion of pork for a greater one of beef. On the day 
he reported the transaction to me he received private information 
that the sailors were canvassing the subject in a more unreserved 
manner, and that they had even gone such lengths as to talk of the 
appointment of delegates by whom they could more fully give effect 
to their remonstrances. 

It is superfluous for me to observe to Your Excellency how 
greatly I was distressed on being made acquainted with this intelli- 
gence, so dangerous in its consequences, at a time when the greatest 
unanimity and most strenuous exertions of our fleet on Lake Ontario 
were so essential for the preservation of the colony. [had it in 
recollection that every instance of discontent and insubordination in 
the British Navy had been induced by complaints respecting pro- 
visions and I immediately saw the necessity of adopting decisive 
measures for obviating the evil whilst only in its commencement, as 
were it suffered to proceed to a more open manifestation, the most 
fatal effects might result from its being neglected. I’ therefore 
requested Sir James Yeo to assemble a board of officers to inquire

The two first relate to changes you have made in the distribu-

judge of the necessity and the advantages of such removals to the 
future good of the serviee. ‘They also contain representations of the 
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disgraceful propensity to desertion prevalent in the King’s Regiment 
in Fort Niagara. This cireuinstance has induced Major General Riall 
to relieve that corps by the 100th Regt. I feel confident those who 
so gallantly carried the fort will as gallantly maintain it. “In waiting 
for the movement which is to afford them another opportunity of 
displaying their valor they will, I trust, give a brighter example of 
pationce and soldier like feelings than were evinced by their pro- 
Feccasors When an old respectable corps disgraces itself as the 
King’s Regt. has done surely the officers cannot be faultless. 

‘The third was accompanied by a plan of defence suggested by 
you to General Riall against the attempt it is expected the enemy 
YSil make on the Niagara frontier. In the arduous cireumstances of 
that officer's situation in the event of an attack being made upon the 
positions ‘oceupied by the Right Division to the extent you anticipate, 

‘cannot desire any specific instructions sufficient to embrace all the 
contingencies of the campaign we are about commencing. 

Those you have composed appear to be judicious and well ealeu- 
lated to gratify and relieve the ajor General, and may prove them- 
selves useful to him in the ulterior arrangements he may be called 
upon to make. 

‘Your last letter relates to the impossibility of proceeding with 
the additional works of defence projected at Ningara, in consequence 
of the severity of the weather. However, that evil is now removed 
and 1 trust the facility of execution attends the ability.

On my way to Port Talbot last evening I met George Coltman 
at this place, who has informed me that you have gone to Long 
Point, [intended to have brought my family away immediately, 
but Wallace tells me that you went away in Hunter's skiff, which I 
depended on as my only’ means of getting my family from Port 
‘Talbot. Coltman says that Captain Secord has gone to Scram’s on 
the north branch for a box of arms. I shall go to Kettle Creek to- 
day and get some person to go to Port Talbot to-morrow and see 
Willson and Patterson, and if Secord gets the arms and I can get 
word of the enemy I shall call ont the militia from the street and 
meet him at Port Talbot. If there should be no more than 30 drag- 
‘ons and one company of men, I trust we should have no great difh- 
culty in managing them, I trust you will send back the skiff as 
soon as possible that I may take my family away, for I can never 
think of leaving them there alone, which I shall be forced to do if I 
can’t get them away before the enemy's approach. The travelling is 
so bad I don’t believe the Yankees will be there for several days.

conceiving from the display the enemy used to make formerly, they 
will not be long in shewing themselves when they do arrive, at the 
same time expressing his hope and belief that in the hands of the 
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garrison, (the 100th Regiment,) who so gallantly gained possession of 
it, Fort Niagara is for the present safe. 

‘A Mr. Bell, a respectable man, and two others, lately made their 
eseape from Malden and report that there is not the smallest appear- 
ance of any preparation there for a forward movement nor did they 
hear it spoken of. They were totally unacquainted with the oceur- 
rences at Presque Isle. On their way to Port Talbot they discovered 
the two guns left by the enemy in the woods near Point aux Pins, 
and hid them so carefully a3 totally to prevent their being found 
again except by themselves. Two gun carriages and two ammuni- 
tion carts with ammunition discovered at the same time and place 
Colonel Talbot has sent a party to destroy. 

Tam happy to acquaint Your Excellency that Assistant Com- 
missary General Coffin, in the absence of Mr. Dance, has reported to 
me that the three months’ supply of provisions ordered to be deposited 
in Fort Niagara will have been laid in there in the course of a week 
from the 27th ultimo.

‘The season for naval operations being at hand Lt. Genl. Drum- 
mond considers it advisable to communicate to you his ideas as to 
how the squadron under your command may be best employed on 
the opening of the navigation. 

ssuming that your superiority of foree will be in the first 
instance decidedly secured by the accession to your former squadron 
of the two new vessels, the service that appears to Lt. General 
Drummond of the greatest importance to the defence of the Province 
is the reinforcement of the Right Division by the 103rd Regiment, 
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and the conveyance at the same time of a supply of stores and pro- 
visions to Fort Niagara and Fort George. 

The Licut. General would therefore wish that you would be 
pleased to make arrangements for executing this service at the 
earliest practicable period ; the troops to be landed at the head of the 
lake, the stores and provisions at Fort Niagara and Fort George. 
On your way up the lake it would be desirable for one of the vessels 
to look into York to communicate with the officer commanding that 
post, (Colonel Stewart,) with a view to reeeiving on board and con- 
veying to Fort Niagara five heavy gans, (3 18s and 2 24s,) destined 
for that fort, if these have not already been forwarded, 

After landing the stores, &., at Fort Niagara and communica- 
ting with M.Genl. Riall it might be desirable, if you find the M. 
General has no material assistance or co-operation to require from 
the squadron, that you should proceed down the American shore, 
looking into the different creeks and particularly reconnoitering 
Oswego, when, if you find it an object and consider the marines of 
the squadron sufficient for the service, you might land and bring .off 
or destroy whatever stores, craft or publie buildings the enemy might 
have there. 

After which the Lt. General would recommend your proceeding 
off Sackett’s Harbour, endeavour accurately to reconnoitre that place, 
and if you should consider an attack upon the enemy at that place 
as offering any rational hope of suceess, you might in that case des- 
patch a boat or fast sailing vessel to Kingston with the result. of your 
Teconnoissance and follow with the squadron, to be ready to receive 
on board the troops in the event of the Lt. General's determining on 
the enterpri 

To the foregoing outline Lt. General Drammond has nothing at 
present to add. “New circumstances or fresh intelligence may confirm 
or render it necessary, wholly or partially, to change the plan of 
operations, both with regard to the troops and the squadron, In 
such ease the Lt. General will hasten to apprise you of the nature of 
such change of circumstances, as he will be anxious to communicate 
and consult with you on the change which it may be advisable to 
make in the plan of the naval campaign. Considering it essential 
that you should be apprised of the orders which have been sent to 
M. General Riall in order that you may be better prepared to appre. 
ciate the movements of the troops under his command and core 
promptly and effectually to co-operate with and assist thom, I am 
directed to transmit, enclosed, such extracts from M. General  Riall’s 
instructions as relate to this subject. The instructions to the officer 
commanding at York are simply to defend that post, which it is con. 
sidered he has ample means of doing against any foree which the 
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enemy could convey to that point on board their squadron. If foreed 
or overpowered he is to retire upon Burlington, not Kingston.

Tam much concerned to observe in your letter of the 5th inst. a 
want of attention to the purport of my late communications respect- 
ing the removal of any portion of the troops employed in_ the pro- 
tection of the line of transport from the Coteau duLae to Kingston 
without having obtained my previous consent, except under circum- 
stances of a defensive nature. I am induced te dwell on the cireum- 
stance from having before me a most extraordinary letter addressed 
to Lt. Colonel Morrison by the Deputy Adjutant General attached to 
the Upper Canada District. 

‘The movements of the enemy having made it necessary to suggest 
to that officor some precautionary measures, he was in the execution 
of them when your commands arrived, which, dashing and in fact 
beig contradictory to those he was about obeying, Lt. Colonel 
Morrison very properly resorted to me for an explanation. You 
will prevent the recurrence of anything of the kind again by proper 
restraints on the Dy. Adjutant Genl., who will in consequence be 
jnore cautious in commanding the execution of a service by troops 
50 near my headquarters and so immediately at my disposal. 

You will receive from the Adjutant General of the Forces a 
General Order expressing the movements I have sanctioned 

‘When I reflect that the reinforcements of which you now com- 
plain as being inadequate are in fact more in number than is con- 
Kstont with the safety of other parts of my extensive command, I 
cannot but feel you viewed that subjeet under the momentary impres- 
sion of some misrepresentation made to you by an over anxious 
individual, which, on further consideration, you will be convinced 
had better have been omitted at a moment when the enemy was 
pressing on the frontier of this Province. 

Tt has not escaped my observation that you sought my com: 
mands on an important subject, (the partial operation of martial law,) 
on which I could only offer adviee, as the power to do so comes from 
the commission under which you act as a governor; but on various 
other occasions affecting my responsibilty you have not, hesitated to 
act and afterwards report having done so, tho’ nothing pressing 
attended the case.

The agent that I sent a few days ago to the other side 
has this’ moment returned, with information that the enemy has all 
his fleet ready, (with the exeeption of the new vessels,) in the stream, 
he has 12 to 14 gunboats and a number of small eraft, and 3,000 
troops ready to embark for this place, and it is said they are only 
waiting for a favorable time to make the attack. My own impres- 
sion is that they have understood that we are going to York and 
that they have prepared this foree for the purpose of attacking 
the harbor the moment our fleet leaves it. "The enemy, however, 
may be determined to make the attack at all hazards, as the object 
to them is of immense importance, and I am sorry to say that our 
foree is but little adapted to the defence of this place. There are 
not a thousand effective men here besides the sailors and marines. 
General Gaines arrived here yesterday and assumed the command, 
and we shail endeavor to defend the place as long as we can with the 
means we possess, 
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We launched the other brig yesterday, which I have called the 


Jones, but I am sorry to say that I have neither men or guns for 
her, and from the present state of the roads but little prospect of 
getting them soon. I received 21 men a few days sinee from New 
Fork. They were eight days getting from Utiea to this place, a 
distance of about 80 or 90 miles.

This is the French account, therefore from it we expect a very 
glorious account from the Allies. Ihave no doubt the vietory was 
most decisive. ‘The Americans have made a fourth desperate attempt 
to invade the Lower Province (on the 30th ulto.,) under General 
Wilkinson, and have experienced, as before, defeat and disgrace. Genl.

T have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of Your Excelleney’s 
letter of the 7th inst. requesting my opinion respecting an overture 
for an armistice offered by the American Government, together with 
the information recently obtained from a person from Sackett’s 
Harbor, which Your Excellency is disposed to consider as correct, 
which you wish me to compare with my former statement to you, (I 
perceive it corroborates the statement,) and which you wish should 
assist my judgment in the answer I am about to give. 

After the most deliberate consideration I am of opinion that as 
far as relates to naval operations it is by no means certain that the 
enemy will have the advantage at the commencement. of the cam- 
pigs, and the reinforesment of seamen and supply of stores which 

is Majesty's Government mean so frequently to assist us with, will, 
Thave no doubt, enable us to acquire the ascendeney on the lake. 

The third ship now building is, I believe, of far greater force 
than any the enemy can launch at Sackett’s Harbor, and doubts 
have arisen as to the practicability of launching the large ship now 
reedy, a2 will appear by the scoot panying depeaition of tho earpontor 
of the Madison. But even admitting the enemy are able to launch 
their large ship and have received the whole of their guns and stores, 
(of which I entertain a doubt,) we never have been so competent to 
engage them with a reasonable prospect of suecess as at present. For 
although the enemy have a greater number of guns of heavy ealibre, 
yet my having two ships of such effective strength as the Prince 
‘Regeni and the Princess Charlotte closely to support each other, may 

ive me an advantage in the early part of the action which I feel 
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confident the talents of the officers and the spirits of the men under 
my command would immediately avail themselves of. I perceive 
two of the enemy's now vessels are brigs, and however formidable 
they may be as to weight of metal should any accident befall their 
gatf or main boom they become for the time unmanageable. Brigs 
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have never been esteemed so effective as ships in battle. In short, 

Tam fully persuaded that with the means I now possess with 
those the Government mean to place at my disposal, I shall be able 
either to bring Chauncey to a decisive action, or should I find him too 
superior, (for I cannot rely on his strength until I see his squadron,) 
manoeuvre with him until the third ship is ready, and which vessel 
T look upon to be of a description to look down all opposition, In 
the interim of this ship being ready, the reinforcements of seamen 
can be placed in heavy gunboats that may effectively assist me during 
the calms at the commencement of the season, 

These considerations induce me to be decidedly of opinion that 
were Your Excellency to accept of the proposed armistice it would 
neither conduce to the credit of His Majesty's Government or the 
honor of his arms, while it would enable the enemy to gain time for 
launching and equipping more ships, augmenting ‘and concentrating 
his forces and bringing them to bear, (should a rupture of the armis- 
tice come, a measure I fear from the known enmity and insineerity 
of the American Government too likely too oecur,) with redoubled 
force against us.

18th September, 1816. 


I passed the place in front of lot No. 177, Tilbury East, where 
Major Holmes of the United States Army had encamped a day or two 
when on their intended expedition against Port Talbot in the time 
of the late war. I find here, as well as upon every other oceasion 
when they remained all night in our woods, they felled large trees 
flat to the ground all round their encampment to serve as  breast- 
work in the event of an attack. Two field pieces and ammunition 
waggons were left here by Major Holmes, which were destroyed by 
the Loyal Essex Rangers. ‘The carriages were burnt and the guns 
and ammunition were carried back and deposited in a black ash 
swamp, where they remained until the treaty of peace.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of Your Exeelleney’s 
despatches by Captain Tasché of the militia, 

I avail myself of this opportunity to acquaint Your Excellency 
that Major General Riall has taken measures for levelling and destroy- 
ing the batteries of the enemy which still existed in the neighbor- 
hood of Fort, Niagara, one of thom in particular being a very heavy 
work, immediately opposite to Fort George, required a considerable 
degree of labor and time. The quantities of ice which have come 
down the Niagara River have been so great as to eut off all com- 
munication with the opposite shore for some days, 

But the Major General hopes in the course of a week to have 
the Missassaga battery so far advanced as to mount four guns. 

He had directed “Major Deane to fall baek to Burford, having 
the Rangers in advance at Camptield’s house, as the roads from 
Oxford are at present so excessively bad that should the enemy land 
at Long Point they could with ease arrive at the Grand River before 
Major Deane and cut off his passage of that river, 

‘The Major General also states to me that Lieutenant Marsh of 
the Marine Artillery has been acting as assistant engineer at Fort 
Niagara from his arrival there, and, Colonel Young reports, with the 
greatest assiduity, so much so in fact that were it not for him nothing 
whatever would have been done. I request therefore that Your 
Excellency will be pleased to confirm the appointment of Lieutenant 
Marsh from the date of his arrival, with the usual pay and allowances. 

_And as the Major General, from a representation from the senior 
engineer to him, has urged the necessity of an assistant engineer 
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being appointed for Fort George and Missassaga batteries, and has 
submitted the name of Lieutenant Jenoway of the Royal Seots Regi- 
ment as fully qualified for the situation, I have the honor to recom- 
mend that officer to Your Excellency’s consideration accordingly. 

Tam concerned to report to Your Excellency the desertion of 
nine men of the 100th Regiment from the working party in destroy- 
ing the batteries of the enemy before mentioned. One of them has 
since returned and declares that he had been taken prisoner and 
made his escape, but his story is not eredited. 

‘The Shawanese Indians have elected the Prophet to be their war 
and Tecumseh’s son their village chief.

Home District. Information of William Tapley, late an artificer 
York. employed in His Majesty's service, now residing in the 
town of York, taken before me, Thomas Ridout, Esqr., 
one of His Majesty's Justices assigned to keep the peace in the said 
District, who, being duly sworn, deposeth and saith that he lodges in 
the house of Osborne Cox, innkeeper, in the said town, and that 
yesterday, the 23rd of the present month of April, in the forenoon, a 
certain Jacob Fraser came to the said house and said he was of the 
people who had brought up the guns from Smith's Creek and that he 
was paid a dollar a day. From the language and behavior of the 
said Jacob Fraser, the deponent was led to expect that he, the said 
Jacob Fraser, was attached to the Government of the United States, 
(and) the said deponent pretended to be so too and said that he had 
been taken up as a spy and to be now under the custody of the eon- 
stable, Osborne Cox, whereupon the said Jacob Fraser advised 
deponent to endeavor to escape and then wrote down and gave him 
the names of several persons residing between York and the Bay of 
Quinty, at whose homes he might call’ as friends to the United States, 
and whose names are on the annexed paper “A” written by the said 
Jacob Fraser, viz: Mr. Farrell, Mr. Cornell, James Ash, Mr. John 
Burk, Jonathan Bedford, J. Tucker, Mr. Stafford, Gershom Tueker. 
He, the said Jacob Fraser, further informed the deponent that 
the above named persons had formed themselves into a club and 
called themselves the Loyal Club, meaning loyal to the United States, 
that a boat was building which would take him, the deponent, to the 
United States, but concerning which the deponent would make 
further enquiry at the above named Mr. Stafford's. The said Jacob 
Fraser also informed the deponent that he, the said Jacob Fraser, 
had been up as far as Newmarket, (in the the township of Whit-

Beauport, 15th December, 1814, 
Dear Sir,— 

In answer to your letter requesting me to detail on paper the 
surprise of the fortress of Niagara. under Colonel Murray. T have to 
state and affirm that I was one of the subalterns of your company at 
that affair, where you were the third in seniority; that soon after 
Colonel Murray was wounded and taken off to be dressed, the enemy 
still keeping up a heavy and galling fire from the southern stone 
tower, near the magazine, from the six pounder on the top and 
through two tiers of loopholes below, I heard you suggest to Lt. 
Colonel Hamilton, the second in command, the absolute necessity of 
storming it before daylight, lest the enemy should discover where to 
throw their shots with more effect, &., and you volunteered your 
service to do so, which, being assented to, you with your party, 
(principally men of your own company,) gave the signal to advance, 
saying, “Follow me, my boys,” upon’ which we rushed forward in 
despite of the fire to the barricaded entrance door, which was bat- 
tered in with sledges and large billets of wood. Upon our entering, 
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the enemy who were firing through the loopholes below, (except such 
as were killed or taken prisoners.) ran to join those above and we 
pursued. Some of our men, according to your previous instructions 
to them, carrying large firebrands from which they blew immense 
sparks and flashes, by the light of which we in some measure found 
our way to and up the narrow intricate stairease. From your skilful 
directions and judicious orders, the persevering resolution of the 
party and the Stratagem, threats that nothing’ but unconditional 
surrender could save them from instant destruction, the enemy cried 
for mercy and were made prisoners to the number of sixty-four, more 
than double the assailants, Lieut. Nowlan and one private only of 
ours being killed in the tower. Some hundreds of loaded firelocks 
and a large quantity of cartridges found in this building having been 
secured ; you placed Lieut. Fortune and myself on guard over the 
prisoners ‘and went to report the circumstances. This took place 
about an hour before daylight.

Brevet Major Davies, 100th Regt., having expressed to me his 
chagrin at his name not being noticed in the General Order issued 
on the taking of Fort Niagara, which he attributes to the supposition 
of his name being left out in my despatch, whereby his services have 
been passed over while those of inferior officers whose conduct had 
been less conspicuous were particularly extolled I considered it my 
duty to rectify the omission as far as lays in my power by now 
making known to the Commander of the Forees the services of Brevet 
Major Davies, which I cannot better perform than by copying an 
extract from the Major's letter to me, which I have to request you 
vill do me the honor to lay before His Excellency. At the same 
time I beg leave to accompany it with my testimony and warm com- 
mendation of the services of Brevet Major Davies in the affair of the 
19th December, and particularly in the spirited assault of his com- 
pany of one of the blockhouses, I hereby add the latter part of the 
extract on the supposition that it was the Major's wish that I should

“T consider myself particularly neglected in his, (Lt. Col, Hamil- 
ton,) having omitted mentioning to you, (prior to your sending off 
your despatch of the capture of Fort Niagara,) the circumstance of 
myself and my company having charged and taken the southern block- 
house, in which were 65 of the enemy, whose incessant tho’ random 
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fire killed two and wounded one of my division, and I am persuaded 
that had not the blockhouse been carried previous to the return of 

ight, the enemy would have committed great destruction in our 
nn,” ‘The method I took to effect this operation was by advan- 
cing with an American prisoner, (threatening him-with instant death 
in default of guiding me to the inner stairs,) and sheltering my men 
behind the corner of the large store until I judged by what'I saw 
and heard that the enemy were in the act of loading: taking advan- 
tage of that moment I gave the signal to run at and foree the lower 
door, which, fortunately, we found partly broke open, and in a few 
minutes we effected an entrance, upon which the enemy, who were 
firing from the loopholes below, ran to join those above. We pur- 
sued them, some of my men, agreeable ‘to my instructions, earrying 
large firebrands, from which’ they blew sparks and flashes, by the 
light of whieh we in some measure found our way up the intricate 
stairs, others calling out for ladders to scale the outside. I called 
out to bayonet the whole, &,, &., which I suppose so terrified the 
enemy that they called for merey and surrendered to the number of 
64, only one man being killed. Colonel Hamilton, I must allow, 
could not have known anything of this exeept my talking the prison: 
ers along with us by his consent, but I humbly conceive that as 
commanding officer, after you were wounded, it was his duty to have 
enquired the particulars ‘and to have made them known to you, 
especially as it was by his sanetion that I, with the 4th Company, 
attacked the said blockhouse and reported to him the capture of it, 
with the surrender of the 64 prisoners. He could easily have learnt 
this from two other officers and any of the men of my company 
present, about thirty-three in number. Fear of being thought an 
egotist and motives of delicacy hindered me from acquainting you 
myself the same morning, neither should I at this distant period but 
for reasons it may be unnecessary for me to explain in this letter, 
for withal I consider I only did my duty on the occasion, yet I flatter 
myself that my name should have appeared in your despateh had 
‘you in time become informed of the particulars, which I have in part 
here detailed. Now, Sir, I beg that you will be pleased to take some 
opportunity of acquainting His Excelleney Sir George Prevost 
personally with the circumstances, that it may operate in favor of my 
pretensions to promotion in this country, which seniority of rank as 
& major in the army entitle me to hope for. At present I am the 
senior and I believe the only major, (one much junior excepted,) who 
is not provided for by separate command or staff appointments.” 

T inust in justice to Lt, Col. Hamilton add that as soon as he 
had an opportunity he did report to me the conduet of Brevet Major 
Davies and his company as one of the most dashing attacks of the 
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morning. From the darkness of the night I could not ascertain who 
was the particular officer that attacked the blockhouse, and Col. 
Hamilton's report was too late for me to notice Major Davies in my 
despatch.

Tam much concerned to communicate to Your Excellency that 
the Major General states that three of the Six Nations, speaking 
through their principal chief, have requested the Major General to 
represent to Your Excellency their dissatisfaction at the appointment 
‘of Captain Norton to be their leader. They say they will not 
acknowledge him as such, will pay him no respect or obedience nor 
look to him for anything they want ; that they know him not except 
as a disturber of the peace and harmony that ought to exist among 
them ; they have a head man whom the King has appointed and 
they want’no other, (Col. Claus); the representation made to Col. 
Drummond was the contrivance of a few who had no authority to do 
so, and it was not the opinion of the Nations. ‘The Major General 
enquired if such was the general opinion. ‘The chiefs of three, viz 
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‘The Mohawks, Oneidas and Tuscaroras said it was theirs decidedly ; 
the others, viz: the Cayugas, Onondagas and Senecas refused to 
answer.

Hauirax, 19 April, 1814. 
Sir 

I have the honor to report for the information of His Excellency 
the Commander of the Forces that Lt. Colonel Robertson with the 
detachment of the 2nd Battn., 8th (or King’s) Regiment, with the 
women, children and baggage belonging to that corps, arrived here 
last evening. 

The Lord Somers transport on which they were embarked 
separated from the convoy in a fog and was attacked a few leagues 
off the Halifax lighthouse by an Ainerican privateer schooner, which 
they resisted in a gallant manner and beat off, having sustained, I 
am sorry to say, a loss of one seaman killed and two wounded, Capt. 
James Agnew of the 8th slightly, nine privates of that corps severely 
and three slightly wounded. 

Lt. Colonel Robertson having come in the Manly sloop of war, 
Major Phillot of the Royal Artillery was the senior officer on board 
the transport and he speaks very highly of the steadiness of the 
detacht. of the 8th on the occasion. 

‘The Rifleman sloop of war is gone in pursuit of the privateer 
and as soon as she returns it is the intention of the Admiral that she 
shall convoy the vessels now about to sail for Quebec. 

I propose sending fifty thousand pounds in specie by her for the 
service under His Excellency’s command. 

‘The guns and equipment required by Commodore Sir James 
Yeo, a quantity of flour for the Commissary General, the company 
of Royal Artillery ordered by the Commander of the Forces, the 
exchanged prisoners of war belonging to the Regts. in Canada and 
the detachment of the 8th Regt. will sail under convoy of the Rijle- 
‘mam, I hope, by the latter end of this or the beginning of the ensuing 
week. 

Thave yet ree'd no intelligence of the arrival of the 90th Regi- 
ment at Bermuda, but as I wrote to the Admiral immediately on 
receiving His Excellency’s commands to send that corps to Canada, 
instead of the 98th, requesting him to forward them direct to Quebec, 
Tam willing to hope they have arrived there by the time you have 
reeeived this, 

Had His Excellency, however, continued in his original intention 
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of having the 98th Regt. sent to Quebec, they could not have been 
sent until the arrival of the other corps at this port, for want of 
transport, there being at the present searcely sufficient tonnage of 
that deseription in the harbor to convey the troops and stores’ now 
going.

Ihave had the honor to receive your letter of the 12th inst, report- 
ing your having deemed it expedient to issue a proclamation declara- 
tory of martial law as far as relates to the procuring of provisions 
and forage in Upper Canada, in. consequence of the impossibility of 
obtaining supplies without resorting to that measure. 

‘The circumstances which have compelled you to resort to that 
measure were a sufficient justification in my estimation, and I can 
assure you I feel no desire to shrink from any responsibility on the 
oceasion that you may be desirous I should assume, convinced that 
you were impelled to adopt it for the good of His Majesty’s service 
and the preservation of the Province committed to your charge. 
However, it is proper that I should state to you that the legal advice 
T have obtained respecting martial law, for the subject has been fre- 
quently discussed, has uniformly been that I could only proclaim its 
existence by virtue of the King's commission to me as Governor 
General in the Provinee in which I might be at the time it became 
necessary to do so. Major General Sir Isaac Brock, when exactly in 
your sitiiation, informed me he should be under the absolute neces- 
sity of proclaiming martial law. I reported the circumstance to His 
Majesty's Government and received in reply an unqualified approval 
of the measure. When I was in Upper Canada I gave authority to 
the general officers in command at Detroit and Niagara to do so in 
their’ respective districts whenever the emergencies of the service 
should render it an indispensable act for the preservation of their 
command or the subsistence of the troops, but when I withdrew to the 
Lower Province I considered my power to have ceased, therefore 
when M. Genl. de Rottenburg took the command and was’ under the 
necessity of declaring martial law he modified its operation, but he 
did it as administrator of the government, and in that capacity alone 
during the existence of a civil government do I apprehend it might 
be done.

I have had the honor to receive your letter of the 16th inst,, and 
lose not a moment in replying to it. 

As I feel satisfied with the explanation you have afforded me, I 
propose only to advert to some of the observations you have thought 
proper to annex to it, in order to remove from your mind apprehen- 
sions respecting the perfect confidence I repose in your zoel and 
talent, 

I hope the letter which I addressed to you yesterday has con- 
vineed you I felt no desire to shrink from necessary and justifiable 
means, however they might add to my responsibility, and that I eon- 
sider the present case to come under that denomination is unques- 
tionable. 

Your late letters were of @ nature to induce me to believe the 
resorting to martial law was not in your contemplation, 

I do not think it expedient to make any change in the limits of 
the military commands which have been established, as it was to be 
presumed, that more accurate information existed at headquarters 
respecting the state of things at the French Mills and in the Salmon 
River than could be obtained at Kingston, and as General Wilkinson's 
army was in motion at the time the order was sent to Colonel Morri- 
son, I confess its unconditional tenor struck me as highly improper. 

Having replied to your remarks with that candor and frankness 
which should characterize the correspondence of soldiers, I trust you 
will again feel possessed of my entire confidence and ready support. 
I can assure you there is at this moment in Upper Canada a much 
larger proportion of British soldiers than were ever in it before. It 
does not appear to be the intention of Government to add to my 
force beyond the 90th Regt., announced last autumn as ordered from 
the West Indies to Quebec. ‘The 49th Regt. is completely worn out. 
‘The 2nd Battn. of the King’s is under 400. The first corps must be 
sent to Quebee und the latter brought forward in its stead. 24 
bateaux with stores and provisions proceeded yesterday from Lachine 
to Kingston. A Commissariat officer is under orders to proceed to 
your Head Qrs. with £10,000 for the army in Eagles and Half Eagles. 

P. S—The Bill for the repeal of the embargo laws has passed in 
the House of Representatives. The majority in its favor was much 
larger than expected. Great inconvenience is experienced by the 
American Government in consequence of the scarcity of specie in the 
United States

‘The timber to 

be provided here can be procured but the time that would elapse ‘ere 

the frames could be transported, considering the immense supplies 

Your Exeellency must also send for the subsistence of the troops and 

seamen, would be so long that the third ship, equal in foree to three 

| er four of such frigates, would be built, equipt and on the lake ‘ere 
the frames of the two fir ships could be sent up. That the enemy 

would permit such immense convoys to pass unmolested cannot be 
supposed, and the large escorts which must consequently accompany 
them would weaken Your Excelleney’s force in those points where 
they might be more essentially useful, But what in my opinion should 
chiefly influence Your Excelleney’s decision respecting them is that 

the strength of the third ship, now building, is such as to give us a 

reasonable hope that their being sent up is unnecessary. 

I wish much that one of the brigs could be made’ serviceable on 
Lake Champlain, though I fear from their drawing 15 feet of water 
there is little hope of it. I have directed Captain Pring to ascertain 
with precision whether a vessel of that draft can navigate there in 
safety and his report shall be communicated to Your Excellency. 

With respect: to transporting the frames in the winter season, I 
see equal objections arise, for should the war continue the additional 
ordnance and iron work, which we cannot do without, would emplo: | 
all the sleighs, horses and oxen during the season, and on the whole | 
I am fully of opinion that building here is more beneficial to the 
public service, not to say a word of the enormous expense that will | 
be saved thereby.

Thave had the honor to reeeive your letters of the 15th inst.report- 
ing the departure of H. M. schooner Beresford for the Head of the 
Lake with the grenadiers of the 10rd Regt., a proportion of rocket- 
teers and supply of ordnance stores on board, and also that the two 
new ships were launched on the 11th inst. without any accident 
oceurring. You therein further express an opinion that they would 
be ready for sea about the Ist May. Presuming that the recent 
addition to our squadron on Lake Ontario has established the naval 
ascendency, it becomes expedient you should obtain accurate infor- 
ination of the state of the enemy's fleet at Sackett’s Harbor in order 
to decide whether a combined attack on it offers a reasonable prospect 
of success. I am induced to urge the serious consideration of this 
measure because, if the enemy are left undisturbed to prosecute their 
plans, the vastly superior resources they possess for ship building 
and in procaring seamen must terminate in their acquiring a superior 
naval foree at no very distant period, and once in possession of 
that advantage it will not be possible to guard a very extended 
frontier from insult. The destruction of the American naval force 
on Lake Ontario would effectually cause all hostile operations in that 
quarter to cease, while it would afford many facilities to our own. 

‘The enemy's squadron at Sackett’s Harbor once destroyed ulterior 
operations for the support of the Niagara Frontier or recovery of the 
Western district would be most naturally promoted, and sufficient 
means would become disposable without the safety of Kingston being 
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risked, which port, from its great importance, must now claim your 
vigilant attention whilst the enemy postse 9 naval foree at Sackett's 
jarbor, 

A project for a combined attack upon Sackett's Harbor for the 
destruction of the American fleet is herewith transmitted for your 
consideration, and I have to request you will favor me with observa- 
tions upon those points after having consulted with Sir James Yeo, 
as may apply to them. 

It is proper I should inform you that the plan was formed upon 
correct intelligence obtained of the actual state of things in October 
last at Sackett’s Harbor, assisted by the personal knowledge of the 
place acquired by the writer. ‘The changes which may have occurred 
it will be your duty to ascertain, 

M. Genl. De Rottenburg informs me he gave over to you a 
manuscript sketch of Sackett's Harbor and the country in its imme- 
diate vicinity. I sent it to him on account of its being as correct a 
design as the eye unassisted could give, and a reference to it will 
elucidate the suggestions. 

ence has proved that a surprise is not practicable, there- 
fore a strict blockade should precede your operations. 

From the squadron you will require, and I make no doubt receive, 
the most cordial co-operation in the enterprise, as its fate will depend 
on the promtitude of its execution, as well as on the energy and judg- 
ment displayed in the previous arrangements. 

It is difficult to foretell the next offensive measure of the enemy, 
as their policy has become notoriously miserably shallow since the 
intelligence of the great and glorious events which have occurred in 
Europe arrived at Washington, but if a flow of enterprise is rekindled 
and a descent on Long Point should be combined with an attack on 
Fort Niagara, it appears to me advisable that Major General Riall 
should concentrate his force between Chippawa and Fort George in 
order to erush the enemy marching upon Burlington. 

You will decide under what circumstances of danger Niagara 
(should) be blown to the moon.

Militia General Orders. 
Headquarters, Kivastow, April 24th, 1814. 


His Honor the President has much satisfaction in announcing to 
the militia of Upper Canada that His Excelleney the Governor in 
Chief has been pleased to sanction and confirm, on the 18th instant, 
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articles entered into by Colonel Baynes, Adjutant General of the 
British forees, and Brigadier General Winder of the United States 
army, for the mutual release of all prisoners of war or others, with 
the exception of the 46 American officers held in retaliation as host- 
ages for the 23 British soldiers confined by the United States Govern- 
ment as hostages for the 23 British born subjects taken from the 
ranks of the enemy and sent to England for legal trial 

And as by the before mentioned convention all officers, non- 
commissioned officers and soldiers of the militia, and all other persons 
(with the exception of the hostages already ‘alluded to) who may 
have been made prisoners of war and are at present on parole are to 
be released from their obligations on the 15th of the ensuing month, 
(May,) they are to be considered liable to be called on for militia 
duties from that date. 

Every officer, non-commissioned officer and soldier will therefore 
report himself without delay to the colonel or commanding officer of 
the regiment of the county wherein he at present resides, who will 
transmit a return of the same to the Adjutant General’s office, speci- 
fying when and where each person was made prisoner, to what regi- 
ment or department such person belonged and on what particular 
service he was employed when so taken. 

Such persons as belong to the Incorporated Militia or any public 
department will equally report. themselves, and will also join their 
respective corps or departments on the 15th of May on pain of being 
treated as deserters,

purpose, and by and with the advice and consent of His Majesty's 
Executive Council of this Province, prohibit the exportation of wheat 
and other corn or grain, meal, flour, beef and pork from this Provinee 
from the expiration of five days from the day of the date of this 
proclamation to the first day of November next ensuing, 

‘And I do for that purpose by and with the adviee and consent 
as aforesaid issue this my proclamation, declaring the provisions and 
restrictions of the said’ acts so far as they extend to prevent the 
exportation of wheat and other corn or grain, meal, flour, beef and 
pork from this Provinee to be in force from the time and for the 
period above mentioned. And I do hereby enjoin all Collectors of 
Bustoms, Inspectors, Sheriffs and their deputies to perform their 
duties strictly and faithfully in obedience to the said acts and this 
my proclamation.

T have the honor to acquaint Your Excellency that Commodore 
Sir James Yeo has represented to me that the ring bolts for the guns 
of the two new ships have never yet been received. Every enquiry 
has been made in this neighborhood about them but to no effect, and 
as it is wholly impossible for the squadron to leave harbor without 
this indispensably requisite part of their equipment, I take the liberty 
of suggesting to Your Excellency the propriety of the conduetor or 
other person who had charge of these particular stores, being espe- 
cially called upon to account for them, and that he be sent again upon 
the road he escorted them in search of them, accompanied at the 
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same time by an officer of intelligence and suitable authority. I 
conceive the ships would be fit for sea by Sunday next provided the 
ring bolts were now here. Already three months’ provisions have 
been taken in, yet the Regent is by means so deep in the water as 
necessary from want of proper ballast.

n to the statement I had the honor to address to Your 
Excellency in my letter of yesterday's date, I now beg leave to trans- 
mit some further observations on the subject of the proposed attack 
on Sackett’s Harbor. It is sufficiently obvious that considerable time 
will be required to collect the troops necessary for the undertaking, 
that a. vessel must be sent to Niagara to carry up the iron 24 prs, 
and bring down the brass ones, as these yuns aré indispensable ; it is 
evident also that, taking for granted that 4,000 men is the least 
number with which the enterprise ought to be attempted, that at 
least 800 of them must come from the Lower Province; under all 
these circumstances and with a view to derive every advantage 
which u be possible from the interval which a reference to Your 
Excellency for your decision and aid has unavoidably occasioned, I 
propose that immediately after the squadron is ready to sail, which 
it is hoped will be in two days, (provided the ringbolts arrive,) Sir 
James Yeo shall proceed off Sackett’s Harbor to recomnoitre the state 
of forwardness of the enemy’s new ship, and from thenee along the 
coast to Oswego, where it is reported there are large depots of pro- 
visions and naval stores, and what are of infinitely greater import- 
ance, some of the guns and other essential parts of the equipment of 
the new ship. Should Sir James, in co-operation with the foree I 
intend embarking on board the flect, be so fortunate as to seize or 
destroy the guns and stores and thereby retard the progress of this 
vessel the advantage to be derived from such a :neasure would be 
incaleulable. 

From Oswego Sir James can detach one of the brigs to Fort 
George and the Head of the Lake to take up the iron and bring 
down the brass guns, and with the assistance of the Beresford and 
Vincent schooners, which are already there, and such craft as ean be 
collected, the detachments of regular and militia troops from York 
and the Indians from Burlington can be conveyed to Kingston or the 
point of rendezvous, 

Without entering into the numerous reasons in favor of an 
immediate attack on Sackett's Harbor, it may be sufficient to observ 
that the exhausted state of this Provinee in respect to provisions will 
not admit of protracted operations. I will not say exactly how long 
our resourees may hold out, but I am very apprehensive that at no 
very remote period difficulties the most serious and alarming in this 
respect will be felt by the Right Division. 

Should the enemy therefore be suffered unmolested to complete 
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his new vessel it is to be feared that he will then be enabled, oceasion- 
ally at least, to interrupt, the communication with Niagara and the 
Head of the Lake, by which alone the Division can be supported and 
fed

I merely drop you a line to notify my arrival, as the short time 
Ihave been here precludes the possibility of giving you anything 
like correct information as regards the state of affairs on the station, 
Lean only say the squadron are in no state of forwardness for service. 
‘The materials and mechanics are beginning to arrive. Every nerve 
shall be exerted, as the very life of the expedition depends on the 
time we may be able to commence it. I have written the Command- 
ing Officer at Detroit apprizing him of the intended expedition, and 
despatched a vessel with it yesterday morning—from present appear- 
ances he will receive it to-morrow morning. I have endeavored to 
impress upon him the absolute necessity of securing the strongholds 
which may command onr passage to and from the upper lakes, as 
from every information Ican gain there are situations when a very 
small foree could effectually cut off all communication between the 
two lakes, (Erie and Huron,) a narrow channel bordering close upon 
the enemy’s shore, (within ‘pistol shot) and a current of 44 knots 
setting down, would it not be well to make arrangements with the 
war office to this effect while it is in our power to secure those 
important points? It is stated here that Genl. Harrison has ordered 
all other points to be abandoned except Detroit. Should those passes 
be secured by the enemy when the squadron are divided on the two 
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lakes, it might be attended with most serious consequences to the 
country, and the probability is he will not attempt doing so until we 
are so divided 

‘There is no bread-stuff as yet on the station, I have, however, 
made arrangements for an ample supply. There are very few officers 
here, not one of the least, experience from whom T ean receive assist- 
ance, Commanders for the vessels are immediately and much wanting, 
Since your last returns from this place there has been many deaths 
and discharges. Capt. Elliott thinks there are not more than 170 all 
told, many of whom are unfit for service. I have sent up ordering 
the ‘prize ships immediately down to this place, and shall use all 
possible exertion to get them in safety over the bar. There is only 
5 feet on the bar ; Capt. Elliott thinks it impossible to get them ov 
as they draw 9J with swept holds, I shall, however, have sor 
lighters constructed, which I hope will succeed in getting them in 

‘As soon as returns ean be made you shall secure them

‘The subject of your letter of the 18th inst. was ina great degree 
replied to by anticipation, in the communication I made to you on 
the same day. In your despatch of the 26th, which has this moment 
been brought to me, I pereeive a more decided opinion on the con- 
templated movement against Sackett's Harbor. 

‘You consider the land forees to he employed on. this service 
should not be less than 4,000 effective rank and file to afford a reason- 
able hope of suces 

In order to render so many men disposable at Kingston, T ought 
to augment your present force there to at least, 5,000 effectives, an 
increase little caleulated to diminish the great difficulties which you 
are laboring under for provisions and forage to maintain a much 
smaller foree. But the fact is that the force in this country is 
insufficient to enable me to concentrate at any one point in Upper 
Canada the number of regulars you require for this important service 
without stripping Lower Canada of nearly the whole of them that 
are at prosent in it, and committing its defence to Provineials and 
militia. 
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The views of His Majesty's Government respecting the mode of 
conducting the war with America, do not justify my exposing too 
much at one stake. It is by wary measures and occasional daring 
enterprises, with apparently disproportionate means, that the charac- 
ter of the war hes been sistained and from that poliey I am not 
disposed to depart 

But a presumption that the Government of the United States is 
animated by a sincere desire of an armistice from a firm belief that 
the negotiation commenced at Gottenburg will terminate in peace has 
induced me to aceede to the President's proposal to appoint an officer 
of rank to discuss and arrange to-morrow, on the part of HL M’s 
Government, with a similar person on the part of the American Gov't 
the articles of a suspension of arms, at the village of Champlain. 

This cireumstance renders it inexpedient that an extensive offen- 
sive movement against any of the enemy’s positions should be under- 
taken until you shall again hear from me on the subject. 

I do not feel disposed to give eredit to the whole of Mr. Constant 
Bacon's deposition. The eireumstances may be true but they are 
exaggerated, and in one instance I see much improbability in the 
statement. However, it is satisfactory to know that M. Genl. Riall 
is fully prepared against any enterprise. ‘The Commiss'y Genl, has 
the most positive orders to forward provisions to Upper Canada as 


expeditiously as possible. 

You will please to communicate to Commodore Sir James Yeo 
the subject of this letter, but I do not wish it to restrain him from 
any operation he may have in view until the armistice is officially 
announced.

So long as we had reason to believe that the enemy intended 
and was ina condition to re-establish himself on the Thames and 
open anew his intercourse with the Indian tribes of the west, it was 
no doubt proper to give our naval means a direction which would 
best obstruct and defeat such movement and designs. An order was 
accordingly given by the Navy Department to employ the flotilla in 
securing the shores of the western lakes, destroying the enemy's 
trading establishment at St. Joseph’s and in reeapturing Fort Mack- 
inae. As, however, our last advices show that the enemy has no 
efficient foree westward of Burlington Bay, and that he has suffered 
the season of easy and rapid transportation to eseape him, it is evident 
that he means to strengthen himself on the peninsula and make Fort 
Erie, which he is now repairing, the western extremity of his line of 
operations. Under this new state of things it is respectfully sug- 
gested whether another and a better use cannot be made of our Hotilla. 

Tn explaining myself it is necessary to promise that, the garri- 
sons of Detroit and Malden included, it will be practicable to assemble 
on the shores and navigable waters of Lake Erie 5,000 regular troops 
and 3,000 volunteers and militia, and that measures have been taken 
to produce this result by the 10th day of June next. Without naval 
means, however, this foree will be necessarily dispersed and inopera- 
tive—with their aid, competent to great object: 

Lake Erie, on which our dominion is indisputable, furnishes a 
way scarcely less convenient for approaching the heart of Upper 
Canada than Lake Ontario, Eight or even six thousand men landed 
in the bay between Point Abino and Fort Erie, and operating on the 
line of the Niagara, or, if a more direct route is to be found, against 
the British post at the head of Burlington Bay, would induce the 
enemy so to weaken his more eastern posts as to bring them within 
our means at Sackett’s Harbor and Plattsburg. 

In choosing between this object and that to which the flotilla is 
now destined, there cannot, I think, be much hesitation. Our attack 
carried to Burlington and York interposes a barrier which completely 
protects Malden and Detroit, makes doubtful and hazardous the 
enemy's intercourse with the Western Indians, reduces Mackinac to 
a possession perfectly useless, renders probable the abandonment of 
Fort Niagara and takes from the enemy half his motives for con- 
tinuing the conflict on Lake Ontario. On the other hand take 
Mackinac and what is gained but Mackinac itself? If this plan is

Ist.—That such portions of the Erie fleet and of the garrison of 
Detroit as the officer commanding may deem necessary for the pur- 
pose be despatched without delay to the western lakes, with orders to 
attack or capture a British fort or post established at Matchedash 
Bay on Lake Huron, reeapture Michilimackinae and break up such 
other hostile establishments within these inland seas as may be 
practicable, 

2d.—That all surplus vessels belonging to the fleet and left at 
Detroit be brought down the lake and employed in transporting the 
division of the left, its arms, ammunition and baggage to such point 
on the Canada shore as may be indicated, and in such other acts of 
co-operation with the division as may be proper and necessary. 

3rd.—That after landing the troops be marched as expeditiously 
as possible on the British position at Burlington Bay with orders to 
seize and fortify that post, and, having thus cut the enemy's line of 
land communieation between York and Fort George, await the arrival 
and co-operation of the Ontario fleet, which, from statements made 
by the Secretary of the Navy, will be prepared for action by the 
middle of June. 

4th.—Under these circumstances the commanders of the two 
arms will have within their choice a speedy investment of Forts 
George and Niagara ; a rapid descent on Sackett’s Harbor, a junction 
“with the brigade at that post, and a direct attack on Kingston. In 
choosing between these objects circumstances must govern, ‘The 
former will enable us to take a new line of operation from Fort 
George to Lake Simeoe, shutting out the enemy from all direct com- 
munication with the western lakes and thus destroying his means of 
sustaining his western posts and settlements and of reinstating his 
influence over Indian wants and policy, The latter, besides ‘com- 
prising all the advantages of the former, will put an end to all farther 
naval expenditure on Lake Ontario; give us uncontested possession 
of a great proportion of Upper Canada and enable us to carry our 
whole concentrated force on Montreal, which, if gained, eannot fail 
to give to the war a speedy and favorable termination. All which is 
respectfully submitted

The officer proposed by Mr. Monroe was to have been 
General Winder, and Colonel Pinkney has been substituted as a 
measure of necessity in his place. He has not been at Washington 
nor had any communication with Mr. Monroe, nor does he appear to 
be at all acquainted with the views or designs of his government in 
i the present arrangement. He came prepared with the head of an 
i armistice, which Thave not yet learnt, but upon showing him your 
guide-letter he observed that he had no latitude left at his diseretion 
with respect to pledging his government with respect to the principle 
upon which the armistice was proposed, or to engage for anything 
| more than ordinary cessation of hostilities to be annulled ‘at the 
| pleaswre of either party at 20 days’ notice, and that he did not feel 
{ himself at liberty to pledge himself either for the prineiple or to the 
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extent of the period stated in Your Excellency’s letter. I have 
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fasured him that you will not aceede to an armistice on any other 
forms. have sent him aeopy of my eredentials with a note request: 
ing him to inform me if he is prepared to negotiate on these grounds, 
or what others he has to propose. I shall of course await the result 
and see if any arrangement can be made of a nature that Your 
Excellency would approve of, but Iam not sanguine and think ib

‘To satisfy myself that as much is done on this oceasion as can 
be, I propose embarking myself with Commodore Sir James Yeo, but 
the immediate command of the troops I have entrusted to Lieutenant 
Colonel Fischer of De Watteville’s Regiment. 

By the enclosed copy of information from Sackett’s Harbor, 
dated ‘the 28th ultimo, Your Excellency will pereeive that a new 
ship is to be laid down there and finished in six weeks. If such be 
the case it is impossible for us to keep pace with such exertions. I 
must again beg leave to repeat my opinion that the only way to 
completely secure the Upper Provinee is a vigorous combined attack 
of army and navy against the enemy’s chief means of annoyance, 
their fleet and stores at Sackett's Harbor. 

But on this occasion the most ample measures must. be taken to 
ensure success, and the small foree which the Upper Province can 
afford must be assisted by a regular force from Your Exeelleney of 
certainly not less than 800 effective men from the Lower Provinee. 
In all these opinions I am joined by the naval commander, Sir 
James Yeo. 

Major General Riall has reported that the enemy are encamped 
at Buffalo with about 800 men, with three field pieces.

Capt. A. Sinclair to the Secretary of the Navy. 


Enre, 2nd May, 1814. 
Sm— 

Yours of the 27th ultimo has this moment come to hand. I had 
anticipated that part of its contents which required the curtailing 
the indents made on the navy agent at Pittsburg. I have, however, 
difficulties to contend with in order to inform myself of the state of 
the station which you can form no idea of. Ié appears that since 
Mr. Hambleton lef this, there has been no responsible person whose 
duty it is to keep copies of requisitions, receipts, returns of expendi- 
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tures, ete. Iam using every possible exertion in my power to enable 
me to give you a correct and circumstantial account of what has been 
done, what’ requires doing, what is on hand and what required to 
complete the outfits of the intended expedition. You will readily see 
the difficulties existing when I tell you that there is no account of 
the articles on hand of any description, and that they are scattered 
over a space of several miles. Shot are to be raked from’ below high 
water mark, covered in sand, materials of every kind unstored. 
Private store houses, which have been rented and used for storing. 
have been so repeatedly broken into that they are now nearly useless, 
therefore inventories of overy article must’ be taken before I can 
inform you with any degree of accuracy. From the view I have 
taken of things I am very confident that, system once established, 
there will be a saving of 25 Y to the public. 

I shall endeavor in the course of this week to give you a general 
view of the station, and suggest such alterations as’ may ‘appear 
necessary for the public good. The mechanics are arriving here 
daily—no provision had been made for their reception, and such are 
the difficulties for provision in this country that I have been compelled, 
tho’ against my inclination, to advanee some from our stock in order 
to get them boarded at all.’ There are no boats on the station, not a 
boat a piece for each vessel of any deseription 

The small vessels are in some state of 
over the bar, but wants considerable repairs, eaulking entirely. ‘The 
Lawrence shall pass the bar the first good weather, in the meantime 
her repairs are going on. The Lady Prevost, a vessel only 72 feet 
on deck and 18 feet beam, was altering into a brig, the lower masts 
only are repaired. Ihave stopt the alteration, not only on account 
of expense, but utility also. She will not answer for the Upper Lake, 
her draft is two feet more than our brigs. The Hunter is sunk with 
& quantity of powder and stores in her, much of which is damaged, 
The Amelia is in the same situation, Iam now getting them on 
float and saving what can be saved from them. The report is that 
they are rotten and unfit for serviee—a survey shall be held and a 
report made accordingly. 

The prize ships arrived last night. Ihave not yet visited them— 
their safety, ete,, shall be immediately attended to. ‘They have con- 
siderable quantity of powder and ordnance stores on board, full 
sufficient, I fancy, with what we have on hand, to answer all our 
purposes, 

Tam much pleased at the prospect of some officers of experience 
being on their way here—none, however, have arrived yet. I would 
suggest that an old and experienced purser be ordered to the station. 
One of that description would answer all purposes, Mr. Harris, Mr.

Hambleton or one of their standing, A master commandant also of 
considerable experience, and who has system about him, will be 
absolutely necessary during my absence. I trust, Sir, that in doing 
my duty I shall not make unfavorable impressions as regards Capt. 
Elliott.” He is very young as a commander, has had but little experi 
ence, surely none to justify the difficulties he has had to contend 
with here—they have’ been many and of magnitude 

T have not yet heard from Detroit; but as the same vessel which 
carried my orders for bringing the ships down took my despatches 
for that place, I shall expect her the first wind. 

The vessels which were on shore, (except the Ariel,) were burnt. 
She, I am told, is a fine vessel and lays four miles this side of Buffalo 
uninjured. There is a considerable quantity of ice yet between this 
and her. I shall, however, send down imuiediately and request Gienl. 
Scott, who is in her neighborhood, to have her protected until I ean 

fe the necessary arrangements for getting her on float, which 
1 be in the shortest possible time. 




















Colonel Baynes to Sir George Prevost. 


Headquarters, Monrreat, 8rd May, 1814. 
Sm,— 

Ihave the honor to report to Your Exeellency that in obedience 
to your command I proceeded on the first instant to Champlain Town, 
and was received at Judge Moore’s house by Colonel Pinkney, Inspec- 
tor General of the army of the United States, who communicated to 
me a letter from the American Secretary of State, appointing him to 
discuss and arrange an armistice with such person as Your Excellency 
might appoint for that purpose, with full power to conelude and 
ratify the same. 

Talso communicated to Colonel Pinkney the credentials I had 
received from Your Exeelleney and requested to be informed if he 
was prepared to proceed in the discussion of the proposed arrange- 
ments on the basis therein suggested, or on what terms he would 
propose to ground the negotiations for a cessation of hostilities 
Colonel Pinkney shortly after enclosed a note, which [have the honor 
to enclose with a copy of my answer, and I further learnt verbally 
from that officer that it was the intention of the Secretary of State 
to have employed Brigr. Genl. Winder as a negotiator on this oceasion, 
but that officer having proceeded on his journey to Washington had 
missed a packet addressed to him to the care of the general officer 
commanding on the frontier, who had in conformity with instrue- 
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tions from his government substituted Colonel Pinkney’s name and 
transmitted for his guidance and information an instruction contain- 
ing the principal heads of a convention for a proposed armistice ; that, 
he possessed no other documents nor had he any other knowledge of 
the views and intentions of his government. ‘That the express had 
brought a sealed packet for Brig, Genl, Winder, but that the com- 
manding officer not considering himself at liberty to inspeet its con- 
tents had returned it to the Seeretary of State; that he had no doubt 
that the packet contained private and confidential instructions for 
Genl. Winder, who had besides recently held personal interviews with 
the minister, but that as he had no clue for his guidance he felt him- 
self under thé necessity of adhering to the strict letter of the only 
instructions he possessed, viz, to conclude an armistice that should 
include the whole Atlantic coast of Ameriea, and that for an indefinite 
period to terminate at pleasure at the expiration of twenty days’ 
notice. He, however, earnestly requested that his objection to the 
terms proposed by Your Excelleney should not be considered as 
breaking off the ‘negotiations, as he felt confident that Brig. Genl. 
Winder would still be sent furnished with information of the views 
of his government, which he did not think himself at liberty to 
hazard on conjecture. Under these cireumstances I thought it would 
be unavailing to press the subject any further, and Col. P. having 
stated to me his intention of immediately transmitting to his govern- 
ment the result of our conference, I considered nothing more could 
be done for the present and returned to headquarters. 

While at Champlain I availed myself of the opportunity of 
learning from Judge Moore the grounds upon which Mr. Monroe had 
founded his present overtures for an armistice to have originated in 
a conversation in which I was represented to have expressed myself 
to that effect. ‘The judge assured me that no communication from 
him could have sanctioned such an assertion ; that he had mentioned 
in a letter the coneiliating spirit with which an exchange had been 
proposed by Your Excellency of prisoners of war, hostages as well as 
others, and added that from the liberal sentiments whieh appeared to 
influence your conduct and the general tenor of my conversation he 
had no doubt you would feel inclined to renew the armistice, which 
had been so wantonly and imprudently rejected by the President, but 
that it could not be expected that any overtures of that nature would 
again originate with Your Excellency. I learned from Judge Moore 
that the war party was reduced to the lowest ebb and daily becoming 
more unpopular, so that it was not believed that any offensive measure 
of any magnitude or for the purpose of invasion would be again 
attempted. ‘That all eyes were anxiously directed to the council of 
Gottenburg as the only hope of emancipation,

Tam extremely concerned to acquaint Your Excelleney that T 
have received information from the Head of the Lake that Colonel 
Elliott, Superintendent for Indian affairs, has been given over by his 
physicians for three suecessive days. 

His very great mental anxiety relative to the Western Indians 
under his charge, and bis bodily exertions beyond what his strength 
at his advaneed age could support, so completely exhansted nature 
that I am apprehensive long ‘ere this His Majesty has,lost one of his 
most faithful and zealous servants, and before he could have received 
intelligence of your gracious intentions towards him, (with respect to 
the inerease of his salary,) to soothe him in his hours of pain. 

Should this melancholy event have taken place, I am extremely 
apprehensive that serious evils will arise if Major McKee, next in 
seniority to Colonel Elliott, should succeed to the charge and superin- 
tendence of the Western Indians, and I know of no other remedy 
than by appointing Col. Caldwell, who is well known to and by these 
nations, to the situation of Dy. Supt. General of these Indians or in 
any other manner whereby he would become senior to Capt. MeKee. 

Major General Riall has directed Col. Claus to proceed to Bur- 
lington to assumne the general superintendence of the Indians at the 
Head of the Lake.

Lieut. General Drummond embarked at five o'clock on Wednes- 
day morning and the whole fleet were under weigh about } before 
six o'clock. ‘The appearance of the Prince Regent and Princess 
Charlotte on so small a piece of water was truly magnificent. They 
appear to sail remarkably well. They were not out of sight at 5 
o'clock p.m. 

‘This day about | before four o'clock p.m.» heavy firing was 
heard by many people in the town, and a party that were on a fishing 
excursion on Long Island on the bateanx passage very distinetly 
heard a heavy firing about the same time. It appeared'to be in the 
direction of Oswego. 

‘The moment any despatch arrives it shall be instantly forwarded, 
or should I obtain any intelligence it shall be immediately communi- 
cated to Your Exeelleney. 

As the express goes early to-morrow morning I thought it proper 
to communicate what I have written,

Capt. A. Sinclair to the Secretary of the Navy. 


Ere, 6th May, 1814. 
sm— 

T herewith enclose you a return of officers and men on the station 
and an inventory of such articles as I have been able to come at, and 
T shall endeavour to give you a view of the station generally. 

There has not been a’responsible officer at the head of any one 
department, whose duty it was to keep an account of the expenditure 
of stores. There is a Col. Forster of this place, (who appears to be a 
respectable man,) and who Capt. Perry or Elliott appointed as receiver 
of provisions and other stores, (with the pay of a master,) and to 
superintend the transportation from Waterford to this place. He is 
the only person who could give me any insight or information of 
what had been received, but as most articles, except provision, was 
either taken over to the peninsula or on board the fleet without order 
or requisition, it was out of his power to say more than that they 
had been received. Timber, which has been contracted for, not only 
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for the use of the fleet but for a public store house which Capt. 
Elliott has framed and is finishing by contract on the peninsula, has 
been exposed to pilfer and at the merey of the waves, and I am told 
there are great quantities of 32 pd. shot which have been brought 
from the ships, and where the boats grounded, thrown overboard and 
are covered with sand, I am in hopes, however, to recover them, 
and from that souree have a sufficient quantity for the use of the 
station. Great quantities of timber and plank are contracted for, at 
very large prices, and the transportation to this place from the mills, 
which are only two miles distant, amounts to more than half the eost 
of the articles; but as the work has been done under written contract, 
Tshall be bound to pass the bills, but I absolutely feel mortified to 
place my signature to them as a sanction of their correetness. ‘The 
store house building for the public is much wanting for the security 
of provisions and stores, and also that part of it which is intended 
for a hospital ; but its situation is illy chosen, so much so that I at 
yet doubtful whether I ought to have it finished, notwithstanding it 
js all ready for covering’ in, the materials nearly all delivered and 
the finishing it contracted for. I will enclose you'a rough sketch of 
it with my opinion of the advantages and disadvantages attending 
its situation, and shall be glad to receive your instructions on the 

bject as early as possible, that the necessary arrangements may be 
made with the contractors previous to my leaving the plac: 

‘The temporary manner in which the brigs have been repaired 
has added nothing’to their strength—they have merely had graving 
pieces put in without regarding the injury done their timbers, and 
they have not been eaulked in the upper works, as appears from their 
state to be absolutely necessary, bath for their preservation, safety 
and the comfort of those on board. Ihave yet to get their spars 
from the forest. The Hunter is from 12 to 16 years old and much 
decayed. They have put powder and other articles in her, then 
suffered her to ground with her decks full of shot and other heavy 
articles, where ‘she has fell over, filled to water mark, and damaged 
half her contents, I have had her pumped out and have secured 
what remained unspoiled, ‘The Amelia is also sunk and reported to 
be rotten in her bottom—she shall be attended to as soon as possible. 
‘The Ohio, the Poreupine, the Somers, the Scorpion and Tigress are 
all over the bar. I keep two of them cruising between this and Long 
Point—two others anchored for the protection of those vessels over 
the bar which have not yet got their guns on board, for such is the 
searcity of boats, and so heavy has the wind been since the Niagara 
passed the bar that I have not been able to get off all her ballast and 
guns, nor has the Lawrence been able to move towards the bar in 
consequence of the sea on it. Iwas anxious to stop the purchase of 
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articles, which might not be wanted, and which had been ordered by 
Captain Elliott when he contemplated fitting out the two ships, but 
was at a great loss how to proceed, as he had only a copy of a part 
of his requisitions. Iwas therefore obliged to make a rough and 
hurried estimate of what they would have required and send it on as 
articles not wanting, but I very much fear most of the heavy articles 
have been contracted for by the agent at Pittsburg. I would hiave 
curtailed the indents when passing through that place, but it was 
impossible for me to know what Capt. Elliott’s views were, or what 
the station absolutely required. Iam of opinion that the article of 
shot, the transportation of which is so very heavy, might have been 
dispensed with, as there is on the station a very ample supply for 
any service we have in view. ‘The arrangement as regards provision 
is bad, the flour is brought here to be baked, and with the utinost 
exertion which can be made here no more than 10 barrels can be 
baked per day. Ihave urged the agent at Pittsburg to forward on 
bread with the least possible delay, and by paying extra to the 
bakers here I get soft. bread baked sufficient of a night to serve the 
crews the following day, by which means we do not eneroach upon 
our stock intended for the supply of the expedition, the beef and 

contracted for to be delivered at this place, Capt. Elliott has 
cted the contraetor to deposit at different points on the lake from 
70 to 150 miles distant from here, which not only subjects us to the 
ineonvenience of sending for it, but it is entirely unprotected from 
any expedition which might be formed against. it by the enemy, and 
altho’ not at our risque the want of it might prove of serious ineon- 
venience, I have therefore, as there are no private craft onthe lake, 
employed one or two of the public vessels to transport it here imme- 
diately—they have arrived with a part of it and have gone for a 
second load. 

‘The small part of the ration such as beans, pens, rice, molasses, 
butter, suet and even vinegar, the men have been very long destitute 
of, and it is,as may be expected, a source of great discontent. I 
have written in the most pressing manner to the agent at. Pittsburg 
to endeavour to supply them immediately. They had been some 
days without spirits when I came, and but a very few barrels has yet 
arrived, Iam doing everything in my power to reconcile then to 
the service here, as their times are daily expiring, but with all the 
inducements held out I fear I shall lose @ large portion of them, and 
as for getting volunteers among the people of this country it is out 
of the question, when the common laborer gets his dollar per day— 
you will perceive there are only 31 marines fit for service. That 
description of men might be procured, as there are a number of sub- 
stitutes among the militia here who have evinced a disposition to 


























































































































enlist were it not for their officers preventing it; they have gone so 
far as to confine their men to camp and prohibit our reeruiting parties 
from passing their line ; you will pereeive by the enclosed list of men 
how little was known of the state of the station when I informed 
you, by authority from Capt, Elliott, that all told there was not more 
than 170 attached to it, A muster had not been had for a very eon- 
siderable time. 

‘The mechanies have nearly all arrived, but their tools are yet 
behind. I have mustered for their use all I ean procure on the station, 
have got the spars under way and am preparing to build a couple of 
launches fit for anchor boats, ete., which are indispensably necessary, 
‘a8 we are going into strange, narrow and shallow waters. I shall not 
be detained for any other class of boats, but endeavour to substitute 
such as Col. Croghan mentions in his letter, (in answer to mine on 
the subject of our expedition,) ean be furnished at Detroit, a copy of 
which letter I herewith enelose you. 

So great is the seareity of provision in this quarter that in order 
to get board upon any terins for the mechanies I have been compelled 
to advance provisions to each house keeper who would take 10 men 
at $4 per week. Better arrangements might perhaps have been made 
had it been thought of before they arrived, but it appears their 
arrival had not been anticipated in any respect. 

‘The gun carriages disabled in the action are yet to be made. I 
have been thus particular in giving you a correct state of things, that 
you may know the means with which Iam furnished and calculate 
accordingly. Whatever industry and the exertion of all the means 
in iny power ean perform, shall be done to hasten my departure and 
the equipment of that part of the force intended for this lake, 
‘but you will readily pereeive that too inueh depends upon contin: 
gencies for me to speak with anything like certainty of the time I 
shall have it in my power to leave this, my situation is peculiarly 
mortifying, as I Teel that the very soul of the enterprise depends 
upon the time I shall be able to commence it, 

T do not think that Mr. Magrath, (the only purser we have on 
the station,) is entirely himself at all times, he is certainly oceasion- 
ally deranged. I suggested to you in my last letter the necessity of 
ordering an old and experienced purser on the station, I think the 
good of the service requires it, and if he, instead of the commanding 
officer, could be made the agent and responsible person, through 
whom’ all money expended here should pass, it would take great 
trouble and responsibility from the commander. 

Mr. Magrath has been advancing some of the men three months’ 
pay, said to be voted by Congress, on account of their services here 
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Is it correct and shall it be allowed to all? My having no instrue- 
tions to that effect, I have stopt it until I hear from you. 

What shall I do with the invalids who have been disabled on the 
station? Shall a certain allowance be made them to carry them 
home, and what shall that allowance be ? 

Is there any allowance to seamen who have served their times 
out and discharged here, and if there is what shall it be ? 

Am I to continue the acting appointments made by Captains 
Perry and Elliott where I find them deserving ? 

Shall I draw on the agent at Pittsburg or on the navy depart- 
ment for the requisite funds to meet the expenses of the station? I 
have been able to trace most of the difficulties existing among the 
officers to their proper source, and am in hopes to adjust them with- 
out court martial. None of the officers mentioned in your letter of 
the 27th have yet arrived—their services are very much wanting, 
as you know they are all very young here. A gang of blockinakers, 
which I knew nothing of being ordered, have just arrived. A very 
industrious young man has been employed here all the season, and 
has an ample supply for all our purposes already on hand, they were 
therefore by no means wanting. I shall, however, as they are here 
and already incurred the greatest expense of getting themselves tools 
and materials on the spot, let them make a stock sufficient to meet, 
contingencies and then discharge them, T have written the agent at 
Philadelphia to send no more mechanies, as it seems they are not all 
yet underway that were required. I have sent an officer on to Pitts- 
burg to forward the articles wanting, provisions especially. 

N. B.—The next mail will bring on a regular muster roll to the

I have this moment received your confidential communication of 
the 28th ult, and am happy in assuring you that every assistance 
which my diminutive force can afford will be freely offered you. 
Knowing that an expedition would be fitted out against the posts on 
the upper lakes, I was enabled to anticipate your enquiries relati 
to the situation, strength, &e., of those several places, and have taken 
such steps as are most likely to seenre me correct information on the 
subject. I have not been able to ascertain directly the strength of 
the several garrisons of Michilimackinac, St. Marys and St. Josephs, 
but from the latest Indian accounts they are stated to be weak, that 
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of Mackinac cannot exceed 40 regnlars and Canadians. ‘The Indians 
from the neighborhood of the River Sable generally agree in saying 
that the enemy have built at Matchitash, (Gloucester Bay,) 25 boats, 
each carrying two guns, but as for the correctness of this tale I can- 
not vouch, Lam rather disposed to disbelieve it. I think it highly 
probable that bouts are building on Lake Simeoe, but as there is a 
portage of some miles between Lake Simeoe and the waters of 
Gloucester Bay, over which those boats must be hauled, Tam indueed 
to believe that they are not larger than ordinary bateaux, and that 
they are intended inore for the purpose of keeping up the communi- 
cation with, and of provisioning those posts above mentioned than 
for acting offensively. Iam weil aware of the annoyance that your 
fleet would meet with in passing up the strait should the enemy by 
batteries, gunboats or otherwise command or block up the entrance 
into Lake Huron and shall therefore make immediate preparations 
for establishing a strong post at the point on which Fort St. Clair 
formerly stood. I fear, Sir, that in the present reduced state of iny 
force, [ shall not be able to afford you any valuable assistance, indeed 
T cannot, (unless previously reinforeed,) pledge myself to co-operate 
with you in any way which would be likely to draw my troops from 
the immediate defense of this place and its dependencies. With 
regard to provisions I cannot speak confidently:; our supply at present 
is but scanty, nor am I aware of the arrangements made by Genl, 
Harrison for increasing the stock. I find on enquiry that a sufficient 
number of boats ean be furnished you at this place; the two masters 
return reports 40, each eapable of landing from 50 to 80 men. 

S.—About 10 days since I sent up some active spies in the 
direction of Lake Simeoe und Gloucester Bay, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the exact situation of the enemy in that quarter—within 
10 or 15 days their return is expected.

Tam happy to have to announee to Your Excellency the com- 
plete success of the expedition against Oswego, ‘The troops mentioned 
in my despatch of the 3rd instant, viz., six companies of De Watte- 
ville’s Regiment under Lieutenant Colonel Fischer, the light company 
ofthe Glengarry Light Infantry under Captain MeMillan, and the 
whole of the second battalion of the Royal Marines under Lieutenant 
Colonel Maleolm having been embarked with a detachment of the 
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Royal Artillery under Captain Crattenden with two field pieces, a 
detachment of the rocket company under Lieutenant Stevens, and a 
detachment of Sappers and Miners under Lieutenant Gosset of the 
Royal Engineers, on the evening of the 3rd instant, I proceeded on 
board the Prin mt av daylight on the 4th and the squadron 
immediately sailed. The wind being variable we did not arrive off 
Oswego until noon the following day. The ships lay to within long 
gun shot of the battery, and the ganboats under Captain Collier were 
sent close in for the purpose of inducing the enemy to show his 
and particularly the number and position of his guns. This service 
was performed in the most gallant manner, the boats taking a posi- 
tion within point blank shot of the fort, which returned fire from 
four guns, one of them heavy. ‘The enemy did not appear to have 
any guns mounted on the town side of the river. 

faving sufficiently reconnoitered the place arrangements were 
e for its attack, which it was designed should take place at eight 
lock that evening, but at sunset a very heavy squall, blowing 
directly on the shore, obliged the squadron to get under weigh and 
prevented onr return until next morning, when the following dis- 
position was made of the troops and squadron by Commodore Sir 
James Yeo and myself. The Princess Charlotte, Wolfe (1) and Royal 
George (2), to engage the batter as the depth of water 
would admit of their approaching the shore, the Sir Sydney Smith 
schooner (3) to seour the town and keep in check a large body of 
militia who might attempt to pass over into the fort; the Moira (4) 
and Melville (5) brigs to tow the boats with the troops and then 
cover their landing by scouring the woods on the low point towards 
the foot of the hill by which it was intended to advance to the assault 
of the fort, 

Captain O’Conor had the direction of the boats and gunboats 
destined to land the troops, which consisted of the flank companies 
of De Watteville’s Regiment, the company of the Glengarry Light 
Infantry and the second battalion of the Royal Marines being all 
that could be landed at one embarkation. ‘The four battalion com- 
panies of the regiment of De Wattoville and the detachment of artil- 
lery remaining in reserve on board the Princess Charlotte and Sir 
Sidney Smith schooner. 
































As soon as everything was ready the ships opened their fire and 
the boats pushed for the point of disembarkation in the most regular 
order. The landing was effected under a heavy fire from the fort as 
well as from a considerable body of the enemy’ drawn up on the brow 
of the hill and in the wood. ‘The immediate command of the troops

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was entrusted to Lieutenant Colonel Fischer of the Regiment of De 
Watteville, of whose gallant, evol and judicious conduct, as well as of 
the distinguished bravery, steadiness’ and discipline of every officer 
and soldier composing this small force, I was a witness, having, with 
Commodore Sir Janes Yeo, the Deputy Adjutant General and the 
officers of my staff, landed with the troops. 

Irefer Your Excellency to Lieutenant Colonel Fischer's letter 
enclosed for an account of the operations. The place was gained in 
ten minutes after the troops advanced. The fort being everywhere 
almost open, the whole of the garrison, consisting of the third bat- 
talion of artillery about 400 strong, and some hundred militia, effected 
their eseape, with the exception of about 60 men, half of them 
severely wounded 

T enclose u return of our loss, amongst which I have to regret 
that of Captain Holtaway of the Royal marines, Your Excellency 
will lament to observe in the list the name of that. gallant, judicious 
and excellent officer, Captain Muleaster of the Royal Navy, who 
landed at the head of 200 volunteer seamen from the fleet and received 
a severe and dangerous wound when within a few yards of the guns 
which he was advaneing to storm, which, I fear, will deprive the 
squadron of his valuable services for some time at least. 

In noticing the co-operation of the naval branch of the service, 
Ihave the highest satisfaction in assuring Your Excellency that I 
have throughout this as well as on every other occasion, experienced 
the most zealous, cordial and able support from Sir James Yeo. It 
will be for him to do justice to the merits of those under his coi 
mand, but I may nevertheless be permitted to observe that nothing 
could exceed the coolness and gallantry in action or the unwearied 
exertions on shore of the captains, officers and crews of the whole 
squadron. 

Tenelose a memorandum of the captured articles which have 
been brought away, in which Your Excellency will pereeive with 
satisfaction seven heavy guns that were intended for the enemy's 
new ship. Three 32-pounders were sunk by the enemy in the river, 
as well as a large quantity of cordage and other naval stores. The 
loss to them therefore has been very great and I am sanguine in 
believing that by this blow they have been deprived of the means of 
completing the armament and particularly the equipment of the 
large man of war, an object of the greatest “importance. 

Every object of the expedition having been effected and the 
captured ‘stores embarked, the troops returned in the most perfect 
order on board their respective ships at four o'clock this morning, 
when the squadron immediately sailed, the barracks in the town as 
well as those in the fort having been previously burnt, together with

to be attributed. 

‘The Lieutenant-Colonel reported to me in high terms the con- 
duct of Lieutenant James Laurie, who was at the head of the first 
men who entered the fort. ‘The two flank companies of De Watte- 
ville’s, under Captain De Bersey, behaved with spirit, though labor- 
ing with more difficulties during their formation, on account of the 
badness of the landing place and the more direct opposition of the 
enemy. ‘The company of Glengarry Light Infantry, under Captain 
MeMillan, behaved in an equally distinguished manner by elearing 
the wood and driving the enemy into the fort. I beg to make my 
personal acknowledgements to Staff Adjutant Greig and Adjutant 
Mermet of De Watteville’s for their zeal and attention to me during 
the day's service.

* _" My letter of the 15th April last will have informed their Lord- 
7 ships that His Majesty’s ships Prince Regent and Princess Charlotte 


were launched on the preceding day. I now have the satisfaction to 
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acquaint you for.their Lordships’ information that the squadron, by 
the unremitting exertions of the officers and men under my command, 
were ready on the 3rd inst., when it was determined by Lieutenant- 
General Drummond and myself that an immediate attack should be 
made on the fort and town of Oswego, which in point of position is 
the most formidable I have seen in Upper Canada, and where the 
enemy bad by river navigation collected from the interior several 
heavy guns and naval stores for the ships and large depots of provi- 
sions for their army. 

At noon on the 5th we got off the port and were on the point of 
landing, when a heavy gale from the N. West obliged me to gain an 
offing. On the morning of the 6th, everything being ready, one hun- 
dred and fifty troops, two hundred seamen armed with pikes, under 
Captain Muleaster, and four hundred marines, were put into the boats. 
‘The Montreal and Niagara took their stations abreast, and within a 
quarter of a mile of the fort, the Mugnet opposite the town, and the 
Star and Charwell to cover the landing, which was effected under a 
heavy fire of round, grape and musketry, kept up with great spirit. 
Our men, having to ascend a very steep and long hill, were conse- 
quently exposed to a destructive fire. Their gallantry overcoming 
every difficulty, they soon gained the summit of the hill, and, throw- 
ing themselves into the fosse, mounted the ramparts, vieing with each 
other who should be foremost. Lieut. Laurie, my secretary, was the 
first who gained the ramparts, and Lieut. Hewett of the same corps 

bed the flagstaff under a heavy fire, and in the most gallant style 
struck the American colors, which were nailed to the mast. 

My gallant and much esteemed friend, Captain Muleaster, led the 
seamen to the assault with his accustomed bravery, but 1 lament to 
say that he received a dangerous wound in the act of entering the 
fort, which, I apprehend, will, for a considerable time, deprive me of 
his serviees (the benefit of which I have many years experienced,) 
and the country of a brave and experienced officer. Mr. Seott, my 
first lieutenant, who was next in command, nobly led them on, and 
soon gained the ramparts. 

Captain O'Conor, of the Prince Regent, to whom I entrusted the 
landing of the troops, displayed great ability and cool judgment, the 
boats being under a heavy fire from all points. 

Captain Popham, in the Montreal, anchored his ship in a most 
gallunt style, sustaining the whole fire until we gained the shore. 
She was set on fire three times by red hot shot, and much eut up in 
her hull, masts and rigging. Captain Popham received a severe 
wound in his right hand, and speaks in high terms of Mr, Richard- 
son, the master, who, from a severe wound in the left arm, was obliged 
to undergo amputation at the shoulder. 
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Captain Spilsbury of the Niagara, Cuptain Dobbs of the Char- 
well, Captain Anthony of the Star, and Captain Collier of the Magnet, 
behaved very much to my satisfaction 

‘The 2nd Battalion Royal Marines excited the admiration of all 
‘They were led by the gallant Colonel Malcolm, and suffered severely. 
Captain Holtaway, doing duty in the Princess Charlotte, gallantly 
fell at the head of his company. 

Having landed with the seamen and marines, I had great pleasure 
in witnessing not only the zeal and prompt attention of the officers 
to my orders but also the intrepid bravery of the men, whose good 
and ‘temperate conduct under circumstances of great temptation 
(being a whole night in the town, employed in ng the captured 
vessels with ordnance, naval stores and provisions,) most justly claim 
my high approbation and acknowledgements, and I here beg leave to 
recominend to their Lordships’ notice my first lieutenant, Mr. Scott, 
and aide-de-eamp, Acting Lieutenant Yeo, to whom I beg leave to 
refer their Lordships for information ; nor should the meritorious 
exertions of Acting Lieutenant Griffin, severely wounded in the arm, 
or Mr. Brown, both of whom were attached to the storming party, be 
omitted. 

It is a great satisfaction to me to acquaint their Lordships that 
L have on this, as well as all other occasions, received from Lieutenant- 
General Drummond that support and attention which never fail in 
securing perfect cordiality between the two services,

‘The enemy's fleet passed in sight about. an hour since at a great 
distance and standing for Kingston. We have some vague reports 
that the enemy landed from 1,500 to 3,000 men, and that they carried 
the fort at Oswego by storm and put the garrison to the sword. 
Others that the garrison, with Captain Woolsey and the seamen, sur- 
rendered, and that the enemy were marching to the falls. All these 
reports are unquestionably much exaggerated, and if it should turn 
out that Oswego has been taken, it will be found that the troops and 
seamen did their duty, and that the enemy paid dearly for the place.

Boston :— 
Osweao Farts, May 7, 1814. 

Tarrived at this place about sunset last evening, in company 
with about 200 troops. We escaped from the fort about 3 p. m., after 
a very severe contest, Our foree was in all about 300 men. The 
enemy's fleet made its appearance on the morning of the 5th, about 
six o'clock, and consisted of fonr ships and three brigs. We had no 
doubt of their object, and fired alarm guns to collect the militia. 
‘About 3 p. m. the fleet formed a line and commenced embarking thei 
troops in boats. We had only four pieces of ordnance to oppose their 
landing, The eannonade began on our side about 4, and was imme- 
diately returned by them. It continued until 6,at which time we saw 
them take their men on board and cut four of their boats adrift, there 
being every appearance of a squall. ‘The fleet left us and came to 
anchor about ten miles from the fort down the lake. 

‘On the morning of the 6th the fleet again made sail for the fort. 
‘The wind being nearly ahead, it could not form its line until 11 
‘The militia had assembled to the number of 200. The enemy placed 
their troops in boats, and the cannonading began on our side in 
diately. Our battery prevented their landing until about half 
one, when they effected their purpose under cover of a continued 
stream of grape and canister shot. The militia at this time thought 
best to leave ns, Ido not think they fired a gun, ‘The enemy was 
met by two companies of our troops at the landing, but his advantage 
was 80 great that it became impossible to prevent his progress, and 
our soldiers retreated to the breastwork, We now formed our line of 
defence and stood our ground for about 30 minutes, when the retreat 
was ordered by Lieut.-Colonel Mitchell, a brave and active officer. 
We retired in good order, tho’ exposed to the brisk fire of the enemy. 
Our loss in killed and wounded we have not yet ascertained. Only 
one officer, however, was killed—Lieut. Blaney of our corps. He 
fought in the most gallant manner until about the commencement of 
the retreat, when he was shot dead. Lieut. Robb of the light artillery 
was wounded, but very slightly. 
































General Orders. 
Adjutant General's Office, Headquarters, 
MowrreaL, May 12, 1814. 


His Excellency the Governor-in-Chief and Commander of the 
Forces has the highest satisfaction in announcing to the troops that 
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he has received a despatch from Lieutenant-General Drummond 
reporting the result of a most spirited and successful attack ow the 
enemy's fort and position of Oswego, which was carried by assault at 
noon on the 6th inst. 

The Lieutenant-General reports that, having caused six com- 
panies of the Regiment De Watteville and one company of the Glen- 
garry Light Infantry to embark on board the squadron, in addition 
to the 2nd Battalion of Royal Marines, he accompanied Sir James Yeo 
in the Prince Regent, and on the evening of the 5th instant anchored 
off Oswego, but a violent gale of wind driving the squadron off shore 
the position was not recovered until noon on the following day, when 
the disposition for landing was instantly carried into execution in 
the following order: he frigates taking a position from whence 
they could cannonade the fort and the brigs, schooners and gunboats 
in proportion to their respective draft of water covered by their fire 
the several points of debarkation of the troops, which was attended 
with considerable difficulty, owing to the shoalness of water the 
boats grounding, the troops were in’ many instances obliged to leap 
out and wade through the water to their middles to gain the landing, 
and the enemy having strongly occupied the favorable positions near 
the shore and the woods with which it is surrounded, the disembark- 
ation was attended with some loss but effected with the utmost 
promptitude, under the direction of Lieut. Colonel Fischer, led by two 
new formed companies of De Watteville’s Regiment under Capt. De 
Beray, the remaining four companies and detachment of artillery 
being held in reserve. The 2nd Battalion of Marines, under Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Malcolm, supported by a detachment of 200 seamen 
under Captain Muleaster, Royal Navy, formed a second column to 
the right. Captain MeMillan’s company of the Glengarry Light 
Infantry gained the skirt of the woods to the left and covered the 
advance of the columns to the fort, which was gained and carried in 
ten minutes from the advanco of the troops after landing. ‘The 
enemy's garrison consisted of Macomb’s 3rd Regiment of attillery 
400 strong, and a numerous body of militia, saving themselves by a 
precipitate flight. 

Lieutenant General Drummond speaks in the strongest. terms of 
the cordial, judicious and able co-operation of Commodore Sir James 
Yeo and the officers and seamen of his squadron, and laments the 
temporary loss the service has sustained in Captain Muleaster of the 
Royal Navy, who is severely wounded. The eminent services of that 
officer and of Captains O'Connor, Popham and Collier are partieu- 
larly noticed. 

‘The Lieutenant General bestows the highest praise on the cool 
and judicious conduct of Lieutenant Colonel Fischer of De Watte- 
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ville’s and Lieutenant Colonel Malcolm of the Royal Marines, on the 
intrepid gallantry displayed by Captain Berzy, who led the flank 
companies of the Watteville’s, and by Captain McMillan in the judi- 
cious execution of the duties assigned to his light company in covering 
the advance; to Lieut. Colonel Pearson, inspecting field officer and 
Major Smelt, 103rd Regiment, who, being passengers in the fleet, 
volunteered their services; Captain Cruttenden, Royal Artille 
Brevet Major De Cousten’of De Watteville’s; Lieutenant Stevens, 
Rocket Company ; Lieutenant Gosset, Royal Engineers; Lieutenant 
Laurie of the Marines, who led the first party that entered the fort. 
and Lieutenant Hewitt of the same corps, who climbed the flagstaff 
and pulled down the American colors, which were nailed to it, are 
respectively noticed by the Lieutenant General, who represents in 
the strongest terms the zealous and able assistance he has experienced 
on this and every other occasion from Deputy Assistant Adjutant 
General Lieutenant Colonel Harvey and from his aid de camp, 
Captain Jervois. 

It is particularly gratifying to His Excellency to have to notice 
that to the high honor of both branches of the service that there was 
not a single soldier or sailor missing, nor a single instance of intoxi- 
cation, although surrounded by temptation. 

The service has lost a brave and meritorious officer in Captain 
Holtaway of the Royal Marines. 

Every object of the expedition being accomplished, the barracks 
burnt and the fort dismantled, and all public stores which were not 
brought away destroyed, the troops re-embarked at 4 o'clock the 
following morning and the squadron sailed for Kingston. 

‘The enemy’s loss amounts to at least 100 killed and sixty prison- 
ers, the greater part wounded

Major General Brown has the satisfaction to announce to the 
forees under his command that the detachment. stationed at Oswego, 
under the immediate orders of Lieutenant Mitchell of the Third 
Artillery, by their gallant and highly military conduct in sustaining 
the fire of the whole British fleet on the lake for nearly two days, 
and contending with the vastly superior numbers of the enemy on 
the land as long as the interests of their country or the honor of their 
profession required, and then effecting their retreat in good order in 
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the face of this superior force of the enterprising and accomplished 
foe to the depot of naval stores, which it became their duty to defend, 
have established for themselves a name in arms worthy of the gallant 
nation in whose cause they fight and highly honorable to the army. 
Lieutenant Colonel Mitchell had in all less than 300 men, and the 
foree of the enemy by land and water exceeded 3,000.

U.S. Ship Superior, Sackert’s Harvor, 
May 12, 1814, 

T have not heard from Oswego since I wrote Inst. ‘The enemy's 
fleet left Kingston again yesterday. The Lady of the Lake dogged 
them until evening and’ was several times chased by one of their 
brigs. ‘The enemy had with him a number of small vessels and gun- 
boats and at sundown were standing about 8, W., evidently bound 
again to Oswego or the Genesee river on some marauding expedition,

On Friday last, May 18, a British force of seven sail appeared 
off the mouth of the Genesee river, where we have a small foree under 
General Peter B. Porter. They sent in a flag to demand a surrender 
of all public stores, which was refused. ‘The flag returned and then 
they sent some gunboats, between which and our men some shots 
were exchanged. “Another flag was afterwards sent renewing the 
demand with some threats. They also sent to General Porter a paper 
purporting to be the terms on which the people at Oswego gave up 
the publie property at that place and offered the same terms to the 
people at the river, viz., not to molest private property. 

On Saturday, (May 14,) the enemy appeared off the village of 
Pultneyville and sent a bayge ashore, which took off as prisoners 1 
Mr. Fuller and two other persons, 





Biographical Note. 


Colonel John Hewett entered the Royal Navy in 1803 as rated 
midshipman of H. M.S. Windsor Castle, 98 guns, and besides serving 
in soveral minor actions took part in the general engagement fought 
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on 22nd July, 1805, between the British fleet, (15 ships of the line 
fates,) and the combined French and Spanish fleets, (20 
ships of the line, 7 frigates and 2 brigs,) and subsequently saw active 
service in W. Indies at Cadiz and Corunna, (under Sir John Moore.) 
and the Baltic, in Spain and Portugal, on the staff and attached to 
the 83rd Regt. under Sir Arthur Wellesley, in the United States and 
in Canada, at the storming of Hampton, Ocracoke, taking of Kent 
Teland and Queenstown and capture of Oswego. 

‘On one oceasion the Windsor Castle being in immediate danger 
from a white squall the topmen hesitated to go aloft till Midshipman 
Hewett sprang forward and showed them an example, which was 
immediately followed. For this act of daring he was publicly 
thanked by the eaptain. He was severely wounded in the head in 
the action of the 22nd July, 1805. Four commissions in the Royal 
Marines were offered to those iidshipmen who had most distinguished 
themselves, the first of which was offered to and accepted by Mr. 
Hewett. 

LiTmpeteuse, (French 74,) having been driven on shore at Cape 
Hatteras, Lieut. Crook, R. N., and Lieut Hewett with 18 marines 
were sent to take possession. ‘On their approaching L’TImpeteuse it 
was found that she had not struck her colors and the enemy 
attempted to tip one of the main deck guns into the English boat, 
but alter considerable difficulty the party reached the quarter deck. 
Being hard pressed Lieut. Hewett placed his small party of marines 
between two quarter deck guns and then joined Lieut. Crook in 
endeavoring to persuade the French commander to surrender. This 
he refused to do, stating that his exptain had gone to the British 
‘Admiral to claim American neutrality, and he insisted that the British 
party should become prisoners, to enforee which he attempted to 
draw his sword. Lieut. Hewett immediately seized the French 
officer’s sword arm and prevented this, at the same time giving his 
marines the order to charge. This was done with such effeet that 
the French were taken by surprise and the deck was so crowded 
that in the struggle 80 of them jumped overboard and were mostly 
drowned in attempting to swim ashore, and the remainder were 
driven off the quarter deck, Lieut. Hewett, had the honor of hauling 
down the French flag. The French erew, many of whom were intoxi- 
cated, then lost all discipline and became beyond control. In the 
awful position in whieh they were placed the gallant Lieut. Crook 
Kept possession of the quarter deck until reinforcements arrived, 
while Lieut. Hewett with one marine and a noble French officer went 
below and secured the magazine and spirit room. To this French 
officer Lieut, Hewett attributed the safety of the ship's erew and the 
British party. 
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Lieut. Crook's report states that “in a moment those gallant 
marines were at the side of their officer, and Lieut. Hewett and his 
arty after a severe struggle cleared the deck and drove the entire 
French crew under hatehes and subsequently Secured the magazine 
and spirit room, (a service of extreme peril,) where the enemy were 
in possession, intoxicated, with unguarded candles and several hundred 
loose gun cartridges under their feet, thereby preserving the lives of 
upwards of 800 men.” 

At Craney Island Lieut. Hewett was thanked by Lt. General Sir 
Charles Napier and General Sidney Beckwith for’ volunteering to 
lead the way over a bridge whieh the enemy had mined. 

At the storming of Fort Oswego Lieut. Hewett had the honor of 
being selected with his company to cover the retreat should the 
attack fail, but at his earnest request was permitted to lead the for- 
lorn hope. The Americans had nailed their ensign to the flagstaff, 
which had been cleated for the purpose of ascending it. On his 
party entering the fort Lieut. Hewett with his color sergeant cut 
their way to the flagstaff, which the former climbed under a heavy 
fire and tore the colors from the masthead. In executing this he was 
wounded in several places, and just as he regained the ground and 
leaned for a moment, faint from loss of blood, against the mast, » 
wounded American lying on the ground within a couple of paces 
raised his musket and was about to fire at him when the color 
sergeant bayonnetted him. Lieut. Hewett was thanked for “the 
manner in which he with his company covered the landing of the 
assaulting column under a heavy fire from the fort and from Amer 
n infantry and riflemen in the adjacent woods, and for the gallant 
nner in which he led the assault, entering where the opposition 
was greatest and then charging on the flagstaff.” Lieut. General 
Sir Gordon Drummond and Commodore Yeo were eye witnesses and 
on Lieut. Hewett presenting the captured colors the former said: “No 
one so worthy of them as yourself;” the Commodore adding “Taken 
in a manner unparallelled in history.” 

While Col. Hewett remained in the army and even for some time 
afterwards his men used to present to him a wreath of laurel 
annually on the anniversary of the eapture of Oswego. 

On another occasion the British and Americans were marching 
through a dense wood unknown to one another when the enemy 
being “suddenly observed the British received the order to “front 
form.” So close were the opposing forees that the Americans mistook 
the command for that of their own officers and performed a similar 
movement thus bringing the leading companies of the opposing forees 
face to face within a few yards of one another. Taking instant 
advantage of the momentary hesitation and surprise Lieut. Hewett 
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ordered his company to fire a volley low from the hip, and to charge, 
with the result of Killing a large number of the enemy and dispersing 
the rest. 

When in charge of outposts watching the American fo 
the south side of the St. Laurence Lieut, Hewett sought for, 
covered, and at night tested, by personally wading, a ford close above 
some rapids, which was hitherto entirely unknown, and which from 
the roughness and velocity of the water was always deemed to be 
utterly impassable, This discovery subsequently proved of great 
advantage. 

Lieut. Hewett on promotion received a brevet majority for 
services, He was officially thanked “ for the example he had always 
shown as an officer at headquarters for always volunteering for ser- 
vie, and for the honor he had done to his éorps while on service.” 
He received by command of William IV, through Sir Herbert Taylor, 
His Majesty's approbation of his merit and gallant services, 

Col. Hewett died in 1876 at the age of 84 at Llantwit in

BAD Qrs., MONTREAL, 
7th May, 1814: 





this day had the honor to receive your communica- 
tion of the 3rd inst, stating the forees you proposed embarking on 
board the squadron for the purpose of acting against the enemy's 
magazines and stores at Oswego and along the southern coast. of 
Lake Ontario. My letter to you of the same date will have antici- 
pated your wishes by conveying my approval of that measure, 

Tcannot at this moment supply you from this Province with th 
800 effective men you deem necessary to enable you to attempt, by a 
combined operation, the destruction of the enemy's fleet and stores at 
Sackett's Harbor, and it will depend upon the foree which His 
Majesty's Government may place at my disposal from England during 
the next month whether the seat of war may be transferred to the 
enemy's possessions contiguous to Upper Canada, or whether, as at 
present the case, I shall be obliged to retain the whole of the troops 
Thave in Lower Canada for its defence, 

In acknowledging the honor of your second letter of the 3rd inst. 
and its enclosure, relative to the serious indisposition of Colonel 
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Elliott of the Indian Dept., of whose recovery but little hope was 
entertained, I perfectly agree with you that Colonel Caldwell, from 
his acquaintance with the Western Indians, is best caleulated to 
sueceed to the situation and as soon as the account of Colonel Elliott's 
death may reach me, Colonel Caldwell shall be ordered to proceed 
forthwith to the head of the lake and he will receive such an appoint- 
ment as will place him senior to Major MeKee.

Sir—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of Your 
Excellency’s letter of the 26th ultimo respecting the 90th Regt., 
which shall be forwarded on to Halifax the moment it arrives here, 
but, as T understand, Rear Admiral Francis Laforey or his successor 
have received no orders to send on this regiment to Bermuda, which 
has been waiting with the transports sent out for its conveyance at 
the Leeward Islands since October last. I am apprehensive some 
mistake has arisen at home. A convoy sails for the Leeward Islands 
ina few days, when I will acquaint Rear Admiral Durham of your 
expecting this regiment and recommend his sending it on to Quebec 
without a moment’s delay,
